Present :—The QUEEN’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Wuereas by an Act passed in the last Session of Parliament, intituled, 
*“« An Act for the better administration of the Laws respecting the regulation of

34. Either party may call upon the other, by notice in writing, to admit any 
decument, saving just exceptions, and in case of refusal or neglect to admit 
the same, tue costs of proving the document shall be paid by the party so 
neglecting or refusing, whatever the result of the cause may be, unless at the 
hearing the judge shall certify that the refusal was reasonable ; and no costs 
of proving any document shall be allowed as costs in the cause, except in 
‘eases where the omission to give the notice was in the opinion of the registrar 
a saving of expense.—A form of notice to admit is given in the Appendix,

Notices. 


35. All notices required by. these rules and orders shall be in writing, and 
signed by the party. 


Service of Notices, &c. 


36. It shall be sufficient to transmit all notices and other documents 
intended for the complainant to the address furnished by him as aforesaid, 
and to address all notices and other documents intended for the respondent 
to the parish to which the representation relates, unless and until the 
_ respondent shall furnish to the diocesan registry or the provincial registry 
(as the case may be) another address to which documents may be sent, from 
which time all such notices and other dotuments shall be sent to such other 
address. 


Appearance by Proctor or Solicitor. 


37. Whenever an appearance is entered by a proctor or solicitor for a com- 
plainant or respondent, all notices and other documents required by these 
rules and orders to be transmitted to or by the parties, shall, in lieu thereof, 
be transmitted or delivered to or by their proctor or solicitor at the addresg

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furnished by him, and all acts to be done by the parties may be done by 
their proctors or solicitors.—A form of appearance is given in the Appendix,

Change of Proctor or Solicitor. 


38. A party may obtain an order to change his proctor or solicitor upon 
application by summons to the judge, or, in his absence, to tne provincial 
registrar. In case the former proctor or solicitor neglects to file his bill of 
costs for taxation at the time required by the order served upon him, the party 
may, with the sanction of the judge or provincial registrar, proceed by the new 
proctor or solicitor without previous payment of such costs. 


; _ Time fived by these Rules. 


39. The judge shall in every case in which a time is fixed by these Rules 
and Orders for the performance of any act have power to extend the same 
with such qualifications and restrictions, and on such terms as to him may 
seem fit. 

40. To prevent the time limited for the performance of any act, or for any 
proceeding in default, from expiring before application can be made to the 
judge for an extension thereof, the provincial registrar may, upon reasonable 
cause being shown, extend the time. 

41. The time fixed by these Rules and Orders for the performance of any act - 
shall in all cases be exclusive of Sundays, Christmas Day, and Good Friday. 


Affidavits, 


42. Every affidavit is to be drawn in the first person, and the addition and » 
true place of abode of every deponent is to be inserted therein. Affidavits 
may be sworn before the judge, or any provincial or diocesan registrar, or a 
Commissioner to administer oaths in Chancery. 

43. In every affidavit made by two or more persons the names of the several 


‘persons making it are to be written in the jurat. 


44, No affidavit will be admitted in which any material part is written on an 
erasure, or in the jurat of which there is any interlineation or erasure, or in 
which there is any interlineation the extent of which at the time when the 
affidavit was sworn, is not clearly shown by the initials of the authority before 
whom it was sworn. . 

45. Where an affidavit is made by any person who is blind, or who from his 
or her signature, or otherwise, appears to be illiterate, the authority before whom 
such affidavit is made is to state in the jurat that the affidavit was read in the 
presence of the party making the same, and that such party seemed perfectly 
to understand the same, and also made his or her mark, or wrote his or her 
signature thereto, in the presence of the authority. 

46. No affidavit is to be deemed sufficient which has been sworn before the 
party on whose behalf the same is offered, or before his proctor or solicitor, or 
before a partner or clerk of his proctor or solicitor. | 

47. Proctors and solicitors, and their clerks respectively, if acting for any 
other proctor or solicitor, shall be subject to the rules and orders in respect 
of taking affidavits which are applicable to those in whose stead they are 
acting. ! Ea 

48. Where a special time is fixed for filing affidavits, no affidavit filed after 
that time shall be used unless by leave of the judge. 

49. The above rules and orders in respect to affidavits shall, so far as the 
same are applicable, be observed in respect to affirmations and declarations. 


Taxing Bills of Costs. 


50. All bills of costs are referred to the registrar of the respective registry 
for taxation, and may be taxed by him without any special order for that pur- 
pose. Such bills are to be filed in the registry. 

51. Notice of the time appointed for taxation will be forwarded to the party 
filing the bill at the address furnished by such party. 

52. The party who has obtained an appointment to tax a bill of costs shall” 
give the other party to be heard on the taxation thereof at least one clear day’s 
notice of such appointment, and shall at or before the same time deliver to him 
or them a copy of the bill to be taxed. 

53. When 


53. When an appointment has been made by’ the registrar for taxing any bill 
of costs, and any parties to be heard on the taxation do not attend at the time 
appointed, the registrar may nevertheless proceed to tax the bill after the 
expiration of a quarter of an hour, upon being satisfied by affidavit that the 
party not in attendance had due notice of the time appointed. 

54. The bill-of costs of any proctor or solicitor will be taxed on his applica- 
tion as against his client after sufficient notice given to the person or persons 
liable for the payment thereof, or on the application of such sian or pereans 
after sufficient notice given to the practitioner. 

55. The fees payable on the taxation of any bill of costs shall be fee by the 
party on whose application, the bill is taxed, and shall be allowed as part of such 
bill; but if more than one-sixth of the amount of any bill of costs taxed as 
between practitioner and client is disallowed on the taxation thereof, no costs 
incurred in such taxation shall be allowed as part of such bill. 

56. If an order for payment of costs is required, the same may be obtained, 
by summons on the amount of such costs being certified by the registrar. A 
form of monition for costs is given in the Appendix, No. 39. 


Summonses. 


57. Where the decision of the judge is required, a summons may be taken 
out by either party in reference to any incidental matter arising out of or 
connected with any proceedings under the Act. A form is given in the 
Appendix, No. 40. 

58. A true copy of the summons is to be served on the party summoned 
three clear days at least before the summons is returnable, and before five 
o'clock p.m. On Saturdays the copy of the summons is to be served before two 
o'clock p.m. 

59. On the day and at the hour named in the summons the party taking out 
the same is to present himself, with the original summons, before the judge at 
the place appointed for hearing the same. 

60. Both parties will be heard by the judge, who will make such order as 
he may think fit, and a minute of such order will be made by the provincial 
registrar. 

61. If the party summoned do not appear after the lapse of half an hour 
from the time named in the summons, the party taking out the summons shall 
be at liberty to go before the judge, who will thereupon make such order as he 
may think fit. 

62. An attendance on behalf of the party summoned for the space of half an 
hour, if the party taking out the summons do not during such time appear, 
will be deemed sufficient, and bar the party taking out the summons from the 
dine to go before the judge on that occasion. 

. If a formal order is desired, the same may be obtained from the 
ck registrar on the ‘application of either party, and for that purpose 
the original summons, or the copy, served on the party summoned must be 
filed on the provincial registry. An order. will thereupon be drawn up and 
delivered to the person filing such summons or copy. 

64. If a summons is brought to the provincial registry with consent to 
an order endorsed thereon signed by the party summoned, or by his proctor 
or solicitor, an order will be drawn up without the necessity of going before 
the judge, provided that the order sought is in the opinion of the provincial 
registrar one which under the circumstances would be made by the judge.

Report for the YEAR 1874. 


THE Governors, in reviewing the transactions of the year 1874, have again to'record 
the liberal generosity of benefactors to poor benefices. They annex a list of the cases to 
which grants have been assigned in 1874—in number 87, as compared with 79 in 1873, 


The receipts and payments in 1874 both show an increase over 1873; the receipts of 
45,076 1. 1s. 4d., and the payments of 39,4241. 6s. 5d. 


- The annual account for the -past year, although unaltered in principle, varies in form 
from those recently submitted to Parliament, It is believed that the new arrangement 
will be found more compendious. The particulars of the assets and liabilities in the 
balance sheet have also been simplified. 


The aim of the Governors for years past has been to so control the accumulated 
capital and the increased business of the Board, that a good income should be paid to 
incumbents, and yet that the original annual revenue of First Fruits and Tenths might 
be preserved free from diminution for expenses of management, and remain applicable 
to the augmentation of poor benefices, in conjunction with benefactions.. This result has 
been attained by economical management, and by lending and investing the capital 
_at a rate of interest slightly higher than that paid to incumbents. Some of the clergy 
were recently receiving 3/. per cent. interest. The Board have lately resolved to pay 
34.*5 s. per cent. interest on all capital sums of money held by them for the augmenta- 
tion of the income of incumbents. When lands or tithes, &c., are bought for a benefice, 
the incumbent manages the same for himself, and receives the actual income thereof. 


The annual statements and balance sheets certified by the Governors’ professional 
auditor are submitted with this Report.

My Lord, 101, St. George’s Square, S.W., July 28, 1874. .. 


IN a letter to the fe at Pernambuco last February, I appealed to Lord 
Granville to recommend the Treasury to grant me my full retiring pension as Consular 
Chaplain, instead of the mere 90/.. per annum to which I stood entitled under the 
Foreign Office Circular of the 30th of December last. 

I first asked as a matter of right, or equity, for 1801. per-annum. 

I then pleaded that I was entitled to some grace; that the exceptional expenses 
necessarily incurred, and the exceptional hardships undergone by me in my capacity 
of Foreign Office Chaplain, at ‘that particular post, should be taken into consideration ; 
and that, on account of the, perhaps, unparalleled severity of the service, I should be 
accredited with a greater number of years than I had actually served, and that over 
and above the five extra years proposed by the Circular. 

This letter was forwarded to the Foreign Office; has been acknowledged i in ‘your 
Lordship’s name, and,’ as I am: informed now on my arrival»in) England, has been 
printed for the information ofa Committee'of:the House of Commons. 

‘My Lord, Task you, as the Representative of my Queen, and: as my minolta 
head, and natural protector in my late post, to give that, letter a kindly and favourable 
consideration. You will not grudge a few minutes’ attention to the claims of a 
subordinate’ who ‘has striven to diseharge faithfully arduous and unexpected duties 
toward the Department over which you preside. 

Had your Lordship and the present Government been in power when ‘I ‘wrote 
that letter, I should not have asked for any definite sum (the full pension of 4001.), 
but only that beyond the 180/. per annum that seemed a right. So much more 
might be added of grace as'seemed fitting to your Lordship, on due consideration of 
the circumstances detailed inthe. latter part.of that letter. 

And I would now wish, thus far, to modify that appeal. 

_ Will, your patience, my, Lord, yet bear with me while I say a word or. two 
concerning our unworthy treatment by the late Government. it will, perhaps, be 
simplest for me to speak in-my.own name. , 

. Nine.years ago, last May, Lord Russell writes to me to say, that my name haying 
been submitted to Her Majesty, she had been graciously pleased to appoint me as 
British. Consular Chaplain at. Pernambuco. 

~The Red Book at the Foreign Office informed me that I held office “ only during 
Her Majesty’s pleasure, such pleasure to be signified by the Secretary of State.’ ; 

. That.the Government would pay me an amount RAMA st to that raised by us 
British residents.

There was no sort of question at that time, but that, in each case, the whole 
income (of say 800/.) was intended, and, with this understanding (in itself no small 
inducement), I entered the service. 

I plead, then, that I was a Royal Chaplain, placed under the control of the Head 
of the Foreign Office, who only, and that as the Queen’s Representative, could 
dismiss me. 

That, though the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs could, in the Queen’s 
name, arbitrarily dispense with my services, he had no power to diminish or alter my 
rights of service so long as it lasted, whether of pay, pension, or superannuation grant, 
as defined by law and custom at the time of my entering into my Chaplaincy. 

This position and these rights were deliberately ignored by the late Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. 

_ He acted in his own name instead of the Queen’s, and confused our rights and 
wrongs with those of the congregations abroad—with which, except accidentally, they 
had no connection whatever. 

He to whom the honour of our Queen was entrusted, broke faith with her 
servants, violated our implied contract, and not ‘content with our dismissal, wished 
(as it seems to me illegally) to alter the terms of our last year’s service, and to defraud 
us, by one-half, of the superannuation grant that was our due. 

Surely, surely, my Lord, a Conservative Government will not allow a convenient 
and novel interpretation of an old Act of Parliament, on the very eve of the abolition 
of the office to which it refers, to have a retrospective ‘action to the prejudice of the 
existing interests of those who have for years been members of that office.

YOU are probably aware that during the last Session of Parliament a Select 
Committee of the House of Commons was appointed to consider the withdrawal of 
grants from Her Majesty’s Government to British Consular Chaplaincies. 

I am now directed by the Earl of Derby to inform you that in accordance with 
recommendations of that Committee, Her Majesty’s Government have decided to 
modify the decision conveyed to you in Lord Granville’s circular despatch of the 31st 
of July, 1873, as far as concerns the Church establishment at the port at which you 
reside. 

Till further notice, therefore, Her Majesty’s Government are prepared to make to 
that Church establishment a maximum annual grant of—Bahia 312/., Pernambuco 
4511., St. Thomas 1851. 

As, however, they are not empowered to grant more than the sum annually 
subscribed by British residents, the full amount above named cannot be contributed 
unless it is equalled by the subscriptions of such residents. 

The annual church accounts must therefore continue to be sent in, in the same 
manner as hitherto.

You will communicate this despatch to the Church Committee, but you will at 
the same time inform them that they must distinctly understand that Her Majesty’s 
Government give no pledge as to the length of time during which the grant will be 
continued, and that it will be liable to be discontinued at any time.

WITH reference to the letter addressed to you on the 15th August, I am directed 
by the Earl of Derby to inform you that, in deference to the paragraph of the Report 
of the Select Committee on Consular Chaplins recommending that the Chaplains at 
certain places should receive special consideration in regard to the compensation allow- 
ances to be awarded them, it has been decided by Her Majesty’s Government. that, in 
calculating the compensation allowances of the Chaplins in question, a special addition 
of five years shall be made to the number of years which they would have been 
otherwise severally entitled to reckon for pension, subject nevertheless to the restric- 
tion imposed by the 7th section of the Superannuation Act, which lays down that no 
such compensation allowance shall exceed two-thirds of the annual emoluments on 
which it is based. ) 

I am also to inform you that each of the Chaplins specially recommended by the 
Select Committee who intends to return immediately, or has already returned, to this 
country, in consequence of the abolition of his post, will be paid the whole of the 
expense of his own journey from his post, and one third of the cost of that of his family, 
the number being limited to five persons besides himself, of whom one may be a 
female servant. 

Your case is one of those included in the above arrangement, although on account 
of another proposal of the Select Committee, a Government Grant at a maximum rate 
of 312/. a year will be continued to the Pernambuco Church establishment. 

I am to inclose a copy of the despatch to the Acting Consul at Pernambuco,* | 
acquainting him with the terms on which this new arrangement is made, from which 

ou will observe that Her Majesty's Government give no pledge as to the time during 
which it will be maintained. 

Under these circumstances J am to inquire whether you would wish application 
to be made to the Treasury for compensation allowance on your behalf, on the special 
terms which have been now explained to you, or whether you would prefer to return to 
Pernambuco as Consular Chaplain under the new arrangements as regards the 
Government Grant. 

It is only right, however, that I should point out to you, that if you adopt the 
latter alternative, you will not be entitled, if the Government Grant should be ulti- 
mately withdrawn during your incumbency, or on your retirement from other causes, to 
' any of the advantages now offered to you, in regard to pension on account of your 
having left your post under the belief that your post was to be abolished at the end 
of the present year. .

HAVING obtained your Lordship’s permission I have left Rio de Janeiro for a 
few months, and arrived in England. 

As my office of Consular Chaplain ceases on the 3lst of December next, and I 
am naturally anxious as-to» my pension, I trust your Gordship will pardon mie~in 
requesting that in calculating it the following statement may be borne in mind :— 

In the Estimates laid before Parliament, it appears the pension of my predecessor, 
the Rev. George Grahame, was. calculated. on his whole income of 800/. per annum, 
which amounted to 226]. 13s. 4d., and Iwas led to believe that it would have been the 
same in my case, for I had served more than half my time (viz., fifteen years) before 
Her Majesty’s Government determined that in future the pensions of the Chaplains 
should only be calculated on that part of the stipend which was derived from ‘Govern- 
ment funds. | | 

’May I ask your Lordship if it is just that that should apply to those Chaplains 
who were appointed before that law was made ? 

If this is not possible, may I request your Lordship to allow my pension to be 
calculated on the full amount of my stipend, viz., 400/., for which Her Majesty’s 
Government were liable, for it seems hard that because I have been enabled to fill my 
church, so that almost all the pews are let either to English or American residents, 
and thus caused a less deficiency to be defrayed by the Government, that I should 
suffer a loss in my pension, whereas, had I not been so successful, I should have had a 
larger sum allowed me. 

Again, may I ask your Lordship, if I am not entitled to a pension on a term 
equal to 25 years’ service :—e.g., 

10 years’ actual service. 
5 years’ bonus, as promised. 
5 -years, under the resolution that every 2 years in the tropics 
‘should count as 3; and, 
5 years for the abolition of office. 

As in going to Brazil, I have lost all hope of preferment at home, may I request 
your Lordship to look favourably on my case, and, if possible, allow me the same 
pension which was allowed to my predecessor.

I don’t know how far they have any ground for supposing that your Lordship 
may be induced.to re-consider the question, and I have thought it best to avoid any 
discussion on the subject; but I have no hesitation in sending in their petition, the 
statements in which I have examined and found quite correct in all respects.

Dear Sir, Genoa, September 21, 1875. 

WE, the undersigned British subjects, resident in Genoa, and members of the 
Church of England, write to beg that you will have the goodness to lay before the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affaires, our earnest request that he will reconsider the 
decision taken in 1873 by Her Majesty’s Government to withdraw from this chaplaincy 
the contribution that had been made to it since the year. 

We are encouraged to believe, from the opinions expressed by Her Majesty’s 
Government in a recent debate on foreign chaplaincies, that any case of disestablish- 
ment involving peculiar hardships will be favour ably dealt with, and we submit that 
Genoa is specially entitled to consideration on the following grounds: --- 

1. .The English residents in Genoa are neither many nor rich. There are only ten 
families who can reasonably afford to give on an average 100 fr., or 4J., each annually. 
The remainder, some 50 souls, consisting mainly of the wives and children of English 


_ engineers employed on. Italian steamers, have but small incomes, and the subscriptions 


of this class of residents cannot be expected to exceed 1. each, or a total of 501. per 
annum. ‘The resources of the English Colony in Genoa have also been severely taxed 
lately by the expense of building the new church, which is now completed, and to the 
cost of which we have contributed 1,2001. 

2. Several thousands of British sailors visit Genoa annually. ‘lhe numbers are 
8,439 men on 403 vessels in 1874; 7,775 men on 386 vessels in 1873; .7,830 men on 
423 vessels in 1872; and while it is most desirable to provide a church for these 
members of our congregation, they are, as a rule, quite unable to assist in its 


3. Large numbers of our travelling country people pass through Genoa during 


_ six or eight months of the year, and come regularly to church, so that.we have on 


many Sundays from 50 to 100 strangers present, but they do not as a rule give 
hberally, their total annual contribution (average for the last three years) being only 
Ee C 
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85/.; and as their stay in Genoa is generally very short, we have no opportunity of 
inducing them to contribute more effectually, while we think that the plan of charging 
a fixed rate for admission at the door is, for many reasons, objectionable.

2001. a-year for eight. months, the other four months having been taken for a, merely 
nominal remuneration by our late Chaplain) Mr, Strettell, who left, us after a long 
residence last spring.

My Lord, Rotterdam, May 19, 1874. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of Lord Tenterden’s despatch 
of the 14th instant,* and in accordance with the instructions it contains I have 
_ informed the Treasurer and Trustees of the Rotterdam Church establishment that 

the question relating to the contribution from Queen Anne’s Bounty to that Church 
and to: the circumstances under which that bounty was withdrawn, appears to 
be involved in some obscurity ;~and I have also informed the Church Committee that 
the matter is being inquired into, and that your Lordship hopes shortly to be able te 
communicate to them the decision of Her Majesty’s Government upon this question. 
As regards the withdrawal of the bounty, I have the honour by the present to 
submit to your Lordship the following extract from a despatch dated Foreign Office, 
August 9, 1836, addressed by order of Viscount Palmerston to Sir Alexander Ferrier, 
then Consul at this port. 
It is to this effect :— ~ 
“1 am further to state to you that so far as an opinion can be formed upon the 
papers submitted to this department, no larger sum can be granted by His Majesty’s 
Government to the British Episcopal Church at Rotterdam, than an amount equal to 
the bona fide subscriptions of the residents during the year. 
_ “With respect to the observations made by the Treasurer relative to the former 
. annual allowance of 811. 6s., I am to acquaint you that the Church establishment in 
Rotterdam, having claimed assistance from His Majesty’s Government, under the Act 
-6, George IV. cap. 87, the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury decided 
in the year 1831, that no Grant should thenceforward be made from the public funds 
towards that establishment, except under the conditions of the Act; and their Lord- 
ships accordingly issued orders to stop the future payment of the annual sum which 
the Chaplain had previously received from the Exchequer.” 
I 1 hope that the foregoing extract’ may be of some use in elucidating this matter.

which the payment was made. 

; Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion that the grant was in the nature of a 
pension granted by the Crown, and that when the payment was charged upon the 
Consular Funds under 6 Geo. IV., cap. 87, no obligation was created, or security given, 
that when the payment ceased to ‘be made out of the Consular Funds, the pension 
granted from time to time by the Crown should revive. Under these circumstances 
Her Majesty’s Government see no reason to consider that the Rotterdam Church has 
any claim, equitable or otherwise, for reverting to the allowance formerly made, as 
erroneously supposed, from the ‘“‘Queen Anne’s Bounty’? Fund, or to receive any 
compensation from the Exchequer for its withdrawal, and you will so inform the 
Committee of the British Church establishment at Rotterdam,

Petition of British Residents at Lisbon.—(Receiwed December 19.) 


‘Yo the Right Honourable the Earl of Derby, Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. ; , 


The humble Petition of the undersigned British residents at Lisbon, 


Humbly showeth, 

THAT your petitioners having on a former occasion (October 16th, 1873), through 
George Brackenbury, Esq., Her Majesty’s Consul at Lisbon, represented to your 
Lordship’s predecessor in office, the Right Honourable the Earl of Granville, the 
hardships that would accrue to the British community at Lisbon if the annual grant 
towards the maintenance of the British Episcopal Chaplaincy were to be withdrawn, 
as stated in the Foreign Office despatch, dated July 31st, 1873, have now learned that 
the Select Committee, nominated by the House of Commons, has made its report, 
recommending that the resolution of Her Majesty’s Government to withdraw the 
grants hitherto made to British chaplaincies abroad be carried out with some few 
exceptions, these exceptions being restricted, as far as your petitioners are aware, to 
the chaplaincies of Malaga, Marseilles, Corfu, Alexandria, Smyrna, Bahia, 
Pernambuco, and St. Thomas, the last three of which ports have been specially 
recommended to the favourable consideration of Her Majesty’s Government, on the 
ground that as unhealthy seaport towns there are always heavy extra duties to be 
performed by the respective chaplains, in visiting the sick seamen in the hospitals and 
burying the dead. 

Without attempting to question the wisdom of the Committee in recommending, 
or for a moment disputing the justice of these exceptions, your petitioners would 
humbly urge that the city of Lisbon has also a strong claim to be heard in favour of a 
continuance of the Government Grant to its chaplain. 

It has already been mentioned in the petition above referred to, that the British 
community here maintain an English boarding and day school for the benefit of poor 
British subjects; that they help to maintain a Scripture reader to work among the 
British sailors; that they.maintain.a reading-room for the sailors of Her Majesty’s 
Royal and Merchant navy ; and also contribute one moiety of the chaplain’s stipend, 
the other being paid by Her Majesty’s Government in the form of a grant, the con- 
tinuance of which constitutes the prayer of this petition. 

There are, moreover, two hospitals: one for the Royal navy, and the other for 
merchant seamen ; and with the exception of the Royal Naval Hospital, these several 
- institutions demand and receive the constant care and frequent attendance: of the 
~ chaplain. | , 
ae petitioners would also remark, that when the British fleet is away, and, as is 
generally the case, there are patients left in the hospital, the chaplain and reader visit 
them; Divine service is held there every Sunday, and in cases of death, the burial 
service is read by the chaplain. 
As Her Majesty’s Government is aware, the maritime trade of Lisbon is chiefly 
earried on by British shipping. During the year 1873, 1,185 British steam and sailing 
_ vessels entered the port of Lisbon, their crews numbering a total of 34,507 men, thus 
showing a traffic which your petitioners think far exceeds that of either Malaga or 
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Marseilles, ports that have been entered on the list of exceptions, and which are 
considered fully as healthy as that of Lisbon. 

The Tagus is frequently visited by the British squadron, and a large proportion of 
the sailors, when ashore on general leave, derive great advantages from frequenting the 
reading-rooms, where they are supplied gratis with the use of newspapers, magazines, 
&e. ; and where they can obtain refreshments (wines and spirits excepted) at moderate 
prices. The establishment of these rooms has been the means of keeping many 
hundreds of the men off the streets, and out of the wine and spirit shops. 

Thus, by the mention of the foregoing particulars, your petitioners think they 
have made out their case, and given full reason why the grant to the British chaplaincy 
should be continued as heretofore, or at least be put on an equal footing with the 
excepted ports. 

Confident that Her Majesty’s Government will meet your Gen supplication 
im a spirit of fairness and justice, es petitioners as in duty bound will ever pray.

I HAVE the honour of addressing your Lordship, under the following circum- 
stances :— 

‘As your Lordship is aware, the maximum grant of the Government to the 
Chaplaincy of Malaga has this year been reduced to 1501., thus diminishing my annual 
imecome, in comparison with the average for the six preceding } years by 331. ~~ r= 

I went to Malaga eight-and-a-half years ago, taking with me my family, 01 on Ae 
understanding that the Government would yeatly contribute so much again as the 
residents and visitors might raise by subscription; and nothing was then said as to the 
Government contribution, or, rather, the principle upon which it was granted being 
liable to revision. 

And now, after a service of eight-and-a-half years, at a time, too, when the educa- 
tion of my family entails an increasing expenditure, I find myself deprived of a 
considerable (to me) portion of my income; and this also when, owing to the troubled 
state of Spain, the prices of the necessaries of life have increased one-third, and, m 
some instances, have even doubled. 

I would also call your Lordship’s attention to the fact that the subscriptions this 
year (for the past year) to the Chaplaincy at Malaga have amounted to a sum which, 
reduced to Engligh money, would amount to more than 1701. I beg to submit to your 
Lordship these circumstances of my case, with the earnest hope that you will see fit to 
raise the maximum of the Government Grant to 2001/.; or, failing this, that you will so . 
favourably take my case into consideration as to raise the maximum to a sum based 
upon the average grant of the six years preceding the year 1874, a statement of which 
I inclose.

No. 19. 
Consul Segrave to the Earl of Derby.—(Received November 23.) 


My Lord,’ Stockholm, November 17, 1874. 

FOR nearly a century the English community of Stockholm have been enabled to 
assist at the performance of Divine service in their own language and in the forms 
prescribed by their religion. 

' Only eight years have elapsed since the present church was erected, partly by the 
exertions of the community, and partly with the assistance of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. 

It will be a matter of grievous regret and disappointment as well to the community 
as to the numerous English travellers and seamen who annually visit Stockholm, if, 
from want of means, the church erected at such cost and pecuniary sacrifice, should 
have to be closed, and allowed to go to ruin. 

Yet the withdrawal of the Government Grant renders such a contingency by no 
means improbable. 

Since the departure of the late respected chaplain, the community have been 
enabled, partly by their own exertions, and partly by arrangement with him, to provide 
for the continuance of the Divine service. 

_ The arrangement with Mr. Blakey ceases, however, with the present year, and with 
the incoming one the community will have to face alone the difficulties of their position, 
unless Her Majesty’s Government comes to their assistance. 

_ The resident British community numbers some eighty sotils, members of the 
Established Church, and have already contributed in Poe or promises a sum of over 
1501. 

Considering the greatly enhanced cost of living, and the fact that some of the 
more wealthy and munificent supporters of the church have quitted Stockholm, this 
sum contrasts favourably with the amount contributed in former years. 

But, my Lord, it is obvious that such a stipend is entirely inadequate to enable a 
clergyman to maintain that position which his office imposes upon him, and the more 
especially in a capital where the necessaries of life are at an extravagant cost; and it is 
for that reason possibly that, it spite of their efforts to secure. the services of an eligible 


- clergyman, the community have not as yet succeeded in providing themselves with 


a successor to Mr. Blakey. 

It is not, however, on behalf of the community alone that I venture to 
submit to your Lordship that the maintenance of the Church establishment at 
Stockholm has some claim on Her Majesty’s Government. 

The port was visited this year by 197 British vessels, whose crews amounted in the 
aggregate to nearly 2,000 souls, in addition to which an average of 150 shipwrecked, 
sick, and destitute seamen came annually under the charge of this Consulate, and 
equally benefit by the spiritual care of the chaplain. 

Your Lordship will not fail to apprehend that a grave sense of the responsibilities 
attached to my office alone induces me, a Roman Catholic by inheritance as well as by 
conviction, to interfere in this matter, and to solicit on behalf of the community the 
continuance of a small Government Grant to we in maintaining the Church establish- 
ment. at Evesholm.

Major Munro to the Earl of Derby.—(Received October 15.) 


My Lord, Monte Video, Sentenber: 15, 1874. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose herewith a letter from the Secretary of the British 
Hpiscopal Church Committee in this place, accompanying a Memorial .from the 
Trustees, on the subject of the discontinuance of assistance on the part of Her 
Majesty's Government to. the British Episcopal Church establishment in this city. 

In having the honour, my Lord, to transmit the inclosed Memorial to your 
Lordship, I cannot refrain from expressing my regretful sympathy with the British 
residents at this place in the prospect of their being reduced to the necessity of 
relinquishing the Church of England Church, in existence now for thirty years; but 
as the expense of living at Monte Video has in the last few years, and especially in the 
present year, enormously increased, the taxation for the ensuing year, from the 
deficiency of the State revenue, increased, and the depressed state of trade (amounting, 
with the English houses, to almost suspension, causing a general despondence and 
insufficiency of power to exceed the previous calls upon incomes), I really do not see 
how the establishment can be carried on without the continuation of assistance. 

At the first establishment of the Church, in 1841, the minister’s stipend was 
fixed at 800/., as being the lowest at which a married gentleman could live, and it is 
now 700/., the cost of living being more than fifty per cent. higher than at that time, 
and. the chaplain’ s duties fully fifty per cent. greater. 

_ I may be permitted further to state that the number of poor English requiring 
spiritual as well as material attention has very much augmented in recent years, and 
that in the years 1872 and 1873 the city received a severe visitation of yellow fever, 
when the clergyman’s ministration was a great consolation to the Protestant sufferers ; 
the suffering was great, and no application for aid was made to Her Majesty’s 
' Government. 

T would thus, my Lord, state that, if it might be allowed me, in forwarding this 
' Memorial, to express an opinion, it would be that there is no place in South America 
where the continuance of Government assistance to the British Episcopal Church is as 
much needed as it is at Monte Video.

-  ‘T HAVE, in the name of the Church Trustees, the honour to request that you will 
transmit the inclosed Memorial to Her Majesty’s Government. 

Since the document was written, the “Guardian” of the 5th of August has 
arrived at, Monte Video, and from it we see that some South American chaplaincies 
have been recommended by the Select Committee of the House of Commons for 
continuance, but that Monte Video has not been included in that recommendation, an 
omission that we earnestly deplore, and I am sure that your long: experience of this 
oe will lead you to the honest conviction that the withdrawal of the Protestant 
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Episcopal Church from Monte Video will be attended with a deplorable result, and 
that, though the English population is large, from the circumstances of the British 
houses of business being principally branches from Buenos Ayres and managed by 
young men, and extreme depression of trade especially affecting Monte Video, it will 
not be possible for us to continue to pay the inadequate salary of 700/. to a chaplain, 
as well as the expenses contingent upon the church, and that it will have to be aban- 
doned, painful as is the alternative to all right-feeling Englishmen. 

I trust you will use your utmost endeavours in laying our case before Her 
Majesty’s Government, recommending it to a favourable consideration.

My Lord, Monte Video, August 31, 1874. 

WE venture to address you in relation to the notice given by the late Government 
of Her Majesty, of their intention to discontinue the allowance to Consular 
Chaplains. 

Ever since the establishment of an English church in this place in the year 1848, 
our clergyman has been a consular chaplain, and the British Foreign Office has paid 
half of the year’s expenditure, according to the terms of the Act, Geo. IV. We have 
thus been able to keep up an efficient chaplaincy, the benefit of which has been 
enjoyed, not merely by the British residents, but by the inmates of. the British 
Hospital, and the large number of sailors visiting this port; and the chaplain has 


occasionally made visits to the interior of the country, ministering to our countrymen 


scattered there. 

By the withdrawal of the grant, we shall be placed in very different circumstances, 
from the fact that our countrymen, though numerous enough (ranging from 500 to 
1,000) to need a church and chaplain, are not sufficiently numerous or wealthy to meet 
_ this need alone, and from our official position, we can testify to the difficulty which has 
been fr equently felt in raising even the moiety they have hitherto paid. 

| The expenses of living in Montevideo are extremely heavy, and while the rise in 
the cost of almost everything has been of late years rapid and serious, the chaplain’s 
income has remained stationary, so that the threatened action of the Government 
would force us to reduce one-half, or nearly so, what is at present inadequate from our 
inability to supply what the Government would take away. 

We ought to state, moreover, that when our present chaplain came out to us, a 
bond was signed guaranteeing his income for a term of five years (this having been 
the invariable custom on former occasions), and that this bond would not have been 
signed, had it been known that the Government would withdraw their support with so 
little notice. The circular intimating their intention was received by Her Britannic 


Majesty’ s Consul in Montevideo in September of last year, thus giving only three. 


months’ notice of the withdrawal of half the foreign allowance, and only fifteen 
months’ notice of the withdrawal of all. 

We beg, therefore, that your Lordship would be pleased to annul this somewhat 
precipitate proceeding of Her Majesty’s late Government, in regard to places like our 


own, where the consequences would be so serious, or, if that cannot be, at least to 


arrest its action, and thus enable us to keep faith with our chaplain, who resigned his 
living in England, and came out to us with his family, at great expense, on the faith 
of a ‘Government appointment, the emoluments of which are to be taken away while 
the appointment itself remains. 

In regard to our inability to meet this largely increased demand on our resources, 


we beg to say that we must not be judged by places of greater opulence, such as . 
Buerios Ayres and Rio de Janeiro, where the English speaking population is very much ~ 


larger. Major Munro, Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul here, will, we are sure, testify 
to the truth of our representation.

The Rev. T. Hoskin to the Earl of Derby.—(Received October 15.) 


My Lord, ? Monte Video, September 16, 1874. 

MAY I solicit your kind attention to the peculiar hardships of my case, and that 
of my congregation as affected by the decision of the late Government, to withdraw the 
allowance hitherto made to Consular Chaplains ? 

~I was appointed to this Chaplaincy in June, 1872, and came out in the following 
month Not a word was said to me as to the probability of any such measure as that 
which it now appears from Lord Granville’s circular was already in contemplation by 
Her Maijesty’s late Government, but the appointment was to hold good during Her 
Majesty’s pleasure, which I interpreted, as, I believe, it is always intrepreted, during 
good behaviour and competence for the work, I was told, moreover, that after ten 
years’ service I should be eligible to a retiring pension, which, though on a reduced 
scale to what it had formerly been, was still paid by the Government to all its 
chaplains. A bond was executed by the principal residents in Montevideo, as in the case 
of former chaplains, securing my income for five years on the basis of the Government 
paying the equivalent of what was raised and expended by the English residents here. 
On the faith of this appointment and its concomitants, I resigned my living in 
England (the perpetual curacy of Holy Trinity, Runcorn), which, of course, I could 
have retained for life, and came out to this place, which I was assured would suit my 
health better than a North of England climate. As TI havea large family I had to incur 
very heavy expenses in coming, and to meet these I had to borrow money from friends, 
the greater part of which I have still to return. Yet within 15 months of my arrival, 
in September, 1873, it was intimated to me through the Consul that the Government 
would withdraw their half of my income, part of it in 1874, and the rest the year 
following. I wrote to Lord Granville and received a reply to the effect that 
compensation would be made in cases where it was required, and subsequently a 
circular was sent to explain the principle on which compensation would be awarded, 
the terms of which neither the Consul, nor myself, nor anyone to whom I showed it 
could understand. . The only thing which appeared clear to us was that the very thing 
which made my case so hard, viz., the recent date of my appointment, would dwindle 
my compensation to little more than a name. 

The British community in Monte Video would gladly do as, I believe, they have 
done in Buenos Ayres, viz., raise the whole income without aid, but the circumstances 
of the two places are widely different, and lately there has been great difficulty in 
raising their half of the income. Very few of the heads of commercial houses reside 
here, and the depression of trade has been so great and long continued as very 
seriously to cripple the resources of the people, and many houses have failed 
altogether. The trustees of the church have lately written to your Lordship to this 

effect, and, I believe, the Consul will substantiate their representations. 

We intreat. your Lordship that, if you cannot continue to us our former status, 
you would, at least, postpone in our case the operation of the late Government’s 
decision. If the old arrangements were allowed to remain during the present’ 
chaplaincy, or during a fixed period of several years, the church could afterwards 
obtain the services of a young unmarried man, who could live on the reduced income. 
I can only with the utmost difficulty, and with help from my daughters’ school, live 
upon my present income, and if the Government allowance be withdrawn, it will of 
necessity reduce my stipend very considerably, and place me and my congregation in 
the most painful position, as I could not possibly live in Monte Video, where every- 
thing, and especially house rent, is extremely dear, on such reduced means, nor 
should I have the means to return to England, where, even if I could return, I should 
find myself without a parish, and with little probability of obtaining one. I should be 
helpless, moreover, to restore the money I borrowed on the faith of the Government 
appointment. . 

I am sure that your Lordship will see that the compensation spoken of by the 
Government does not adequately meet my case. 

Suffer me also respectfully to ask you, my Lord, whether my appointment to this 
Chaplaincy, without a word of warning, or suggestion of possible change, does not 

~ amount to a‘ contract, which can only in justice be broken when it is found that I am 
faithless to its terms? So, at least, it appears to every one here. While recognizing 
the right of the Government to alter its relations to the community at large, in these 
foreign ports they regard with astonishment its doing so during the incumbency of 
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chaplains who have been appointed under such different conditions, at least in places 
like our own, where the deficiency caused by the withdrawal of the Grant cannot be 
made good. 

Permit me to remind your Lordship that provision is made in our Church for the 
free accommodation of the Navy and Consulate—that the officers and crews of Her 
Majesty’s gun-boats on this station frequently attend our services,—that the Chaplain 
often ministers to the spiritual necessities of seamen of the British Navy when sick in 
the British Hospital, which is regularly visited, and where Divine Service is held every 
Sunday afternoon, and that I have lately commenced in a part. of the town near the 
quays, a special mission for seamen, who come to this port in great numbers, and for 
whom no other spiritual provision is made. 

Our community numbers about 500 or 600, but it is largely composed of young 
men, merchants’ clerks, and persons connected in many ways with the shipping, whose 
means, of course, are very limited. 

T feel confident that your Lordship will pardon the length of this communication 
in consideration of the gravity of the interests at stake, and the anxiety I feel not 
only on my own behalf, but lest the Church establishment here should be broken up, 
or perilously et before there is time to make provision Besa it.

JT AM directed by the Earl of Derby to request that you will draw the attention 
of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to the Report from the Select 
Committee on Consular Chaplains, a copy of which is inclosed. 

It will be seen that the Committee recommended that grants based on the average 
of the last three years should be continued to the British Church establisnments of 
Pernambuco, Bahia, and St. Thomas. 

Lord Derby i is accordingly prepared to propose to the Board of ore that , 
these Church establishments should be exempted from the arrangement sanctioned 
in your letter of the 16th of August last, under which the grants to them for the 
present year would have been only at half the usual rate, and would have then ceased 
altogether. 

I am to inclose a statement of the amount of the erants to the three above-men- 
tioned Church establishments for the years 1871, 1872 and 1873, in view of which, 
taken in connection with the Select Committee’s recommendation, Lord Derby pro- 
poses to insert annually in the Estimates sams not exceeding 4511/., 312/., and 185/., as 


_ grants to the Churches at Pernambuco, Bahia, and St. Thomas respectively. On being 


informed of the modification of.the original plan the Church Committees at these 


‘three places will be warned that Her Majesty’s Government can give no pledge as to 


the length of time durmg which these grants will be continued, and that they will be 
liable to be struck off the Estimates at any time. 

I am to request that you will state to the Lords of the Treasury that should they 
signify their consent to this arrangement, instructions for carrying it out will be given 
to Her Majesty’s Consuls. 

Lord Derby would also propose to address.a Circular to Her Majesty's Consuls at 
places from which Church grants are to be withdrawn directing them, in accordance 
with your letter of June 6th, to acquaint the Committees of the Church. establish- 
ments that Her Majesty’s Government resign any lien they may have over the Church 
property ; but that they should use their good offices, when required, to assist so 
far as they can do so without involving Her Majesty’s Government in any liability or 
responsibility, in any arrangements which it may seem desirable to make for securing 
that the property should continue to be devoted to the uses for which it pvas intended, 
and should be held in trust for the benefit of the British community generally in each 
place. 

With regard to the withdrawal of the contribution to the Chaplaincies at 
Hamburgh, Leghorn, Lima, Rio, Valparaiso, Oporto, Monte Video and Batavia, the 
House of Commons Committee express their opinion that the Chaplains at those places 
should be recommended to the Treasury for special consideration as regards their 


pensions, and Lord Derby has much pleasure in submitting this recommendation to 


their Lordships’ favourable consideration.

MY Lords refer to their letter of 4th November, 1873, informing the Foreign 
Office that in view of the intention to withdraw from the large number of Consular 
chaplaincies the grant which had hitherto been made by Her Majesty’s Government, 
my Lords would be prepared in such cases to award to the chaplains’ compensation, 
allowances, based on their average annual emoluments derived from moneys voted by 
Parliament during the three years preceding the withdrawal of the Government 
grant; and that such allowances would be granted under the 7th Clause of the 
Superannuation Act, 1859, in accordance with the Minutes of this Board, of the 
14th June, 1859 (paragraph 4), and of the 17th December, 1864, with a further 
addition of five years to the actual period of service under the 4th Clause of the Act 
in question, provided that the allowance granted would in no case exceed two-thirds of 
the amount of the emoluments on which it is based. 

My Lords also refer to their letter of the 23rd May, 1874, in which they 
inform the Foreign Office that, adverting to the special circumstances under 
which the abolition of the offices of these Consular chaplains had been connected with 
the reduction. oftheir pay by one-half during the last year of their service, my 
Lords assented to the recommendations of the Earl of Derby, that in these cases the 
compensation allowances should be reckoned on the average amount received by the 
chaplains from public funds during the three years ended on the 31st December, 1873, 
the daté on which the reduction in question took effect. 

My Lords read the Report of the Select Committee of the House of Commons on 
Consular Chaplains, dated the 2nd July, 1874, in which the following passage oceurs :— 

“With regard to the withdrawal of the contribution to the Chaplaincies at Ham- 
burgh, Leghorn, Lima, Rio, Pernambuco, Valparaiso, Oporto, Monte Video, and Batavia, 
your Committee are of opinion that the chaplains at these places should be recom- 
mended to the Treasury for special consideration as regards their pensions.” 

My Lords read a letter from the Foreign Office, dated the 22nd August, 1874, 
calling attention to this recommendation of the Select Committee of the House of 
Commons, and submitting it to the favourable consideration of this Board. 

“My Lords read also a letter from the Foreign Office, dated the 14th instant, 
stating that the Earl Derby would suggest whether it would not be giving effect to

‘Lord Derby further recommends that the Chaplains whose cases are specially 
recommended by the Parliamentary Committee for consideration should, if they 
intend to return immediately, or have already returned to this country, in consequence 
of the_abolition of. their posts, be allowed the -cost-of -their-jyourney home as well as~ 
that of their family. | 

My Lords concur generally in the recommendations of the Earl of Derby, and 
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are pleased to direct that, in calculating the compensation allowances to be granted to 
the Chaplains at Hamburg, Leghorn, Lima, Rio, Pernambuco, Valparaiso, Oporto, 
Monte Video, and Batavia, a special addition of five years shall he made to the number 
of years which they would have been otherwise severally entitled to reckon for 
pension, under the regulations specified in the letter from this Board, dated the 
4th November, 1873, referred to above, subject, nevertheless, to the restriction i imposed 
by the 7th section of the Superannuation Act of 1859, that no such compensation 
allowance shall exceed two-thirds of the annual emoluments on which it is based. In 
any case in which a Chaplain receives a larger addition of years on account of abolition 
of office than ten, exclusive of the five years which are- added on account of the 


~ professional character of his office, a special Minute, stating the special grounds for

My Lords are further pleased to direct that each of the Chaplains specially

his post, and one-third of that of his family, the number henig limited to five persons 
besides ee of whom one may be a female servant...

C’EST un axiome de droit public en France qu’aucune association ou congrégation 
religieuse, aucune fondation de monastéres et couvents, ne peut légalement s’établir ni 
légalement exister sans une autorisation du pouvoir civil. 

Le principe de l’autorisation de 1K tat se trouve déja dans la Loi Romaine du temps 
des premiers Empereurs Chrétiens. 

Malgré de vives résistances, ce principe a prévalu d'une fagon péremptoire sous 
Yancienne monarchie Frangaise, et a toujours été mis en pratique. 

‘Dés 1618 le Parlement de Paris défend toute fondation nouvelle ue monastéres OU” Ancieune 
couvents sans des lettres-patentes d’autorisation du Roi. monarchie. 

Une Ordonnance Royale du 16 Juin, 1659, rendue sous le Ministére du Cardinal 
Mazarin, ordonna la fermeture de toutes les maisons fondées depuis dix ans sans 
autorisation. 

Une autre Ordonnance de 1749 supprime toutes les maisons fondées depuis 1636 
sans autorisation, et décide que tous les actes passés avec elles sont radicalement nuls. 

Les enquétes les plus minutieuses précédaient les autorisations. L’Etat portait ses 
investigations, non seulement sur les choses matérielles comme l’opportunité de la fonda- 
tion projetée, l’interét des tiers et les moyens d’existence, mais encore sur la qualité des 
personnes, leur capacité de posséder et d’aliéner leurs biens, la validité, et la nullité, et la 
durée des voeux ; l’autorité civile a toujours été jalouse de concentrer toute cette matiére 
en ses mains. 

Malgré cette jntervention constante de V Etat, il s’était glissé beaucoup d’abus dans la 
situation claustrale en France; plus du quart de la propriété était frappé de main-morte ;

Napoléon I se montre généralement hostile 4 Pétablissement des monastéres et des 
couvents. Cependant il autorisa un grand nombre de communautés de femmes et quelques 
congrégations d’hommes comme les moines du Mont St. Bernard (1811) et les moines du 
Mont Cenis (1813) et d'autres ordres d’hommes, comme celui des fréres de la doctrine 
Chretienne voués a l’enseignement. / 

Les Lois de 1817 et 1825 prouvent que la restauration, quoique pleine de bon vouloir 
pour les congrégations religieuses, n’osa pas aller a l’encontre des principes fondamentaux 
du droit public Francais. 

Le Gouvernement de 1830 ne modifia pas la législation sur la matiére, ni la République 
de 1848.

Il est du reste constaté, par les statisques et par les faits journaliers, que les écoles 
congréganistes, surtout dans l’enseignement primaite, ont bien plus de succés que les 
institutions laiques. 

Cet état des choses est toléré par le Gouvernement. Celui-ci use de la plus grande 
prudence et de la plus grande circonspection quand il s’agit de la suppression d’une 
congrégation, de la dissolution d’ une communauté, ou de retrait d’une auterisation anté- 
rieurement accordée.

De méme, pour aliéner les biens et les échanger ; méme pour 
faire des transactions ou acquiescer 4 des jugements. 

9. Le Gouvernement peut retirer les autorisations données; il y en a de nombreux 
exemples,* | 

10. Le retrait de l’autorisation civile comme retrait de l’autorisation canonique 
entraine la dissolution de la congrégation et la fermeture de la maison. 

1]. Les nombreuses communautés qui existent sans autorisation sont exposées a 
chaque instant a toutes les éventualites des lois fiscales ; malgré cela beaucoup de congré- 
gations ne veulent pas de l’autorisation. Si celle-ci est une protection, elle est aussi une 
optbata’: ; ces congrégations préférent la liberté dans leurs allures. Hlles achetent, vendent, 
et possédent au nom Pun ou plusieurs des membres de l’association lesyuels se portent forts 
les uns pour les autres ;, elles ont recours aux formes des sociétés civiles. Le fisc y perd, 


ear il ne lui est pas toujours facile de pénétrer dans les affaires des couvents ; ainsi le fise 


est frustré d’un revenu assez considérable, le déficit tend a augmenter chaque j jour, car les 
biens des couvents sont en dehors du mouvement habituel des affaires et cessent de 
circuler. 

12. Toutes les lois spéciales concernant la police, ordre public, par exemple, les 
cimétiéres, et les chapelles, les inhumations, &c., &c., sont applicables aux congrégations. 

13. Elles paient l'impdt comme les simples particuliers. 

14. Tous ces principes s’'appliquent aux communautés indistinctement, a celles 
d’hommes et de femmes. 

15. Peu de matiéres ont donné naissance a plus de reglementations, a toutes les 
époques de l’/histoire, mais toujours le principe de l’autorisation a surnagé. Ce principe a 
été vanté comme une sauvegarde pour les familles et la société. 

16. Depuis 1870 il n’y a eu aucune modification aux lois existantes ; ni a Assemblée 
Nationale, ni au Conseil d’Etat chargé de préparer les lois, il n’y a trace de Vintention de 
changer l’état des choses actuel. Les Ministres ont trop a faire en politique pour pouvoir 
songer aux questions economiques. 

17. Au risque de sortir de cadre qui m’a été tracé pour ce travail, je puis ajouter que 
Von eroit qu'il y a en France environ 2,000 maisons de congrégations d’hommes, composées 
de 20,000 religieux, dont un quart est voué ala vie contemplative. Le plus grand nombre 
de ces coramunautés n’est pas autorisé. 

Quant aux associations de femmes, elles s’élévent a plusieurs milliers ; on présume 
qu'il y a en France environ 100,000 femmes attachées 4 une multitude d’ordres différents ; 
les trois-quarts sont des sceurs hospitali¢res ou enseignantes; l’autre quart est voué a la 
priére seulement. 

Ces chiffres ne sont guére fondés que sur des présomptions, car il n’y a pas de 
statistiques officielles sur ces points. 

D’autre part il y a des congrégations feligieuses, soit hospitalieres soit enseignantes, 
qui ont été reconnues par le Gouvernement comme établissements d’utilité publique. A 
ce titre, elles jouissent des droits de la personnalité juridique, et sont dans la méme situati n 
que les établissements religieux autorisés. 

Dans toute cette matiére Etat est d'une grande tolérance; aussi longtemps qu’un 
abus ne vient pas jeter le trouble dans les esprits, il laisse dormir les lois dont il est armé.

1. LES congrégations ou maisons hospitaliéres de femmes, savoir: celles dont Vinsti- 
tution a pour but de desservir les hospices de notre Empire, d’y servir les infirmes, les 
malades, et les enfants abandonnés,,ou de porter aux pauvres des soins, des secours, des 
remédes 4 domicile, sont placées sous la protection de Madame, notre chére et honorée 
mére. 

2. Les statuts de chaque congrégation ou maison séparée seront approuvés par nous, 
et insérés au “Bulletin des Lois,” pour étre reconnus avoir la force d’institution 
publique. 

3. Toute congrégation d’hospitaliéres dont les statuts n’auront pas été approuvés et 
publiés avant le ler Janvier, 1810, sera dissoute. 

4. Le nombre des maisons, le costume et les autres priviléges quil est dans notre 
intention d’accorder aux congrégations hospitaliéres, seront spécifiés dans les brevets 
d’institution. 

5. Toutes les fois que des administrations des hospices ou des communes voudraient 
étendre les bienfaits de cette institution aux hopitaux de leurs communes ou arrondisse-

L’acceptation des dons ou des legs en argent ou objets mobiliers n’excédant pas 
300 francs, sera autorisée par les Prefets. 

2, Lautorisation ne sera accordée qu’apreés approbation provisoire de l’Evéque 
diocésain, s'il y a charge de service religieux. 

3. Lacceptation desdits legs ou dons, ainsi autorisée, sera faite, savoir: 

Par les Evéques, lorsque les dons ou legs auront pour objet leur évéché, leur cathédrale 
ou leur séminaire ; 

Par les doyens des chapitres, si les dispositions sont faites au profit des chapitres. 

Par le curé ou desservant, lorsqu’ils agira de legs ou dons faits dla cure ou succursale, 
ou pour la subsistance des ecclésiastiques employés a la desservir 5 

Par les trésoriers de fabriques, lorsque les donateurs ou testateurs auront disposé en 
faveur des fabriques ou pour lentretien des églises ou le service divin ; 

Par le supérieur des associations religieuses, lorsqu’il sagira de libéralités faites au 
profit de ces associations ; 

Par les consistoires, lorsqu’il s‘agira de legs faits pour la dotation des pasteurs ou pour 
lentretien des temples ; 

Par les administrateurs des hospices, bureaux de charité et de bienfaisance, lorsqu’il 
sagira de libéralités en faveur des hdpitaux et autres établissements de bienfaisance ; 

Par les administrateurs des colléges, quand les dons ou legs auront pour objet des 
colléges, ou des fondations de bourses pour les étadiants, ow des chaires nouvelles ; 

Par les Maires des Communes, lorsque les dons ou legs seront faits au profit de la 
généralité des habitants, ou pour le soulagement et linstruction des pauyres de la coni- 
mune ; 


Bt enfin par les administrateurs de tous les autres établissements d’utilité publique, 
légalement constitués, pour tout ce qui sera donné ou légué a ces établissements. 

4, Les ordonnances et arretés d’autorisation détermineront, pour le plus grand bien 
des établissements, l’emploi des sommes données et prescriront la conservation ou la vente 
des eftets mobiliers, lorsque le testateur ou le donateur aura omis d’y pourvoir. 

5. Tout notaire dépositaire d’un testament contenant un: legs au profit de un des - 
établissements ou titulaires mentionnés ci-dessus, sera tenu de leur en donner avis lors de 
Youverture ou publication du testament. 

En attendant Pacceptation, le chef de ’établissement ou le titulaire fera tous les actes 
conservatoires qui seront jugés nécessaires. ; 

6. Ne sont point assujettis a la nécessité de lautorisation les acquisitions et emplois 
en rentes constituées sur l’Etat ou les villes, que les établissements ci- -dessus désienés 
pourront acquérir dans les formes de leurs actes ordinaires d’administration. 

Les rentes ainsi acquises seront immobilisées et ne pourront étre aliénées sans autori- 

sation. 

7. L’autorisation pour l'acceptation ne fera aucun obstacle a ce que les tiers intéressés 
se pourvoient, par les voies de droit, contre les dispositions dont Vacceptation aura été 
autorisée.

~ Loi du 24 Mai, 1825, relative & Vautorisation et a Vewistence légale des Congrégations et - 
—— Communautés Religieuses de Femmes. 


Article 1. A Yavenir aucune congrégation religieuse de femmes ne pourra étre 
autorisée, et, une fois autorisée, ne pourra former d’établissement que dans les formes et 
sous les conditions prescrites dans les Articles suivants. 

2. Aucune congrégation religieuse de femmes ne sera autorisée. qu’aprés que ses 
statuts, diment approuvés par VEveque diocésain, auront été verifiés et enregistrés au 
Conseil d’Etat, en la forme requise pour les bulles d’institution canonique. Ces statuts 
ne pourront étre approuvés et enregistrés s'ils ne contiennent la clause que la congrégation 
est soumise dans les choses spirituelles Ala juridiction de Vordinaire. Aprés la vérifica- 
tion et lenregistrement, l’autorisation sera accordée par une loi a celle de ces congrégations 
qui nexistaient pas au 1% Janvier, 1825. A l’égard de celles de ces congrégations qui 
existaient antérieurement au 1% Janvier, 1825, l’autorisation sera accordée par une 
Ordonnance. 

3. Il ne sera formé aucun établissement d'une congrégation religieuse de femmes déja 
autorisée, s'il n’a été préalablement informé sur la convenance et les inconvénients de 
létablissement, et si}/l’on ne produit a l’appui de la demande le consentement de l"Evéque 
diocésain et v’avis du Conseil Municipal de la Commune oti l’établissement devra étre forme. 
L’autorisation spéciale de former Pétablissement sera accordee par Ordonnance, laquelle sera 
insérée dans la quinzaine au “ Bulletin des Lois.” 

4. Les établissements diment autorisés pourront, avec l’autorisation spéciale du Roi: 

(1.) Accepter les biens meubles et immeubles qui leur auraient été donnés par actes 
entre-vifs ou par acte de derniére volonté, a titre particulier seulement ; 

(2.) Acquérir a titre onéreux des biens immeubles ou des rentes ; 

(3.) Aliéner les biens immeubles ou les rentes dont ils seraient propri¢taires. 

5. Nulle personne faisant partie d’un établissement autorisé ne pourra disposer par 
acte entre-vifs ou par testament, soit en faveur de cet établissement, soit au profit de ’un 
de ses membres, au deli du quart de ses biens, 4 moins que le don ou ais n’excéde pas la 
somme de 10,000 francs. 

Cette prohibition cessera d’avoir son effet relativement aux membres de ’établisse- 
ment, si la légataire ou donataire était héritiére en ligne directe de la testatrice ou 
donatrice. 

Bs Le présent article ne recevra son exécution, pour les communautés déja autorisées, 
que six mois aprés la publication de la présente loi, et pour celles qui seraient autorisées a 
Vavenir, six mois apres l’autorisation accordée. 

6. Lautorisation des congrégations Ba Races de femmes ne pourra étre révoquée 
que par une loi. 

‘L’autorisation des maisons particuligres dépendant de ces congrégations ne pourra 
étre revoquée qu’aprés avoir pris Pavis de ’Evéque diocésain, et avec les autres formes 
prescrites par l’Article 3 de la présente Loi. 

_ 7. En cas d’extinction d’une congrégation ou maison religieuse de femmes, ou de 

-révocation de lautorisation qui lui aurait été accordée, les biens acquis par donation 


entre-vifs ou par disposition 4 cause de mort, feront retour aux donateurs ou a leurs’ 


parents au degré successible, ainsi qu’a ceux des testateurs au méme degré. 
Quant aux biens qui ne feraient pas retour, ou qui auraient été acquis a titre onéreux, 
ils seront attribués et répartis, moitié aux établissements ecclésiastiques, moitié aux 


‘hospices des départments dans lesquels seraient situés les établissements éteints.

1. L’Article 6 de ’?Ordonnance Royale du 2 Avril, 1817, est. rapporté. En consé- 
quence, aucun transfert ni transcription de rentes sur l’Etat, au profit d’un établissement 
ecclésiastique ou d’une communauté, ne sera effectué qu’autant qu’il aura été autorisé par 
une Ordonnance Royale dont l’établissement intéressé présentera, par lintermédiaire de 
son agent de change, expédition en due forme au Directeur du Grand Livre de la Dette 
Publique. 

2. Aucun notaire ne pourra passer acte de vente, d’acquisition, d’échange, de trans- 
action, au nom des dits établissements, s'il n’est justifié de l’?Ordonnance Royale portant 
autorisation de l’acte, et qui devra y étre entiérement insérée. 

3. Nulle acceptation de legs au profit des mémes établissements ne sera présentée a 
notre autorisation sans que les héritiers connus du testateur ne soient appelés par acte 
extra-judiciaire, pour prendre connaissance du testament, donner leur consentement A son 
exécution, ou produire leurs moyens opposition. S’iln’y a pas @héritiers connus, extrait 
du testament sera affiché de huitaine en huitaine, et’ a trois reprises. consécutives, au chef- 
lieu de Mairie du domicile du testateur, et inséré dans le journal judiciaire du Département, 
avec invitation aux héritiers d’addresser au Préfet, dans le méme délai, les réclamations 


 quils auront a présenter. 


4. Ne pourront étre présentées 4 notre autorisation les donations qui seraient faites a 
des établissements ecclésiastiques ou religieux, avec réserve d’'usufruit en faveur du 
donateur. 

5. L’état de l’actif et du passif, ainsi que des revenus at des charges des établissements 
légataires ou donataires, vérifié et certifié par le Préfet, sera produit a lappui de leur 
demande en autorisation d’accepter les dons et legs qui leur seraient faits. 

6. Les dispositions de la présente Ordonnance seront applicables aux autorisations a 
donner par le Préfet en vertu de l’Art. 1* de ’Ordonnance du 2 Avril, 1817. 


Décret du 31 Janvier, 1852, sur les Congrégations et Communautes Religieuses de Femmes. 


Art. 1°. Les congrégations et communautés religieuses de femmes pourront étre 
autorisées par un Décret du Président de la République :— 

(1°) Lorsqu’elles déclareront adopter, quelle que soit Vépoque de leur fondation, 
des statuts déja vérifiés et enregistrés au Conseil d’Etat, et approuvés pour d’autres 
communautes religieuses ; 

(2°) Lorsqu’il sera attesté par V'Evéque diocésain que les congrégations qui présen- 
teront des statuts nouveaux au Conseil d’Etat existaient antérieurement au 1” Janvier, 
1825 ; 

(3°) Lorsqu’il y aura nécessité de réunir plusieurs communautés qui ne poprsent 
plus subsister separément ; 

(4°) Lorsqu’une association religieuse de femmes, aprés avoir été dabord reconnue 
comme communauté régie par une supérieure locale, justifiera qu’elle était réellement 
dirigée, a Vé époque de son autorisation, par une supérieure générale, et qu’elle avait 
formé, 4 cette époque, des établissements sous sa dépendance. 

2. Les modifications des statuts vérifiés et enregistrés au Conseil d’Etat pourront 
étre également approuvées par un Décret. 

3. Dans les cas prévus par les Articles précédents, Vautorisation 1 ne sera accordée aux 


congrégations religieuses de femmes qu’aprés que le consentement de VEvéque diocésain 
aura été représenté, et que les formalités preserites par les Articles 2 et 3 de la Loi du 


24 Mai, 1825, auront été remplies. 
4. Le Ministre de I’Instruction Publique et des Cultes est chargé de l’exécution du 
présent Décret, qui sera inséré au ‘“ Bulletin des Lois.” 


Les Couvents en France en 1865.

Katrait du Journal “V Opinion Nationale” du 27 Mars, 1865. 


Pour se rendre compte du chemin parcouru en cinquante ans par les associations . 
religeuses, il faut rappeler le passé. Les lois du 13 Février, 1790, et du 18 Aodt, 1792, 
avaient supprimé d’une maniére absolue et interdit A jamais les congrégations. En 
oii temps, les immenses biens qu’elles possédaient étaient vendus au profit de la 
nation. 

Cette confiscation, contre laquelle on a tant crié, n’était pourtant que la répétition _ 
d'une mesure assez fréquente dans notre histoire. L’Eglise a nombre de fois possédé la 
plus belle part des terres du pays. Elle allait ainsi s’accroissant jusqu’a ce qu'une réaction 
se produisit contre elle, et qu’un Roi a la main hardie lui enlevat ses richesses. Le clergé 
jetait alors les hauts cris, maudissait Vimpic, le spoliateur du “ bien des pauvres ;” puis il 
se remettait a l’ceuvre et reconstruisait sa fortune. ‘Le clergé recevait tant, dit auteur 
de ‘l’Esprit des Lois,’ qu’il faut que dans les trois races on lui ait donné plusieurs fois 
tous les biens da royaume. Mais si les Rois, la noblesse, et le peuple trouvérent le 
aos de leur donner tous Jeurs biens, il ne trouvérent pas moins celui de les leur 

ter. 

Les congrégations se réorganisérent a petit bruit sous le Directoire, profitant pour cela 
de la liberté religieuse. Mais aprés le 18 Brumaire elles s’enhardirent; et des 1800 les 
Jésuites rouvirent un premier établissement 4 Lyon, sous les auspices du Cardinal Fesch, 
oncle du Général Bonaparte; seulement ils prirent le nom de “ Péres de la Foi,” n’osant 
encore s’afficher ouvertement. 

A la suite d’un “ Rapport de Madame-Mére,” inséré au “ Moniteur” (Janvier 1808), 
Napoléon I™ rendit un Décret par lequel dix-neuf congrégations de femmes furent 
autorisées. Le méme Décret leur accordait. une subvention pour frais de premier 
établissement. 

Ces congrégations se consacraient entigrement au soin des malades et a l’instruction 
des filles pauvres; le Décret de 1809, qui posa plus tard les conditions de Vautorisation 
légale, n’entendait aucunement reconnaitre les associations oisives; c’est-a-dire, vouées a 
la vie contemplative. Il ne relevait pas non plus les congrégations d’hommes de l’exclusion 
absolue portée contre elles par le Décret du 3 Messidor, an XII, et, par conséquent, 
postérieurement a l’autorisation accordée aux Lazaristes, laquelle date du 7 Prairial, de la 
méme année. 

‘Les Fréres des Ecoles Chrétiennes furent également reconnus sous le nom “ d’Institut 
des Fréres,” &c. Il recevaient une petite subvention en raison de ce quils se vouaient 
exclusivement 4 instruction des enfants pauvres. by 

Mais, il convient de remarquer qu’en méme temps que Napoléon I* autorisait le 
rétablissement des sceurs de charité et des prétres des missions étrangéres, il supprimait les 
ordres purement monastiques dans les départements nouveaux que ses conquétes ajoutaient 
a la France. 

Et pourtant de dix-neuf qu’elles étaient en 1808, les. congrégations autorisées s’elevaient 
déja en 1815 au chiffre de 900, comprenant 4 peu prés 8, 000 membres. 

Or, l’Empereur n’en était deja plus a se repentir des faveurs qu’il leur avait accordées. 
Dés le mois de Septembre 1809 il avait écrit en marge d’un rapport du Ministre des Cultes 
demandant le payement de Ja subvention affectée aux Missions Etrangeres qui n’avait pas 
été effectué: ‘ Je ne veux plus de missions.” 

Bientét, par un Décret daté de Schcenbrunn, il défendait les HaSGaIOBS a lintérieur, et 
supprimait la congrégation des Lazaristes, le Séminaire du Saint Esprit, et celui des 
Missions Etrangéres. 

Le ‘Gouvernement des Bourbons était a peine installé qu’il les rétablit. : : 

La restauration accrut considérablement le chiffre des autorisations, cela se concoit. 
Mais elle fit quelque chose de plus grave: en 1817 elle accorda aux congrégations légale- 
ment ‘reconnues le droit de recevoir des dons et des legs, celui Pacquérir des rentes et des 
oe ae toutes les Be roeaiives de la ‘‘ personne civile.”

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- De toutes les faveurs accordées aux associations religeuses, celle-ci est la plus énorme 
et la plus opposée a l’esprit des institutions modernes, Ln effet, les biens qui passent dans 
les mains des religieux s’y accumulent, et demeurent immobilisés 4 jamais. C’est le 
rétablissement de la ‘‘ main-morte” que la Révolution avait détruite. 3 

Les Bourbons de la branche ainée accrurent aussi considérablement les allocations aux 

_ordres religieux. 
Mais, de méme que Napoléon, ils ne tardérent pas a regretter l’extension donnée a 
Yesprit congréganiste. Le 16 Juin, 1828, parut une Ordonnance Royale, dirigée spéciale- 
ment contre les Jésuites, et qui interdisait les écoles secondaires tenues par des personnes. 
appartenant a des congrégations non autorisées. 

L’Ordonnance était contre-signée du Ministre de la Justice, Portalis, et du Ministre des 
Cultes, Feutrier, Evéque de Beauvais. A son apparition, les feuilles cléricales jetérent feu 
et flammes, les prélats fulminérent des mandements d’une violence extréme, et M. Feutrier, 
tout évéque qu’il était, fut comparé a Judas et a Julien |’Apostat. 

Malgré ces mesures tardives et d’ailleurs insuffisantes, l’envahissement,du pays par les 
congrégations avait soulevé l’opinion contre le Gouvernement, et Charles X tomba bientét 
aux cris de ‘‘ A bas les Jésuites !’’ ; 

Mal vues, sous le-régne de Louis Philippe, les,communautés ne s’en développérent 
pas moins secrétement.. On se rappelle les discussions qui éclatérent dans les Chambres 
en 1843 et 1844, au sujet du rétablissement des Jésuites en France, nonobstant les lois. 

La République de 1848, en proclamant la liberté d’association, ouvrit la porte toute 
grande a l’envahissement des communautés.* Cette liberté d’association, que les Répub- 
licans avaient restaurée, la réaction, dont le clergé fut lame, la supprima; ou plutdt le 
clergé la confisqua 4-son profit. 

Puis vint le Second Empire. Jamais régime ne fut aussi prodigue de concessions 
envers le clergé. La Loi de 1825, présentée par l’Evéque d’Hermopolis, réservait aux 
Députés de la nation la faculté dautoriser les congrégations nouvelles, lesquelles ne 
pouvaient étre reconnues par une loi. Le Décret dictatorial du 31 Janvier, 1852, a décidé 
qu elles pourraient l’étre par un simple Décret du Pouvoir Exécutif toutes les fois qu’elles 
ne se présenteraient pas avec des statuts complétement différents de ceux des diverses 
sociétés déja autorisées. Ce Décret a donné lessor aux congrégations. De 1852 a 1860, 
on ne compte pas moins de 982 autorisations. Cela fait une moyenne de 108 autorisa- 
tions par année. 

Ces autorisations se rapportent exclusivement 4 des communautés des femmes. 

Cing congrégations d’hommes, cing seulement, avaient pu obtenir d’étre reconnues 
par le Premier Empire et la Restauration. Ce sont :— 


Les Fréres des Ecoles Chrétiennes ; 
Les Lazaristes (7 Prairial, an x11) ; . 
Le Séminaire des Missions Etrangéres (2 Germinal, an x11) ; 
Le Séminaire du Saint Esprit (méme date) ; 
Et, enfin, le Séminaire de Saint Sulpice (3 Avril, 1816). 


Aujourd’hui méme on ne trouve qu’un nombre fort restreint de congrégations 
hommes qui soient réguliérement autorisées. Une phrase ambigue introduite par 
M. de Falloux dans la Loi:qui porte son nom (Loi de 1850 sur l’enseignement) parle bien 
d’associations religieuses, “reconnues comme établissements d’utilité publique.”+ Mais 
quels droits peut conférer cette reconnaissance en face des termes formels du Décret du 
3 Messidor, an x11, et des prohibitions portées dans les Lois du 2 Janvier, 1817, et du 
24 Mai, 1825? . . Lajurisprudence du Conseil d’Ktat est invariable a cet égard: les 
congrégations d’hommes ne peuvent étre autorisées également, et, par conséquent, 
posséder ni acquérir, qu’autant qu’elles auront été reconnues par une Loi votée par le 
Corps Législatif. — y 

Cependant, nous avons vu dans le précédent Article que lon compte en France, 
aujourd’hui, au moins 2,011 communautés d’hommes, appartenant 4 £3 congrégations, et 
comprenant 14,776 membres, dont 4,046 sont voués a ia vie contemplative. II est clair, 
d apres cela, que les lois ne sont pas observées. 


* Tl faut remarquer toutefois que la Constitution de 1848 réservait & l’égard des associations religieuses 
“Jes régles qui, de tout temps, ont fait la base du droit public Francais, et que la République devait et voulait 
maintenir avec fermeté.” . ;

Herr von Biilow to Mr. Adams. a 

(Translation.) Berlin, June 11, 1874. — 
THE Undersigned has had the honour to receive the note from Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires of the 4th instant, in which he expresses the wish to be 
2 furnished, as soon as possible, for transmission to his Government, and for presentation to 
. Parliament, with the text of all the laws, ordinances, and precepts affecting the convents 
. and monastic institutions at present in force in the German Empire, or which, by the 

initiative of the German Government, are under discussion in the Legislative Assemblies. 
In reply, the undersigned begs to remark that church affairs do not. fall within the 
. competence of the Imperial authority, and that no Imperial law respecting the Roman 
Catholic convents has been issued, nor has any been submitted for discussion. either to the 
Bundesrath or to the Reichstag. The Imperial law relating to the order of the Society of 
Jesus, of July 4, 1872, is based upon Article 4, No. 1, of the Imperial Constitution, by 
which change of domicile, desertion of children, and the police, charged with the super- 


vision of strangers (“ fremden Polizei », are placed under the control and legislation of the 
Empire. — 

af copy of this law, as well as of the ordinances issued for its execution of July 5 
1872, and May 20, 1873, are herewith inclosed. 

The laws of the several Federal States respecting the Roman Catholic convents and 
orders -are very various, and, indeed, those which are in force within each State are not 
always similar; an exposition of an existing law is rendered still more difficult by the fact 
that in many States at the beginning of this century the then established convents were 
then entirely or partially abolished on the supposition that such institutions had outlived 
themselves, and would not be recalled to life. But as in these States, within the last 
thirty years or so, convents were founded in a considerable number, difficulties and contro- 
versies arose on the application of the old laws to the new condition of things in the State 
and Church, which disputes came under the somewhat loose and inconsequent procedure 
of the Judicial and State Authorities, when they were not settled by legislative enact- 
ments. 

In the Prussian Kingdom, for example, the precepts (sections 1160 to 1209, Part I, 
ch. 11 of the General Common Law of 1794) were put into force in the eastern provinces. 
The Edict of October 30, 1810 (Legal Code, 1810, page 32), confiscated to the State all 
cloisters and their property, both of the Catholic and Protestant religion. The above- 
mentioned precepts of the General Common Law, which have never been expressly 
abrogated, must be applied to those convents which have lately been founded in those 
provinces. But the disputes which have arisen from these precepts clashing with the 
Constitutional Charter for the Prussian State of January 31, 1850 (Legal Code of 1850, 
page 17), especially the disputes as to the circumstances in which the Corporation Laws 
affect a convent, are so numerous that a very detailed examination of them is made in the 
excellent work of Rénne: “Das Staatsrecht der Preussischen Monarchie,” 3rd edition, 
vol. I, part Il, pp. 175 et seq.

A most lengthy correspondence would be necessary to obtain the required materials 
from all the Prussian Provinces and from the twenty-four other Federal States, which 
materials would have to be submitted to a scientific elucidation and criticism before they 
would be serviceable to the British Government—a task which the Foreign Office, with the 
most earnest wish to make these  euiepations clear and useful, scarcely feels itself capable 
of undertaking.

Venetian Provinces by the Decree of the 30th of the same month; and secondly, in the 
Province of Rome by the Law of June 19, 1873. 

Copies of the former Law were inclosed in Mr. Elliot’s despatch to your Lordship of 
July 12, 1866, and a copy accompanied by a translation of the latter, of which further 
copies were also sent to Mr. Hammond on the 27th, were transmitted to Earl Granville 
in my despatch of June 25, 1873. 

T have now the honour to inclose additional copies of these enactments, together with 
copies of the Laws, Decrees, and Regulations concerning their execution.

Vittorio Emanuele II, per grazia di Dio e per volonta della nazione, Re d’Italia. II 
Senato e la Camera dei Deputati hanno approvato; Noi abbiamo sanzionato e promul- 
ghiamo quanto segue: 

Art. 1. Nella Provincia di Roma sono pubblicate ed eseguite, colle eccezioni e modi- 
ficazioni derivanti dalla presente Legge: 

1° La Legge del 7 Luglio, 1866, n. 3036, sulle Corporazioni religiose e sulla conver- 
sione dei beni immobili degli Enti morali ecclesiastici ; 

2° La Legge del 15 Agosto, 1867, n. 3848, sulla liquidazione dell’ Asse ecclesiastico ; 

3° La Legge del 29 Luglio, 1868, n. 4493, sulle pensioni e gli assegnamenti ai membri 
delle Corporazioni religiose soppresse ; 

5784, allegato P, sulla conversione dei beni 
delle Fabbricerie. 

Art, 2. I beni delle Corporazioni religiose soppresse nella cittd di Roma, con riserva 
della conversione e con gli oneri loro inerenti e con quelli stabiliti dalla presente Legge, 
sono devoluti ed assegnati come segue ; 

1° I beni delle Case in cui i religiosi prestano l’opera loro nella cura degl infermi, sia 
in ospedali loro proprii, sia in altri ospedali, o che attendono ad opere di beneficenza, sono 


. conservati alla loro destinazione ed assegnati agli ospedali, alle corrispondenti opere pie 


od alla Congregaaione di Carita di Roma, per essere amministrati a norma della Legge del 
3 Agosto, 1862 

2° I beni delle Case i cui religiosi attendono all’istruzione sono del pari conservati alla 
loro destinazione, ed assegnati, per la parte che concerne l’insegnamento e |’educazione 
popolare, al Comune di Roma pel mantenimento di scuole primarie, asili ed istituti di 


educazione di simil genere; e per la parte che concerne la istruzione secondaria o superiore, 


a scuole od istituti del medesimo grado, mediante Decreto Reale, secondo le norme stabilite 
dalle Leggi deilo Stato ; 

3°. I beni delle Case cui sono annesse ohare parrocchiali saranno ripartiti fra le chiese 
stesse e le altre chiese parrocchiali di Roma, tenuto conto della rendita e della popolazione 
di ciascuna parrochia.

Bi data facolta al Governo del Re di lasciare, mediante Decreto Reale da pubblicarsi 
insieme colla presente Legge, agli attuali investiti delle rappresentanze anzidette, sino a che 
dura l’ufficio loro, i locali necessari alla loro residenza personale e al loro ufticio. 

Quando una Casa soppressa atiendesse a pill di una delle opere e degli uffici di sopra 
indicati, i beni saranno distribuiti secondo la originaria lore destinazione ; e, quando

La facolta data al Governo col numero 4 dell’Articolo 2‘non si estende al 
rappresentante dell’Ordine dei Gesuiti. 

' Art. 5. Ove le Istituzioni contemplate nei numeri | e 2 dell’Articolo 2 fossero collo- 
cate fuori di Roma o stabilite a beneficio esclusivo di persone che abitano fuori di Roma, 
la Giunta provvedera nei modi indicati nel detto Articolo a che siano mantenute in quei 
luoghi o a beneficio di quelle persone od abitanti di Comuni o Provincie a cui vantaggio 
erano destinate. 

Art. 6. Salve le disposizioni della Legge del 3 Febbraio, 1871, le quali sono prorogate 
per altri due anni dalla pubblicazione di questa Legge, gli edifizi che servono attualmente 
al convitto di religiosi e di religiose di case soppresse nella citta di Roma e sua Provincia 
non saranno occupati e continueranno a servire di dimora ai religiosi ed alle religiose ivi 
raccolti e professi prima della presentazione. di questa Legge “al Parlamento, fino alla 


-effettiva assegnazione delle pensioni, non pit tardi pero di un biennio dalla pubblicazione 


della presente Legge. 

La assegnazione delle pensioni dovra essere compita entro lo stesso biennio. 

L’occupazione del convento non sara ritardata pei casi contemplati dall’ultimo 
patagrafo dell’Articolo 13 e dall’Articolo 15 della Legge del 7 Luglio, 1866. 

Kseguita la occupazione del convento, e ferme le disposizioni dell’Articolo 6 della

Mr. Lumley to the Earl of Derby.—(Recewed June 15.) 


My Lord, Brussels, June 18, 1874. . 

BY your Lordship’s despatch of the 22nd May, I was instructed to obtain, as 
soon as possible, for the information of Parliament, copies of any Laws, Ordinances, or 
Regulations relating to Monastic and Conventual Institutions in Belgium connected with 
the Church of Rome, and other information relating to the same subject. 

That despatch reached me on the 3rd instant, and on the same day I requested Count 
Lynden to be good enough to procure for me, with the least possible delay, the documents 
referred to in your Lordship’s above-mentioned despatch. 

I have now the honour to transmit to your Lordship the information His Excellency 
has obtained on this subject from the Minister of Justice, and which I forward in original, 
as there is not time to have them copied before the departure of the messenger. 
| It appears from the documents which were transmitted to me in a note from Count 

Lynden, of the 12th instant, that although the religious congregations of this country were 
abolished in the early party of the union of Belgium with the French Republic, an excep- 
tion was made in the year x11 of that Government, in favour of certain establishments of 
Sisters of Mercy, having for their object the care of the sick. | 

By an Imperial Decree, of the }8th February, 1809, which is still in force in Belgium, 
these institutions were again authorized and regulated, and they are still the only associa- 
tions of this nature which enjoy the so-called civil personification in Belgium, according to 
the Law of 18th February, 1809; copy of which accompanies this despatch. Novices 
under 21 years of age can only take a conventual vow for one year, and they may marry 
on production of the requisite consent of their parents. After 21 years they are permitted 
to take a vow for five years; this engagement must be taken in the presence of the Bishop 
(or clergyman deputed by the Bishop), andthe Civil Officer who draws up the Act, one 
copy of which remains in the hands of the Lady Superior, the other being kept by the 
Municipality. 

The administration of the property of these establishments is regulated in accordance 
with the Code Napoleon. 

The accounts of each congregation or separate house are submitted annually to the 
Minister of Justice and Religion. 

The inmates are bound to submit to the rules of the administration in the establish- 
ments to which they belong. . 

The inmates of these establishments owe spiritual submission to the Bishop, to whom 
are reported all cases of penalties inflicted in accordance with the discipline exercised in the 
establishment. 

_ The houses belonging to these congregations, like all other houses in the State, are 
subject to the police regulations of the Mayors, Prefects or officers of justice of the place 
in which they are established. 

The complaints of inmates of these establishments with reference to acts within the 
competence of the correctional police must be brought before the ordinary tribunals. | 

Under the Law of 18th February, 1809, there were 160 of these authorized establish- 
ments, but since 1830 numerous conventual and monastic associations have be 


by virtue of Article 20 of the Belgian Génstiontite which permits the formation of congre- 
gations and associations without restriction. 

In the period of ten years from 1846 to 1856, these inatieations increased from 779 
to 993, with a population, according to the Census of 1856, published in 1861, of 2,383 
male and 12,247 female inmates. The inclosed Statistical Tables show where each institu- 
tion is situated, the name of the establishment, the date of its recognition by Government, 
the number of its inmates, according to the Census of 1856, and the object of the 
association.

CONSIDERANDO que la supresion de las casas de los Institutos Regulares es una 
necesidad reclamada por razones de alta conveniencia para el Estado, y para los individucs 
que han formado 6 forman las Comunidades de los Monasterios y Conventos : que en la

- y sin menoscabo de los recursos requeridos por la guerra interior : y en fin que al disponer 
de los bienes, rentas y derechos de los Regulares de uno y otro sexo, es de rigorosa

Reglamento para llevar & efecto el anterior Decreto. 


Para que tenga el debido cumplimiento, y se ejecute con Ja uniformidad conveniente 
el Real Decreto de 8 de este mes, relativo 4 los Regulares de ambos sexos, su Magestad la 
Reina Gobernadora se ha servido: mandar que se observe y lleve 4 efecto el Reglamento 
siguiente :— in 

Articulo 1, Luego que los Gobernadores Civiles reciban este Reglamento tomardn 
las disposiciones convenientes para que se instalen con brevedad las Juntas diocesanas 
establecidas por el Articulo 47 del Real Decreto de 8 de este mes. 

Art. 2. Las Juntas procederan desde luego 4’ la supresion de todas las casas de 
comunidad de varones que existan en su territorio, conservando solamente abiertas las que 
se exceptian en el Articulo 2 de dicho Real Decreto. 

Art. 3, Igualmente procederan 4 lo supresion de todos los Beaterios cuyo instituto no 
sea la hospitalidad 6 6 la ensefianza primaria. . 

Art. 4. Las Juntas distribuiran 4 todas las Religiosas existentes en su territorio en el 
niimero de Conventos que sea absolutamente indispensable para contener 4 las que quieran 
continnar en la vida monastica. Para la distribucion se observaran las prevenciones que 
siguen :— 

(1.) Las religiosas de una regla no se reuniran 4 las que sean de otra diferente. 

(2.) Se elegiran para que queden abiertos los edificios que por su extension y capacidad 
pucdan contener cOmodamente el nimero de Religiosas que In han de ocupar. 

(3.) Si no llegasen al numero sefalado las religiosas de una Orden existentes en la 
Didcesis, pasaran 4 las casas de su regla que permanezcan abiertas en la Didcesis mas 
inmediata, para lo cual se entenderén y pondrdn de acuerdo las respectivas Juntas 
Diocesanas.

Art. 6. Los Juntas propondran al Gobierno la cuota que conceptuen conveniente para 
sufragar 4 los gastos del culto en las Iglesias de los Conventos de uno y otro sexo no 
suprimidos, para en su vista fijar la oportuna asignacion, que se satisfara mensualmente 
de los fondos aplicados 4 la subsistencia de los Regulares.

Art. 16. Los ancianos é impedidos podran en todo tiempo retirarse libremente de la 
Casa de Venerables; pero una vez ejercido este derecho, no podran volver 4 ser admitidos 
en ella. 

Art. 17. Las Juntas formaran con arreglo 4 estas bases un Reglamento para el 
régimen interior de las Casas de Venerables de sus distritos. 

Art. 18. Las Juntas haran la distribucion de los exclaustrados en los pueblos de su 
territorio, conforme 4 lo ordenado en el Articulo 19 del Real Decreto, en el preciso término 
de cuarenta dias contados desde él de la instalacion de aquellas.

Art. 40. Las Juntas propondran al Gobierno las colocaciones no comprendidas en el 
Real decreto, que puedan proporcionar 4 los exclaustrados y secularizados una subsistencia 
decorosa. 

Art. 41, Las Juntas celebrarén sin intermision las sesiones que sean necesarias para 
llevar 4 ejecucion las disposiciones contenidas en los Articulos 1, 4, 5, 17 y 19 del Real 
Decreto.

(4.) De los ancianos é@ é impedidos hospedados en la Casa de Venerables, y de los que 
se consagran 4 su cuidado y asistencia. 

Ga ) De las Religiosas que continuen en Ja vida monastica, inclusas las de las cuatro 
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Ordenes Militares y S. Juan de Jerusalen; espresando el numero de Monasterios que 
ocupan y el de los que quedan cerrados. 

(6.) De las Religiosas que se hayan exclaustrado hasta la fecha del estado. 

(7.) De las Religiosas secularizadas en las épocas anteriores. 

(8.) De Jos Beaterios subsistentes, manifestando el objeto de su instituto y el nimero 
de Beatas que los habitan. 

(9.) De los Beaterios suprimidos, con espresion del nimero de Beatas exclaustradas 
voluntariamente 6 en fuerza de la supresion de sus Casas.

(3.) De los individuos pensicnados que fallescan., 

(4.) De los que hayan sido colocados, 

(5.) De los que por cualquiera otra causa dejen de percibir pension. 

(6.) De los Monasterios que se hayan cerrado por carecer del nimero determinado en 
la base 1 del Articulo 5 del Real Decreto. Estos avisos, se remitiran al Gobierno en los 
quince primeros dias de Enero, Abril, Julio, y Octubre, de cada aio, comprendiendo los 
primeros que se le envien desde 1 de Abril hasta fin de Junio del corriente.

Decreto de 29 de Julio de 1837, estiguiendo en la Peninsula, Islas adyacentes y Posesiones 
de Espana en Africa, todos los Monasterios, Conventos, Colegios, Congregaciones y 
demds casas de Religiosos de ambos sexos. 


Dona Isabel Segunda por la gracia de Dios, y por la Constitucion de la Monarquia 
Espafiola, Reina de las Espafas, y durante su menor edad la Reina viuda Dofa Maria 
Cristina de Borbon, su augusta Madre, como Gobernadora del Reino, 4 todos los que las 
presentes vieren y entendieren, sabed: Que las Cértes han decretado y Nos pane: lo 
siguiente :— 

Las Cortes, en uso de sus facultades han decretado lo siguiente :— 

Art. 1. Quedan estinguidos en Ja Peninsula, islas adyacentes y posesiones de Espafia 
en Africa, todos los monasterios, conventos, colegios, congregaciones y demas casas de 
religiosos de ambos sexos. 

Art. 2. Se excepttian de lo dispuesto en el Articulo anterior los Colegios de misioneros 
para las provincias de Asia, establecidos en Valladolid, Ocafia y Monteagudo, las cuales sub- 
sistiran con la denominacion de Colegios de la mision de Asia. El Gobierno fijara el 
numero de individuos que deben componer cada Colegio, segun lo ecsijan las circunstancias, 
y.arreglara todo lo correspondiente 4 su buen regimen, y lo relativo 4 la admision de novicios. 

Art. 3. Se autoriza al Gobierno para que provisionalmente, y donde lo jusgue nece- 
sario, mientras se proveé por otros medios 4 la ensefianza, conserve algunas casas de esco- 
lapios; pero estas casas no se consideran ya como communidades religiosas, sind como 
establecimientos de instruecion publica, dependientes del Gobierno, que les dara reglamentos 
para su regimen interior, y con sujecion, en cuanto 4 la ensefanza, 4 los planes generales 
que rigen 6 rigieren en adelante. 

Art. 4. Se autoriza igualmente al Gobierno para que conserve donde y mientras sean 
necesarias, algunas casas de los antiguos conventos hospitalarios como establecimientos 
civiles de hospitalidad, y bajo los reglamentos que les dé el mismo Gobierno. 

Art. 5. Se le autoriza tambien para que pueda conservar bajo su dependencia in-

Art. 16. Los que no hubiesen recibido ordenes mayores gozaran de los mismos 
derechos y estaran sugetos 4 las mismas obligaciones que los demas Espafoles. 

Art. 17. En los monasterios v conventos estinguidos que tenian aneja la cura de 
almas, se conservaran abiertas las iglesias, siempre que el Gobierno lo jusgue conveniente, 
oyendo 4 la autoridad eclesiastica y 4 la diputacion provincial, y se proveera 4 Ja dotacion 
de los ministros por los medios acostumbrados. 

Art. 18. Los beneficios seculares, unidos 4 los monasterios y conventos estinguidos, 
se restituyen 4 la provision Real y ordinaria ; pero sus actuales poseedores continuaran en 
el ejercicio y disfrute de ellos y en el pago de las pensiones con que se hallen gravados. 

Art. 19. Las Juntas distribuirén en los pueblos de sus respectivas didcesis los 
esclaustrados ordenados in sacris que disfruten la pension que les sefiala esta ley, y los 
prelados diocesanos los asignaran 4 las parroquias. Se escepttian de estas disposiciones 
los que no hayan terminado su carrera literaria y quieran continuarla en las universidades, 
seminarios y demas colegios aprobados.

His Excellency has furnished me with a Russian copy of the Imperial Laws bearing 
on this subject, and also with a Memorandum, in French translation, of certain measures 
which the Imperial Legislature has, in the course of time, found it necessary Me take in 
regard to these institutions. 

This latter document I have the honour to inclose herewith in original, but as his 
Excellency’s note only reached my hands yesterday, I have not been able to have the 
Russian-document translated in time to forward by this messenger, but I shall not fail to 
transmit it as soon as the translation has been completed.

(Traduction.) 

LES lois relatives aux couvents et aux moines Catholiques Romains dans |’Empire 
de Russie se trouvent consignées dans le Recueil des Lois de Empire, Tome rx, 
Articles 842 4 858, et Tome x1, Section 1, Articles 25, 37, 44, 45, 60 § 1, 67 § 4, 78 
a 88, et 126 a 128. 

En dehors de ces dispositions fondamentales de la Joi générale, il a eté procédé par la 
suite 4 certaines réglementations complémentaires rendues: nécessaires par la marche du 
temps et des circonstances. 

Des 1842 le Gouvernement Impérial s’est-vu dans le cas, par rapport aux provinces 
de l’Ouest, oft se trouvent exclusivement les couvents Catholiques, de diriger son attention 
sur les plaintes et les contestations qui, dés avant cette époque, s’etaient élevées, non 


_ seulement entre les clergés Orthodoxe et Catholique Romain, ainsi qu’entre ce dernier et 


les autorités civiles, mais aussi entre les clergés séculier et régulier au sein de |’Eglise 
Catholique Romaine elle-méme. : 


Ces dissensions prenaient leur source principalement dans le manque d’unité que 
présentait administration des affaires de l’Eglise d’Occident en Russie. 

Jouissant d’une organisation distificte en Ordres, le clergé régulier échappait par 
ses pieuses institutions et dans une trop large mesure a l’autorité diocésaine. 

La constitution hiérachique du cleraé Catholique Romain dans les Gouvernements 
de!’Ouest de ’ Empire, créait 4 cette méme époque trois pouvoirs distincts, entiérement 
indépendants l’un de l'autre, et revétus chacun d’une égale autorité. 

1. Le Chef diocésain investi de la pleine autorité ordonnatrice ; 

2. Le Provincial, chef principal du clergé monacal ; et 

3. Le Consistoire exercant Vautorité judiciaire indépendemment des deux pouvoirs 
précédents. — 

Cette co-existence de plusieurs pouvoirs régulateurs devait, par son essence méme, 
devenir Ja source de nonibreux et graves embarras. 

Des conflits autoritaires n’en demeurérent pas la seule conséquence. 

Ia paix intérieure des pieuses retraites, vouées au recueillement et a la priére, ne 
tarda pas, ainsi que le Gouvernement Impérial en acquit bientot la preuve, a en souffrir 
profondément. 

Afin d’écarter, autant que cela était possible, la cause de ces troubles, sans cesse 
renaissants, il fut reconnu urgent de concentrer toutes les attributions du pouvoir ecclé- 
siastique jusqu’alors divisées, “tant A l’adrhinistratif qu’au judiciaire, dans la personne du 
Chéf diocesain, ce qui était strictement conforme tant au droit canon qu A Vesprit de l’Eglise 
Catholique Romaine. 

Ces considérations décidérent le Gouvernement Impérial :— 

]. A réunir le pouvoir judiciaire et administratif entre les mains des Consistoires sous 
la direction supréme des Chefs diocésains ; et 

2. A autoriser les Evéques a élire parmi les membres les plus dignes du clergé de 
chaque diocése un Visitateur (Visitator) des Couvents, a confirmer par le Ministére de 
VIutérieur. 

Directement chargés de l’administration des monastéres, sous le contrdle supérieur 
des autorités diocésaines, ces Visitateurs, jouissant d’émoluments fixes, eurent encore pour 
tache de siéger de ‘droit dans les Consistoires locaux en sus du nombre de membres 
établis. 

Quant aux fonctions des Provinciaux le Gouvernement Impérial ne put que prendre 
en considération qu’une bulle du Pape Pie VI, adressée en 1778 4 lArchevéque Métro- 
politain de Mohilew, soumettait 4 ’Evéque diocésain tous les couvents des différents Ordres 
sur toute l’étendue de sun diocése, et que cette disposition se trouvait nécessairement en 
opposition avec l’institution des Provinciaux, dont l’autorité s’étendait sur tous les couvents 
dun méme Ordre dans différents diocéses, lesquels par conséquent se trouvaient soumis a 
leur propre Chef (le Provincial) et a plusieurs Hivéques diocésains. En conséquence, il fut 
arrété de supprimer les Provinciaux graduellement en n’autorisant plus de nouvelles nomi- 
nations. ‘ 

A ces mesures se réduisent les réformes introduites au spirituel par le Gouvernement 
Impérial dans lorganisation des Couvents Catholiques Romains en Russie. 

Au temporel, le Gouvernement Impérial se vit également dans la nécessité de modifier 


la législation anciennement en vigueur. 


Jusqu’en 1841, les couvents Catholiques Romains étaient possesseurs de terres 
peuplées de paysans attachés a la glébe. 

Considérant-ce qu’une pareille possession de serfs avait d’incompatible avec la saincte 
vocation d’hommes se vouant a Dieu, le Gouvernement Impérial en avait privé, dés le 
siécle dernier, en les dédommageant, les Couvents Grecs-Orthodoxes de l’ Empire. 

Outre que cet état de choses créait en faveur des Couvents Catholiques-Romains uné 
situation privilég gi€e, pareille anomalie ne pouvait se perpétuer sans de nombreux incon- 
vénients. 

Ii fut en conséquence résolu de leur retirer la possession des terrains peuplés, a l’instar 
de ce qui fut fait, un siécle avant, a l’égard des Couvents Orthodoxes de I’Empire. 

En dehors de ces raisons d’Etat s ‘opposant au maintien de cet état des choses, la 


réforme en question fut encore rendue urgente par la circonstance, fort grave en elle-méme, . 


que parmi les serfs attachés a la glébe de ces propriétés, il y avait nombre de sujets du culte 
otthodoxe. 

- Livrés au pouvoir arbitraire de leurs propriétaires, les moines, ceux-ci en profitérent 
pour opérer, par la violence et des séductions de toute nature, de nombreuses conversions 
religieuses qu’en saine justice l’Etat ne pouvait tolérer. 

_ _D’autre part, des considerations d’un ordre économique non moins que les intéréts 
légitimes de Vinstruction nationale, laissés en souffrance par l’administration defectueuse 


des propriétés eotiventaclias contribuérent dans une mesure légitime a determiner le 
Gouvernement Impérial 4 intervenir par des prescriptions équitables dans la vie intérieur 
des Couvents Catholiques, telle que l’avaient faite les circonstances. . 

Les mesures que le Gouvernement se trouvait ainsi amené a prendre, étaient d’ailleurs 
dictées également par les intéréts de la population Catholique elle-méme. — 

En vertu du principe adopté par I’Eglise Catholique, les personnes se vouant a la vie 
claustrale avant d’entrer dans les ordres recevaient, en qualité de novices, une instruction 
théologique, que leur donnaient les moines du couvent méme ou ils exercaient leur noviciat. 
A la faveur de ce principe, les abus ne tardérent pas a se glisser. Le Gouvernment acquit 
bientét la certitude que, sous prétexte d’enseignement, les moines attiraient au sein des 
couvents des jeunes gens, sans demander au préalable le consentement de l’autorité, ainsi 
que l’exigaient les reglements. 

Ils embauchaient méme des enfants, tenaient les uns et les autres dans un complet 
isolement, et les entrainaient, au moyen d’un enseignement fanatique et de séductions de 
toute nature, 4 prononcer des voeux irrévocables. - 

Telles furent, dans leur ensembie, les raisons majeures qui en 1841 et’ 1843 décidérent 
le Gouvernement Impérial a substituer aux terrains peuplés, possédés jusqu’alors par les 
Couvents Catholiques, des terrains cultivables et des annuités fixes servies par le Trésor 
Impérial dans la mesure proportionnée des revenus ‘que chacun des monastéres retirait des 


- propriétés jadis en sa possession, en assimilant ainsi ces établissements religieux a la 


situation créée depuis un siécle aux pieuses retraites de l’Eglise Nationale. 

Afin d’assurer d’une facon plus efficace la liberté entiére des sujets Catholique-Romains 
de Empire quant au choix d’une sainte vocation, et les mettre a l’abri de toute pression de 
la part des moines, ce GORE il y eut a constater de nombreux exemples, il fab établi 
en 1864: 

(1.) Que Ventrée ar les Ordres et admission de novices dans les monastéres ne 
wate avoir lieu dorénavant que du consentement préalable de Vautorité civile locale ; et, 

(2.) Que les moines ne seraient a l’avenir autorisés a s’absenter de leurs asiles qu’ en 
vertu d’un consentement du Chef diocésain, d’accord avec le Gouverneur de la Province, 
ce dernier seul autorisé a délivrer des permis a cet effet. 

Jusqu’en 1850 il existait dans les provinces de l'Ouest de l’Empire plus de 200 Couvents 
Catholiques. 

Quelques- uns d’entre eux ne comptaient qu’un nomabre infime de arenes souvent pas 
plus de 2 a 3. 

Une discipline relachée, l’existence entiérement oisive des moines, i dégradation 
successive des somptueux et vastes immeubles couventuels, tombant en ruines, décidérent le 
Gouvernement a réduire le nombre existant des Couvents Catholiques-Romains qui se 
trouvait en disproportion flagrante avec les besoins réels et qui était maintenu jusque-la en 
partie par les efforts des moines d’entrainer des néophytes dans les ordres en créant ainsi un 
besoin factice de couvents nombreux. 

Tl fut en conséquence établi que les couvents seraient désormais divisés en deux 
catégories :— 

1. Ceux a personnel inscrit sur les réles de I’Etat ; 

Ils furent en outre subdivisés en trois classes, selon le nombre des moines formant les 

confréries et le montant des annuités servies par le trésor ; 

2. Les couvents hors cadres destinés 4 compléter le personnel des couvents de la 
premiére catégorie et 4 étre supprimés graduellement. 

Toute vacance venant a s’ouvrir dans les couvents de la premiére catégorie ne saurait: 
étre comblée que par les membres des couvents hors cadres. 

Quant aux novices, il fut défendu aux couvents de la premiére catégorie d’en admettre 
& nouveau, tant que les candidatures de ceux de la seconde catégorie ne seraient entiére- 
ment épuisées. 

Une prescription de année 1845 régla la fermeture successive des monastéres de 
cette catégorie, dont le nombre des moines ” aurait eté réduit 4 huit, se basant sur la dispo- 
sition du droit canon contenue dans la Bulle de 1744 du Pope Benoit XIV,-qui prescrit la 
fermeture de tout couvent comptant moins de huit moines, comme trop pauvre pour 


-subvenir & son existence, tout en répartissant les moines qui formaient la confrérie des 


monastéres ainsi supprimés parmi les couvents plus aisés du méme Ordre. 

A Yeffet @assurer plus efficacement la suppression successive des couvents hors 
cadres, il fut établi en principe de ne plus admettre pour ces couvents l’accroissement de 
leurs confréries existantes au moment de la mise en vigueur de cette disposition. 

Une derniére réglementation en cette matiére fixa un maximum quant au nombre des 
moines dans chacun des couvents 4 cadres, tant pour hommes que pour femmes. 

La réduction successive du nombre des couvents existants, entreprise graduellement, 
méme envers les monastéres qui avaient pris une part plus ou moins active aux troubles 


de 1863, et dont le maintien fut reconnu impossible, fut réalisée avec les plus grands 
ménagements tant vis-d-vis des confréries elles-mémes qu’a l’égard des lieux de vénération 
publique. 

Ainsi les églises des couvents supprimés, en tant qu’elles furent fréquentées par la 
population locale, demeurérent réservées a la célébration du culte. 

- Quant aux moines, ceux d’entre eux qui témoignérent le désir de quitter le pays 
furent non seulement autorisés 4 se rendre librement a |’étranger, mais encore munis 
par le Gouvernement de ressources pécuniaires et de pensions viagéres du montant de 
100 roubles par moine et de 40 roubles par nonne, avec paiement des frais de voyage 
jusqu’a la frontiére. .

Sir A. Buchanan to the Earl of Derby.—(Recewed June 11.) , 
My Lord, ‘Vienna, June 8, 1874. 

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatch of the 22nd ultimo, which I only 
received on the 5th instant, ] have the honour to inform you that reforms were introduced 
by the Emperor Francis Joseph into the laws affecting the Conventual and Monastic 
Institutions of the Austrian Empire, that greatly limited the independence which they had 
previously enjoyed, of the administrative control of the State. 

Among other provisions, these reforms placed convents and monasteries entirely 
under the control of the Civil power, and prohibited their acknowledging that of a foreign ' 
superior. 

The rights and privileges of which such institutions had thus been deprived were, 
however, almost entirely restored by the Concordat of 1855, but laws have been since 
passed prohibiting coercion being employed by them for enforcing discipline, and permitting 
the withdrawal of their members; and‘the Concordat having been abrogated, it has now 
become necessary to place them under a new law, which shall be in conformity with the 
spirit Ton Confessional Laws, of which cepies were inclosed in my despatch of the 
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20th ultimo,* for regulating the relations of the Church with the State, and establishing 
the supremacy of. the latter in all matters of a temporal character. 

A Bill for this purpose was, therefore, introduced by the Government into the 
Chamber of Deputies some months ago, of which I have the honour to inclose a copy, 
together with a copy of it as it was passed in an amended form by the Chamber. 

I also inclose a translation by Mr. Scott and Mr. Milbanke of the Bill as proposed by 
the Government, with the amendments added in a parallel column, which were introduced 
into it by the Chamber. Some of these amendments are disapproved of by the Govern- 
ment, and I have authority for stating that, if they are not struck out, which they 
. doubtless will be, by the House of Lords when the Reichsrath meets in autumn, and 
if the Chamber of Deputies will not pass the Bill without them, it will be withdrawn. 

Among the new features in the Bill there is a clause by which it is made illegal for 
professional vows to be taken by persons under twenty five years of age. Novices who 
have resided three years in a convent being now able to take vows at the age of twenty- 
one; and there is also a clause providing that, in certain cases which are cited, the 
sanction of the Government shall,.be necessary to enable conventual and monastic 
communities to accept endowments and bequests either in movable or immovable

Gegen eine von der Landesbehoérde erhobene Einwendung steht die Berufung an den 
Cultusminister offen. 

Wird der Berufung nicht Folge gegeben, so darf die Instituirung oder Besetzung nicht 
stattfinden. | 

§ 7. Die Einsetzung der ftir kirchliche Aemter und Pfriinden ernannten Personen in 
die mit diesen Aemtern und Pfriinden verbundenen spirituellen Befugnisse steht den com- 
petenten kirchlichen Oberen zu. 

Die Einfuhrung in die mit diesen Aemtern und Pfriinden verbundenen Einkiinfte 
erfolgt durch die staatliche Cultusverwaltung unter Mitwirkung der Bischofe und der 
Pfarrgemeinden und, sofern diese Aemter oder Pfriinden einem Privatpatronate unter- 
stehen, auch unter Mitwirkung der Kirchenpatrone. 

Die Art und Weise dieser Mitwirkung wird nach Einvernehmung der Bischéfe im 
Verordnungswege geregelt. 

§ 8 Wenn ein Inhaber eines kirchlichen Amtes oder einer kirchlichen Pfriinde die’ 
dsterreichische Staatsbtirgerschaft verliert oder wenn derselbe verbrecherischer oder solcher 
strafbarer Handlungen schuldig erkannt worden ist, die aus Gewinnsucht entstehen, gegen 
die Sittlichkeit verstossen oder zu éffentlichem Aergernisse gereichen, so hat die staatliche 
Cultusverwaltung seine Entfernung von dem Amte oder der Pfriinde zu verlangen. 

Hat sich ein Seelsorger eines Verhaltens schuldig gemacht, welches sein ferneres 
Verbleiben in dem kirchlichen Amte als der 6ffentlichen Ordnung gefahrlich erscheinen 
lasst, so kann die staatliche Cultusverwaltung seine Entfernung von der Ausiibung des : 
kirchlichen Amtes verlangen. 

Die vorstehenden Bestimmungen finden auch auf jene geistlichen Personen Anwendung, 
welche zur Stellvertretung oder provisorischen Versehung dieser Aemter oder zur 
Hilfeleistung bei: dengelben berufen werden. . 

Wird dem Verlangen der Regierung seitens der kirchlichen Behérden in angemessener 
Frist nicht entsprochen, so ist das Amt oder die Pfriinde fiir den staatlichen Bereich’ als 
erledigt anzusehen und hat die Regierung dafiir zu sorgen, dass jene Geschiifte, welche die 
Staatsgesetze dem ordentlichen Seelsorger iibertragen, von einer anderen von ihr bestellten 
Persénlichkeit insolange versehen werden, bis das betreffende Kirchenamt in staatsgiiltiger 
Weise neu besetzt ist. 


In derselben Weise kann vorgegangen werden, wenn aus einem anderen Grunde die 
oben bezeichneten Geschafte von dem ordentlichen Seelsorger nicht besorgt werden. 

§ 9. In dem Falle eintretender Dienstesuntauglichkeit eines selbststandigen Seelsorgers 
weltgeistlichen Standes ist im Einvernehmen der competenten staatlichen und kirchlichen 
Behérde die Entscheidung zu treffen, ob ein Provisor (Administrator) oder Hilfspriester 
zu bestellen oder der dienstuntaugliche Seelsorger nach Verzichtleistung auf die Pfrunde 
in den Deficientenstand zu iibernehmen ist. 

§ 10. Fur die durch § 9 nicht berithrten Falle der Verhinderung eines geistlichen 
‘Functionars, sein Amt zu versehen, hat der zustaindige kirchliche Obere rechtzeitig 
Vorsorge zu treffen. 

Zu der betreffenden Verfiigung ist die staatliche Zustimmung einzuholen, wenn in 
Folge derselben an einen éffentlichen oder unter 6ffentlicher Verwaltung stehenden Fonds 
ein Anspruch gestellt werden soll, oder wenn es sich um eine bleibende Belastung der 
Pfriinde handelt. 

Auf dauernd bestellte Provisoren (Administratoren) eines kirchlichen Amtes (einer 
Commende u. del.) finden die Bestimmungen der §§ 6 und 8 Anwendung. 

§ 11. Jede Erledigung eines kirchlichen Amtes oder einer kirchlichen Pfriinde ist der 
Landesbehorde sofort anzuzeigen. 

§ 12. Die Wiederbesetzung erledigter kirchlicher Aemter und Pfriinden muss in der 
Regel innerhalb eines Jahres vom Zeitpunkte der Erledigung stattfinden. 

Ausnahmsweise kann diese Frist mit Zustimmung der Landesbehérde verlangers 
werden. 

§ 18. Privatvertriige tiber die Succession in ein kirchlichés Amt oder eine kirchliche 
Pfrinde sind ungiiltig. 


I.—In Ansehung der Austibung der kirchlichen Amtsgewalt und der Seelsorge. 


§ 14. Die Erzbischéfe, Bischéfe und bischéflichen Vicare verwalten die inneren 
-kirchlichen Angelegenheiten ihrer Didcesen nach den kirchlichen Vorschriften, insoweit 
diese nicht den Staatsgesetzen widersprechen. 

§ 15. Unbeschadet des Rechtes der Bischéfe, die Weihen auszuspenden, wird der 
Tischtitel aus dem Religionsfonds nur solchen Klerikern gewahrt, welche zur Erlangung 
kirchlicher Aemter befahigt sind. (§ 2.) 

§ 16. Die Bischéfe sind verpflichtet, ihre Erlasse (Verordnungen, Instructionen, 
Hirtenbriefe, &c.) zugleich mit deren Publication der politischen Landesbehérde zur 
Kenntnissnahme mitzutheilen. 

§ 17. Findet die Regierung, dass einer den dffentlichen Gottesdienst betreffenden 
kirchlichen Anordnung oOffentliche Riicksichten entgegenstehen, so hat sie dieselben zu 
untersagen. 

§ 18. Von der kirchlichen Amtsgewalt darf nur gegen Angehorige der Kirche und 
niemals zu dem Zwecke Gebrauch gemacht werden, um die Befolgung der Gesetze und 
behérdlichen Anordnungen oder die freie Ausiibung staatsbiirgerlicher Rechte zu 
hindern. 

§ 19. Bei i ramon der kirchlichen Amtsgewalt darf kein ausserer Zwang 
ausgelbt werden. 

§ 20. Zur Errichtung neuer Dibesseh und Pfarrbezirke, zu einer Aenderung in der 
Abgrenzung der bestehenden, dann zur Errichtung, Theilung oder Vereinigung von 
Pfriinden ist die staatliche Genehmigung erforderlich. 

§ 21. Im Falle einer Umpfarrung wird der bisherige Pfarrer aller Anspriiche auf die 


den Parochianen als solchen obliegenden Leistungen verlustig, insoweit dem nicht. 


privatrechtliche Titel entgegenstehen oder bei der Umpfarrung selbst etwas Anderes 
. vereinbart wird. | 

Unter denselben Beschrinkungen ist tiberall, wo bisher ungeachtet einer vorgekom- 
menen Umpfarrung ein Recht auf derartige Leistungen dem frtitheren Pfarrer verblieben 
ist, dasselbe unbeschadet des persdnlichen Bezugsanspruches des derzeitigen Pfarrers zu 
iibertragen. 

§ 22. Aenderungen in der Dotirung bestehender Seelsorgedmter, durch welche ein 
offentlicher Fonds ohne Beschadigung der gesetzlichen Congruen und ohne Alterirung 
einer stiftungsmiissigen Anordnung entlastet wird, kénnen von der staatlichen Cultusver- 
waltung nach Einvernehmung des _betreffenden Ordinariates verfiigt werden. Doch soll 
mit derartigen Massnahmen in der Regel nur bei Gelegenheit eines Wechsels in der Person 
des Pfriindners vorgegangen werden. 

_§ 23. Zur Einbringung von Abgaben oder anderen Leistungen fiir kirchliche Zwecke, 
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welche den Kirchenangehorigen mit Zustimmung der Regierung auferlegt worden a 
wird die politische Execution ‘cewahrt. 

Dies gilt auch von den fixen Gebiihren fiir kirchliche Eheaufgebote, Trauungen und 
Leichenbegingnisse (Stolgebiihren) so wie fir pfarramtliche Ausfertigungen. — 

- Personen, welche auf das Armenrecht Anspruch haben, sind von der Entrichtung der 
eben bezeichneten Gebiihren befreit. 

§ 24. Die Abanderung der bestehenden kirchlichen Stoltaxordnungen steht der 
Regierung nach Einvernehmung der Bischéfe zu. 

§ 25. In der Regel darf kein pfarramtlicher Act von der Vorausbezahlung der Stolge- 
bihr abhingig gemacht werden. 

Nur wenn derselbe in einer Form verlangt wird, welche einer héheren als der 
niedrigsten Stolgebiihr unterliegt (z. B. Assistenz mehrerer Priester beim Leichenbeging- 
nisse), ist die hiefiir entfallende hdohere Gebihr iiber Verlangen im vorhinein zu 
entrichten. 

Bei pfarramtlichen Ausfertigungen kann die Entrichtung des etwa néthigen Stempel- 
betrages im vorhinein begehrt werden. 

§ 26. Contraventionen gegen die Bestimmungen der Stoltaxordnungen sind, sofern 
sich der Fall nicht zu einem strafgerichtlichen Vorgehen eignet, nach Anhérung des Ordi- 
nariates von den Verwaltungsbehérden mit Geldstrafen bis zum Betrage von 100 Gulden 
zu ahnden. 

Zugleich mit der Strafe ist die den Schuldigen treffende Ersatzleistung auszusprechen. 
Solche Ersatzerkenntnisse sind executionsfahig. 

Bei wiederholtem Riickfalle kann die staatliche Cultusverwaltung verlangen, dass 
der betreffende Geistliche von der Ausiibung seines kirchlichen Amtes entfernt werde. 
(§ 8.) 

/ 27. Fir die Durchfithrung kirchlicher Anordnungen und Entscheidungen wird ein 
staatlicher Beistand ausser dem Falle des § 23 in nachstehenden Fallen und nur in 
folgender Art gewahrt :— 

(a.) Wenn zur Durchfithrung der von einem Kirchenvorsteher innerhalb seiner 
Amtssphare verfiigten Entsetzung oder Entfernung einzelner Personen von kirchlichen 
Aemtern und Pfriinden aussere Vorkehrungen nothig werden sollten, so kénnen diese 
Vorkehrungen, so weit es erforderlich erscheint, iiber Ansuchen des Kirchenvorstehers von 
der Landesstelle unter der Voraussetzung getrofien werden, dass dem Erkenntnisse ein 
ordentliches Verfahren vorangegangen ist und. dass das Erkenntniss selbst weder den 
Staatsgesetzen, noch den im Staate geltenden kirchlichen Vorschriften widerspricht. 

(b.) Desgleichen kann den Kirchenvorstehern zur Durchfiihrung einer von ihnen 
beabsichtigten kirchenamtlichen Untersuchung gegen geistliche Personen der etwa nothige 
staatliche Beistand dann gewahrt werden, wenn zugleich mit dem Ansuchen um diesen 
Beistand dargethan wird, dass dieses Vorgehen rechtmassig und begriindet ist. 

Die Vernehmung von Personen, die nicht der katholischen Geistlichkeit angehoren, 
kann nur dureh die staatliche Behorde erfolgen. 

§ 28. Wenn durch die Verfiigung eines kirchlichen Obern ein Staatsgesetz verletzt 
wird, so kann der hiedurch in seinem Rechte Gekrankte sich an die Verwaltungsbehérde 
wenden, welche Abhilfe zu schaffen hat, soferne die Angelegenheit nicht auf den Civil- oder 
Strafrechtsweg zu iiberweisen ist; in letzterem Falle kann sie provisorische Verfiigungen 
treffen. 

§ 29. Wird ein katholischer Geistlicher wegen eines Verbrechens, Vergehens oder 
einer Uebertretung von einem Gerichte in Untersuchung gezogen, so liegt dem letzteren 
ob, an den zur Austibung der kirchlichen Disciplin tiber den Geistlichen berufenen kirch- 
lichen Oberen die entsprechende Verstandigung gelangen zu lassen. 

Demselben ist sohin auch das gefallte Urtheil sammt den Entscheidungsgriinden 
mitzutheilen. 

Bei Verhaftung und Festhaltung katholischer Geistlicher sind jene Rucksichten zu 
beobachten, welche die ihrem Stande gebiihrende Achtung erheischt. 


IIJ,—ZJn Ansehung der katholisch-theologischen Facultiten und der Heranbildung der 
Candidaten des geistlichen Standes. : 
§ 30. Die Einrichtung der katholisch-theologischen Facultiten wird durch ein beson- 
deres Gesetz geregelt. 
In gleicher Weise wird bestimmt, inwieweit der Staat den Candidaten des pdiatlictien 
Standes cine besondere Art der Heranbildung verschreibt. 
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IV.—In Ansehung der klésterlichen Genossenschaften. 


§ 31. Fiir die ausseren Rechtsverhaltnisse der innerhalb der katholischen Kirche 
bestehenden klosterlichen Genossenschaften sind die fiir solche Genossenschaften tiberhaupt 
geltenden besonderen Bestimmungen massgebend. 


V.—In Ansehung des kirchlichen Patronates. 


§ 32. Die Patronatsverhiltnisse bleiben einer besonderen gesetzlichen Regelung 
vorbehalten. Bis dahin bleiben in Betreff dieser Verhiltnisse die bisherigen Vorschriften 
bestehen.

werden konnen. 

§ 33. Streitigkeiten uber die Frage, ob eine Kirche oder Pfriinde einem Patronate 
unterliege oder ob hinsichtlich der letzteren das freie Besetzungsrecht, des Bischofs eintrete, 
sind nach Einvernehmung’ der Kirchenbehérden von der staatlichen Cultusverwaltung im 
ordentlichen Instanzenzuge zu entscheiden. 

Steht hingegen nur in Frage, wem ein Kirchen- oder Pfrindenpatronat zukomme, so 
tritt die richterliche Competenz ein. 

§ 34. Streitigkeiten iiber Leistungen, welche auf Grund eines bestehenden Patronates 
angesprochen werden, gehéren in die instanzmissige Entscheidung der Cultusverwal- 
tungsbehorden. 

Nur in dem Falle, dass der Patron die von ihm behauptete ginzliche oder theilweise 
Freiheit von der Leistung aus besonderen privatrechtlichen Griinden ableiten will, hat der 
Rechtsweg einzutreten und steht den Verwaltungsbehdrden nur die Anordnung eines etwa 
néthigen Provisoriums zu (§ 56). 


Vi—In Ansehung der Pfarrgemeinden. 


§ 35. Die Gesammtheit der in einem Pfarrbezirke wohnhaften Katholiken desselben 
Ritus bildet eine Pfarrgemeinde. 

Alle einen kirchlichen Gegenstand betreffenden Rechte und Verbindlichkeiten, welche 
in den Gesetzen den Gemeinden zugesprochen oder auferlegt werden, gebiihren und 
obliegen den Pfarrgemeinden. Nur Patronatsrechte kénnen auch einer Ortsgemeinde als 
solcher zukommen. 

§ 36. Insoweit fiir die Bediirfnisse einer Pfarrgemeinde nicht durch ein eigenes 
Vermégen derselben oder durch andere zu Gebote stehende kirchliche Mittel vorgesorgt 
erscheint, ist zur Bedeckung derselben eine Umlage auf die Mitglieder der Pfarrgemeinde 
auszuschreiben. 

§ 37. Die naheren Vorschriften tiber die Constituirung und die Vertretung der 
Pfarrgemeinden, dann iiber die Besorgung der Angelegenheiten derselben werden durch 
ein besonderes Gesetz erlassen. 


VII.~Jn Ansehung des kirchlichen Vermégensrechtes. 


§ 38. Fiir die Gebahrung mit kircklichem Vermigen gilt als Regel, dass dasselbe den 
fiir gemeinniitzige Stiftungen bestehenden staatlichen Schutz geniesst. Die staatliche 
Cultusverwaltung ist insbesondere befugt, die Erhaltung des Stammvermégens der Kirchen 
und kirchlichen Anstalten zu iiberwachen, sich jederzeit von dem Vorhandensein desselben 
die Ucberzeugung zu verschaffen und wegen Kinbringung wahrgenommener Abginge das 
Erforderliche einzuleiten. , 

Riicksichtlich der Frage des Kigenthums und sonstiger privatrechtlicher Verhiltnisse 
beziiglich des Kirchen- und Pfriindenvermégens sind die Bestimmungen des allgemeinen 
biirgerlichen Rechtes massgebend; im Falle eines Streites steht die Entscheidung den 
Gerichten zu. 

- § 389. Bei allen Kirchen und kirchlichen Anstalten ist das eigene Vermégen derselben 
von dem Pfriindenvermogen abzusondern und abgesondert zu verwalten und zu verrechnen. 

§ 40. Fir rechtliche Verpflichtungen, welche auf dem Kirchen- oder Pfriindenvermogen 
haften, ist zunachst das Ertragniss, und erst, wenn dieses nicht ausreicht, die Substanz des 
Vermégens in Anspruch zu nehmen. 

Wenn, jedoch ausser dem Kirchen- oder Pfriindenvermégen noch andere Verpflichtete 
vorhanden sind, so hat fiir die beziigliche Leistung nur jener Theil der Vermogenssubstanz 
aufzukommen, dessen Ertragniss nicht fiir die laufenden Bediirfnisse der Kirche oder 
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_ Pfriinde benothigt wird; der Rest ist von’ den iibrigen Verpflichteten nach Massgabe ihrer q 


Verpflichtung zu leisten. 
§ 41. Die Verwaltung des Vermégens der Kirchen und der bei denselben bestehenden 
kirchlichen Anstalten (Stiftungen und dergleichen) ist im Allegemeinen nach dem Grund- 


satze einzurichten, dass an derselben der Kirchenvorsteher so wie eine Vertretung derjenigen 


Theil zu nehmen hat, welchen bei Unzulinglichkeit jenes Vermégens die Bestreitung der 


‘Auslagen fiir die Kirchenbediirfnisse und die subsidiire Haftung fiir die Verpflichtungen 


der Kirche oder kirchlichen Anstalt obliegt. 

§ 42. In Gemissheit des im § 41 aufgestellten frgidiaitce ist das Vermégen der 
Pfarrkirchen gemeinschaftlich von dem Pfarrvorsteher, der Pfarrgemeinde und dem Kirchen- 
patrone zu verwalten. 


§ 43. Die nahere Ausfiihrung der in den §§ 41 und 42 aufvestellten Grundsitze 


erfolgt durch ein besonderes Gesetz. 

8 44. Die Verwaltung des Bisthums-, -Capitel- und Klostervermégens richtet sich 
unbeschadet des staatlichen Aufsichtsrechtes (§ 38) nach den diesfalls bestehenden statu- 
tarischen Anordnungen. 

§ 45. Innerhalb der Grenzen der voranstehenden Bestimmungen verbleibt den 
Bischéfen und ihren Stellvertretern der ihnen nach den kirchlichen Vorschriften zukom- 
mende Einfluss auf die Verwaltung des in ihren Sprengeln befindlichen Kirchenvermégens, 
insoweit diese kirchlichen Vorschriften den Staatsgesetzen nicht widerstreiten. 

§ 46. Das Pfriindenvermégen wird von den geistlichen Nutzniessern der Pfriinde 
unter Aufsicht der Patrone und unter der Oberaufsicht der Bischéfe und des Staates 
(§ 38) verwaltet. 

Die riicksichtlich der Obsorge der Pfarrgemeinden iiber die Pfriindengebaude beste- 
henden gesetzlichen Vorschriften bleiben aufrecht. 

§ 47. Rein kirchliche Stiftungen verbleiben in der Verwaltung der kirchlichen 
Organe. 

Ueber Zweifel hinsichtlich der kirchlichen Natur einer Stiftung entscheidet in letzter 
Instanz der Cultusminister. 

§ 48. Zur Beurkundung von Rechtsgeschiften fiir eine Kirche oder kirchliche Anstalt 
wird die Fertigung des Kirchenvorstehers und mindestens zweier Mitglieder der im § 41 
bezeichneten Vertretung erfordert. 

§ 49. Erhebliche Verinderungen in der Substanz des Kirchen- so wie des Pfriinden- 
und Stiftungsvermégens miissen sofort der staatlichen Cultusverwaltung angezeigt werden. 

§ 50. Bei der Fructificirung des Kirchen- und Pfrundenvermogens so wie des 
Vermégens kirchlicher Anstalten (Stiftungen und dergleichen) sind, was die Art der 
Anlage und die Bedingungen der Sicherstellung anlangt, die Vorschriften massgebend, 
welche zu Gunsten der unter den besonderen Schutz der Gesetze gestellten Personen 
bestehen. 

Bei wechselseitigen Unterstiitzungen zwischen Kirchen derselben Didcese konnen im 
Einverstandnisse der staatlichen Cultusverwaltung und der Ordinariate aus besonders 
ricksichtswiirdigen Griinden Ausnahmen von der voranstehenden Regel zugelassen werden. 

§ 51. Die Bestimmungen der ‘Ministerialverordnung vom 20. Juni 1860, R. G. B. Nr. 
162, und vom 13. Juli 1860, R..G. B. Nr. 175, iiber Verausserung und Belastung des 
Vermégens katholischer Kirchen, Pfriinden und geistlicher Anstalten haben mit Ausschluss 
jener Anordnungen, wonach derartige Geschifte der Genehmigung seitens der papstlichen 
Curie unterliegen, fortzugelten. 

§ 52. Bis zur Brlassung der besonderen Gesetze tiber die Verwaltung des Kircken- 
und Pfriindenvermégens (§§ 37 und 43) werden die zur Ausfithrung der Bestimmungen 
dieses Gesetzes nothwendigen Vorschriften im Verordnungswege erlassen. 

§ 53. Hort eine einzelne kirchliche Gemeinschaft oder Anstalt, welche selbststandig 
Vermogen besessen hat, zu bestehen auf, so ist dieses Vermégen, soweit iiber dessen 
Verwendung nicht stiftungsmissige Anordnungen bestehen, dem Religionsfonds zuzu- 
wenden. 

§ 54. Wenn nach den Ueberschiissen, welche aus den Renten eines kirchlichen 
Vermogens durch eine lingere Reihe von Jahren in Ersparung gebracht werden, mit 
Sicherheit anzunehmen ist, dass das betreffende Vermégen zu dem damit bewidmeten 
kirchlichen Zwecke nicht vollstandig benéthigt wird, so kann die staatliche Cultusver- 
waltung nach Einvernehmung des betheiligten Ordinariates verfiigen, dass der .dem 
Durchschnitte der jahrlichen Ueberschiisse entsprechende Theil des Vermégens anderen 


-kirchlichen Zwecken, fiir welche eine gentigende Dotation nicht vorhanden ist, zugewendet 


werde. 
Doch ist in einem solchen Falle ohne Beeintriichtigung des von einem kirchlichen 
Individuum bereits erworbenen Bezugsrechtes vorzugehen. 
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In keinem Falle dtirfen durch eine solehe Verfiigung nachweisbare stiftbriefmissige 
Festsetzungen verletzt werden. 

§ 55. Streitigkeiten iiber die Verpflichtung zu Leistungen fiir Cultuszwecke werden, 
wenn eine solche Leistung aus dem allgemeinen Grunde der Zugehorigkeit zu einer 
kirchlichen Gemeinde in Anspruch genommen wird, von den Verwaltungsbehorden im 
ordentlichen Instanzenzuge, wenn sie hingegen aus einem besonderen Titel gefordert wird, 
von den Gerichten entschieden. 

Wird die fragliche Leistung aus dem Titel des Patronates in Anspruch genommen, so 
richtet sich die Competenz zur Entscheidung nach den diesfalls. bestehenden besonderen 
Vorschriften (§§ 33 und 34). 

§ 56. Die Verwaltungsbehérden sind in allen Fallen solcher Streitigkeiten iiber 
Leistungen zu Cultuszwecken befugt, dort, wo es das dringende Interesse der Seelsorge

With regard to the latter, it is doubted ‘whether, considering the entire liberty which is 
granted by the Constitution to every creed, it would be within their rights to pass any law 
upon the abouss mentioned subject.

FRANCE, 
Inclosure in No. 1. 
Opinion by M. Treitt. 


IT is an axiom of public law in France that no religious association or congregation, 
no foundation of monasteries or convents, can legally be established or legally exist 
without authority from the civil power. 

The principle of State authorization is met with in the Roman law even in the time 
of the first Christian Emperors. 

In spite of energetic opposition that principle prevailed, in a peremptory manner, 
_ under the ancient French monarchy, and has always been applied. 

As far back as 1618 the Parliament of Paris forbade every new foundation of monas- 
teries or convents without the King’s authority by Letters Patent. 

A royal Ordinance of June 16, 1659, promulgated under the Ministry of Cardinal 
Mazarin, ordered the closing of all houses founded, without authorization, during the 
previous ten years. 

Another Ordinance of 1749 suppressed all houses founded without authorization after 

1636, and decided that all transactions concluded with them were radically null. 

The most minute inquiries preceded the authorizations. The State pursued its 
investigations not only into material things, such as the expediency of the projected 
foundation, the interests of third parties and the means of existence, but also into the 
- quality of the persons, their power of possessing and of alienating their property, the 
validity, the nullity, and the duration of their vows; the civil authority has always done 
whatever it could to concentrate all these matters in its own hands. 

Notwithstanding this constant intervention of the State, many abuses had crept into 
conventual affairs in France ; more than a fourth of all the property was stricken by mort- 
main, and public wealth suffered. 

The Revolution of 1789 swept all away. It suppressed all the religious houses and 
Orders, and even the costume; it prohibited every kind of monastic vow. “The property of 
the convents became national property. The most severe regulations reacted against the 
ancient order of things.* 

. The regime of the Revolution is summed up in this enactment: of a decree of 
February 21,1795. “The Republic does not recognize any minister of religion, does not 

pay any; it subjects them all to supervision; it “proclaims at the same time that all 
religions are free, and that the practice of them must not be disturbed.” 

Things remained in this state; Napoleon I entered into the Concordat with Rome in 
1802. The Concordat or Law of 18 Germinal, an x (8th April, 1802) had for its object 

the re-establishment of the Catholic religion in France ; but it does not mention religious 
- Orders ; their suppression was therefore maintained ; the Government even took care to 
abolish them in the countries which were successively annexed to French territory. 

Napoleon I proved generally hostile to the establishment of monasteries and 
-eonvents. Nevertheless he authorized a great number of women’s communities and some 
congregations of ren, such as the monks of Mount St. Bernard (1811) and the monks of 
Mount Cenis (1813), ‘with other male Orders, ied as that of the Brothers of the Christian 
Doctrine, devoted to teaching. 


%* We will only cite the Laws of November 2, 1787; February 13, 1790; February 20, 1790; March 11 
17913 a quantity of other regulations had for tei object the destruction of all monastic rule, under whateves 
form, 
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The laws of 1817. and 1825 prove that the restoration, though ibandanty well 
disposed towards the religious congregations, dared not oppose the fundamental principles 3 
of French public law. 4 

The Government of 1830 did not modify the legislation on the matter, neither did — 
the Republic of 1848. But the latter proclaimed liberty of association without any ~ 
restriction as to religious congregations; consequently many associations of that kind — 
were established under the form of civil societies. a 

The Second Empire appeared, at first, favourable to monasteries and convents; it ~ 
was, however, soon obliged to put a limit to those tendencies. Notwithstanding this, a 
great number (if not the greatest number) of religious associations and communities have 
been established within the last few years ; religious houses have multiplied beyond — 
measure, without having asked or obtained the authorization required by law; most of © 
them are congregations for charitable purposes or for teaching. The members of the 
latter congregations-may open schools by conforming to the laws and general conditions 
respecting teaching. Thus it is that the Jesuits, who have never been authorized, and — 
who have even been the object, at various times, of most severe measures, have, indivi- 
dually, become teachers. 

It is, moreover, proved by statistics and facts of daily occurrence, that congregational — 
schools, especially as regards elementary instruction, are much more successful than lay 
institutions. ‘ 

This state of things is tolerated by the Governieet, which exercises the greatest 
prudence and circumspection when there is a question of suppressing a congregation, 
dissolving a community, or recalling an authorization previously granted. ; 

The legislative enactments relating to religious congregations, monasteries, and 
convents, still in force and of daily ah ec ee are the following, ie oe text of which 
is given further on :— 


Decree of 3 Messidor, an x11 (June 22, 1804). 
Decree of February 18, 1809. 
Law of January 2, 1817. 
~ Law of May 24, 1825. 
Royal Ordinance of January 14, 1881. 
Decree of January 31, 1852. 


The principles which emanate from these legal enactments, as well as the principles 
laid down by jurisprudence and law in general, may be thus summed up :— 

1. The authorization of Government is indispensable for religious congregations, 
monasteries, or convents, in order to their legal establishment and ‘existence. Without 
authorization these establishments cannot have a corporate capacity. They can neither 
acquire nor dispose of property in their own name. Their property can only be the 
individual property of one or of several of their members ; and that property is subject 
to all the exigencies of fiscal law. 

2. Government authorization is preceded by j inquiries into the material and moral . 
facts of the establishment. These inquiries bear upon the verification of the rules of the 
establishment, its object and utility, together woe the opinion of the Prefect, and the consent 
of the. Bishop. of the Diocese, &c. 

3. The Government is perfectly free to grant or to refuse. The law i imposes no 
precise rule on the subject. ; 

4. Religious establishments are subject to the Ordinary, that is to say, to the autho- 
rities of the Diocese ; they owe obedience to the Bishop and to the secular clergy. They 
are subject to the supervision of the civil power. 

5. Vows are permitted, but they must not be perpetual; they are only valid after the 
age of majority at twenty-one, and cannot be for more than the term of five years. 

6. A member who wishes to leave a house cannot be retained by force. 

7. The members of religious communities retain their civil capacity ; they are not 
supposed to be defunct, as was the case formerly when any one joined a religious order. 

8. In the case of communities, &c., the authorization of Government is required 
before they can have the power of accepting gratuities of any kind, even donations, such 
as personal and real property. ‘The same is the case for the alienation or exchange of 
property, even to conduct business or to acquiesce in judgments. 

9. The Government may withdraw authorizations which it has given, and of this 
power there are numerous examples.* 

* Suppression of the Jesuits in 1828; suppression of the Teaiipieth in 1831 and 1846: suppression of the 


Capuchins in 1839. The power of suppressing congregations .has always been retained by the Government.— 
* Moniteur,” May 3, 1849; May 81, 1860.

10. The withdrawal of the civil authorization, like the withdrawal of the canonical 
authorization, entails the dissolution of the congregation and the closing of the house. 
_ 11. The numerous communities which exist without authority are liable at all times 
to every contingency of the fiscal laws; notwithstanding this, there are many congrega- 
tions which do not wish for authorization. If authority is a protection, it is also an 
obstruction, and these congregations prefer freedom in their dealings. They buy, sell, and 
possess property in the name of one or several members of the association, who guarantee 
each other; they have recourse to the forms of civil societies. The Treasury is the loser, 
as it is not always easy to get information of the affairs of the Convents.. The Treasury is 
thus deprived of a rather considerable revenue. The deficiency tends to increase every 
day ; for the property of Convents, being out of the ordinary course of affairs, ceases to 


- circulate. 


12. All special laws relating to sinha! public order, for example, to cemeteries, 
chapels, burials, &c., are applicable to congregations. 

13. They pay taxes like private individuals. 

14, All these es apply to communities without distinction, whether they be for 
men or for women. 

15. Few matters have given rise to more regulations, at all periods of history, but the 
principle of authorization has always dominated.- This principle has been extolled as a 
safeguard for families and for society. 

16. Since 1870, no modification has taken place in the existing laws ; nor is there 
any trace, either in the National Assembly or the Council of State appointed to prepare 
laws, of any intention to alter the actual state of things. Ministers have too much to do 
in politics to attend to economical questions. 

17. At the risk of overstepping the limit assigned to me for the present work, I may 
add that it is Supposed that there are in France about 2,000 houses, or congregations of 
men, comprising 20,000 professed persons, of whom one-fourth is devoted to a life of con- 
templation. Most of these communities are not authorized. 

With regard to associations of women, their number amounts to several thousands. It 
may be presumed that there are in France about 100,000 women attached to a multitude 
of different orders; three-fourths of them are Sister-hospitallers, or Sisters of Instruction, 
the others devote themselves to prayer only. 

These figures have but little other foundation than conjecture, for there are no official 
statistics on these points. 

On the other hand, there are religious congregations, both for charitable and educa- 
tional purposes, which have been recognised by the Government as establishments of 
public utility. On this account they enjoy the rights of corporate capacity, and occupy the 
same position as authorized religious establishments. 

In all these matters the State displays great toleration ; and so long as an abuse does 
not happen to disturb the popular mind, it allows the’ laws which it might enforce to lie 
dormant.

Palace of Saint Cloud, 3 Messidor, an XII. 
NAPOLEON, by the grace of God, and the constitutions of the Republic, Emperor 
of the French, : 


On the report of the Ministers; having heard the Council of State, 
Decrees : 


Article 1. Reckoning from the day of the publication of the present Decree, the 
ageregation or association known under the names of Fathers of the Faith, Adorers of 


Jesus or Pacanarists, now established at Belley, at Amiens, and in some other towns of the 


Empire, shall be and remain dissolved. ” 

All other aggregations or associations, formed under the pretext of religion, and not 
authorized, shall in like manner be dissolved. 

Art. 2. The Ecclesiastics composing the said aggregations or associations must retire 
as soon as possible to their dioceses, to live there in conformity with the laws, and under 
the jurisdiction of the Ordinary. : 


Art. 8. The laws which forbid the tolerance of every religious order, of which the 


members bind themselves by perpetual vows, will still be enforced according to their form 
and tenour. 

Art. 4, No aggregation or association of men or of women can be formed in future 
under the pretext of religion, unlessit has been formally authorized by an Imperial Decree 
after inspection of the statutes and regulations prescribing the manner of living in such 
aggregation or association. ies oth 

Art. 5. Nevertheless, the aggregations known under, the names. of Sisters of Charity, 
Sisters Hospitallers, Sisters of St. Thomas, Sisters of St. Charles, and Vatelotte Sisters, 
will continue to exist in conformity with the Decrees of 1 Nivase, an rx, 24 Vendémiaire, 
an xI, and the decisions of 28 Prairial, an x1, and 22 Germinal, an x11; on condition that 
the said aggregations present, within six months, their statutes and regulations to be 
inspected and verified by the Council of State, on the report of the Councillor of State 
charged with all matters relating to religion. 

Art. 6. Our Attorneys-General acting in our Courts and our Imperial Attorneys are 
charged to prosecute, or cause to be prosecuted, even by extraordinary means, according 
to the exigency of the case, such persons of either sex as shall directly or indirectly 
contravene the present Decree, which is to be inserted in the “ Bulletin des Lois.” 

Art. 7. The Grand Judge, Minister of Justice, and the Councillor of State charged 
with all matters relating to religion, are charged with the execution of the present Decree.

APPENDIX. 


Text of the Laws, Ordinances, and Decrees concerning Congregations and Religious 
Communities. 


Decree of February 18, 1809, relating to Congregations or Hospitaller Houses of Women. 
Section I—General Provisions. 


1. HOSPITALLER Congregations or houses of women, namely, those instituted 
for the purpose of attending to the hospitals of our Empire, of looking after the infirm and 
sick, and children who have been abandoned, or of tending the poor, assisting them and 
taking remedies to their homes, are placed under the protection of Madame, our dear 
and honoured mother. A“ 

2. The statutes of each separate congregation or house must be approved by us and 
inserted in the “ Bulletin des Lois,” before such congregation or house can be recognized 
as haying the position of a public institution. 


& 


5 Every congregation of sister hospitallers, the statutes of which shall not have 
been approved and published before January 1, 1810, shall be dissolved. 
4. The number of houses, the costume and other privileges which it is our intention 


| to grant to the hospitaller congregations will be specified in the patents for their establish- 


ment. 
_ 5. Whenever the administrations of hospitals or communes may wish to extend the 


. advantages of this institution to the hospitals of their communes or districts, the applica- 


tions must be addressed by the Prefects to our Minister of Public Worship, who, in 
concert with the superiors of the congregations, will give orders for the establishment of 
new houses, when necessary ; our Minister of Public Worship will submit the establishment 


of the new houses to our approval. 


Section I].—Novitiates and Vows. 


6. Hospitaller congregations may receive novices, on conforming to the rules 


‘established for that purpose, by their statutes. 


7. Pupils or novices will not be allowed to take vows unless they are turned sixteen 
years of age; the vows of novices under twenty-one years of age must not be for more 
than one year. Novices will be required to present the permissions required by Articles 
148 and 160 of the Civil Code for contract of marriage. 

8. At the age of twenty-one novices may engage themselves for five years; such 
engagement must be made in the presence of the Bishop, or of an ecclesiastic delegated by 
the Bishop, and of the civil. officer, who will draw up the record in duplicate, one copy of 
which must be placed: in the hands of the Lady Superior, and the other given to the 
Municipality, and, for Paris, to the Prefecture of Police. 


Section I1].—Revenue, Property, and Donations. 


J. Every sister hospitaller shall retain the entire possession of her property and income, 
and the right of administering and disposing thereof, according to the Civil Code., 

10. She may not, by any personal deed, renounce’ them for the benefit of her family, 
or dispose of pte either for the benefit of the congregation or in favour of any one 
soever.. 

11. No more than a fixed fee of 1 franc shall be levied for the registration of deeds 
relative to donations, legacies, or acquisitions legally made in favour of hospitaller 
congregations. 

12. Donations shall be accepted by the Lady Superior of the house when the donation 
is in favour of a special house, and by the Lady Superior-General when the donation is 
made to the whole congregation. 

13. In every case, deeds of donation or legacy must, when application is made for | 
authority to accept, be forwarded to the Bishop of the place where the domicile of the 
donor or testator is situated, so that he may transmit them, together with his opinion, to 
our Minister of Public Worship. 

14. The donations, revenues, and property of the religious congregations, whatever 
their nature may be, shall be possessed and managed. in conformity with the Civil Code ; 
and can, only be administered in conformity with that Code, and with the laws and regula- 
tions relating to charitable establishments. 

15. The account of the revenues of each separate administration, or house shall be 
forwarded, every year, to our Minister of Public Worship. 


Section IV.—Discipline. 


16. The lady hospitallers when tending the sick or poor, shall be bound, in hospitals 
and other charitable establishments, to conform to the regulations of the administration. 
___ Those who are past service on account of age or infirmity, shall be veer at the 
expense of the hospital i in which they fell ill or in which they grew old. 

17: Every house, even'that of the principal seat, if there be one, shall, in spiritual 
matters,.be subject to the Bishop of the diocese, who shall visit and rule it exclusively, 

18. The Bishop shall be informed of all the disciplinary punishments which have 


been inflicted by authority of the statutes. 


_19. ‘The houses of hospitaller congregations, as well as all other houses of the State, 
shall be subject to the police regulations of the Mayors, Prefects, and Officers of Justice. 
20. Whenever a sister hospitaller has complaints to make in regard to matters for 
which the law inflicts summary or more serious punishment, the complaint shall be laid 
before the ordinary Judges. .

21. Our principal Ministers of J ustice, of Public Worship, of Finance, of the ees 
of General Police, are charged with the execution of the present Decree. ° 


Law of January 2, 1817, relative to Gifts w and Legacies to Ecclesiastical Establishments. 


1, Every ecclesiastical establishment recognized by law may accept, with the 
authorization of the King, any real oi personal, property or income, given to it by personal 
donation or by bequest. 

2. Every ecclesiastical establishment recognized by law may also, with the King’s 
authority, acquire real property or other sources of income. 

8. The real estate or revenue belonging to an ecclesiastical establishment shall belong 
in perpetuity to the said establishment, and shall be inalienable, unless its alienation be 
authorized by the King. 


Royal Ordinance of April 2, 1817, fiwing the Rules to be followed in accepting and 
employing Gifts and Legacies to Ecclesiastical Establishments. 


1. In conformity with Article 910 of the Civil Code, and with the Law of 
January 2, 1817, no disposal, by gift or by bequest, of real and personal property for 
the benefit of churches, archbishoprics, bishoprics, chapters, great and small seminaries, 
curacies, chapels of ease, fabrics, the poor, hospitals, colleges, communes, and in general 
of every establishment of public utility, and of every religious association recognized by 
law, can be accepted unless authorized by us, after hearing the Council of State, and on 
the advice, previously received, of our prefects and bishops, according to the several 
cases. 

The acceptance of gifts or legacies in money, or personal property, not exceeding 
300 fr., shall be authorized by the prefects. 

2. The authorization shall not be granted without the provisional approbation of the 
bishop of the diocese, if the gift or legacy entails any religious service. 

3. The said legacies and gifts thus authorized shall be accepted :— 

By the bishops, when the gifts or legacies are in favour of .their bishopric, their 
cathedral, or their seminary ; 

By the deans of chapters if the dispositions are for the benefit of the chapters ; 

By the rector or officiating minister when the legacies or gifts are in favour of the 
living, or chapel of ease, or “for: the maintenance of the ecclesiastics employed in its 
service ; 

By the treasurers of church property when the donors or testators have disposed in 
favour of the church property, or for the maintenance of churches or divine service ; | 

By the superiors of religious associations in cases of gratuities in favour of those _ 
associations ; 

By the consistories when leégacies are left for the endowment of pastors or the 
maintenance of sacred edifices ; ; 

By the administrators of hospitals, institutions of charity and beneficence, in ‘cases of 
gratuities in favour of hospitals and other beneficent establishments ; 

By the administrators of colleges when the objects of the gifts or legacies are 
colleges, the establishment of scholarships for students, or the foundation of new pro- 
fessorships ; 

By the mayors of communes when the gifts or legacies are for the benefit of the 
inhabitants in general, or for the relief and education of the poor of the commune ; 

_ And finally, by the administrators of all other establishments of public utility, legally 
constituted, for everything given or bequeathed to those establishments. 

4, The Ordinances and Decrees of Authorization will determine, for the best interests 
of the establishments, the disposal of the sums given, and will order the retention or the 
sale of personal property when the testator or the donor has omitted to do so. 

5. Every notary with whom a will is deposited, containing a legacy in favour of one 
of the establishments or incumbents above mentioned, is required to advise them of the 
reading or publication of the will. 

Pending the acceptance, the head of the establishment or the incumbent will do 
what he considers necessary for the preservation of the property. 

6. The acquisition and appropriation of revenues charged upon the State or upon | 
the towns, which the above-mentioned establishments may acquire in the dealings of 
their ordinary management, do not require authorization. 

The income thus acquired will be put upon the footing | of real property, and 
cannot be alienated without authority.

7. Authority to accept will be no bar to the legal proceedings of third parties against 
the provisions of which the acceptance shall have been authorized. 
_ 8, Our Minister, Secretary of State for the Interior, is charged with the execution 
of the present Ordinance, which is to be-inserted in the ‘‘ Bulletin des Lois.” 


Law of May 24, 1825, relative to the authorization and legal existence of Religious 
Congregations and Communities of Women. 


Article 1. In future no religious congregation of women can be authorized, nor, if 
authorized, can form an establishment, except according to the forms and under the 
conditions prescribed in the following Articles. . 

2. No religious congregation of women shall be authorized until its statutes, duly 
approved by the Bishop of the Diocese, shall have been verified and registered by the 
Council of State in the form required by the Bulls of canonical institution. These 
statutes cannot be approved and registered unless they contain the clause that the 
congregation is subject, in spiritual matters, to the jurisdiction of the Ordinary. | After 
verification and registration, authority shall be granted by a Law, to such of these 
congregations as were not in existence on the lst of January, 1825. With regard 
to such of these congregations as existed previously to January 1, 1825, authorization 
will be granted by an Ordinance. 

3. No establishment shall be formed of a religious congregation of women already 
authorized without a previous report on the expediency or inexpediency of the establishment, 
and without the production, in support of the demand, of the consent of the diocesan 
bishop, and the opinion of the Municipal Council of the commune in which the establish- 
ment is to be formed. Special authority to form the establishment will be granted by an 
Ordinance, which will be inserted, within a fortnight, in the “ Bulletin des Lois.” 

4. Establishments duly authorized may, with the special authority of the King: 

(1). Accept personal and real property given to them by deed, during life, or by bequest, 
for their own special uses exclusively ; . 

(2). Acquire real property or revenue, subject to conditions ; 

(3). Alienate real property or any income that may belong to them. 

5. No one belonging to an authorized establishment may dispose by donation, or by 


testament, either in favour of that establishment or of one of its members, of more than a 


fourth part of her property, unless the gifts or legacy should be under the sum of 10,000 
francs. — 
This prohibition will cease to have effect with regard to members of the establishment, 
if the legatee or recipient be heiress in direct line of the testatrix or donor. 
The present Article will not come into force for communities already authorized, until 
six months after the publication of this law, and for those which may be authorized in 
future, until six months after the grant of authorization. 
6. The authorization of religious congregations of women can only be revoked by a 
law. ~~ . 
. The authorization of particular houses dependent on those congregations, can only be 
revoked after taking the opinion of the Bishop of the Diocese, and with the other forms 
prescribed by Article 3 of the present law. 

7. In case of the extinction of a congregation or religous house of women, or the 
revocation of the authority granted to it, the property acquired by donation or by bequest 
will be returned to the donors, or to their next of kin, in the order of succession, and to 
relatives of testators in the same order. 

With regard to property which cannot be returned, or which had been acquired on 
certain conditions, half of it shall be assigned to ecclesiastical establishments, and half to 
the hospitals of the departments in which the extinct establishments were situated. 

The transfer shall be effected with the habilities and obligations imposed upon the 
previous possessors. . 

Tn the case of the revocation provided for by the Ist Section, the members of the 
religious congregation, or house of women, will be entitled to a pension for board, deducted 
(1) from the property acquired on conditions ; (2) subsidiarily from property acquired by 
free gift, which in such case will not be returned to the families of the donors or testators, 
until after the expiration of the said pensions. 
8. All the provisions of the present law, excépt those relative to authorization, are 
applicable to religious congregations and houses of women authorized previously to the 
_ publication of the Law of January 2, 1817. 
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Hoary Onunenee of January 14, 1831, relative 40 Donations and Legacies, Acquisitions and 


Alienations of Property concerning Ecclesiastical Establishments and Religious Commu- 
nities of Women. 


1. Article 6 of the Royal Ordinance of April 2, 1817, is inate Consequently no 
assignment or transfer of State revenue, for the benefit of an ecclesiastical establishment, 
or of a community, shall be effected, without its having’ been authorized by a Royal 
Ordinance, which the establishment Caneeened shall forward in due form, through its 
broker, to the Director of the Great Book of the Public Debt. 

2. No notary may pass any deed of sale, acquisition, exchange or transaction, in the 
name of the said establishments, unless he have the sanction of the Royal Ordinance, 
authorizing the Deed, which must be inserted in full. 

3. No acceptance of a legacy in favour of the said establishments shall be presented 
for our authorization, unless the known heirs of the testator be summoned by an extra-. 
judicial act to take cognizance of the testament, give their consent to its execution, or 
exhibit their means of opposition. If no heirs are known, an extract from the testament 
shall be posted up three times consecutively, at intervals of a week, at the mansion-house 
of the mayoralty where the testator resided, and be inserted in the official journal of the 
Department, with an invitation to the heirs to send in within the same period any clams 
they may have to the Prefect. 

4, No donations to ecclesiastical or religious establishments can be presented for our 
authorization, with any reserve of usufruct in favour of the donor. 

5. The statements of the assets and liabilities, as well as of the income and charges of 
the establishments entitled to the bequests or donations, verified and certified by the Prefect, 
shall be produced in support of their application. for authority to accept the donations and 
the bequests made to them. 

6. The provisions of the present ordinance shall be applicable to Share sugne to be 
given by the Prefect, in virtue of Article 1 ofthe Ordinance of April 2, 1817. 


Decree of January 31, 1852, on Religious Congregations and Communaties of Women. 


Art. 1. Religious congregations and communities of women may be authorized by a 
decree of the President.of the Republic :— 

(1). When they undertake to adopt, whatever may be the period of their foundation, 
statutes already verified and registered at the Council of State, and approved by other 
religious communities. 

(2). When it shall be certified by the Bishop of the Diocese that the congregations 
presenting new statutes to the Council of State, were in existence before the Ist of 
January, 1825. 

(3.). When there is a necessity for uniting several communities no longer able to 
subsist separately. 

(4.) When a religious association of women, after having previously been recognized 
as a community, governed by a local Lady Superior, shall prove that it was really managed 
at the period of its authorization by a General Lady Superior, and that it had fornied, at 
that period, establishments depending on it. 

2. Madifications of statutes verified and registered at. the Council of State may be also 
approved by a decree. 

3. In the cases provided for by the preceding Articles, authorization to religious 
congregrations of women will not be granted until the consent of the Bishop of the diocese 
has been presented and the formalities prescribed by Articles 2 and 3 of the Law of ~ 
May 24, 1825, have been observed. 

4. The Minister of Public Instruction and Worship is charged with the execution of 
the Breer a Decree, which is to be inserted in the “ Bulletin des Lois.” 


The Convents in France in 1865. 
Extract from the Journal “Opinion Nationale” of eee 27, 1865. 


To have an idea of the progress made by religious sadbotanons during the last fifty 
years it is necessary to recall the past. The Laws of F ebruary 13, 1790, and of August 18, 
1792, had absolutely suppressed and forbidden congregations for ever. At the same time 
the immense property which they possessed was sold for the benefit of the nation. 

‘That confiscation, against which there has been such an.outery, was, however, but the 
repetition of a measure frequent enough in our history. The Church has often possessed 


the greater part of the land of our country. She thus went on increasing in wealth until 
a reaction set in against her, and a King with a bold hand deprived her of her riches. 
The clergy then raised loud outcries, cursed the impious wretch, the despoiler of the 
“property of the poor,” and then set to work for the reconstruction of its fortune. “The 
' @lergy received so much,” says the author of the “Esprit des Lois,” “that, during the 
three races, all the property of the Kingdom must have been given to them several times 
over. But, if the Kings, the nobles, and the people found means to give them all their 


a property, they no less found the means of taking it away again.’ 


The congregations quietly reorganized themselves “under the Directory, taking 
advantage of religions liberty for that purpose. But, after the 18th Brumaire, they 
took courage, and as early as 1800 the Jesuits reopened their first establishment at 
Lyons under the auspices of Cardinal Fesch, the uncle of General Bonaparte ; they, how- 
ever, took the name of ‘‘ Fathers of the Faith,” not yet daring to proce themselves 
openly. 

After a ‘Report by Madame Mére,” inserted in the ‘‘ Moniteur ” (January 1808) 
Napoleon I issued a Decree by which nineteen congregations of women were authorized. 
The same Decree granted a subsidy for the expenses of first establishment. 

These congregations devoted themselves entirely to the care of sick persons and to 
the education of poor girls. ‘The Decree of 1809, which afterwards fixed the conditions of 
legal authorizations, was in no way made for the purpose of recognizing indolent associa- 
tions, that is to say, associations devoted to a life of contemplation. Nor did it relieve 
the congregations of men from the absolute exclusion to which they were subjected by the 
Decree of 3 Messidor, an x11, and consequently later than the authorization granted to the 
Lazarists, which is dated 7 Prairial of the same year. 

The Brothers of the Christian Schools. were also recognized under the name of 
“ Institute of Brothers,” &c. They received a small grant because they devoted themselves 
exclusively to the education of poor children. 

But it is proper to observe that, while Napoleon I authorized the re-establishment of 
Sisters of Charity and Priests of Foreign Missions, he suppressed the purely monastic 
Orders in the new departments which his conquests annexed to France. 

And yet the authorized congregations, which were only 19 in 1808, had already 
increased to 900, comprising nearly 8,000 members, in 1815. - 

But the Emperor soon repented of the favours which he had granted to them. As 
early as the month of September 1809 he wrote in the margin of a Report from the 
Minister of Public Worship, requiring payment of a subsidy granted but not issued to the 
Foreign Missions,—‘‘ I don’t want any more missions.” 

Shortly after, by a Decree dated Schoenbrunh, he forbade home missions, and 
suppressed the congregation of the Lazarists, the seminary of the Holy Ghost, and that 
of the Foreign Missions. 

The Government of the Bourbons was scarcely installed when it re-established 
them. 

The restoration considerably increased the number of authorizations, as may ‘be 
supposed. But it did something miore serious. In 1817 it granted to congregations 
legally recognized the right of receiving gifts and legacies, of acquiring incomes and real 
property, in fact, all the prerogatives of civil corporations. 

Of all the favours granted to religious associations this is the most enormous and the 
most repugnant to the spirit of modern institutions. In fact, the property which passes 
into the hands of religious associations accumulates and remains immoveable for ever. It 
is the re-establishment of that “mortmain” which the Revolution had annihilated. 

The Bourbons of the elder branch considerably increased the allowances to the religious 
Orders. 

But, like Napoleon, they soon yal to regret the extension given to the congrega- 
tional spirit. On the 16th of June, 1828, appeared a Royal Ordinance especially directed 
against the Jesuits, which prohibited the secondary schools kept by persons belonging to 
unauthorized congregations. 

The Ordinance was countersigned by the Minister of Justice, Portalis, and by the 
Minister of Public Worship, Feutrier, Bishop of Beauvais. On its appearance the clerical 
papers were all ablaze, the prelates fulminated orders of extréme violence, and M. Feutrier, 
though a bishop, was compared to Judas and to Julian the Apostate. 

; In spite of these tardy and otherwise insufficient measures, the invasion of fs 
country by religious orders had excited public opinion against the Government. and 
rles X-.soon succumbed to the cry of ‘‘ Down with the Jesuits.” 

In bad odour during the reign of Louis Philippe, the communities, nevertheless, 
developed themselves 1 in secret. We can recall to mind the discussions which broke out 
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% in the Chambers in 1843 and 1844 on the subject of the re-establishment of the Jesuits in 

te France, notwithstanding the laws. i 
a The Republic of 1848, by proclaiming liberty of association, left the door wide open ) 
3 for the invasion of communities.* This liberty of association, which the Republicans had : 
restored, was suppressed by the reaction of which the clergy was the soul; or rather, was | 
converted by the clergy to its own advantage. ‘ | 

Then came the Second Empire. No Government was ever so prodigal of concessions 
to the clergy. The law of 1825, introduced*by the Bishop of Hermopolis, reserved to the 
Deputies of the nation the power of authorizing new congregations, which could not be 
recognized by a law. The dictatorial Decree of January 31, 1852, decided that they 
might be recognized by a. simple decree of the Executive Power, whenever they did not 
present themselves with statutes completely different from those of the various societies 
already authorized. This decree gave the start to congregations. From 1852 to 1860 no | 
less than 982 authorizations may be counted, making an average of 108 authorizations ; 
a-year. 

These authorizations have reference exclusively to communities of women. 

Five congregations of men only had been able to obtain recognition by the First 
Empire and the Restoration. They are :— 


The Brothers of the Christian Schools : ‘ 
The Lazarists (7 Prairial, an x11) : 
‘ The Seminary of Foreign Missions (2 Germinal, an x111): 
The Seminary of the Eloly Ghost (same date) : 
And, lastly, the Seminary of Saint Sulpitius (April 3, 1816). 


Even at the present day there is but a limited number of congregations of men 

regularly authorized. An ambiguous phrase introduced by M. de-Falloux into the law 
which bears his-name (Law of 1850 on Education) speaks indeed of religious associations- 
‘“‘recognized as establishments of public utility.”+ But what rights can this recognition 
confer in the face of the formal terms of the Decree of 8 Messidor, an x11, and the prohi- 
bitions set forth in the laws of January 2, 1817, and May 24, 18252? . . . The juris- 
prudence of the Council of State is invariable on that subject; congregations of men 
oe _ cannot be legally authorized, and, consequently, cannot either possess or acquire property 
e- unless they have been recognized by a law passed by the Legislative Body. 
"7 Nevertheless we have seen in the preceding article that there are in France, at the 
. present day, at least 2,011 communities of men, belonging to 83 congregations, and com- 
prising 14,776 members, of whom 4,046 are devoted to a life of contemplation. It is 
clear from this that the laws are not observed. 

This is otherwise evident when we have before our eyes the list of the various 
congregations of men which France, at the present day, has the advantage of possessing 
and supporting. | 

Here is the list, taken from the ‘‘ Statistique de ’ Empire” for 1861 :—

We have taken this list from the “ Statistique de Empire,” compiled in 1864, on 
the basis of the Census of 1861. The figures given in these statistics are evidently below 
the reality. One may judge of them by that of 1,185 given as the total number of Jesuits 
in France, whilst the Italian journal the “ Civilta ‘Cattolica,” the organ of that celebrated 
society, gives 2,329 as the number of French Jesuits, not reckoning ,700 Reverend Fathers 
employed in foreign parts, which makes 1,144 Jesuits more than are recorded in the 
official statistics, or half as many again. From this we may form an idea of the rest, 
and judge of the accuracy of the declarations which the Commpiananere of the Censug 
received at those pious houses,

We, William, by-Grace of God; German Emperor, King of Prussia, &c., ordain, in 
the name of the German Empire, ‘with the consent of the Federal Coundil and the 
Imperial Diet, as follows :— 

§ 1. The Order of the Society of Jesus, and the Orders and orderlike congregations 
akin thereto, are excluded from the territory of the German Empire. 

The institution of establishments thereof is prohibited. The establishments at 
present existing are to be dissolved within a term to be fixed by the Federal Council, 
which must not exceed six months. 

§ 2. The members of the Order of the Bbelely of Jesus or of the Orders or order- 
like congregations akin thereto, may, if they are foreigners, be expelled: from the Federal 
territory ; if they are natives their abode in certain districts or places may either be 
forbidden or enjoined. 

3. The requisite carlin to secure the execution of this Law will. be issued by 
the Federal Council.

sii Having heard the Council of Ministers ; 

On the proposition of our Keeper of the Seals, Minister Secretary of State for the 
affairs of Grace, Justice, and Public Worship, in concurrence with the Minister of Finance; 

We have decreed, and do decree : . 

Art. 1. The religious orders, corporations and congregations regular and secular, and 
the refuges and retreats, which imply community of living, and are of an ecclesiastical 
character, are no longer recognized in the State. 

The houses and establishments belonging to the aforesaid orders, corporations, con- 
gregations, refuges and retreats are suppressed. 

Art. 2. The members of the religious orders, corporations, and congregations, and of 
the refuges and retreats shall enjoy, from the day of the publication of the present Law, 
the full exercise of all civil and political rights. 

Art. 38. An annual allowance is granted to the monks and nuns who had made regular 
profession of solemn and perpetual vows in the State, before the 18th of January, 1864, and 
who at the publication of this Law belong to existing religious houses in the Kingdom : 

(1.) For professed priests and professed female choristers of proprietary orders, 600 
lire, if on the day of publication of the present Law they are full sixty years of age; 480 
lire if they are from forty to sixty years of age; and 360 lire if they are less sit forty 
years of age ; 

abit (3 For lay brothers and sisters of proprietary orders, 300 lire after sixty years of 
age ; 240 lire from forty to sixty years, and 200 lire ifless than forty years of age. .» 
_ (8.) For professed priests and professed female choristers of mendicant orders, 250 lire, 

(4.) For lay brothers and sisters of mendicant orders, 144 lire after sixty years of ager 
and 96 lire if less than sixty years of age. 

“To monks and nuns who, before the 18th of January, 1864, had made regular profes- 
sion of solemn and temporary vows in the State, and have continued up to the publica- 
tion of the present Law, and still continue to belong to existing religious houses in the 
kingdom, the same annual allowance is granted as is assigned to lay brothers and sisters 
in Nos. 2 and 4, according to the nature ‘of the Order.

Art. 5. The nuns referred to in Article 3, who at the time of their religious profession 
brought a dotation to the monastery, are allowed to choose. between the aforesaid 

_allowance and an annuity for life calculated on the capital paid, according to their age, at

_.. The nuns who have made their regular profession since January. 18, 1864, shall 
have their dotation restored if it has been incorporated in the patrimony of ‘the house.

Art. 11. Saving the exceptions contained in the following Articles, all the property of 
whatsoever kind, belonging to the Corporations suppressed by the present law and by those 
preceding, or to any one entitled in connexion therewith, is transferred to the Domain of 
the State under obligation to enter in favour of the Fund for Public Worship, and 
reckoning from the day of taking possession, a revenue of 5 per cent. equal to the revenue 
ascertained and assessed to the payment of the Mortmain Tax, with a deduction of 5 per 
cent. for the costs of administration. 

The moveable property of any other ecclesiastical association, excepting that belonging 
to the parochial benefices and to the asylum churches, shall also be converted by act of

Art. 16. If any disputes arise as to the application of the present law, or of the pre- 
ceding laws, to any body or association, or as to the transfer or division of the property, 
the possession thereof shall always be given to the State Domain, until otherwise pro- 
vided, according to the particular cases, either by the Government, or by the competent 
Tribunals. 

Art. 17, Agreements for letting the landed property transferred to the State Domain, 
in accordance with Article 11, will not not be maintained if they - have been fraudulently 
made, Fraud will be presumed if the rental be less by a fourth than it ought to be, 
according to professional opinion or previous lettings. 

Alleged payment of rents in anticipation cannot be admitted unless it be done in 
conformity with local custom. 

Art. 18. The following are excepted from transfer to the State Domain, and from

1. The edifices for the use of worship, which shall be retained for that purpose, 
together with the pictures, statues, furniture, and sacred ornaments found therein. 

2. The Episcopal houses, the buildings of the seminaries, and the edifices serving for 
the habitation of the members of the associations, with the gardens, yards and grounds 
adjoining ; and the edifices serving for the habitation of the nuns, so long as the temporary 
use thereof which is allowed to them shall last. 

3. The buildings of the suppressed convents, which are provided for by Articles 
20 and 21. 

4. The property of the lay chaplainships and of the benefices in lay or mixed 
patronage. 

5@ The goods and effects necessary for the present use of each member of the 
suppressed corporations. 

6. The books, manuscripts, scientific documents, archives, objects of art, furniture for 
worship, pictures, statues, sacred ornaments, which shall be found in the edifices belonging 
to the suppressed he corporations, ‘the destination of which is provided for in 
Article 24. 

7. The edifices, with their adjuncts and goods, which are mentioned in Article 33. 

Nevertheless, the agents of the public administration will also take possession, in the 
manner stated in Article 14, of the edifices serving for the habitation of the nuns, and of 
the property indicated in Nos. 3, 6, and 7 of the present Article. 

Art. 19. All, or that part of ‘the moveable property existing at the time of the delivery, 

and all, or part of the public revenue, entered according to the preceding Article 11, 
and corresponding with the property which is legally destined for the care of the infirm, or 
for elementary or secondary public instruction, shall be transferred to the Communes in 
which the suppressed religious houses exist. 

To obtain such transfer the Communes must apply for it within the period of five 
years from the publication of the present Law, and maintain the destination of the 
property, or substitute for it another equivalent, with Government approval, on pain of 
reversion in favour of the Fund for Public Worship; and they must, moreover, assume 
the obligations attached to the said property and the payment to the Fund for Public 
Worship of the pensions due to the members of the suppressed houses or establishments 
in proportion to the property transferred to them. 

Art. 20. The buildings of the convents suppressed by this and by the preceding Laws, 

-when the monks have left them, shall be granted to the Communes and the Provinces, 
provided that application be made for them within the period of a year from the publica. 
tion of “his Law, and that the reports of the Communes and Provinces show the necessity 
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and the use thereof for schools, infant a. ‘mendicity refuges, boy or other works 
of beneficence or public utility. 

In regard to the houses intended for the habitation of the nuns aeeondigg to the 
provisions of Article 6, the period for making the application will reckon from the day 
when the houses become empty. 

This concession will not take place in regard to those buildings which, at the time of 
‘the publication of this Law, are occupied by the State for the public service, or which can 
be adapted as places for the custody of prisoners. 

Those parts of the buildings which are intended for the productive use of rent, will 
always be excluded from this concession. Nevertheless, the Communes and Provinces may 
obtain the concession of the aforesaid parts upon undertaking to pay the same rent, 
redeemable at 5 per cent. 

Art. 21. The monastic edifices, destined to the uses ai dlonted in the precedin 
Article, and already granted in execution of the previous Laws of suppression, wil 
be definitively acquired by the State, the Communes, and Provinces. 

From the Ist of January, 1867, no other lease or annual rent shall run on than 
such as was stipulated for the said concessions, saving the other obligations undertaken on 
occasion of the concession or attached to the edifices concerned. 

Art. 22. The revenue entered in the Great Book, in correspondence with the property 
of the corporations suppressed by force of this law, which, in the event of suppression, 
is by express condition to revert in favour of private persons, or to be transferred in favour 
of the communes or other associations which are not ecclesiastical, shall be assigned to 
those entitled, retaining thereof that proportional part of the charges, burdens, and 
hiabilities of every kind to which the property was subject, and of the annuities to the 

members of the religious corporations. 

As the aforesaid annuities expire the net revenue above referred to will be gradually 
increased by an equivalent sum. Those who are entitled, and in whose favour the transfer 
is effected, will be bound, moreover, to pay the apportioned debts existing against the 
association, in the proportion of the revenue which ents receive, capitalized at the rate of 
5 per cent. 

In no case can the reversion or transfer take place. in regard to the property made 
over to the Communes by the provision of Article 19. 

Art. 23. The rights of transfer or of reversion reserved by this or by the preceding 
Laws of suppression, and those which are already ascertained for reasons different from 
the present Law, must be enforced, on pain of forfeiture, within the period of five years 
from the publication of the present Law. 

Art. 24. The books and manuscripts, scientific documents, monuments, objects of art 
or precious from their antiquity, which shall be found in the edifices belonging to the 
religious houses and to the other associations affected by this or by preceding laws of sup- 
pression, shall be transferred to public libraries or museums in the respective Provinces by a 
Decree of the Minister of Public Worship, with the previous concurrence of the Minister 
of Public Instruction. 

The pictures, statues, ornaments, and furniture serving for worship shall be retained 
for the use of the churches where they are found. 

Art. 25. The Fund for Public Worship consists of the revenue and the property 
appropriated to it by this Law, and of the revenue and property in virtue of pre-existing 
laws already transferred to the Ecclesiastical Fund, or assigned i in general for the service or 
expenses of worship. 

Art. 26. The aforesaid fund will be administered, in subordination to the Minister of 
Grace and Justice, by a Director, assisted by a Council of Administration, all appointed by 
‘Royal Decree. 

A Committee of Vigilance—composed of three Senators and three Deputies, elected 
very year by the respective Chambers, and of three members appointed, on the proposal 
of. the Minister of Public Worship, by the King, who will also nominate the President— 
will have the superintendence of the operations telative to the Fund for Public Worship, 
and. will submit an annual Report thereon to the King, which will be distributed to the 
Members of the Parliament. 

To'this Committee are to be presented the estimates, the annual accounts of the 
administration of the Fund for Public Worship, the statement of the pensions settled and of 
those existing or expired’in the course of the year, and a notification of the edifices and 
public revenues which have been transferred to the Communes, the Provinces, or others 
entitled under this Law. 

Art 27. The Adininistration of the Fund for Public Worship is to superintend the 
taking possession ; to provide for the liquidation and the payment of the pensions and allow- 
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ances granted by the present Law, and to the distribution and assignment of the revenues 

and property ; to the preservation and restitution of the moyveables and immoveables, the 

usufruct of which is granted to the present representatives of the suppressed associations, 

| Art. 28. The following payments are to be made from the Fund for Public Worship 
in the order indicated below, and as there are funds at disposal :— 

(1.) The charges attached to the property transferred to the State Domain,and. made 
over to the public revenue, in accordance with Article 11, and those for which the Eccle- 
siastical Fund is liable. 

(2.) The pensions of the members of the religious erg and corporations, as arranged 
by this and the preceding Laws of suppression. 

(3.) All the charges for which the State Budget is liable for the expenses of Catholic 
worship. 

(4.) A supplementary allowance to parish priests who, including casual. receipts, 
calculated at the average of three years, have an income of less than 800 lire a-year. 
Parishes which contain less than 200 inhabitants, if there be no peculiar circumstances of 
locality or communication, may be excluded wholly or in part from the aforesaid supple- 
mentary allowance. 

(5.) The charges which the various Laws of the Kingdom throw upon the Provinces 
and Communes for expenses of worship, in so far as they do not arise from the right of 
patronage, from reciprocal contracts, or are not the consideration or the condition of con- 
cessions made by the Government, by a body or association, or by private persons. 

Art. 29. No debts, charges, or other liabilities whatsoever, will. be acknowledged if 
they have not been contracted according to the laws and regulations in force in each place, 
and for each suppressed body or association ; and if the claims thereto had not been verified 
before the 18th of January, 1864, unless it should be proved that the sums advanced were 
applied for the benefit of the patrimony of the suppressed corporation. — 

Debts for supplies last year are excepted, in so far as they are reasonable and com- 
patible with the wants or the annual income of each body or association, and are shown 
either by the registers of the body or association, or by the books of the merchants or 
purveyors. 

These last debts must be declared to the authority for taking possession of the 
property, within six months from the publication of this Law, otherwise they will be 
forfeited. 

Art. 30. For the payment of the debts, charges, and other liabilities whatsoever of 
the suppressed bodies and associations, the Fund for Public Worship, the Provinces and 
the Communes, shall not be bound for an amount greater than that resulting either from 
the net revenue definitively ascertained on taking possession, or from the capital formed 
by 5 per cent. of that revenue. 

Art. 31. A contribution in favour of the Fund for Public Worship will be imposed 
upon the ecclesiastical bodies and associations which are retained, and on the property 
and allowances of the present representatives of suppressed associations, in the following 
proportions :— 

(1.) Parochial benefices, on the net income, of any kind or ‘fom any source, exceeding 
2,000 lire, at the rate of 5 per cent. up to 5,000 lire; at the rate of 12 per cent. from 5,000 
to 10,000 lire, and at the rate of 20 per cent. for every larger net income. 

(2. ) Seminaries and churchwardenships, on the net income exceeding 10,000 lire, at 

the rate of 5 per cent., from 15,000 lire to 25,000 lire at the rate of 10 BPs cent., and 
finally at the rate of 15 per cent. for every larger i income. 
: (3.) Archbishoprics and Bishoprics, at the rate of a third of the net income on 
the sum exceeding 10,000 lire; at the rate of half on the sum exceeding 20,000 lire; at 
the rate of two-thirds on the sum exceeding 30,000 lire, and of the hale exceeding 
60,000 lire. 

(4.) Abbeys, canonical and free benefices, establishments for spiritual exercises, 
sanctuaries, and any other benefice or establishment of an ecclesiastical character or serving 
for worship, not included in the preceding paragraphs, on the net income, of whatever kind 
or source, exceeding 10,000 lire, in the proportion indicated in No. 1 of this Article. 

For the liquidation, the arrangement, and the collection of the contributions, the 
_ bases, the methods, and the rules of the Laws and Regulations concerning the Mortmain 
Tax, are to be adhered to. Besides the deductions there prescribed no others will be 
allowed than those of the Mortmain Tax. 

Art. 32. The landed property which tke associations recognized by the present law 
may acquire, in accordance with the Law ot June 5, 1&50, No. 1037, or by enforcement 
of claims in cases of compulsory expropriation, and that which shall have ceased to be 
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applied to any of the uses ‘contemplated in Article 18, shall be converted into siti 
revenue in accordance with Article ll. = * 

Art. 33. The Government will provide for the preservation of the edifices, with their 
adjuncts, the libraries, archives, objects of art, scientific instruments, and the like, belonging 
to the abbeys of Montecassino, the Cava dei Tirreni, San Martino della Scala, Monreale, the 
Carthusian monastery near Pavia, and other similar ecclesiastical establishments distinguished 
by their monumental importance and by an assemblage of artistic and literary treasures. | 

- The expenses will be borne by the Fund for Public Worship. 

Art. 34. The provisions of the Law of August 10, 1862, No. 748, will still be 
observed in the Sicilian Provinces. ‘The assessments will still be made according to the 
interests of and in concurrence with the State Domain. 

Art. 35. To each Commune is granted the fourth part of the revenue entered, and — 
corresponding with the property of the religious corporations suppressed by the present 
and the preceding Laws in the respective Communes, deducting the charges and liabilities 
to which the said revenue is subject. The Commune will be bound on pain of forfeiture 
in favour of the Fund for Public Worship to employ the said fourth part in works of 
public utility, and especially in public instruction. 

This fourth part will be given to the Communes when, as the pensions expire, and as 
the debt is paid which the Fund for Public Worship may have contracted in accordance 
with Article 7, a saving shall be effected in the revenues of the said Fund intended for the 


_ payment of the pensions to the monks. 


To the Communes of Sicily this fourth part will be given from January 1, 1867, on 
condition, however, of paying the fourth part of the pensions due to the monks of the 
island, and with the reversion in favour of the said Communes of what will be gained by 
the expiration of the pensions. 

The other three parts of the saving which will be gradually effected in the revenue of 
the Fund for Public Worship, and after payment of the debt which may. have been 

contracted in accordance with Article 7, will be transferred to the State. 

The revenues of the religious houses referred to in Article 33, the edifices whereof are 
to be maintained at the expense of the Fund for Public Worship, will be excepted from 
the concession of the fourth part. 

Art. 36. The trusts belonging to the suppressed religious corporations which were 
placed to the charge of the State in relief of the Sicilian Communes by pro-dictatorial Decree 
of October 17, 1860, revoked by Royal Decree of April 29, 1863, No. 1223, are abolished. 

These trusts will not be computed in any case of transfer or distribution established 
by this Law. 

Art. 37. The Ecclesiastical Fund will be suppressed on the publication of this Law. 

The persons employed thereon will retain the rights accorded to them by the institu- 
tional Laws of the Ecclesiastical Fund, and will enjoy, at the cost of the Fund for Public 


- Worship, the transitory provisions contained in ‘Articles 13, 14, and 15 of the Law on 


Disposability and Expectancy of October 11, 1863, No. 1500. 

The year of grace indicated in Article 13 of the said Law will be reckoned from the 
publication of the present. 

The persons employed will be bound to render service at the offices to which they 
mny, be attached by the Government, on pain of discharge and loss of salary. 

So long as they are attached to any office they will receive their present salary. 

Art. 88. The Law of May 29, 1855, No. 878, is maintained in the ancient Provinces ; 
the Decree of January 3, 1861, No. 705, in the Marches ; the Decree of December 11, 
1860, No. 168,in Umbria; the Decree of February 17, 1861, in the Neapolitan Provinces 
in regard to the provisions which are not contrary to the present Law. 

We direct that the present Decree, with the seal of the State affixed, be inserted in the 
official collection of the Laws and Decrees of the Kingdom of Italy, and command all 
whom it may concern to observe it and to cause it to be observed.

With reference to the Resolutions of the Council of State, and having heard the 
Council of Ministers : 

On the proposal of Our Keeper of the Seals, Minister Secretary of State for the 
Affairs of Grace and Justice and for Public Worship, in concurrence with the Minister of 
Finance; * 

We have decreed and do decree as follows: 

Sole Article. The annexed Regulations, examined by Our order by the Ministers of 
Grace and Justice and Public Worship, and of Finance, are approved for the execution of 
the aforesaid Law. 

We direct that the present Decree, with the Seal of State affixed, be inserted in the 
Official Collection of the Laws and Decrees of the Kingdom of Italy, and command all it 
concerns to observe it and cause it to be observed.

Regulations for the Execution of the Law for the Suppression of Religious Corporations, 
and for Ecclesiastical Property. 


Chapter 1— Administration of the Fund for Public Worship. 


Article 1. The Director of the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship is | 
appointed by Royal Decree, on the proposal of the Minister of Grace and Justice and 
Public Worship, in pursuance of the Resolutions of the Council of Ministers. 

The functionary who is to take the place of the Director of the Administration of the 
Ne for Public Worship, in cases of absence or prevention, is also designated by Royal 

ecree. 

Art. 2: The Council of the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship is 
composed of the Director of the said Fund, of the functionary intended to take his place, 
and of six other members appointed by Royal Decree 
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The members appointed remain in office for two years, and they ‘may be re-elected. 
If a membership of the Council should become vacant within the two years, the newly 
appointed member shall remain in office until the completion of the two years. 

Art. 3. The presidency of the Council is held by the Director, and in his absence or 
prevention, by that one of the Councillors who will be annually nominated by Royal 
Decree. 

The resolutions of the Council are passed in the presence of at least four members, 
and by absolute majority of the votes. In case of equality of votes that of the President 
decides. 

The Director of the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship will appoint an 
official to perform the duties of Secretary at the meetings of the Council. 

Art. 4. The following matters are to be submitted ‘to the deliberations of the Council 
of administration :-— . 

(1.) The annual estimates and the accounts of the Administration ; ; 

(2.) The loans which the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship may have to 
contract in accordance with Article 7, second paragraph, of the Law; | 

(3.) The questions relative to restitutions of dotation provided by the last paragraph 
of Article 5 of the Law, or to reversion or ial? of property, revenue, or edifices to 
Provinces, Communes, or private persons ; 

(4.) The controversies which may arise as Z the character of the associations in 
regard to. their suppression ; 

(5.) The designation of the establishments to which Article 33 of the Law is appli- | 
cable, and the determination of the respective expense ; 

(6.) The law suits and transactions; 

(7.) The liquidation of. the fourth part of the revenues which is grantee to the 
Communes ; 

(8.) All such affairs as the Director may deem it expedient tosubmit to the bastenti ii 
of the Council. 

Art 5. Besides the affairs for which according to law a Royal or Ministerial Decree is 
required, the following are reserved for the approval of the Minister of Grace and_Justice 
and of Public Worship, on the report of the Director of the Administration of the Fund 
for: Public Worship :— 

(1.) The annual estimates and accounts of the administration ; 

(2.) The loans on account of the Fund for Public Worship in the case provided for 
by the second paragraph of Article 7 of the Law ; 

(3.) ‘The concentration of nuns in accordance with the second paragraph of Article 6 of 
the Law ; 

(4.) The designation of the establishments to which, on account of their monumental 
and artistic importance, the provision of Article 33 of the Law may be applied ; 

(5.) The définitive liquidation of the fourth part of the revenues which is granted to 
the Communes ; 

6) et be suspension of the officials beyond the period of a month, and gratuities or 
allowances exceeding 200 lire. 

Art. 6. An office is established at Florence for the administration and liquidation of 
the Fund for Public Worship, to which will be attached, according to need, the officials of: 
the administration of the Rowedlastion! Fund of Turin, ‘and of the special department of 
Naples. The payment of the allowances required for the said office shall be made within 
the limits of the sums fixed in the 1st and 2nd categories of the expenditure accounts, 
1866, for the aforesaid administration and department. 

The officials of the dissolved Ecclesiastical Fund, required to render service in the 
administration of the Fund for Public Worship, will retain the rights and advantages which 
they respectively enjoyed in the Ecclesiastical Fund. 

Art. 7. The Administration of the Fund for Public Worship has a central cashier who 
receives the sums paid in by the accountants employed to collect the respective revenues, 
collects himself those others for which he receives special directions from the aforesaid 
Administration, and provides for the payment of the expenses regularly chargeable on the 
Fund for Public, Worship. 

The central cashier must give security to an amount to be hereafter peprenned by 
Ministerial Decree. 

With the central cashier there is a comptroller. 

The cashier and the comptroller are to observe the general de which will be laid 
down by the Minister of Grace, Justice, and Public Worship, and the special ones which 
will be made by the Director of the Fund for Public Worship. . 

Art. 8. The accountants to be appointed for the administration of the State Domain 
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are speuterly charged seit the collection of the revenues appertaining to the Fund for | 
Public Worship, and are to keep a distinct account thereof. 
The Directors and other functionaries of the State Domain, whose duty it is, are to 
superintend the proceedings, as they do for the other State revenues. 
Art. 9. The State domain accountants employed in the service of the Fund for Public 
Worship, have a premium on the collection at the following rates :— 
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Art. 10. The Administration of the Fund for Public Worship, with the previous 
concurrence of the Ministry of Finance, will issue the necessary rules for the regular 
_ management of the Treasury service. 

Art. 11. The functionaries of the various Governmental and judicial administrations 
are to comply with the requests of the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship, and 
to perform the operations which it requires-of them. 

Regulations for internal order, approved by the Minister of Grace, Justice, and Public 
Worship, will provide the rules to be followed in conducting the business of the 
administrating offices of the Fund for Public Worship and in the Council of Adminis-— 
tration. 


- Chapter I].—Of taking Possession. 


Art. 12. The act of taking possession of the property of the suppressed religious 
Corporations is to be performed, in the name of the State Domain, by the Registry 
Receivers or others specially commissioned by the Ministry of Finance or by the Domanial | 
departments in accordance with the provisions of the present regulations, and such other 
instructions as, according to their respective authorities, will be given by the financial 
Administration and by the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship. 

Art. 13. The Registry Receivers will immediately transmit to the superiors of each 
of the religious houses existing in their district, two copies of the forms A, B, and in, to 
require the declaration prescribed by Article 13 of the Law. 

Art. 14. On the two copies of the forms A, the superiors are to write the names of | 
the monks, priests, or choristers, lay brothers or sisters, and of the attendants, who at the 
time of the publication of the Law shall belong to the religious houses, adding thereto the 
other statements prescribed in the form. The superiors, after having certified by their 
signature, and on their responsibility, the accuracy of the statements inserted in the two » 
copies of the form A, shall return them to the Registry Receiver from whom they 
had them, within the period of fifteen days from the time when the Law comes into 
operation. 

- Art. 15. To the form A must be annexed, on the part of each professed person :— 

1. The certificate of birth. 

2. The certificate of profession of dlenit vows, perpetual or temporary. 

3. The certificate of ordination to’ the priesthood for the priests. 

4, The certificate of Government assent to the religious profession, for those Provinces 
wherein such authorization has been prescribed by the existing regulations of ecclesiastical 

olice. 
: 5, ‘The declaration of the superior] of the house, certifying that the professed person 
who made regular profession of solemn or temporary vows in the State before the 18th of 
January, 1864, had always belonged, and at the time of the publication of the Law, still 
belonged to a religious house existing in the kingdom, indicating the houses where he lived 
for the time past, ‘and the duration of his successive stay in each of them. 

6. The documents proving serious and incurable infirmity for the professed persons 
referred to in Article 4 of the Law. 

~ For the attendants, the superior of the house is to add a declaration of his own, 
certifying the length and continuity of the service rendered for a time more or less than 
ten years. 
| "ie any document be wanting, mention must be made thereof in the column of 
observations in the form A, and the professed person will have a period of forty days from 
the date of the execution ‘of the Law, to send it to the Registry Receiver, after having 
had the document furnished with the visé and signature of the superior of the religious

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The certificates and documents required in the present Article may be produced 
either in original or authentic copies. Sinlaes 
Art. 16. On the two copies of the forms B and C, the superiors of the religious house . 
are to write all the statements there prescribed as to the possessions, liabilities, and 
_ charges of the respective houses, certifying the truth with their own signature, and on their 
own responsibility, in accordance with Article 13 of the Law. 
The two copies of the forms B and C, must be returned by the superiors within the 
period of fifteen days from the time when the Law came into operation, to the Registry 
Receiver by whom they are sent. 
Art. 17. The Registry Receivers, after having examined the accuracy and con- 
formity of the two copies of the form A, will keep one in their own cffice, and immediately 
‘transmit the other direct to the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship. 
The two copies of the forms B and C, are to be transmitted by the Registry Receivers 
to the respective Domanial Boards. 
The Domanial Boards, after examining the given statements, especially of the part 
relating to the revenue declared and certified for the payment of the mortmain tax, and 
the amount of the latter, will make a copy of the form B, and keep it in the office to 
serve as a guide for the successive operations of taking possession, and will send one of _ 
the original copies to the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship, and the other to 
Ministry of Finance. 
Of the form C, one copy is to be kept at the Domanial Board, and the other is to be 
sent to the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship. | 
Art. 18. If the Superior of a religious house should not receive the forms A, B, and 
C,; he must apply for them to the Registry Receiver in whose district the religious house 
exists, and return them to him with the information and in the manner prescribed in the 
preceding Articles.14, 15, and 16. / saat 
Art. 19. The list of the religious houses of which posséssion is to be taken, is to be 
sent by the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship to the Ministry of. Finanee, 
which, with such special instructions as are necessary in each case, will give orders to the 
Domanial Board to provide for the respective execution, by means of the Registry Receivers, 
of the Domain, or other persons employed for the purpose. 
In case of urgency the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship may also issue 
orders to the Domanial Board to take possession of the property of any religious house, 
giving contemporaneous notice thereof to the Ministry of Finance. 
: If a religious house should possess property in separate receiving districts, instruc- 

' tions are to be given by the Domanial Board so that, whilst the act of taking possession 
of the principal establishment of the religious house is performed, possession may also be 
taken of the property situated in other districts. The respective records will then be 
made by direction of the said Domanial Board. 

If the property is situated in the circuit of various Boards, that one wherein the 
religious house exists will communicate with the others, where the property is, for taking 
regular possession thereof, according to the rules above expressed. 

The Administration of the Fund for Public Worship may always appoint a com- 
missioner of its own to be present at the acts of taking possession. © 

Art. 20. The functionary who is to take possession will invite the Syndic of the 
Commune to be present at the time, or to delegate one of the Communal Councillors for 
the purpose, stating the day, hour, and place for beginning the operation. 

The record is to be signed by the said Syndic or his delegate, but if they have not 
been present or have refused to attach their signature, the fact is to be stated in the 
record. 

The superior or manager of the religious house is invited to be present when 
possession is taken. If he refuses to be present or to attach his signature to the record, 
that refusal is to be stated in the report, after the necessary proceedings mentioned in 
Article 14 of the Law. 

Art. 21, The Delegate, when on the spot, is to require the production of all writings- 
and vouchers, whether for claims, for liabilities or charges, the registers, and the accounts 
of management, and, having carefully collected them, he is to take them with him or to 
inclose themunder seal in a safe place. He is to do the same in regard to ready-money, 
goods, valuable furniture, and precious articles. 

The doors of the places containing the libraries, pictures, statues, and other articles 
are to be sealed up, leaving the apartments occupied by, the professed persons free until 
the act of taking possession of the house is completed. 

The books, the registers, and the accounts of management are to be marked and shut 
up by the Domanial Commissioner. - 


\ 
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Art. 22. The ornaments, goods, and all effects which cannot be immediately taken 
away, as well as the monastic localities, may be confided to the temporary custody of the 
Syndic or of the person acting in that capacity, or of any other responsible person of the 
place.» The Syndic, or whoever acts as such, cannot evade this duty which is imposed 
upon him. 

Art. 23. The goods and effects necessary for the personal use of each member of the 
religious house are to be exactly described in the report of taking possession, and are to 
be provisionally delivered to each member by the Commissioner for taking possession. 

The definitive delivery will be decided by the Domanial Board, taking into consideration 


_ the personal condition of the members and the previous use and destination of the said 


goods and effects. 

Any questions which arise on the subject are to be decided by the Superior Domanial 
Administration. 

Art. 24. An appropriate report of the act of taking possession is to be drawn - up 
according to Form (H). 

It is the bounden duty of the Commissioner for taking possession, to demand from 
the superior and manager of the religious house, or to collect otherwise and to examine 
the accuracy of all the information and statements required in the Form (H), at the time 


_of taking possession. 


-Protests- or requisitions from the interested persons are to be mentioned in the 
respective reports or on a special sheet annexed. 

Art. 25. On taking possession the number of the professed members present in the 
house at the time must be ascertained, as wel{ as the accuracy of the respective statements, 
already supplied in the Form (A), in which the variations observed are to be noted. 

Art. 26. The declarations respecting the choice between the allowance and the 
pension for life, in accordance with Article 5 of the Law, or those relating to the requisition 
for the restitution of monastical dotation provided by the last paragraph of the same 
Article, are to be made on the appropriate Form (D) at the time of taking possession. 

Art. 27. The Registry Receiver, on transmitting the Form (A) to the Superiors 
of female convents, according to the preceding Article 13, is also to add a sufficient 
number of copies of the Form ) for the individual declarations of the nuns relative to 
the right of living together in the monastery, in accordance with Article 6 of the Law. 

Art. 28. As soon as the acts of taking possession are commenced, the Registry 
Receiver is to cause the publication, on three successive days at the J udgment Hall of the 
Commune where the religious house is situated, and where it has its possessions, of a 
notice to the creditors of the religious house, to the tenants of the property, and to those 
entitled to reversion, according to Article 12 of the Law, to produce the documents 
avouching their claims, contracts, or rights, in original or authentic copy. 

The aforesaid declarations and documents are to be transmitted to the Domanial 
Board, by the Registry Receiver, as soon as he gets them. 

Art, 29. The record of taking’ possession according to the Form (H), is to be drawn 
up in duplicate original, and to be sent to the Domanial Board within three days from the 
completion of the respective operation, together with a correct copy of the Form (A), and 
the declarations made on the Forms (D) and (£). 

The Domanial Board, after examining the regularity of the reports will, within eight 
days, transmit one of the two copies of the Form (H) to the Minister of Finance and the 
other to the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship, annexing also the Forms 
(A), (D), (E), (F), and the respective documents. 

But the Domanial Board will retain in its own office the declaration and the documents 
relating to the debts for supplies which are comprised in the accounts referred to in 
Article 53 hereinafter of the regulations. 

Art. 30. The requisitions of the provinces and communes, for the purposes of 
Articles 19 and 20 of the Law, are to be presented direct to the Administration of the Fund 
for Public Worship within the period respectively fixed by the Law. 

These are to be accompanied by an appropriate explanatory resolution of the provin- 
cial or communal Council, and all the vouchers and documents which serve to support the 
claim advanced. 

An official receipt in proof of the presentation is to be given on demand. 

Art. 31. The Registry Receiver of the place is to transmit a sufficient number of copies 
of the Form E to the superiors of female convents already suppressed by previous Laws, 


and where community of living still continues in accordance with those laws. 


-The forms, with the individual declarations of the nuns, in accordance with the 
preceding Article 27, must be returned to the Registry Receiver within the period fixed by 
the law, 
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Art. 32. The dissolution of the male religious houses already suppressed by previous 
Laws, takes place by determination of and within the period to be fixed by the Administration 
of ‘ne Fund for Public Worship, within the limits defined by Article 7 of the Law, with a 
previous appropriate eepors of taking possession on the part of the Registry Receiver or other 
special delegate. 

To the monks who, at the time of the dissolution, are living i in common at the house, 
in conformity with the right granted by previous laws, the goods and effects are to be deli- 
-yered over which are still there and are necessary for their personal use, in accordance with 
the provisions of the preceding Article 23. . 


Chapter III].—Of the liquidation and payment of the Pensions and Allowances to the 
professed persons of the suppressed Orders, or otherwise chargeable to the Fund for 
Public Worship. 


Art. 33. Within two months from the date of taking possession of each religious 
house, the members thereof, whose right to pension or allowance has been recognized in 
conformity with Articles 3, 4, and 5 of the Law, may obtain from the Registry Receiver of 
the place where they have fied their abode, in aboosdehee with the diltement made in the 
Form A, the respective certificate of inscription according to the Form G. 

The Registry Receiver issues the certificate on appropriate declaration of receipt, and 
after having verified the identity of the person in whose favour the said certificate is 
written, by the attestation, if necessary, of two witnesses known to himself. 

The certificate may also be issued to any one authorized to receive it by a regular 
special power of attorney from the person entitled. \ 

Art. 34. In case of loss or destruction of the certificate mentioned in the preceding 
Article, a duplicate of it may be issued, after observance of the same formalities as are 
prescribed for the certificates of inscription for civil and: military pensions, by Articles 363 
and following of the Regulations for the General State Accounts of December 13, 1863. 

Art. 35. The pensions or allowances granted to members of the suppressed religious 
houses are paid by quarterly instalments as they become due, by the provincial Treasurers 
and by the other State accountants on their behalf. 

The Administration of the Fund for Public Worship will for that purpose cause a 
deposit of the necessary sums for those payments in the central Treasury, which will keep 
an appropriate current account. 

Art. 36. The payment of the pensions and allowances must be arranged and effected 


according to the rules contained in sections 1 and 2 of Chapter IV, Title VII, of the Regu- — 


lations for the General State Accounts, dated December 13, 1863. 

But no communication is to be made to the audit offices of the Court of Accounts, and 
a register is to be kept and orders are to be issued with a special series of progressive 
numbers. 

The Treasury Departments must transmit to the Administration of the Fund for 
Public Worship monthly abstracts of the variations that have taken place in the items 
of the pensions or allowances inscribed in the registers of each Treasury agency. 

Art. 37. On the death of a member belonging to a suppressed religious house, and 
in receipt of a pension or allowance, it is the duty of the Syndics, the Pretors, or any 
other public authority or office that has information thereof, to communicate it to the 
Administration of the Fund*for Public Worship. 

Art. 38. The pensions already granted to members of religious communities, and 
chargeable on the Ecclesiastical Fund, will be paid in the usual manner until further 
directions. 

Art. 39. The members of the suppressed religious corporations who obtain any 
office chargeable on the accounts of the Communes, the Provinces, the State, or the 
_ Fund for Public Worship, and the clergy who obtain a benefice or an allowance for 
service of worship, must immediately make declaration thereof to the Fund for Public 
Worship, for the purposes of Article 8 of the Law. 

The same duty is incumbent on the Syndics, the Preetors, and any other public 
authority or office that has information of the above-mentioned fact. 

The omission of such declaration authorizes the Administration of the Fund for 
Public Worship to retain from the next instalmeat of the pension or allowance payable to 
the person, maie or female, an amount equal to that unduly received on account of the 
omitted reduction of the said pension or allowance. 

Art. 40. The payment’ of the allowances granted in the last paragraph’ of Art. 3 of 
the Law, must be arranged by the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship within 
a month of the receipt of the report of taking possession of the respective religious: houses, 
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and is to be made by the treasurers, the same as any other payment directed by the said 
Administration, by the issue of orders as prescribed by Article 539 of the regulations in 
force for the General State Accounts. 

Art. 41. The claims paid by each treasurer must be transmitted to the Administration 
of the Fund for Public Worship, described in appropriate lists, from month to month, 
in accordance with Articles 541 and 542 of the aforesaid regulations for general accounts, 
in order to the reimbursement of the corresponding amount, with TeCeTB from the Central 
Treasury of the State. 
| Art. 42. The Administration of the Fund for Public Worship will provide the Treasury 

authorities and agencies with the stamps that may be required for this service. 


Chapter IV.—Of the administration of the Ecclesiastical Fund. 


Art. 43. The central Administration of the Ecclesiastical Fund at ‘Turin, and the 
special Department thereof at Naples, are dissolved from the day of the publication of the 
Law. 

But the said Administrations are constituted as temporary sections of the Administra- 
tion of the Fund for Public Worship, to proceed, according to the rules laid down by the 
aforesaid Administration, and with the aid of the officials who will be appointed thereto, 
in accordance with Art. 37 of the Law, to the liquidation of the administrative or judicial 
affairs which may be pending at the Ecclesiastical Fund, and to such other operations of 
arrangement as may be intrusted to them. 

Art. 44. For the landed property at the disposal of the Ecclesiastical Fund, the 
transfer whereof to ‘the State Domain has already been provided for by the Law of 
August 21, 1862, the suitable arrangements are to be made. 

Of the landed property, for which no provision has yet been made to the effect above- 
mentioned, a special list is to be made out, briefly describing the source from whence it has 
been derived, its extent, situation, and approximate value. — 

This property is to be made over to the State Domain, previously ascertaining the 
revenue to be entered in accordance with Articles 51 and 52 of the present regulations, 
on the basis of the respective revenue ascertained and assessed for the payment of the 
mortmain-tax. 

Art. 45. In making out the list above-mentioned, the winding-up sections must keep 
the property derived from religious corporations quite distinct from that derived from other 
associations. 

Art. 46. The Ministry of Finance is to keep a separate note of the property which 
accrues to it as above from the Ecclesiastical Fund, for the purposes of the agreement 
relative to the sale of Domanial property approved by Law of November 24, 1864, 
No. 2023, 

Art. 47." The other property now possessed by the Ecclesiastical Fund will be made 

over to the State Domain, in accordance with the instructions which will be given by the 
Administration of the Fund for Public Worship, in pursuance of agreements “between the 
_ Ministry of Grace and Justice and of Public Worship, and that of Finance. 


Chapter V.—Of the Share of Contribution. 


Art. 48. The liquidation of the contributory share, according to Article 31 of the Law, 
.is temporarily intrusted to the winding-up sections of the Administration of the Ecclesias- 
tical Fund at Turin, and of the special Department at Naples, for the places over which 
their jurisdiction respectively extended. 

But, so long as the liquidation of the contributory share is not completed in accord- 
ance with Article 31 of the Law, it will be collected by the aforesaid sections at the former 
rates for the associations which are liable to it, saving the adjustment of instalments 
with those interested for the sums which may have been paid in excess or in abate- 
ment. 

Art. 49. For the liquidation of the contributory share in the provinces where the 
Ecclesiastical Fund has no existence, the holders of benefices and the managers of bodies 
and associations which are lable to it, must declare the income of the benefice or of the 
association, according to the requirements of the appropriate form, which they will obtain 
from the Registry Receiver of the place where the association is situated. 

Art, 50. The declarations are to be returned to the Registry Receiver from whom the 
form was obtained, within a period of sixty days from the time when the Law comes into 
-operation. _The Registry Receiver, after examining the accuracy of the declarations and 
deducting the amount of the mortmain tax paid, by reference to the documents in his 
possession, or at the other receiving offices, will’ propose the liquidation of the tax, the 
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assessment and collection whereof are to be provided for in the manner and form prescribed 
by the Law of April 2!, 1862, No. 587, and by the regulations approved by Royal Decree 
of May 4, 1852, No. 597. 

The liquidation determined by the Domanial Board cannot be altered by it without the 
approbation of the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship. 

A copy of the definitive liquidation must be transmitted to the aforesaid Administration 
within ten days from the determination. . 

Any administrative complaints against the liquidation are to be presented to the 
Administration of the Fund for Public Worship.” 


Chapter VI.--Of the Transfer to the State Domain, and of the Conversion of the 
Landed Property. 


Art. 51. From the date when, on the part of the State Domain, possession is taken of 
the property derived from the suppressed corporations, the revenue corresponding with the 
returns ascertained and assessed for the payment of the mortmain tax, will accrue in favour 
of the Fund for Public Worship, subject to a deduction of 5 per cent. for expenses of 
administration. 

Art. 52. The revenue, after the State Domain and the Administration of the Fund for 
Public Worship have verified the amount on the basis of the reports of taking possession, 
and such other documents as may be necessary for the purpose, will be entered, at the 
request of the Administration of the Fund for Public Worship, in the Great Book of the 
Public Debt, in pursuance of a Decree signed by the Ministers of Grace and Justice and 
Public Worship and of Finance, and registered at the Court of Accounts. 

For the six months’ instalments of revenue running on from the time of taking posses- 
sion to the lst of January, 1867, the State Domain is, if necessary, to issue Treasury bonds, 
available in anticipation, according to the requirements of the Administration of the Fund 
for Public Worship. 

The Administration of the Fund for Public Worship wil see that the charges bearing 
upon each fund, or other means transferred to the State Domain, are identically brought 
over in the certificate of revenue entered as above as appertaining to the said Fund or 
means, and the contingent entries chargeable on the latter will be cancelled. 

Art. 53. The State Domain will arrange with the managers of each religious house the 
distribution by instalments of the proceeds and income according to the time to run up to 
the end of the year; as also the account of the regular liabilities of the religious commu- 
nity in relation to the assets available at the time of taking possession. 

If the balance should be in favour of the State Domain, or should not be otherwise 
satisfied by the superiors or managers of the religous house, it may require the Administra- 
tion of the Fund for Public Worship to retain a third part of the pension or allowance 
due to the members until the amount owing is fully discharged. 

Art. 54. For the conversion mentioned in the second paragraph of Article 11 of the 
Law, the Registry Receivers shall immediately cause the publication in the communes of 
the respective districts, of a notice to the holders or managers of benefices and of other 
associations, liable thereto, to present to the Registry Receiver of the place where the asso- 
ciation is established, the declaration of the landed property by it possessed, drawn up in 
accordance with the appropriate form annexed to the present Regulations. 

The declaration must be made by the holder or manager within the period of fifteen 
days to the aforesaid Receiver, and he, after having briefly examined its accuracy, is to hold 
it at the disposal of the Domanial Administration. 

Art. 55. The declaration must be made for all the landed property possessed by any 
ecclesiastical body, excepting only parochial benefices and asylum churches, even though 
it be alleged that the benefice or association, or any of the landed prope possessed 
thereby, is exempt from conversion by exception admitted by the Law. 

Tn such case, however, the alleged exception is to be mentioned in the special column 
of the form, producing at the same time the vouchers and documents available to prove 
the assumption. 

The questions which arise respecting allezed exemption from liability to conversion, 
or exclusion of property from transfer to the State Domain, are to be decided in concert by 
the Ministry of Finance, and that of Grace and Justice and Public Worship, or by their 
delegates, reserving an appeal of the parties to the competent tribunals. 

Art. 56. Under the guidance of such declarations the Registry Receivers and other 
agents employed for the purpose will proceed, in the name of the State Domain, and 
according to the instructions which will be hereafter given to them, to take possession of 
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the landed property liable to conversion, requiring the presence of the representative or 
manager of the association, or supplying his place in conformity with Article 14 of the Law. 

Art. 57. An appropriate report is to be drawn up of the act of taking possession 
according to the indications of the special form which will be sent from the Ministry of 
Finance to the Domanial Departments. This report is to contain, besides all the state- 
ments prescribed in the form, any observations which the representative or manager of the 
association may have made in his own interest or, that of the body. 

Art. 58. The revenue to be entered on account of the landed property transferred to 
the State Domain is to be proposed by the Domanial Department on the basis of the return 
ascertained and assessed for the payment of the mortmain tax, and the proposition is to be 
notified to the incumbent or manager of the benefice or association, who is allowed the 
period of thirty days from the notification, to appeal to the superior administration against 
any errors of fact or calculation in the amount of revenue proposed to be entered. 

Art. 59. If the landed property has not been declared or assessed for the payment of 
the mortmain tax, the Domanial Department is to determine the respective revenue in 
accordance with the Law of April 21, 1862, and to communicate the amount of revenue 
proposed to be entered as above, to the incumbent or manager, who has the right of 
appeal in the manner and form indicated in the said Law. 

Art. 60. The revenue, after the State Domain and the Admistration of the Fund for 
Public Worship, have verified the amount on the basis of the report of taking possession, 
and such other documents as may be necessary for the purpose, is to be entered in the 
Great Book of the Public Debt in the name of the benefice or association to which the 
property belonged, in pursuance of a Decree by the Ministers of Grace and Justice and 
Public Worship, and of Finance, and to be registered at the Court of Accounts. 

_ The Domanial Administration will see that the charges to which each fund is liable are 
identically carried over in the certificate of revenue entered as above, on account of the 
said fund, and the contingent entries chargeable on the fund are to be cancelled. 

Art. 61. It is understood that the landed property is transferred to the State Domain 
from the date of taking possession, and the revenue to be entered runs on from that time 
in favour of the benefice or other association. : 

But, for the six months’ instalment running on at the time of the transfer of the 
property to State Domain, the share of revenue due, after reckoning between the State 
Domain and the incumbent or manager for the division of the proceeds at the rate of the 
year, will be represented by a Treasury bill corresponding with the sum owing as above after 
the liquidation. 

Art. 62. The certificates of revenue on the public debt of the State and the Treasury 
bills are transmitted to the incumbents or managers, by the General Department of Worship 
or its delegates, who will make note in appropriate registers of the entry number, and the 
revenue assigned. 

Art. 63. The incumbents or managers of benefices or other associations, who, according 
to the rules of the Law of June 5, 1850, or by recovery of claims in cases of forced 
expropriation, may afterwards acquire landed property liable to conversion in conformity 
with Article 11, paragraph 2 of the Law, or who may possess landed property which 
ceases to be exempt from conversion by the exception in Article 18 of the said Law, must, 
within the term of a month from the aforesaid acquisition or cessation, make declaration 
thereof to the Registry Receiver of the place where the benefice or association is. 

. The conversion of such landed property is to be effected according to the rules in 
Article 56 and following of the present regulations. 


Chapter VII.—Of the Execution of the Law of August 10, 1862, No. 743, in the 
; Sicihan Provinces. 


Art. 64. Bydirection of the Superintendency General of the Commissions for leasing rural 


property in Sicily, and at the expense of the State Domain, a list is to be prepared divided 


into provinces, of the property to be leased according to Article 1 of the Law, August 10, 


1862, for which at the time of the publication of the Law of Suppression, there had been 


no act of definitive adjudication. 
Art. 65. The operations for the valuation of the property comprised in the list are to 
be performed according to the Law relating thereto. 
_ But for the operations for the valuation of all other property than that mentioned in 
the succeeding Article 67, the Domanial Director is authorized :— . 
(1). To delegate a representative, who is to take the place of the ecclesiastical delegate 


from the Ordinary of the Diocese, in the circondarial commissions ; 


(2). To present in the manner and form prescribed by Article 14 of ae Law, 
a 
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August 10, 1862, his own Atwer aan against the lotting of the property to be 
valued ; 

(3). To receive intimation, and to take cognizance of the proceedings adopted i in 
accordance with Articles 18 and 25 of the aforesaid Law, and to deliver the remarks of the 
professional persons who are mentioned in Article 37 of the regulations of March 26, 1863, 
No. 1203, | 

Art. 66. If, after the publication of the Law, there should be any adjudication of 
leases of landed property belonging to ecclesiastical bodies not suppressed, the annual 
rent shall be due from and be paid by the leascholder to the State Domain direct. The 
latter will then enter in the name of the benefice or association to which the property 
belonged, a revenue on the public debt of the State, corresponding with the proceeds 
ascertained and assessed for payment of the mortmain-tax, observing for such entry the 
rules laid down in Articles 58, 60, 61, and 62, of the regulations. 

Art. 67. The rural property of parochial benefices, and those in private lay or mixed 
patronage, as well as of lay chaplaincies, is excluded from the provisions of the preceding 
Articles, and will continue to be valued according to the Law of August 10, 1862, in the 
interests and in concurrence with the incumbents ' or managers of the association.

. Religious Corporations and the Conversion of Landed Property belonging to Kccle-. 
siastical Associations. June 19, 1873. 


Victor Emmanuel JI, by grace of God and by will of the nation, King of Italy. 

The Senate and the Chamber of Deputies have approved; We have sanctioned, and do 
proclaim as follows : 

Art. 1. The Laws hereinafter specified are published and executed in the Province of ' 
Rome, with the exceptions and modifications arising from the present Law: 

(1.) The Law of July 7, 1866, No. 3036, on religious corporations and the conversion 
of the landed property of the ecclesiastical associations ; 

(2.) The Law of August 15, 1867, No.3848, on the liquidation of the ecclesiastical 
property ; 

(3.) The Law of July 29, 1868, No. 4493, on the pensions and allowances to 
members of the suppressed religious corporations ; 

(4.) The Law of August” 11, 1870, No. 5784, Annex P, on the conversion of the 
property of the Church-wardenships. 

_ Art. 2. The property of the suppressed religious corporations in the City of Rome, 
with reservation of conversion, and with the charges appertaining to it, as well as those 
established by the present Law, is transferred and assigned as follows: 

(1.) The property of the houses in which the professed members devote their labours 
to the care of the sick, whether in their own hospitals, or in other hospitals, are maintained 
for their purposes and assigned to the hospitals, to the corresponding compassionate works, 
or to the Congregation of Charity of Rome, to be conducted according to the Law of 
August 3, 1862. 

(2.) The property of the houses whose professed members attend to instruction are 
likewise maintained for their purposes, and assigned, for such part as concerns popular 
tuition and education, to the Commune of Rome for the support of primary schools, 
asylums, and educational institutions of a similar kind; and for such part as concerns 
secondary or superior instruction to schools or institutions of the same class, by Royal 
Decree, according to the rules established by the Laws of the State. 

(3.) The property of the houses to which parochial churches are annexed will be 
divided among the said churches and the other parochial churches of Rome, taking 
account of the revenue and the population of each parish. The sum to be apportioned 
shall not exceed 3,000 lire for each parish including the actual endowment. 

(4.) From the residue of the property, deducting the capital of the pensions at the rate 
of sixteen times their amount, a revenue of 400, 000 lire shall be assigned to the Holy See, 
to provide for the maintenance of the representation of the religious orders existing abroad. 

Until the Holy See shall dispose of the said sum, the King’s Government may intrust 
the administration thereof to ecclesiastical bodies legally existing in Rome. 

The King’s Government is authorized to leave, by Royal Decree to be published 
together with the present Law, to the present holders of the aforesaid representations, 
such places as are necessary for their personal residence and for their offices. 

If a suppressed house should attend to more than one of the operations and offices 
indicated above, the property shall be distributed according to its original destination; and, 
if there should be no such destination, at the rate of that part of the revenue assigned on 
the average during the last three years to each of such offices or operations. The assign- 
ment and distribution of the property, according to the provisions of this Article, will be 
proposed by the Board mentioned in Article 9, and will be sanctioned by Royal Decree, 
after hearing the Committee of Vigilance, spoken of in the same Article, and the Council 
of State. 

Art. 3. The property of the ecclesiastical corporations and associations suppressed in 
the city of Rome, and which is not otherwise provided for in the present Law, is converted 
into a special fund for beneficent and religious uses in the city of Rome; and that fund 
shall be regulated by the Law on ecclesiastical property referred to in Article 18 of the 
Law of May 13, 1871. 

This fand will be applied for the payment of the expenses which are now chargeable 
on the State Budget, on account of worship and for sacred and ecclesiastical edifices in 
the city of Rome. 

_ The sum to be apportioned among the separate parishes, according to No. 3 of 
_ Article 2, must not exceed 3,000 lire of revenue, after computation of their own revenue, 
which they possessed before. 

Art. 4. The authority given to the Government by No. 4 of Article 2 does not 
extend to the representative of the Order of the Jesuits. 

_ Art. 5. In case the institutions referred to in Nos. 1 and 2 of Article 2, should be 
U 2 


situated out of Rome, or established for the exclusive benefit of persons residing out of 
Rome, the Board will provide in the manner prescribed in the said Article, that they be 
maintained in those places, or for the benefit of those persons or inhabitants of Communes 
or Provinces for whose advantage they were intended. 

Art. 6. Saving the provisions of the Law of February 3, 1871, which are deferred 
for two more years after the publication of this Law, the edifices which now serve for 
boarding together the monks or the nuns of houses suppressed in the city of Rome and its 
Province, will not be taken possession of, but will continue to serve as a residence for the 
monks and nuns assembled there, and professed before the presentation of the Law to 
the Parliament, until the effective assignment of the pensions, but not for longer than two 
years from the publication of the present Law. 

The assignment of the pensions must be completed within the said two years. 

The occupation of the convent shall not be retarded on account of the cases referred 
to in the last paragraph of Article 13, and in Article 15 of the Law of July 7, 1866. 

When occupation of the convent has taken place, and the provisions of Article 6 of 
the Law of July 7, 1866, have been observed, the Government may allow those monks 
of the various pedis of the City and Provinue of Rome, who, on account of their age, 
their health, or family circumstances, cannot leave the convent without serious difficulty, 
to live together still, concentrated in two or three monasteries, if they make express and 
individual application to that effect. 
~ Art. 7. The property of the religious associations suppressed in the City of Rome, 
shall be converted into public revenue of the State, saving the exceptions established by 
the Laws mentioned in Article 1 of the present Law. 


The revenue shall be settled upon the association to which the property is transferred, . 


with the temporary enjoyment of the Board, until the liquidations have been effected, and 
the assignments made as established by the present Law. These revenues, saving the 
rights of third parties, are inalienable. 

Art, 8. Saving the provision contemplated in No. 4, paragraph 3 of Article 2, the 
following property of the ecclesiastical associations suppressed in the City of Rome; 1 1s 
excepted from conversion :— 

1. The property indicated in Nos. 1, 2,3, and'‘7 of Article 18 of the Law, J ee 7, 1866 ; 

2. The edifices intended for hospitals, or for special institutions for beneficence or 
instruction, and those which may be necessary for large libraries, or collections of objects of 
art, and such as are precious from their antiquity ; 

3. The buildings of the convents which are applied for by the Commune and the 
Province of Rome, in accordance with, and for the purposes of, Article 20 of the Law of 
July 7, 1866, within a year from their vacation, as contemplated in Article 6 of the present 
Law. 

Art. 9. A Board, composed of ees members, nominated by Royal Decree, on the 
proposal of the Minister of Grace and Justice, and of Public Worship, after hearing 
the Council of Ministers, will attend to the liquidation and conversion of the property, will 
superintend the temporary management thereof, provide for the assignment of the revenues, 
and do whatever else is prescribed by the ‘present Law, or may be required in its 
execution. 

It will take the appellation of “ Board of Liquidation for the Ecclesiastical Property of 
Rome” and will act under the superintendenee of a Commission composed in the manner 
and possessing the powers indicated in Article 26 of the Law of July 7, 1866. Two 
members of the Provincial Council of Rome, nominated by the said Council, will also form 
part of the Commission. 

The Board for the execution of the present Law may avail itself of the Domanial 
Accountants, and, for collections and payments, of the State Treasurers. 

Art. 10. The managers of the religious houses suppressed in the City of Rome must, 
within the period of three months, and according to the rules and sanctions of Article 13 of 
the Law of July 7, 1866, present to the Board a synopsis of the property, assets, and 
debts of each association. 

_ A list of the names of the monks and nuns and of the lay brothers and sisters living 
together in each house is to be annexed to the said synopsis. 

The Board will proceed, according to the rules established 34 the said Law, to take 
possession of the property, and, until its conversion and destination shall have been settled, 
will see to the management of the real property, the custody of the goods, and especially 
the preservation of libraries, scientific collections, and objects of antiquity. 

The Board will continue the management of the property contemplated in Article 3 
‘until the publication of the Law mentioned in the said Article. 

Art. 11. The conversion of the real property of the religious houses and of the other 
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ecclesiastical associations suppressed in the City of Rome shall be effected by the Board 
according to the rules and sanctions of the Law of August 15, 1867, including the 
duties assigned to the Domanial Administration, to the Provincial Commission, and to 
the Prefect. The functions delegated to the Central Syndical Commission will be performed 
by the Commission of Superintendence mentioned in Article 9. 

_ The purchasers shall pay the price of the acquisition into the fund appointed by 
the Board, to be invested in the public revenue of the State at the price on the day of 
investment. ; 

_ The capital arising from the sale of goods, the recovery of debts, or the redemption 
of charges, leases, or other special revenues, shall also be invested in the public revenues 
of the State. The expenses of conversion shall be deducted from the sum to be 
invested. 

- The payment of the price cannot be made with the bonds contemplated in Article 17 
of the Law of August 15, 1867, and in Article 6 of the Law of August 11, 1870. 
Those bonds will, however, be received in payment of the price of property sold on account 
of the State Domain in the Province of Rome. 

Art. 12. The pensions of the monks and nuns of the corporations suppressed in the 
City of Rome are fixed at 600 lire a year for priests and female choristers, and 300 lire for 
lay brothers and sisters of the proprietary orders; and at 300 lire a year for priests and 
female choristers, and 150 lire for lay brothers and sisters of the mendicant orders. If 
the latter prove that they are afflicted with serious and incurable infirmity which prevents 
them from attending to any occupation, they will have an annual pension of 400 lire 
if priests or female choristers, and 300 lire if lay brothers or sisters. 

The provision of Article 5 of the Law of July 7, 1866, is retained for the nuns. 

Art. 13. The monks and nuns of the Corporations will have a right to the said 
pensions if, before the presentation of this Law to Parliament, they had made profession 
of vows according to the rules of their institution, and if, having been declared as 
belonging to the house in the papers made out for the Law of June 20, 1871, No. 297, 
they be found on the publication of the present Law either living together in the said 
house, or absent from it by regular permission of their superiors. 

The right to the pension will commence from the day of taking possession in accor- 
dance with the provision of Article 6. 

Until that day the superiors or managers of the house will receive the revenue, 
whether from the property belonging thereto, or from the bonds of the public debt into 
which it will be in course of conversion; and they will provide, as heretofore, for the 
payment of the charges and the maintenance of the members of the house. 

The pending proceeds which shall be collected after the epoch of the occupation, will 
be apportioned according to the time. 

Art. 14. The fund arising from the revenues of the property of the religious Corpora- 
tions and other ecclesiastical associations suppressed in the City of Rome, from the interest 
of the bonds of the public debt substituted for the property, and from the taxes due for 
reassumption of benefices or redemption of chaplaincies and other foundations in lay 
patronage in the City of Rome, shall provide for the charges appertaining to the said 
property, the administrative expenses of the Board and its offices, the pensions of the monks 
and nuns of the suppressed houses, the expenses of worship in the churches where the 
dissolved corporations officiated, and for the works of beneficence and instruction contem- 
plated in Article 2. 

The Board will decide what sum ought to be annually employed for each of the works 
indicated in Nos. 1, 2, and 3 of Article 2, so that there may be no interruption of those 
services as they are at present carried on. = 

As the pensions-expire the revenues at disposal shall be first of all applied to 
discharge the debts which may have been contracted for the necessities indicated in the 
following Article, aud the remainder shall,at the end of every year, be proportionally 
distributed amongst the operations contemplated in Nos. 1, 2, and 3 of the said Article 2, 
until they receive the whole revenue of the property transferred to them. The residue 
will go to the benefit of the fund indicated in Article 3. 

The Board will also determine the sum which ought to be annually laid out for the 
purpose stated in No. 4 of Article 2, in the interval of time between the occupation of the 
respective convents and the definitive liquidation of the assignment contemplated in the 
said No. 4 of Art. 2. . : 

Art. 15. The Government is authorized to make an advance to the Board up to a 
million lire, with interest at 5 per cent.,so that there may be no interruption of the 
charges and services committed to it. The Board may also, with the approval of the- 


- Commission mentioned in Article 9, and with authority from the Minister of Grace and 


Festive and Public Worship, contract a loan or on ne such other operations of credit as 
may be necessary for the requirements of its administration. 

Art. 16. In the city of Rome and in the suburban sees the provision of Article 1 of 
the Law of August 15, 1867, shall only take effect for the canonries, benefices, 
chaplaincies, abbacies, and other ecclesiastical institutions in lay patronage, for which the 
provisions of ‘Article 5 of the said Law remain in force. 

The first and second paragraph of Article 6 of the said Law of August 15, 1867, 
will not be applied in the city of Rome and in the suburban sees. 

The property of the ecclesiastical associations suppressed by the present Article and ~ 
the tax for reassumption and redemption of the said associations, in regard to those existing 
‘in Rome, are transferred to the fund contemplated in Article 3, and, in regard to those 
existing in the suburban sees, they will be devoted to the use of beneficence and instruction 
for the benefit of the communes in which the said associations exist, saving the life 
allowance from the revenue in favour of the present incumbents. 

Art. 17. The conversion, to which by the Laws set forth in Article 1 the real 
property of the ecclesiastical associations retained in the city of Rome and the suburban 
sees is liable, may be effected by the legal representatives of the said associations, if, 
within the period of three months, they declare to the Board that they wish to effect the 
conversion themselves, present a synopsis of the’property liable to conversion, with a 
statement of the method of effecting it, which must be approved by the Board, and, 
having obtained that approval, they undertake and ai out, without interruption, the 
operations of conversion. 

The sales are to be made by public auction, in presence of a notary nominated by the 
Board, and on the basis of the price and the general and special conditions previously 
approved by the said Board, whose place it is also to enforce them. 

The price is to be invested in the State revenue at the rate of the day of investment, 
or in Italian bonds of the Land Fund, and both the revenue and the bonds are to be settled 
upon the association to which the property belongs. 

Art. 18. In case that within three months the representatives of the associations 
referred to in the preceding Article, shall not have’ presented the declaration and the 
synopsis therein contemplated, or if the Board shall consider that the operations of the 
conversion are not proceeding with continuous regularity, it shall undertake them itself 
according to the rules established in Articles 7 and 11. 

Art. 19. Whether the conversion be effected by the representatives of the associations 
referred to in Article 17, or by the Board, uncultivated or improveable lands may be 
granted by public competition, and in accordance with the rules prescribed by Articles 11 
and 17, on perpetual redeemable cultivating leases, in conformity with the Civil Code. 

In case the property be transferred for the benefit of the association, it must, within 
a year, either be let upon lease by the association, or be converted into revenue. 

Art. 20. The contributory share established by Article 31 of the Law of July 7, 
1866, and the extraordinary tax imposed by Article 18 of the Law of August 15, 1867, 
are not applicable to the revenues arising from the property of the religious corporations of 
Rome and the ecclesiastical associations retained in the said city of Rome and in the 
suburban sees. 

Art. 21. With respect to the ecclesiastical associations comprised in the suburban 
dioceses, but not situated in the province of Rome, there is no innovation in regard to the 
effects of the aforesaid Laws of July 7, 1866, and August 15, 1867. 

~ Art. 22. The books, manuscripts, scientific documents, archives, monuments, and 
objects of art or precious from their antiquity, which are found in the religious houses 
suppressed in Rome, shall be given, with the previous consent of the Minister of Public 
Instruction, to the libraries, museums, or other lay institutions existing in the said city. 
The pictures, statues, ornaments and furniture, serving for worship, shall remain for the 
use of the churches where they are found. 

The special archives appertaining to the offices mentioned in paragraph 4 of Article 2 
shall remain at the said offices. 

The Government is to provide for the preservation of the edifices or other ecclesiastical 
establishments of suppressed houses distinguished by historical records, monumental, 
artistic, or literary importance. The respective expenses will be chargeable to the fund 
referred to in Article 3 of the present Law, 

Article 23, The administration of the property of the ecclesiastical associations 
which, by reason of their foundation, are at present intended for the benefit of foreigners 
in the city of Rome, and which are comprised in the present Law of suppression, is reserved 
to the present managers, or, in case of necessity, is entrusted to others whom the Board 
will appoint from persons belonging to the foreign nation. 
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Each administration will proceed to make out an inventory of the patrimony of the 
association represented by it, in presence of a delegate from the Board, and will undertake 
to provide for the maintenance of the monks and nuns of the suppressed houses, and the 
fulfilment of the obligations and services incumbent on the religious associations suppressed. 
_All responsibility on the part of the State is excluded. 

The real property,, both of the suppressed ecclesiastical associations and of those 
retained, is to be converted by means of the said administration into Italian public revenue, 
or that of the foreign State, to be entered under the name and in favour of the new 
Institution, or into other productive funds. 

Art. 24, In the course of two years the managers of the patrimony of the suppressed 
associations, spoken of in the preceding Article, may propose fresh foundations in Rome 
for the benefit of their countrymen with purposes allowed by the laws of the Kingdom. 
‘The King’s Government will provide for the necessary approval. 

_ If the two years pass without any proposals for fresh foundations, the King’s Govern- 
ment will found in Rome and endow with the said property, after conversion, institutions 
with an analogous purpose for the benefit of the said foreign nations. 

The rights of reversion and any other right of third persons in regard to the afore- 
said property are reserved and unprejudiced, and they may be tried before the competent 
tribunals. 

Art. 25. In the whole of the Kingdom, beginning from January 1, 1873, the extra- 
ordinary tax of 30 per cent. imposed by Article 18 of the Law of August 15, 1867, will 
only be applied to the part of the annual proceeds exceeding 800 lire for the canonries, 
and 500 lire for other benefices and chaplaincies of the cathedral churches, whether 
retained or suppressed. 

* The allowances due from the administration of the Fund for Public Worship, in 
accordance with Article 3 of the Law of August 15, 1867, to the incumbents and 
members of the suppressed religious associations, will be liable to the said extraordinary 
tax, only on the sum exceeding 500 lire a year. 

For the purposes of this Article the revenue of each association is understood to 
consist, not only of the proceeds of the ordinary endowment of the prebend or corre- 
sponding participation of the regular number of those interested, but also of every other 

- sum which permanently accrues to the incumbent by reason of his office from the patrimony 
of the ecclesiastical property and of the church for the fulfilment of pious legacies, or for 
other claims, and must be vouched for by documents confirmed by a resolution of the 
chapter made out in the manner to be prescribed by appropriate regulations. 

To ascertain the annual income from which the 30 per cent. is to be retained, 

-aecount must be taken of the other benefices or chaplaincies which the canon or 
beneficiary holds. 

The provisions of this Article shall not be applicable to canonries, the annual income 
whereof exceeds 1,600 lire, and to other free benefices and chaplaincies, the income 
whereof exceeds 800 lire. 

No innovation. is made in the provisions of Article 18 of the Law of August 15, 
1867, in regard to the relations between the Fund for Public Worship and the State 
Domain. 

Art. 26. The term of five years mentioned in Article 2 of the Law of July 29, 1868, 
is postponed for three years for the monks and nuns contemplated in Article 3 of the said 
Law. 

Art. 27. The associations excepted by the present Law from the suppression ordered 
by the Laws mentioned in Article 1, cannot increase their present patrimony by fresh 
acquisitions, 

Art. 28. All arrangements made and acts performed in evasion of the incapacity 

_ established by the Laws for the ecclesiastical associations shall be void, although they 
may be disguised under the form of obligatory contract or in the name of substituted 

ersons. 

. Art. 29. In Articles 3, 5, and 29 of the Law of July 7, 1866, and in Article 1 of 
the Law of July 29, 1868, the date of the presentation of this Law to the Parliament, 
is substituted for that of J anuary 18, 1864. 

The Government is authorised to provide by Royal Decrees, after hearing the Council 
of State, for all that may be required for the execution of the present Law. 

The Government is empowered to provide by Royal Decree for the insertion of the 
new receipts and the new expenses arising from the execution of the present Law, in the 
Budget of the current year. 

_ We direct that the present Law, with the Seal of the State affixed, be inserted in 
the official collection ofthe Laws and Decrees of the Kingdom of Italy, and command all

Referring to the Law of June 19, 1873, No. 1,402, for the extension to the Province 
of Rome of the Laws on the Religious Corporations and on the conversion of the real 
property of the Ecclesiastical Associations ; ? 

Referring to Article 29, paragraph 2, of the said Law ; 

Having heard the opinion’of the Council of State and previous resolution of the 
Council of Ministers ; 

On the proposal of our Keeper of the Seals, Minister of Grace and Justice and of 
Public Worship, in concurrence with the Minister of Finance ; 

We have decreed and do decree: 

Sole Article. The following are published in the Province of Rome :— 

1. The Regulations for the supression of the Religious Corporations, and respecting 
the ecclesiastical property, approved by Royal Decree of July 21, 1866, No. 3,070. 

2. The Regulations for the execution of the Law for the liquidation of the ecclesias- 
tical property, approved by Royal Decree of August 22, 1867, No. 3,852. 

The aforesaid Regulations shall be executed with the modifications arising from the 
Law of June 19, 1873, No. 1,403, and the provisions of the Regulations for the 
execution thereof, ‘which are approved and annexed to the present Decree, and examined 
by our order by the Minister of Grace and Justice and of Public Worship. 

We direct that the present Decree, with the Seal of the State affixed, be inserted in 
the official collection of the Laws and Decrees of the Kingdom of Italy, and command all 
whom it may concern to observe it, and to cause it to be observed.

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Regulations for the Execution of the Law of June 19, 1873, No. 1,402, for the extension to 
the Province of Rome of the Laws on Religious Corporations, and on the Conversion of 
the Real Property of the Ecclesiastical Associations. 


Chapter 1—Of the Board for the Liquidation of the Ecclesiastical Property in Rome. 


Article 1. The Board for the liquidation of the ecclesiastical property in Rome, _ | 
constituted by Royal Decree in accordance with Article 9 of the. Law of June 19, 
at is presided over by one of its members nominated for the purpose by the said 

ecree. 

Besides the three ordinary members of the Board, two substitutes shall be nominated 
in the same manner, so that three members of the Board shall always take part in its 
resolutions. In case of the absence or prevention of the President, the superior in rank 
shall preside over the Board, and when there is equality of rank, the senior of the ordinary 
members. 

Art. 2. The President legally represents the Board at the Tribunals and in the 
relations with the public authorities, enters into the contracts decided upon by it, and 
- executes its resolutions. 

For its operations, the Board corresponds with the Ministry of Grace and Justice and 
of Public Worship. 

Art. 3. The Board operates by means of an office conducted, under direction ‘of the 
Board, by a Chief Secretary, nominated by Royal Decree, on the proposal of the Minister 
‘of Grace and Justice and of Public Worship. 

The stipend or allowance of the members of the Board, and of the Chief Secretary 
thereof, will be determined by another Royal Decree, on the proposal of the same Minister, 
as well as the number and salary of the persons to be employed in the office, which persons 
will be nominated by Ministerial Decree, on the proposal of the Board. 

Art. 4. The Board will correspond with the Governmental Administrations, which 
are to attend to its requirements. 

For the administration of the property and the collection of the revenue thereof, the 
Board will avail itself of the Domanial Accountants, allowing them a premium on the 
collections at the rates determined in Article 9 of the Regulations of July 21, 1866. 
But the Minister of Grace and Justice and Public Worship may establish a special ‘office 
in Rome for the purpose, should the service require it. 

The provincial Treasurers of the State wili be employed for the receipts and payments. 

Art, 5. The Board may have a Cashier to receive from the Accountants the sums 
representing the revenues of the property under administration ; to require direct payment, 
or by Treasury notes, of thé capital or price of the property disposed of; to receive and 
keep the public revenue and other floating assets, and to provide for the payment of the 
regular expenses directed by the Board. 

The Cashier will give security to an amount to be determined by the Board and 
approved by the Minister of Grace and Justice and of Public Worship. With the Cashier 
there will be a Comptroller. 

Art. 6. The Board passes resolutions by majority of votes on the motion of one 
of its members. Minutes shall be kept of its proceedings. 

Art. 7. Within the first six months of each year the Board shall submit to the Com- 
mission of Vigilance the Budget for the current year and the Report of the, proceedings of 
the previous year. The Budget shall be accompanied by a statement of the patrimonial 
condition of the property and revenues administered by the Board; by a statement of 
the allowances and distributions made within the year, provisionally or definitively, in the 
manner determined by the Law; and by a statement of the pensions liquidated and of 
those existing or which have expired in the course of the year. A statement of the con-~ 
versions of the real property belonging to the ecclesiastical associations ‘retained shall also 
be annually submitted to the Vigilance Commission. 

The Commission of Vigilance over the operations of the Board shall submit its Report 
annually to the King, and that Report shall be distributed among the Members of the 
Parliament. 

Art. 8. In the proceedings of the Board, the regulations shall be observed which are 
applicable to the administration of the patrimony and the general accounts of the State, 
according to the speciai instructions, to be approved by Ministerial Decree after hearing 
the Council of State. 

Art. 9. The Board is constituted from the day of the publication of the appointment 
_ of its members in the official journal of the Kingdom. 
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_ Art. 10. From the day of its constitution, and until the conversion and destination of 
the property of the religious houses suppressed in the City of Rome shall have been 
ae effected, the Board will superintend the administration of the real property, the custody of 
iis the goods, and especially the preservation of the libraries, scientific collections, and objects 
oe of art or antiquity, according to the provisions of Article 10 of the Law, and will adopt 
‘4 all the measures which shall be necessary for the purpose. : 

It will superintend in the same manner the fulfilment of the duties and the works 

of beneficence, instruction, and worship mentioned in Article 2 of the Law. . 

. Article 11. From the publication of the Law until the occupation of the convent, 
in accordance with Article 6 thereof,.the managers or superiors of the convent. will 
receive the revenue, whether of the property belonging to it up to the day when the, 
purchasers are put in possession of it, or possession is taken on the part, of the Board, 
or whether of the bonds of the public debt into which the said property is in course of 
conversion, and they will provide as heretofore for the discharge of the liabilities and 
the maintenance of the professed members of the House, in conformity with Article 13

We _ But, from the day on which the Board is constituted, all capital overdue must be 
. paid to the funds appointed by the Board, which is to perform all acts, in the manner 
established by the Law, respecting the enfranchisement: of leases, annuities, or other 
yearly payments, recovery of capital, disposal of property, acknowledgment of debts and 
obligations, and in general all proceedings beyond those of simple administration. . 


Chapter I].—Of the Deciaration, Conversion of Patrimony, taking possession of the Religious 
Houses suppressed in the City of Rome, and of the Liquidation and Assignment of 
Pensions. 
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Art. 12. Within twenty days from the publication of this_present Decree, the Board 
shall distribute to the religious houses appropriate forms for drawing up the synopsis 
prescribed in Article 10 of the Law, of the property, assets, and liabilities, of each house, 
and of the destination of the whole or part of the respective revenue to any of the uses 
oe mentioned in Nos. 1, 2, and 3 of Article 2 of the Law.

Of the monks who, from the circumstances stated in the last paragraph of Article 6 
of the Law of June 19, 1873, wish to be concentrated in those monasteries which are 
destined for that purpose in the City and in the Province of Rome. “ 
Article 17, On the basis of each synopsis received, the Board, after the necessary 
4 verification, will provide for the disposal of the real property according to the provisions 
«of Articles 7 and 11 of the Law of June 19, 1873, and the general rules laid down by ag 
. _ the Law of August 15, 1867, as well as by the respective Regulations of August 22, ' — 
1867. ‘The Board will fulfil the duties imposed by the Law of August 15,1867, onthe 


Maeitigiaeon of the State Domain, on the Provincial Commission, and on the Prefect. 
The functions delegated by the said Law to the Central Commission of the Syndicate are 
to be performed by the Vigilance Commission mentioned in Article 9 of the Law of 
June 19, 1873. 

The Board will also invite the several debtors of capital overdue to pay it to the fund 
of the Board in ese or to the Proyincial Treasurers, to be invested in the public 
revenue. 

Art. 18: The sums paid to the Board as the price. of property sold, for restitution of 
capital, for redemption of leases or other annual payments, shall be applied by the 
Board, within the period of ten days from the payment, in the acquisition of public 
revenue of the State at the rate of the day of investment. The vouchers, within the 
period of five days from their acquisition, must be presented by the Board to the General 
Administration of the Public Debt for conversional entry under the names in accordance 
with the Law. 

Until the occupation of the convent, in accordance with Article 6 of the Law, the 
six months’ instalment of the interest on the public revenue, deducting the expenses of 
administration, shall be paid by the Board to the superiors or managers of the suppressed. 
religious houses, or divided with them in accordance with the last two paragraphs of 
Article 13. 

Article 19. On proceeding to the occupation of the convent and contemporaneously 
therewith, the Board will provide :— 

(1.) For taking possession of the property of the religious corporation according to 
the rules laid down in the Law of July 7, 1866. 

(2.) For the oy of a pension ticket to the monks and nuns who are respectively 
entitled to it. 

Art. 20. If the expropriation of any convent take place in execution of the Law of 
February 3, 1871, that expropriation shall be effected with the concurrence of the Board, 
to which shall be assigned the corresponding revenue to be entered by the Government. 

If the expropriation should concern a convent of nuns or a monastery of monks to 
whom the effective assignment of the pensions, in conformity with Article 6 of the Law, 
has not yet been made, the Board will take care that they, if they desire it, shall be 
concentrated in another convent, where the monks may live on the receipt of their incomes 
until the pensions shall be assigned to them, and the nuns until they shall be reduced to 
the number of six, in accordance with Article 6 of the Law of July 7, 1866. 


Chapter II].—Of the Assignment ond Distribution of the Property and the Revenues of the 
Religious Corporations suppressed wm the City of Rome. 


Art. 21. The Board will provide so that the works of beneficence, of instruction, 
and of worship, prescribed by Articles 1, 2, and 3 of Article 2 of the Law, shall not be in 
any way interrupted, and shall be maintained according to the provisions of the said Law. 
For this purpose, as the Board shall proceed to the liquidation of ‘the property and to the 
occupation of the respective convents, it will direct :— 

(1.) The: assignment to the hospitals, to similar pious works, or to the charitable 
congregations of Rome, of the localities and goods destined for the use of the infirm, or 
other works of beneficence ; 

_  (2.) The assignment to the Commune of Rome for the maintenance of primary schools, 
educational asylums, and institutions of a similar kind, of the localities and the goods 
intended for instruction, in so far as concerns popular instruction and education ; 

(3.) The assignment of the localities and goods intended for secondary or superior 
instruction, to the institutions which will be indicated by Royal Decree, on the pope 
of the Minister of Public Instruction, after hearing the Council of State. 

Art 22. The Board will decide contemporaneously with the assignment of the above- 
mentioned localities, the sum which, during the year, and excepting successive variations, 
may be laid out for the maintenance of the respective services, and will direct the payment. 
thereof all at once, or by instalments, according to circumstances. 

Art. 23. In the interval of time between the occupation of the respective convents, 
and the definitive liquidation of the allowance contemplated by No. 4 of Article 2, the 
Board will likewise determine, with the authority of the Minister of Grace and J ustice and 
of Public Worship, the sum which is to be annually laid out for the purpose mentioned in 
the said No. 4 of Article 2 
"Art. 24. If the beneficent ot educational institutions contemplated in Nos. 1 and 2 of 
Article 2 of the Law should be situated out of Rome, or established for the benefit of 
eo ‘persons residing out of Rome, the Board will provide, in accordance with Article 5 of the 
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said Law, that the said institutions shall be maintained in those places,-or for the benefit 
of persons belonging to those Communes or Provinces for whose advantage they were 

intended. ; 

Art. 25. The edifices or other ecclesiastical establishments of suppressed houses, 
distinguished for historical records, for monumental, artistic, or literary importance, shall 
be consigned by the Board to the Ministry of Public Instruction, so that it may provide 
for their preservation, with the allowance that shall be fixed on the proposal of the Board 
by Royal Decree, according to Article 2 of the Law. This allowance shall be taken from 
the fund mentioned in Article 3 of the said Law. 

The said Board, shall have an exact inventory made of the pictures, statues, orna- 
ments, and furniture serving for worship, which remain for the use of the churches where 
they are. . 


Art. 26. The Board will propose to the Minister of Public Instruction the transfer to 
the libraries, museums, or other lay institutions existing in the City of Rome, of the books, 


manuscripts, scientific instruments and documents, archives, monuments or objects of 


art or precious from antiquity, which are found in the edifices belonging to the religious 
houses suppressed in the said City. 

It will also propose to the said Minister the edifices which are to be excepted from 
conversion, for the preservation of large libraries and collections of objects of art or precious 
from antiquity, in accordance with Article 8 of the Law. 

Art. 27. The buildings of the convents not excepted from conversion, which are not 
granted to the Communes or the Province of Rome for the purposes stated in Article 20 
of the Law of July 7, 1866, and on requisition within the period fixed by Article 8 of 
the Law of June 19, 1873, shall be converted by the Board in accordance with Articles 
7 and 11 of the latter Law. 

_ Art. 28, To effect the assignments and the distributions of the_property and the 
public revenue derived from their conversion, for the works and purposes stated in Nos. 1, 
2, and 3 of Article 2 of the Law, the Board shall keep distinct descriptions of the property 
of each of the suppressed houses, and accounts of the respective liquidations. 


For each of these houses there shall also be kept a special account of the property. . 


which, according to its original destination, was applied for the maintenance of one or more 
of the works and offices indicated in Nos. 1, 2, and 3 of Article 2, and, in default of this, 
of the revenue assigned on the average of the last three years to each of those offices and 
works. 

Art. 29. The representatives of each parish, in order to share in the distribution of the 
sum disposable for the purpose indicated in No. 3 of Article 2 of the Law, must present to the 
Board a descriptive synopsis of the respective actual endowment and of the corresponding 
income, accompanied by a certificate of the municipal authority respecting the number of 
the Catholic population existing within the parochial boundaries. 

Art. 30. The Board will propose, in the manner prescribed by the last. paragraph of 
Article 2 of the Law, to the Minister of Grace and Justice and of Public Worship, the 
sums which can be annually taken from the special fund for beneficent and religious uses 
mentioned in Articles 3 and 14 of the Law, for the payment of ,expenses now chargeable 
on the State Budget for Public Worship and for sacred and ecclesiastical edifices in the 
city of Rome. : 

The Board will continue the administration of this special fund until provision shall 
be made for it by the Law on ecclesiastical property referred to in Article 18 of the Law 
May 13, 1871, and in Article 3 of the Law of June 19, 1873. 


Chapter IV.—Of the Conversion of the Real Property of the Ecclesiastical Associations 
preserved in the City of Rome and in the Suburban Sees. 


Art. 31. The representatives of the ecclesiastical associations referred to in Article 17 
of the Law, if they themselves wish to effect the conversion to which their real property is 
subject by the Law, must make declaration thereof to the Board within the period of three 
months, and present a synopsis of the property subject to conversion, with a statement of 
the manner in which they meai to effect it. ; ; 

Art. 32, The synopsis must contain the description of the boundaries of the property, 
and of the lots into which it can be divided, with a statement of all the obligations, active 
and passive, and of the respective selling price calculated upon the income derived from 
existing contracts or from other certain and avouched sources. The contracts and docu- 
ments necessary for the determination of the price must be annexed to the synopsis in original 
or attested copies. 

The synopsis must also be accompanied by the scheme of agreement, all the condi- 
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tions of prices, of deposit, or mode of sasyeieril which are to be introduced into the 
contract, and of the securities which are to be afforded to insure the property from all 
damage during the period granted for the payment of the price. The Board will give a 
receipt to those interested, for the declaration and presentation of the synopsis. 

Art. 33. Amongst the conditions of the sale contracts must always be included that 
of employing the price in the acquisition of State revenue, or Italian bonds of the Landed 
Trust, at the rate of the day of investment, which are to be settled on the association to 
which the property belongs in accordance with Article 17 of the Law. 

The acquisition of the aforesaid revenue and bonds shall be incumbent on the pur- 
chaser, who shall not be discharged from his debt until, after paying the price of the 
purchase on the terms and by the instalments arranged in the contract, he shall have 
effected the investment thereof in State revenue, or in Landed Trust Bonds, according to 
agreement, at the rate of the day on which the payment is to be made, and has settled them 
on the association to which the property belonged. 

Art. 33. If the scheme of agreement should be considered incomplete, or not worthy 
of approval, the Board shall ea it to the representative of the association, and invite 
him to modify it. 

If the price be thought insufficient, the Board may propose the decision thereof 
according to the standards and rules established i in Article 10 of the Law of August 15, 
1867. 

Art. 35. If the representative of the Association should not accede within the period 
of two months to the request for modifications, or should not accept those proposed by the 
Board, the latter is free to proceed to the conversion itself, according to the provisions of 
Articles 7 and 11 of the Law of June 19, 1873, and the general rules of the Law of 
August 15, 1867, and those of the respective Regulations. 

Art. 36. The representative of the association, after obtaining the Board’s approval 
of the scheme, shall undertake and carry out the operation of conversion without interrup- 

tion. The sale and the grant of leases of landed property must be by public auction and 
competition before the Public Notary to be appointed by the Board, and in presence of one 
of the members or some other delegate thereof. 

To compete at the public auction, a tenth of the price determined, according to the 
preceding Articles, must be deposited. 

Art. 37. If the first auction should fai], a second shall be undertaken according to the 
rules laid down by the first paragraph of Article 12 of the Law of August 15, 1867. If 
the second auction should also fail, the Board, after hearing the representative of the 
association may itself effect the operations of conversion according to Article 35 of the 
_ present Regulations, under obligation to invest the price thereof in securities indicated by 
the representative of the association, in conformity with the last paragraph of Article 17 
of the Law. 

Art. 38. The contracts of sale or lease entered into, according to the rules laid down 
in the preceding Articles, are to be approved and made effective by the Board. 

The expenses of contract, the taxes of transfer, of transcription, and of hypothecate 
entry, shall be at the cost of the purchaser, and shall be taken from the tenth of the price 
deposited in accordance with Article 36 of the present Decree. 

Art. 39. For the execution of Article 19 of the Law, the Board will apply to the 
Ministry of Agriculture, Industry, and Commerce for suitable rules to determine what 
uncultivated or improvable property in the Roman lowlands (Agro Romano) may be 
granted on cultivating leases, and the manner in which such leases may be drawn so as not 
to prejudice the general operations for the improvement of the said lands. 


Chapter V.—Of'the Associations founded for the benefit of Foreigners in the City of Rome. 


Art. 40. The managers of the ecclesiastical associations comprised in the Law of 
Suppression, who intend to avail themselves of the provision in Articles 23 and 24 of the 
Law, must declare their said capacity. to the Board. The Board will report thereon to the 
Government for its decision. 

Art. 41. If for any reason there should be no managers of the associations referred 
to in the preceding Article, the Board, ‘after having reported thereon to the Government, 
will provide for the appointment of such managers, choosing them in preference from 
among persons belonging to the foreign nation for whose benefit the institution has been 


~ founded. 


Art. 42. In case of the application of the first paragraph of rete 24 of the Law, 
the property subject to conversion shall be converted by the Board, and the revenue shall 
be settled on the association or institution founded by the Government instead of the 
suppressed association. 


eS Ns Chapter VI. L-—Of the Benefices and ae Foundations in Lay Paiste? suppressed i in the 
| City of Rome and in the Suburban Sees. 


ANG Art. 43. For the re-assumption or’ enfranchisement of the canonries and benetiees a 
Bie the chaplaincies, abbeys, or other ecclesiastical institutions in lay patronage, according to 
Article 16 of the Law on the Corporations suppressed in the City of Rome and the 
suburban sees, the rules laid down by the Law of August 15, 1867, shall be observed, 
substituting the Board for the administrations of the State Domain and of the Fund for 
Public Worship, whether for the reception of the application, for the operations relative 
thereto, or for the collection of the tax of re-assumption or of enfranchisement. 

Art. 44. The real property belonging to the aforesaid ecclesiastical institutions shall 
be converted by the Board into public revenue of the State, if, within-a year from the ~~ 
publication of the Law, the declaration of re-assumption or enfranchisement has not been — 1 
made by the lay patrons, and the provisions of Article 5 of the Law August 15, 1867, 
have not been contemporaneously fulfilled. 

Art. 45, The amount of the taxes of re-assumption or of enfranchisement, and the 
property of the aforesaid ecclesiastical institutions existing in the City of Rome, or the 
revenue into which it is converted, if it has not been re-assumed by the lay patron 
according to the Law of August 15, 1867, are transferred to the special fund mentioned in 
Articles 3 and 14 of the Law, saving the payment of the life allowance in favour of the 
present incumbents. 4 

Art. 46. The amount of the taxes of re-assumption or of enfranchisement, and the ~~ 
property of the aforesaid ecclesiastical institutions existing in the suburban sees, or the f 
revenue into which they are converted, if it has not been re-assumed by the lay patron 
according to the Law of August 15, 1867, are, saving the payment of the life allowance to 
the actual incumbents, destined to uses of nemencerios and Instruction in favour of the 
Communes in which the said associations existed. 

The Municipal Council of the respective Commune will make the proposal as'to the 
manner of employing the amount of the taxes or the property for the aforesaid uses, and 
upon this proposal the Government will decide according to the rules of the Laws upon 
pious works and public instruction.

Art. 49. The Administrations of the State Domain and of the Fund for Public 
Worship will also provide in the Province of Rome, exclusive of the City of Rome and of 
the suburban sees, for the execution of the other parts of the Law of July 7, 1866, and 
of the Law of August 15, 1867, according to the general rules of the Regulations of 

July 21, 1866, and of August 22, 1867. } 


Chapter VIII .—Of the Exemption from the Extraordinary Tax of 30 per cent. 


Art. 50. The applications for the exemption from the extraordinary tax, in conformity 
with the second paragraph of Article 25 of the Law, must be sent in to the Administration 
of the Fund for Public Worship, accompanied by a declaration of the Diocesan Court, 
certifying that the applicant does not hold other benefices or chaplaincies, and stating 
whether he enjoys, and to what extent, any income or profit from the sources mentioned 
in the third paragraph of Article 25 of the said Law. 

Art. 51. The Cathedral Chapters, in order to obtain the reduction of the tax of 30 per 
cent, granted to them in accordance with Article 25 of the Law, must make application to 
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the Intendancy of Finance of the province, together with a statement drawn up according 
to the form which, at request, will be furnished by the Intendancy of Finance, and which 
must contain :— 

(1.) The composition of the Chapter, according to the documents of foundation and 
establishment ; ; 
| (2.) The denomination of the several capitular estates, and of the several canonries 
and benefices, and the amount of the respective endowments ; 

(3.) The manner and propottion in which the income of the capitular estate or estates 
is distributed ; 

(4.) The sums which are permanently assigned to each incumbent, by reason of his 
office, from the patrimony of the ecclesiastical property, or that of the Church, for the 
fulfilment of pious bequests or for other purposes ; 

(5.) The revenues which the members of the Chapter draw from benefices or chap- 
laincies perpetually united to the canonries or lesser benefices which they hold. 

The accuracy of the statements made in the above-mentioned Return must be confirmed 
by a capitular resolution written upon the said Return and authenticated by the chief 
dignitary of the Chapter or by the person who acts for him. 

The capitular resolution must indicate the documents upon which the rights are 
founded, and must produce them at the request of the Administration. 


General Provision. 


Art. 52. Whatever else may be required for the execution of the Law will be provided 
by subsequent Royal Decrees after hearing the Council of State.

Inclosure 1 in No. 5. 


Legislation which governs the Religious Associations or Congregations in Belgium. 


Annex 1. THE religious congregations were suppressed in the early times of the union 

of Belgium with France at the beginning of this century. 

‘That suppression was decreed by the law of 15 Fructidor, an 1v, which, nevertheless, 
spared the religious houses that were instituted for public education or relief of the sick. 
Those houses were likewise suppressed by the Law of 5 Frimaire, an v1. 

The right of religious associations was subsequently re-established by an Imperial 
Decree of 3 Messidor, an x11, which, however, subjected the establishment of the 
corporations to a previous authorization by the Government, after inspection of the 
statutes and regulations according to which it was proposed to live in those congregations 
or associations. 

The Decree of February 18, 1809, authorized the establishment of lady hospitallers, 
and laid down the rules for the existence of’ those houses, and the conditions of their 
recognition by the Government. 

Annex 2. This Decree, of which a copy is appended, is still in force now in Belgium. 

3 Annex 3. The ‘Table, also appended, shows the hospitaller congregations which have 
been successively recognized. ‘These are the only associations in Belgium’ which have the 
qualification of civil bodies with the capacity of possessing and acquiring in virtue of 
personal contracts or of legacies. 

Besides these congregations, there is a large number of religious communities or 
corporations which have been formed on the strength of the right of free association 
sanctioned by Article 20 of the Belgian Constitution, which says, “ Belgians have the 
right of associating ; ; this right cannot be subjected to any preventive measure.’ 

These associations can neither acquire nor possess as such, and are moreover, subject 
to the common law like all other citizens. 

A Table published in the abstract of the census of the population of the kingdom in 

1866, i ae * shows the number of these latter associations.

_ Decree relative to the Congregations of the Hospitaller Houses of Women. 
N. 


Section 1.—General Provisions. 


Article 1. THE hospitaller congregations or houses of women, that is, those which 
are instituted for the purpose of officiating in the hospitals of our Empire, of attending 
there to the infirm, the sick, and forsaken children; of rendering relief, assistance, and 
remedies to the poor at their homes, are placed under the care of Madame our dearly 
beloved and honoured mother. 

Art. 2, The statutes of each separate congregation or house are to be approved by 
us, and inserted in the “Bulletin des Lois,” in order to be recognized and to have the 
validity of a public institution. 

Art. 3. Every congregation of female hospitallers whose statutes shall not have been 
approved and published by the 1st of January, 1810, shall be dissolved. 

Art. 4. The number of the houses, the costume, and the other privileges which we 
intend to grant to the hospitaller congregations, will be specified in the patenys of 
institution. 

Art. 5. Whenever the authorities of the hospitals or the communes may wish to 
extend the benefits of this institution to the hospitals of their commune or arrondissement, 
the prefects shall address their applications to our Minister of Public Worship, who, in 
concurrence with the Superiors of the Congregations, will give orders for the establishment 
of the new houses; when necessary, our Minister of Public Worship will submit the 
institution of new houses to our approval. 


Section 2.— Novitiates and Vows. 


Art. 6. The hospitaller congregations may have novitiates, on complying with the 
rules laid down by their statutes for that purpose. 

Art. 7. The pupils or novices cannot contract vows unless they are turned 16 years 
of age. The vows of novices less than 21 years of age cannot be for more than a year. 
The novices shall be bound to produce every consent required for contracting marriage, by 
Articles 148, 149, 150, 159, and 160 of the Code Napoleon. 

Art. 8. At the age of 21 years, these novices may engage themselves for five years. 
But this engagement must be made in presence of the Bishop, or of a clergyman delegated 
by the Bishop, and of the civil officer, who will draw up a report thereof in duplicate, 
of which one copy will be placed in the hands of the Superior, and the other will be 
deposited with the municipality, and for Paris at the Prefecture of Police. 


Section 3.—Revenues, Property, and Donations. 


Art. 9. Each female hospitaller will retain the full ownership of her property and 
income, and the right of managing them and disposing of them in conformity with ‘the 
Code Napoleon. 

Art. 10. She cannot by personal agreement renounce them for the benefit of her 
family, nor dispose of them, whether for the profit of the congregation, or in favour of any 
one else. 

Art. 11. A fixed duty of 1 fr. only shall be charged for the registration of deeds 
of donation, legacies, or acquisitions legally made in favour of the hospitaller con- 
gregations. 

Art, 12. The douse shall be accepted by the Superior of the house, when the 
donation is made to a special house, and by the Superior-General when the donation is 
made to the whole congregation. 

Art. 13. In all cases, the deeds of donation or legacy must, when application is made 
for authority to accept them, be sent to the Bishop of the place of the donor or 
testator’s residence, so that he may transmit them with his opinion to our Minister of 
Public Worship. 


Art. 14. The donations, revenues, and property of the religious congregations, of 


whatever kind they may be, must be possessed and administered in conformity with the 
Code Napoleon ; and they cannot be administered otherwise than in conformity with that 
Code, and with the laws and regulations on beneficent establishments. 
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Art. 15. The account of the revenues of each separate congregation or house must 
be sent every year to our Minister of Public Worship. 


Section 4.—Discipline. 


Art. 16. When attending on the sick or the poor, the lady hospitallers shall be 
bound to conform, in the hospitals or other humane establishments, to the regulations of 
the administration. 

Those who become unfit for service through age or infirmity shall be maintained at 
the expense of the hospital in which they fell ill or in which they grew old. 

Art. 17. Each house, and even that of the chief seat, if there be one, shall be 
subject in regard to spiritual affairs to the diocesan Bishop, who will visit and regulate it 
exclusively. 

Art. 18. An account shall be rendered to the Bishop of all disciplinary punishments 
which have been inflicted by authority of the Statutes. 

Art. 19. The houses of the hospitaller congregations shall be’ subject to the police 
regulations of the mayors, the prefects, and officers of justice, like all other houses of the 
State. 

Art. 20. Whenever a sister hospitaller shall have to complain of acts against which the 
law declares summary police punishment or more serious penalties, the complaint shall be 
laid before the ordinary judges. 


Inclosure 3 in No. 5. 
Religious Congregations. 


THE suppression of the religious congregations took place in the early times of the 
union of Belgium with France, by the Law of 15 Fructidor, aniv. That law, however, 
spared the religious houses which were instituted for the purpose of public education, or 
relief of the sick. These latter houses were likewise suppressed by the law of 5 Frimaire, 
an VI. 

The right of religious association was subsequently re-established by an Imperial 
Decree of 3 Messidor, an x11., which, however, made the establishment of the corporations 
dependent on a previous authorization by the Government, on inspection of the: statutes 
and regulations according to which it was proposed to live in those congregations or 
associations. 

The Decree of February 18, 1809, organized the houses of the hospitaller congrega- 
tions ; the houses of refuge formed the subject of the Decree of December 26, 1810. This 
latter Decree has never been applied in Belgium, no house of that kind having been 
established in this country. =~, 

The congregations of lady hospitallers ‘organised in conformity with the Decree of 
February 18, 1809, enjoy civil incorporation. fs 

Independently of the authorized congregations, a certain number of religious congre- 
gations have been formed since 1830, in consequenee of the right of free association 
sanctioned by the Constitution. 

The result is that the population of the religious communities on the 31st of Decem- 
ber, 1856, compared with that of the 15th of October, 1846, had increased by 2,662 
persons, that is 332 monks and 2,230 nuns. This augmentation is divided in the following 
manner amongst the several provinces : —

seit Decree suppressing the Monasteries, Convents, and other Reliquous Communities, 
except those which are indicated. 


CONSIDERING that the suppression of the houses of the Regular Institutions is a 
necessity in regard to the pre-eminent interests of the State, and of those persons who 
have been or are members of the communities of monasteries and convents ; that,.in the 
amelioration of the lot of the national creditors the welfare is concerned of an. immense 
uumber of families, and, to a great extent, the stimulus to public wealth ; that the amount 
of the debt requires great and efficacious means, which must be sought for without 
burdening the nation, and without diminishing the resources required for the civil war; 
and, in short, that in disposing of the property, income, and claims of the regulars of both 
sexes, strict justice admonishes, and my royal and pious mind inclines, to assure to all an 
honest and respectable livelihood, in conformity with the religious sentiments of this 
Catholic nation ; having conferred with my Council. of Ministers, and having taken into 
consideration the Law of January 16 of the present year; in the name of my illustrious 
daughter, Queen Isabella II, I have decreed as follows :— 

» Article 1. All the monasteries, convents, colleges, congregations, and other com- 
munities or religious institutions of men, including those of the regular clergy and the four 
military orders and St. John of J erusalem, existing in the Peninsula, the adjacent islands, 
and the possessions of Spain in Africa, are suppressed. 

Art. 2. The following are excepted from the provisions of the preceding Article :— 

(1.) The, colleges of missionaries for the Provinces of Asia, of Valladolid, Ocana, 
and Monteagudo. 

(2.) The houses of the clergy of the pious schools and the convents of the Hospitallers 
of St. John of God, which are open at the present time. The Government reserves to 
itself the power of fixing the residence of the missionaries, of the teachers at the pious 
schools, and of the hospitallers, in such manner as it may judge most suitable to accomplish 
the different objects of their institution. 

Art. 3. The Government will adopt suitable arrangements for the preservation of 
the convents and colleges of the et en of Jerusalem and its Gepenpencigs. 


Art. 5. The Boards which are created by this Decree in the capitals of all the dioceses 
will reduce the number of convents of nuns to that which may be absolutely indispensable, 
to) hold with convenience those who wish to remain in. them, distributing the nuns_ of 
the suppressed houses among others of the same order which are to continue, and observing 
the following principles in the suppression : _— 

(1.) No convent shall remain open which contains less than twenty professed nuns. 

(2.) ‘Two or more convents of the same order’ shall not be ‘allowed-in the same 
town. 

Art. 6. Admission is prohibited to novices of both sexes in all the convents and 
beaterios which remain in existence by this Decree. . 

Art. 7. The Civil Goverror of the province shall direct that the hanene ét both sexes, 
who have taken the religious Labit in any convent or beaterio of ‘whatsoever order, 
institution, or denomination, but have not made their profession on the publication of this 
Royal Decree in the respective provinces, immediately return to their: homes. 

Art. 8. The- monks and nuns who remain in the houses or convents of any order or 
institution not-to—be suppressed by this Royal Decree shall be entitled to claim their 
exclaustration at-any time. 

Art.9. The Civil’ Governor shall authorize in the pignees under his charge the 
exclaustration of the monks and ‘nuns‘who solicit it, rendering subsequent account to the 
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Board.’ He will proceed to the exclaustration of the Beatas (women who wear the neliBIOUe 
dress but have not taken vows) with the same formality. 

Art. 10. The monks and nuns, ‘as well as the Beatas, who in future may be 
discloistered, are forbidden to live in community again. 

Art. 11, The public use of the religious habit is forbidden to both sexes. 

Art. 12. The discloistered regulars ordained in sacris remain like the seculiar eccle- 
siastics under the jurisdiction of the respective Ordinaries. Those who may not have 
received the higher orders will live like secular persons, subject to the same authorities 
as other Spaniards, ts 

Art, 18. The discloistered monks not ordained in sacris may obtain civil employments 
in all proféssions, and they are subject to ‘the obligations of laymen. 

Art. 14. The ecclesiastical jurisdiction which was exercised by the prelates of the 
suppressed communities devolves on the Ordinaries in whose dioceses the districts hitherto 
exempt are included. If these districts are ‘on the confines of two dioceses, the jurisdic- 
tion will belong to that of which the capital is nearest. 

Art. 15. In the suppressed monasteries and convents to which the cure of souls was 
annexed, parishes shall be formed with a sufficient number of ministers, whose subsistence 
shall be’ ‘provided for by the usual means. 

“Art. 16. The secular benefices united to the suppressed monasteries and convents shall 
be restored’ to their original freedom and royal and ordinary provision ; but their’ actual 
possessors shall remain in the exercise and enjoyment of them and have to pay the pen- 
sions with which they are charged. 

‘Art. 17. In each diocese and in the Vicariate of Madrid a house shall be established, 
called the Heuse of Venerables, for the discloistered persons who voluntary solicit to be 
admitted, provided that, on the publication of the present Decree, they shall have attained 
the age of 60 years, or prove that they suffer from some habitual infirmity which absolutely 
prevents them from devoting themselves to the exercise of their ministry. 

* Art. 18. The Boards shall fix upon the towns where it may be suitable to establish 
the’ houses of Venerables,“‘which are to be under the spiritual direction of the rector 
of the respective parish. An Ordinance will regulate its internal government. 

~ Art. 19. The Boards shall distribute among the towns of the diocese, and the 
Ordinary shall assign tothe parishes, the discloistered monks ordained in sacris who are to 
enjoy the pension allotted to them by this Royal Decree. ‘Those are to be excepted 
who have not finished their literary career, and they are at liberty to continue it in the 
universities, seminaries, and other approved colleges. | 

Art: 20. All landed property, furniture, and moveables, rents, claims, and shares of 
all houses of community of both sexes thus suppressed, are to be applied to the Royal 
Sinking Fund for the extinction of the public debt, remaining subject, as hitherto, to the 
regular civil and ecclesiastical charges which are imposed upon them. 

Art. 21, The provision contained in the preceding Article is not applicable to the 
property, rents, claims, and shares belonging to the Commissaryship-General of Jerusalem, 
and those which are specially devoted “to objects of beneficence or public instruction } 
as likewise that part of the property of the Monastery of the Escurial which is. ascertained 
to belong to the Royal Patrimony, when the classification which is in progress by my 
Secretary of State and the Department of Finance is finished. 

Art. 22. The Ordinaries may, with ‘the approbation of the Government, assign to 
parishes those churches of the suppressed convents which are necessary. 

Art. 23. In the same manner they may dispose in favour of poor parishes of their 
dioceses of the sacred vessels, ornaments, and other articles for public worship, except 
those which from their rarity or’ artistic merit ought to be carefully preserved, and those 
which on account of their considerable value would not be consistent with the nos of 
the churches. er 

Art. 24. Of the suppréssed convents those which are thought suitable may be allotted’ 
for establishments of public utility. 

- Art. 25. In like manner ‘the archives, pictures, books, and other articles belonging 
to institutions of science and art shall be assigned to the provincial libraries, A alan 
academies, and other éstablishments' of publie instruction. 

“Art. 26. The monks and nuns who are discloistered in’ virtue of the permission 
granted to them by Article 8, are empowered to carry away with them furniture, effects, 
and books for their private use. The same privilege is granted to those persons whose 
houses ‘are suppressed by the present Decree. 

Art. 27. The monks belonging to the institutions not suppressed by this Decree 
will receive a daily’ pension, namely, 5 reals for the priests and those ordained i 
sacris, and 3 for the other professed persons, choristers as well as lay oe The 
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hospitallers who are forbidden by their institution to take holy orders, will also receive 
. 5 reals a-day. ey 

Art. 28. The regulars now discloistered or who may be discloistered in future, and 
those secularized in former times, who were not so on account of sufficient patrimony or 
allowance, and who may not have obtained afterwards a chaplaincy or other ecclesiastical 
income, shall enjoy the pension assigned by the previous Article to the members of the 
houses not suppressed. 

Art. 29. Nuns secularized in former times and those now discloistered, or who may 
be discloistered hereafter, shall enjoy the allowance of 5 reals a-day ; those who still prefer 
the monastic life will receive only 4. eae 

Art. 30. The Beatas who still devote themselves to instruction and hospitality shall 
receive the pension of 5 reals a-day. ! ‘ 

Art. 31. The amount of the pensions assigned in the preceding Articles shall be paid 
monthly by the Boards from the funds intended for the maintenance of the regulars. 

Art. 32. These shall cease from the moment in which those who are interested in 
them obtain an ecclesiastical or State income greater than or equal to that of the 
allowance; but if it be less they will still receive the difference. ane 

Art. 33. The discloistered and secularized, who obtain any civil or ecclesiastical 
appointment, as well as the authorities, corporations, and persons who have been instru- 
mental to it, shall report to the Board within the period of eight days, in order that the 
latter may decree the discontinuance of the pension. 

Art. 34. Those persons of either sex who have obtained, or shall hereafter obtain 
for themselves decent means of subsistence, in the opinion of the Board, will not reeeive 
any pension ; but they wili retain the right of receiving appointments, like the others, 
according to their merits. ey ; 

Art. 35. Under any of the following circumstances, the monks ‘and‘nuns will lose all 
right to the respective pensions :— 

1. Having absented themselves from the kingdom without permission from the 
Government, and without passport from the competent authority, before the publication 
of this my Royal Decree. 

_ 2. Absenting themselves after its publication without permission of the Government, 
or leaving the province of their respective residence for any other of the kingdom, without 
the consent of the Board of the Diocese, and without a passport from the authority. 

3. Being absent with permission of the Government, and now residing abroad, but not 
presenting themselves to the Ambassador, Minister, or Envoy, or, failing them, to the 
Spanish Consul, within the term respectively fixed by them to do so; producing the 
passport obtained from the competent Spanish authority, declaring their intention of 
returning to the kingdom, receiving their passport for the purpose, and arriving in Spain 
at the place named in that document. . 

4. Refusing, without just and legitimate cause, in the opinion of the: Board, to 
serve in the office or employment conferred upon them, according to the respective 
circumstances. 

Art. 36. The following funds shall be applied for the payment of the pensions allotted 
to the regulars of both sexes :— 

1. The produce of the subsidy of the clergy. . 

2. The tithes received by the communities, both suppressed and existing. 

3. The produce of all ecclesiastical benefices, to which the Decree of March 9, 1834, 
refers, which are vacant, or may become vacant hereafter. 

4. The revenues of the collative chaplaincies vacant, or which shall become vacant’ 
hereafter. Those are excepted which are inherent in or subject to family patronage, and 
those which are applied to the endowment of rectories not having ‘a competent income. 

5. The revenues of the rectories and of the benefices of places without inhabitants 
now vacant, or which shall hereafter become vacant, not inherent in or subject to family 
patronage. ; 

6. The revenues of rural hermitages and private chapels which give no right to 
ordinat;on. 

7. The pensionable portion of the bishoprics of which the Government has not yet 
disposed, as likewise the pensions imposed upon those which shall become vacant here- 
after. 

8. The produce of the ‘‘ Cruzada,” of the property left by Bishops at their death, 
of the vacant benefices, and of the Pious Beneficial Fund, which has been appropriated 
hitherto to alms for communities, as likewise the pensions paid from the said funds, 
vacant, or which shall be vacant hereafter, with the exception of those which are justly 
due, and those paid to a charitable institution or to one for public instruction ; and 
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likewise the alms assigned to private persons from the above-mentioned Pious Beneficial 
Fund. 

9. The produce of the indispensable pious legacy which the rectors collect for the 
redemption of captives. 

10. The property and revenues belonging to refuges for pilgrims. 

11. The produce of the 3 per cent. which is received at the general collecting office 
for deceased Bishops’ property and vacant sees for the issue of titles and patents of 
bishoprics, dignities, canonries, and other ecclesiastical benefices. 

12. The ecclesiastical incomes of those who are in foreign parts, and who have not 
recognized Her Majesty’s present Government. 

Art. 37. The Boards will propose to the Government such other funds as can be 
applied to the maintenance of the regulars, and which are now appropriated to less urgent 
purposes. 

Art. 38. If the funds mentioned in Article 36, and those which in future may be 
appropriated, shall not suffice to discharge the pensions assigned to the regulars of both 
sexes, the Royal Sinking Fund will supply the rest that may be necessary to provide 
for their respectable maintenance ; for this purpose the Commissioners of the Provinces 
will pay monthly the amount drawn for it by the Board. 

Art. 39. The following appointments are open to the pensioned priests :— 

* 1. Rectorial benefices of the parochial churches. 

2. Incumbencies of rectories, by whomsoever conferred. 

3. Managers of parochial churches, while they are vacant. 

4, Choir and altar chaplaincies of parochial, collegiate, and cathedral churches. 

5. Chaplaincies of private cha; els, although they may be situated within the walls of 
some parochial collegiate or cathedral church. 

6. Chaplaincies of souls which exist in some towns. 

7. Chaplaincies of Beaterios and convents of nuns which are not apples: 

8. Chaplaincies of the army and navy. 

9. Chaplaincies of civil and military hospitals, refuges, and foundling hospitals, and 
other public establishments of beneficence, and those depending upon the Patriarchate in 
every sense. 

10. Chaplaincies of public prisons, houses of correction, and places of penal 
servitude. 

11. The sacristies of the collegiate and cathedral churches which are not dignities 
thereof. One-half at least of these appointments, whether now vacant or to become vacant 
hereafter, shall be allotted to the priests and those ordained in sacris, who are secularized 
or discloistered, until all who are receiving pensions from the State shall have obtained 
employment. 

Art. 40. The priests and those ordained in sacris shall be preferred for the sacristies 
and parochial churches, but if none apply for them, they shall be conferred on the 
choristers and lay brothers. 

_ Art. 41. The pensioned ecclesiastics who possess the necessary qualifications, shall be 
appointed to the situations of organists, musicians, sub-precentors, chanters, and other 
_ posts of the parochial, collegiate, and cathedral churches throughout the kingdom. 

Art. 42. The discloistered monks who have not completed their career will be eligible 
to the scholarships now vacant, or which may become vacant hereafter in the seminaries 
and other colleges, whether they are at the disposal of the Ordinary or in Royal patronage, 
or that of any civil or ecclesiastical corporation. ‘Those who obtain them will no longer 
enjoy the pension. 

Art. 43. The discloistered and secularized monks who give the necessary security and 
guarantee, will obtain the governorship of houses of correction ; ; of civil, military, and 
ecclesiastical hospitals; of hospices, asylums for foundlings, and other establishments of 
beneficence, which may be vacant, or shall become vacant hereafter. 

Art. 44. The chaplaincies and benefices will be conferred in trust on the non-qualified 
discloistered monks, with the obligation of personal residence. 

Art. 45. Tfany of the rectories or other ecclesiastical benefices conferred upon the 
secularized monks in th> constitutional epoch, should be vacant on the publication of this 
Royal Decree, thos: monks shall be immediately replaced in them in conformity with 
the Circular of November 18 last year. 

Art. 46. The discloistered and secularized monks who may temporarily fill the 
Chaplaincies and Stewardships which are afterwards permanently conferred upon. others, 
shall again enjoy the pension, on presenting a certificate from the Ordinary that they are 
no longer in office. , 

Art. 47. In the capital of each Diocese a Board shall be constituted consisting of the

Ordinary, the Civil Governor, the Intendant, a member of the Provincial Deputation, and 
of a dignitary, canonical or prebendary, nominated by the said Deputation. | ; 

Art. 48. Without prejudice to the creation of the Board of Toledo, another shall be 
formed in the Capital for Madrid and its districts ; the functions of the Metropolitan are 
to be discharged by the Vicar Ecclesiastic, and those of the Capitular Dignitary by a 
priest elected by the Provincial Deputation. 

Art. 49. In default of the Diocesan Prelate, his duty devolves on the Governor of the 
Diocese ; and if there should be two or more, on the first appointed; in a vacant see, 
on the Capitular Vicar. | 

Art. 50. If the Civil Governor or Intendant does not reside in the capital of the 
Diocese, they shall designate respectively the authority or person who is to represent them 
at the Board. 

Art. 51. If in one and the same Diocese there should be places subject to different 
Civil Governments or Intendancies, it shall devolve upon the Civil Governor or Intendant 
of the capital of the Diocese to designate the authority or person who shall in his name 
attend at the Board. 

Art, 52. The Board shall be presided over by the following persons in the order 
indicated :—The Diocesan Prelate, the Civil Governor or Intendant, if personally present ; 
and in his absence, the member of the Provincial Deputation. If he be absent the 
presidency shall devolve upon him who represents the Diocesan Prelate, the Civil Governor, 
or Intendant. 

Art. 53..The. Board, at. the time of its installation, will proceed to appoint the 
Secretary and. other assistants necessary for the gratuitous discharge of the work which 
is imposed upon it. The Government will always bear these services in mind for the 
employment and advancement of those concerned. ret pee 

Art. 54, Regulations will be drawn up to determine the powers of these Boards, for the 
most complete and judicious fulfilment of the distinguished charge which I confide to 
their zeal and their attachment to religion and to the State. 

Art..55. Those regulations will define the qualifications to be possessed by the 
secularized and discloistered persons, in order that they may devote themselves to public 
instruction, and practise medicine, surgery, and pharmacy. 

Art. 56. All the decrees, circulars, and orders previously issued concerning this 
matter remain in force, in so far'as they are not contrary to the provisions contained in 
this my Roval Decree. You will understand this, and you will give the necessary direc- 
tions for its execution.

Regulations for the execution of the preceding Decree. 


In order that the Royal Decree of the 8th of this month relative to the regulars of 
both sexes may be duly fulfilled and executed with fitting uniformity, Her Majesty the 
Queen Regent has been pleased to command that the following Regulations be observed 
and carried into effect :— : 

Article 1.- As soon as the Civil Governors receive these Regulations they shall take 
proper measures to instal without delay the Diocesan Boards established by Article 47 0 
the Royal Decree of the 8th of this month. 

Art. 2, The Boards shall proceed at once to the suppression of all houses of commu- 
nities of men that may exist in their districts, only keeping open those which have been 
excepted in Article 2 of the said Royal Decree. 

' Art..3. They shall also proceed to the suppression of all the Beaterios not instituted 
for hospitality or for primary instruction. | ; 
~<) Arti4. The Boards shall distribute all the nuns living within their districts into the 
number of convents absolutely necessary to contain those who still wish to lead a monastic 
life. In the distribution the following precautions shall be ebseryed :— 

(1.) The nuns of one rule shall not be congregated with those of a different rule. 

(2.) Those edifices shall be selected to remain open which, by their size and capacity, 
may accommodate conveniently the number of nuns who have to occupy them. 

(3.) If the nuns belonging to one Order existing in the diocese do not reach the 
number specified they shall be transferred to the houses of the same rule which may be 
open in the nearest diocese, and for this purpose the respective diocesan Boards shall 
come to an understanding and act in concurrence. 
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Art. 5. The monks and nuns belonging to the monasteries and convents which are 
retained are not to recognize more regular prelates than the local ones of each ‘house, 
elected by the said communities, both remaining subject to the jurisdiction ° ‘of ane 
respective Ordinaries. 

Art. 6. The Board will propose to the Government the amount which they may 
consider suitable for defraying the expenses of worship in the churches of the convents of 
both sexes, which are not suppressed, in order to fix according to their view the proper 
allowance, which is to be paid monthly from the funds applied to the subsistence of the 
regulars. 

Art. 7. The Pea sroncre of the Royal Sinking Fund in the Provinces shall face 
the utmost care that the necessary works and repairs shall be done in the convents'of 
both sexes which remain open, both in order that the edifices shall not suffer deterioration, 
and that. they may be conveniently inhabited by the monks and nuns, for which purpose 
the respective prelates shall render an account to the Board so that they may os proper 
measures for that object. 

Art. 8. The Boards shall specify the convent which they may deem most suitable 
in point of situation and capacity for the establishment of the House of Venerables, ' men- 
tioned in Article 17 of the Royal Decree. 

_ Art. 9, If, through the excessive number of old and disabled persons, the Board 
should consider that one house is not sufficient, and if they cannot be admitted into ‘those 
of the nearest dioceses, it shall report thereon to the Government with a statement of 
the number of the disclvistered persons who desire to become inmates, that the latter 
may decide according to its views. 

Art. 10, The aged and disabled belonging to the House of Venerables shall coutotth 
in the matter of dress to the provisions in Article 11 of the Royal Decree. 

Art. 11. The spiritual exercises, which those persons who are lodged in the House of 
Venerables choose to perform, shall be absolutely voluntary and not public. 

Art; 12. For each twelve aged or disabled men who are received into the House of 
Venerables, there. shall also be admitted a deacon, a sub-deacon, and two lay brothers, 
whose duty it shall be to attend to and help the former. This service is quite volun- 
tary, and the Government will have regard to the services of the persons who devote 
themselves to it in respect to their future employment. 

Art. 13. The Boards will nominate the priest, who, under the name of rector, is to 
govern the House of Venerables gratuitously. 

Art. 14. The rector will see that order is observed in the House of Venerables, 
and that the persons admitted into it are carefully attended to. 

Art. 15. Neither the aged and disabled, nor those who devote themselves to their 
care and assistance, will receive pensions beyond what they are entitled to according to 
their class ; but those who fall ill will be aided with an extra allowance at the discretion 
of the Boards. 

Art. 16. The aged and disabled shall be free at all times to retire from the House of 
Venerables; but having once availed themselves of this right they cannot be re- 
admitted. 

Art 17. The Boards will frame Regulations in conformity with these principles for 
_ the internal management of the Houses of Venerables in their districts. 

Art. 18. The Boards are to distribute the discloistered monks and nuns in the towns 
within their jurisdiction, in conformity with what is ordained in Article 19 of the Royal 
Decree, within the peremptory term of forty days, reckoning from their own installation. 

_ Art, 19. The Boards, with the advice of the Prelates of the exempt and unsuppressed 
Jurisdictions, are to Actuibule the discloistered monks and nuns among the towns in their 
districts ; but.the allotment to the parishes thereof is to be made by the respective 
Prelates. 

Art. 20. The distribution mentioned in the preceding Article belongs to the Board of 
the Diocese in whose district the exempt towns are included. If these latter be on the 
confines of two or more Dioceses, the distribution shall be made by the Board at the least 
distance from the mother church of the jurisdiction nullius. 

, ,, Art. 21, Ifthe number of discloistered monks and nuns residing in the district of any 
Board should exceed the spiritual necessities of the Diocese, those not allotted are to be 
distributed amongst the nearest towns in which they are wanted. 

Art. 22. The Town Councils and rectors of parishes may solicit from the Ordinary, 
through the Boards, the allotment of one or more discloistered persons to their towns and 

arishes. 

: Art. 23, In order that persons of both sexes belonging to the unsuppressed convents 
and monasteries may receive the order for the pension assigned to them by the Royal 
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Decree, the local prelates shall remit to the Board every month au account of the number 
of the members, specifying their order, class, and other circumstances. A similar account 
shall be sent in by the Rector of the House of Venerables. 

Art. 24. The discloistered and secularized monks and nuns who claim tlie pension to 
which their class entitles them, must remit to the Board, within the term that will be 
specified by the latter, a statement declaring their name in full, place of birth and 
residence, age, Order, convent to which they belonged, and literary circumstances, with the 
vouchers. This statement shall also serve as a guide to the Boards, to enable them to 
effect with due information the distribution referred to in Article 19 of the Royal 
Decree. 

Art. 25. In order that the discloistered and secularized monks and nuns may be 
registered in the monthly list for the receipt of the pension, they must send to the Boards 
every month a certificate of existence, on plain paper, signed by the respective magistrates 
and rectors. 

Art. 26. The Treasury in which the funds allotted to the maintenance of the regulars 
are deposited, in virtue of the list that is to be sent in monthly by the Boards, will pay the 

ensions. 
‘ Art. 27. The Boards shall take the greatest care that no sum be allotted to 
persons who lose the right to it on account of employment, or any other of the causes 
expressed in the Royal Decree. 

Art. 28. Each Board is to look after the collection and distribution of the funds 
falling due in its Diocese, which are applied or may in future be applied to the maintenance 
of the regulars. The Madrid Board will collect the ways and means specified in Nos. 8 
and 11 of Article 36 of the Royal Decree, which are destined to the same purpose. 

Art. 29. For the administration of the property and revenues applied to the main- 
tenance of the regulars, the Boards will adopt the method which theymay consider most 
advantageous, retaining those which from the facility and cheapness of collection cannot 
be substituted by others without serious inconveniences. or this purpose the Boards are 
to avail themselves of the services of the ecclesiastical chapters and parochial rectors of 
their respective dioceses, as also of the administrative Agents of the Government, who, as 
Her Majesty expects, will co-operate efficiently for the full accomplishment of Her 
maternal intentions. 

Art 30. The funds will be deposited at the disposal of the Boards, in the treasuries of 
the cathedral chapters for which the payments are to be made, on orders from the said 
Boards. Those of Madrid are to be deposited at the office of the Receiver-General for the 
property of deceased bishops and vacant benefices. The treasurers will not receive any 
emolument for this service, which is to be entirely gratuitous. . 

Art. 31. If the funds specified in the Royal Decree should not suffice to cover all the 
expenses, the Boards are to draw from the Commissioners of the Royal Sinking Fund in 
the Provinces the amount which may be necessary, rendering an account to the Govern- 
ment for its information. : 

Art. 32. Should the Commissioners not honour the orders of the Boards with the 
punctuality required by the sacred purpose to which they are destined, the latter are to 
inform the Government immediately, so that the most prompt and efficacious means may 
be adopted to prevent any delay in the receipt of their pensions by the regulars. 

Art. 33. The Boards are to have an account and statement made out of the produce 
of the ways and means, and of the amount of the pensions and other expenses; and at 
the end of each year the Boards are to send in to the Government an account both of the 
deficits and surpluses. 

; Art. 34. The surpluses which there may be in some dioceses are to be applied to 
cover the deficits which may occur in others; for which purpose the Boards are to render 
an account to the Government both of the deficits and the surpluses. 

Art. 35. In conformity with the provisions in Article 37 of the Royal Decree, the 
Boards shall propose to the Government the funds which may be applied to the 
maintenance of the regulars, and which are at present intended for purposes less 
urgent. 

Art. 36. The Boards are to take most especial care that the secularized monks. be 
restored without any delay to the rectories and other benefices which they obtained in the 
constitutional epoch, if they happen te be now vacant; and, if not, that others of the 
same class shall be conferred upon them in aecordance with the provision in the Circular 
of November 18 last. | 

Art. 37. The replacements or indemnifications of the secularized monks who obtained 

benefices in the Constitutional epoch shall not be reckoned in the moiety of the vacant 
benefices mentioned in Article 39 of the Royal Decree for the employment of the regulars. 
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a 
Neither shall the benefices conferred upon individuals belonging to congregations of secular 
clergy be reckoned in the said moiety. 

Art, 38. The Boards are to take every opportunity of procuring prompt employment 
for the discloistered and secularized monks in the civil and ecclesiastical offices specified 
in the Royal Decree, and in those which may be indicated hereafter. 

Art. 39x1f in any dioceses there should be vacancies like those: specified for the 
employment of pensioned ecclesiastics, and there should be no discloistered or secularized 
* monks to fill them, they are to be conferred upon those of the nearest provinces. 

Art. 40. The Boards are to propose to the Government such employments not 
comprised in the Royal Decree, as may afford disclcistered and secularized monks a 
respectable maintenance. 

Art. 41. The Boards shall hold without intermission the sittings necessary to accom- 
plish the arrangements contained in Articles 1, 4, 5, 17, and 19 “of the Royal Decree. 
Afterwards they shall establish periodical meetings for the despatch of any business that 
may occur, and they must not be less than once a-week. 

Art. 42. The Boards are to send in to the Government, as soon as possible, the 
following statements :— 

I. Of the persons living in unsuppressed convents of men, specifying the number of 
priests and those ordained in sacris, as also of the choristers and lay brothers. 

2. Of all discloistered monks residing in their district, including the four military 
orders and St. John of Jerusalem, and the missionary clergy and those of St. Philip Neri. 

3. Of the monks secularised up to the present time, who may not have become so 
on account of patrimony or sufficient maintenance, and who may not have since obtained 
a chaplaincy or ecclesiastical income. 

4, Of the aged and disabled lodged in the House of Venerables, and of those who 
devote themselves to their care and. assistance. : 

5. Of the nuns who still Jead a monastic life, including those of the four military 
orders and St. John of Jerusalem; mentioning the number of monasteries which they 
oceupy and the number of those which are closed. 

6. Of the nuns who have been discloistered up to the date of the statement. 

7. Of the nuns secularized in former periods. 

8. Of the Beaterios actually existing, setting forth the object of their institution, and | 
the number of holy women (beatas) who inhabit them. 

9. Of the suppressed Beaterios, mentioning the number of holy women discloistered 
voluntarily or in consequence of the suppression of their houses. 

Art. 48. The Boards are to render an account to the Government every three 
months. 

1. Of the monks and nuns, who may hereafter be discloistered. 

2. Of the aged and disabled who voluntarily leave the House of Venerables. 

3. Of the pensioned persons deceased. 

4. Of those who have obtained employments. 

5. Of those who for any other cause cease to receive a pension. 

6. Of the monasteries which have been closed because they did not contain the 
number required in the first stipulation of Article 5 of the Royal Decree. This informa- 
tion is to be sent to the Government within the first fortnight of January, April, July, and 
October of each year, including the first that is sent in to it from the Ist of April until the 
end of June of the current year. 

Art, 44. The Boards are to have a‘direct understanding among themselves and with 
all the authorities and corporations, ecclesiastical as well as civil “and military, for the 
prompt discharge of their duties, and the latter are to afford them as much assistance as 
they may deem-necessary for the efficiency of their resolutions. 

Art. 45. The Boards are charged under the strictest responsibility with the exact and 
prompt fulfilment of the Royal Decree in every respect, and they are to consult the 
Government whenever any well founded doubt occurs to them with respect to the meaning 
of any of its provisions, so that the latter may decide as it deems most expedient. _ 

Art. 46. The discloistered and secularized monks may open, where convenient to 
them, public classes in elementary instruction for Latin and other languages, provided that 
they arrange the instruction according to the Regulations in force and send in to the Town 
Council of the place where they settle a certificate of their qualifications. 

Art. 47. The Town Councils are recommended to pay attention to the applications of 
the discloistered and secularized monks who possess the necessary qualifications for titular 
places of masters in primary instruction and teachers of Latin. 

Art. 48. The discloistered and secularized monks are authorized to devote themselves 
to instruction in the sciences and fine arts. 
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Art. 49. The discloistered and secularized monks may obtain professorships in the 
conciliary seminaries and other colleges, provided that they have- the Neopen ae ty 
required by the Circular of October 12 last. . 

Art. 50. They may likewise obtain the pier ps of theology and the learned. 
languages in the Universities of the kingdom, if they have the qualifications genie for 
the system of study adopted. 

Art. 51. In ke manner the discloistered and secularized monks, distinguished for 
their erudition and talents, may aspire to employments in the public libraries already 
existing, or which may hereafter be established. 

Art. 52. The discloistered and secularized monks who wish to make use of the 
faculties granted to them by the preceding Articles, are to present to the competent 
authority a certificate from the Civil Governor of the Province in which they reside, 
showing their decided adherence to the Government of Her Majesty Dofia Isabella I, and. 
to existing institutions. For the issue of these certificates, the Civil Governors are to 
take the opinion, not only of the Town Councils of the places where those interested | 
have resided, but also of private persons known for their love cf liberty and the legitimate 
throne. 

Art, 53. The discloistered and secularized monks not ordained in sacr is, who have 
been examined or shall hereafter be examined as ‘physicians, surgeons, or apothecaries, 
are authorized to follow their_profession. 

Art. 54. Those comprised in the preceding Article may obtain the appointments of 
physicians, surgeons, and apothecaries in the army and navy, as well as in the houses of 
correction, civil, ecclesiastical, and military hospitals, hospices, foundling hospitals, and 
other public establishment of benevolence. 

Art. 55. The Town Councils are recommended to pay attention to the applications of 
the discloistered and secularized monks who have been examined in the said faculties, when 
filling up the appointments of titular physicians, surgeons, and apothecaries of prisons, &c. 

“Art. 56. The discloistered and secularized monks, qualified according to the regula- 
tions in force, may obtain Professorships of Medicine, Surgery, and Pharmacy in the 
Universities and other approved Colleges. 

Art. 57. Those who have commenced these careers may obtain the appointments of 
practitioners in the civil, military, and ecclesiastical hospitals, reckoning the solar years of 
assistantship in the academical courses for the purpose of the examination; but they shall 
not be entitled to any pension while in the enjoyment of the said places.

Decree of July 29, 1837, suppressing in the Peninsula, the adjacent Islands and the 
Possessions of Spain in Africa, all the Monasteries, Convents, Colleges, Congregations, 
and other houses of Monks and Nuns. 


Dofia Isabella II, by the grace of God, and by the Constitution of the Spanish 
Monarchy, Queen of Spain, and during her minority the Queen Dowager Dofia Maria 
Christina de Bourbon, to all those who shall see and hear these presents, be it known: That 
the Cortes have decreed, and We have sanctioned the following :— 

The Cortes, in exercise of their powers, have decreed the following :— 

Art. 1. All the monasteries, convents, colleges, congregations, and other houses of 
monks and nuns are suppressed in the Peninsula, the adjacent islands, and the Possessions 
of Spain in Africa. 

Art. 2. From the provision in the preceding Article, the colleges of missionaries for 
the provinces of Asia, established in Valladolid, Ocaiia and Monteagudo, are excepted, and 
they will continue under the denomination of colleges of the Asiatic mission. ‘The Govern- 
ment will fix the number of the persons who are to compose each college, as circumstances 
reas and regulate all that is required for their good government, and for the admission 
of novices. : 

Art. 3. The Government is authorized to’ rai provisionally, and where it may be 
considered necessary, until other means of instruction are provided, some houses of the 
Pious Schools. These houses, however, shall not be regarded now as religious’ com- 
munities, but as establishments of public instruction, dependent on the Government, which 
will issue rules for their internal regulation, and in conformity, as regards instruction, with 
the general plans which are followed, or shall be followed, in future. 

Art. 4. The Government is likewise authorized. to continue where and so long as Neo 
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“are necessary, some houses of the old hospitaller convents as civil establishments of hos- 
pitality, and under the regulations which the said Government shall issue for them. 

 -Art..5. It is also authorized to preserve under its immiediate dependency, and as 
merely civil hospitallary establishments, some houses of the Sisters of Charity of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, where they may be considered necessary, and as of temporary character, 
until it adopts suitable means to supply the want of them; and they are to be goxerage 
meanwhile by the regulations that are made for them. 

Art. 6, Finally, the Government is authorized to preserve on the same rane some 
houses of Beatas dedicated to hospitality and instruction. 

Art. 7. The Government will adopt suitable arrangements for the preservation 
and regulation of the Convents and Colleges of the Holy places of Jerusalem and its 
dependencies. 

Art. 8, The Government will render an account to the Cortes of the use it may make 
of the authority given to it in the five preceding Aritcles. 

Art. 9. Notwithstanding the provision in Article 1, the professed nuns who wish to 
continue in the mode of life which they have embraced, may do so under the rule of the 
superioresses whom they may elect, and subject to the Diocesan Ordinaries. 

Art. 10. The Boards created by the Royal Decree of March 8 of last year in the 
capitals of all the dioceses and in that of the Court, will still discharge the duty of reducing 
the convents of nuns to the number which they may consider convenient for the 
accommodation of those who wish to remain in them, endeavouring, as much as possible, 
to distribute the nuns among those which remain of the same Order, and proceeding on the 
following principles :— — 

(1 ai No convent. or monastery shall be kept open which has fewer than twelve 
professed nuns, nor shail those be re-opened which are already closed, although they had 
that number before they were closed. 

(2.) No more than a single convent of the same Order shall exist in the same town. 

(3.) If from special circumstances the Diocesan Boards consider it useful or necessary 
to preserve two convents of the same Order in one town, they are to represent this to the 
Government, which is authorized to decide what is fitting on the subject. 

Art. 11. The male and female novices, except those in the colleges of the Asiatic 
Mission, must not remain in the convents any longer, and the Government is to take care 
that they do not. 

Art. 12. The nuns who remain in the houses or convents that are still open have 
the right of soliciting to be discloistered at any time, and they are to apply for that purpose 
to the Civil Governor or constitutional Magistrate, who shall grant their request and make 
arrangements accordingly, without any Kind of delay, and shall report thereon to the 
Diocesan Board and the Ordinary. 

Art. 13. The nuns already discloistered and who shall be discloistered in future shall 
not be allowed to live in community again. 

Art. 14. Persons of both sexes are prohibited the public use of the religious habit. 

Art. 15. The discloistered regulars ordained in sacris remain in the class of secular 
ecclesiastics under the authority of the respective Ordinaries. 

Art. 16. Those who have not received the higher orders shall enjoy the same rights 
and be subject to the same obligations.as other Spaniards. 

_ Art. 17. In the suppressed monasteries and convents which had the cure of souls 
annexed, the churches shall remain open so long as the Government may think fit, after 
conferring with the ecclesiastical authority and the Provincial Deputation, and the endow- 
ment of the ministers will be provided for by the customary means. 

Art. 18. The secular benefices united to the suppressed monasteries and convents are 
restored to the Royal and ordinary patronage ; but their actual possessors shall remain in 
the exercise and enjoyment of them, and have to pay the pensions with which they are 
charged. | 

“Art. 19, The Boards will distribute among the towns of their respective dioceses the 
discloistered monks ordained in sacris who enjoy the pension assigned to them by this Law, 
and the diocesan prelates will assign them to the parishes. Those are excepted from these 
provisions who have not finished their literary career, and wish to continue it in the univer- 
sities, seminaries, and other approved colleges. 

Art. 20. All landed property, revenues, claims, and shares of all the houses of com- 
munity of both sexes, including those which remain open, are assigned to the sinking fund 
for the extinction of the national debt, remaining subject to the just charges to which they 
are liable. “The furniture of the houses which are to remain open is to be left in them for 

their use, after a proper inventory has been taken. 

a 21. ‘The property, revenues, esis and shares belonging to the colleges of the 
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mission for the provinces of Asia, to the pious work of the Holy Places of Jerusalem, and 
to those which are especially devoted to objects of hospitality, beneficence, and public 
instruction, as also to that part. of the property belonging to the monastery of the Escurial, 
which is ascertained to belong to the Royal patrimony, are excepted from the provision of 
the preceding Article. 

Art. 22. The Ordinaries, with the previous approbation of the Government, may allot 
to the parishes those churches of the suppressed convents which are necessary. 

Art. 23. In the same manner they may dispose, in favour of the poor parishes of their 
dioceses, of the sacred vessels, ornaments, and other articles pertaining to worship, with the 
exception of those which, from their rarity or artistic merit, it is expedient to preserve with 
care, as well as those which, on account of their considerable value, would not be in 
keeping with the poverty of the churches. 

Art. 24. The Government may appropriate for establishments of public utility those 
suppressed convents which are considered fit for such purposes. 

Art. 25. It will likewise assign the archives, pictures, books, and other objects per- 
taining to the sciences and arts, to the provincial libraries, museums, academies, and other 
establishments of public instruction. 

Art. 26. The monks and nuns who are discloistered may take away with them 
furniture, clothing, and books for their personal use. 

_ Art. 27. The discloistered regulars and those secularized in former periods, who were 
not so on account of patrimony or other sufficient allowance, and who have not since obtained 
a chaplaincy or other income, and who have not other means to provide for their decent 
subsistence, shall receive a pension of so much a day. 

Art. 28. This pension shall be 4 reals for the priests and those ordained in sacris, who 


are not above 40 years of age; 5 reals for those above 40, but under 60; and 6 for those 


who are beyond that age. The choristers and lay brothers who are unable to work, in the 
opinion of the Boards, will have 3 reals a day up to the age of 60 years, and 4 after that 
age. If they are not disabled, and are 40 years of age, they will receive the same pension 
of 3 and 4 reals. Those who are neither disabled nor are 40 years of age will only receive 
the pension of 3 reals for the space of two years. The hospitallers, who are forbidden by 
their institution from proceeding to holy orders, shall be regarded as professed lay 
brothers, but if they have been prelates in their convents they are to be considered as 
discloistered priests, with respect to the pension they are to receive. 

‘Art. 29. The nuns secularized at former times, and those previously discloistered, or 
who shall be discloistered in future, shall enjoy the allowance of 5 reals a day. Those 
who still prefer to lead a monastic life will receive only 4 reals. 

Art. 30. All the pensions are to cease as soon as those interested obtain an ecclesias- 
tical income or one from the State greater than or equal to that of the allowances. 
Should the income acquired be less they will still receive the difference. 

_ Art. 31. The discloistered and secularized persons who obtain any situation, civil or 
ecclesiastical, as well as the authorities, corporations, and persons concerned in conferring 
it, are to report thereon to the Diocesan Board in the period of eight days, so that the 
pension may cease. 

Art. 82. Monks and nuns will lose their right to the respective pensions in the 
following cases :— 

(1.) If they have taken part in factious proceedings. 

(2.) lf, after having been prosecuted for political offences since the Decree of 
Amnesty of 1832, they have not obtained a sentence of acquittal. 

(3.) If they have absented themselves from the kingdom without license of the 
Government, or passport from the competent authority. 

Those are excepted from this regulation who, having absented themselves before the 
publication of the Decree of. March 8, 1836, return to the Peninsula, and present 
themselves to the authorities within the space of four mYonths, reckoned from the pro- 
mulgation of this Law. 

(4.) If they absent themselves from the residence: assigned to them without the 
knowledge and consent of the Diocesan Board, and without the passport of the Civil 
Authority. 

Art. 33. The nation recognizes the payment of the pensions assigned to the regulars 

of both sexes as a charge upon and a liability of the Public ‘Treasury. 

Art. 34. Communities or private persons, who have a right to the pension, may, in 
case it is not duly paid to them, address their complaints to the Diocesan Boards, which 
will take the proper measures thereon, and report to Her Majesty through the Ministry of 
Grace and Justice if their complaints are not attended to. 

Art. 35. The said Boards are forthwith to make an approximate calculation of what 
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they deem necessary for the. worship in the churches of the religious houses which remain 
‘open, and are to submit it to the approval of the Government; but until this is obtained, 
the Public Treasury shall always pay the money in twelfth parts as the monthly instal- 
ments of the pensicns become due. In like manner the Boards will decide upon such 
repairs as are indispensable in the edifices, in concurrence with the Heads of the Public 
Treasury, by whom the expenses will be paid. 

Art. 36. For each existing house of nuns, an allowance shall be made of 2,200 reals 
annually, for physician, surgeon, and apothecary. 

Art. 37. The Government will earnestly recommend the Diocesan prelates and other 
patrons and electors to have regard to the merits of the discloistered monks, in order 
to procure them employment, provided that they obtain from the Civil Governors a 
owen of good social conduct, and that, moreover, they deserve it by their morality and 

aptitude 

Art. 38. The power of making wills, and the capacity of acquiring property by 
personal contract, ex testamento or ab ‘intestato, and the other civil rights which belong to 
secular ecclesiastics, shall be enjoyed by the secularized and discloistered monks and nuns 
from the time of their leaving the convents, and by the nuns who may continue in those 
that remain open from March 8, 1836. 

Art. 39. The Diocesan Boards and the other authorities and persons who have to 
take part in the execution of the provisions of this Law, are to proceed, in conformity with 
the Regulations of March 24, 1836, and those which the Government may mie here- 
after, in so far as they are not at variance with this Law.

Articles 29, 30, and 35 of the Concordat concluded with the Holy See tn the year 1851. 


Art. 29. In order that throughout the Peninsula there shall be a sufficient number of 
ministers and evangelical labourers of whom the Prelates may avail themselves for forming 
missions in the towns of their Dioceses, aiding the rectors, assisting the sick, and for other 
works of charity and public utility, Her Majesty’s Government, which proposes to 
introduce in due time improvements in the colleges of the missions for beyond seas, will at 
once make suitable arrangements for establishing, wherever necessary, with the previous 
advice of the Diocesan prelates, houses, and religious congregations of St. Vincent de Paul, 
St. Philip Neri, and others of the Orders approved by the Holy See, which shall serve in. 
the proper time as places of retirement for ecclesiastics, for the ‘performance of spiritual 
exercises, and for other pious uses. 

Art. 30. Jn order that there may likewise be religious houses for women, in which 
those who are inclined to a contemplative life, and those inclined to an active life in assisting - 
the sick, instructing children, and other works and occupations pious as well as useful to. 
the public, may follow their vocation ; the institution of the Daughters of Charity shall be- 


- maintained under the direction of the: clergy of St. Vincent de Paul, and the Government.

Art. 35. The conciliary seminaries shall ee from 90, 000 to 120, 000 reals annually, 
according to their circumstances and necessities. 

Her Majesty’s Government will provide the most appropriate means for the maintenance 

of the religious houses and congregations mentioned in Article 29. 

With respect to the maintenance of the religious communities the provision contained 
in Article 30 is to be observed. 

The property of such communities, which is in possession of the Government and has 
not been disposed of, shall be transferred to them at once and without delay, and to the 
Diocesan prelates as representing them, in whose districts the convents are or were before 
the last changes. But his Holiness, taking into consideration the actual state of that 
property and other particular circumstances, in order that its produce may be more equally 
applied to the expenses of worship and other general expenses, directs that the prelates, 
in the name of the religious communities to which it belongs, shall proceed immediately 
and without delay to the sale of the said property by public auction held in canonical 
form and in presence of a person appointed by Her Majesty’s Government. The produce 
of these sales shall be converted into non-transferable stock ofthe public debt in the 
3 per cents, the capital and interests of which shall be distributed among all the said 
convents, in proportion to their necessities and circumstances, in order to provide for the 
aforesaid expenses and for the payment of the pensions of the nuns who have a right to 
receive them ; the Government supplying, as heretofore, what may be necessary for the 
fen payment of ite said pensions until the death of the pensioners. 


Royal Order informing the Diocesans that Provisions 12 and 13 of the Decree of hae 29, 
1837, are annulled by the Concordat. Dated December 24, 1851. 


Having given an account to the Queen (whom God preserve) ot’a statement addressed 
to this Ministry by the Reverend Bishop of Jaen, who wishes to be informed whether 
Articles 12 and 13 of the Law of July 29, 1837, are, or are not, still in force, the 
purpose of those Articles being to facilitate the exclaustration of professed nuns, and to 
prevent their return to the cloister; Her Majesty was pleased to direct tnat the said state- 
ment should be laid before the Royal Ecclesiastical Chamber, in order that it might declare 
its opinion on the subject, and, in conformity with the advice of the said Chamber, has 
been pleased to resolve that the said Reverend Bishop of Jaen be informed, and that a 
Circular to the same effect be also addressed to all the other Diocesans of the Peninsula and 
the adjacent islands,—that since the publication of the Law of October 17 last, including 
the Concordat concluded with His Holiness this year, and in virtue of Articles 43 and 45 
thereof, the provisions of Articles 12 and 13 of the aforesaid Law of July 29, 1837, are 
annulled; and that consequently the exclaustration of the professed nuns cannot in future 
be effected except in the canonico-legal form, which the Church has always recognized. 

By Royal order I communicate this to you, for your information and the consequent 
effects.

- Decree of October 12, 1868, suppressing the Society of Jesus in the Peninsula and adjacent 
Islands. 


In exercise of the powers belonging to me, as member of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, in concurrence therewith, and as Minidter of Grace and J ustice, I now resolve upon 
the suppression of the regular Order called the Society of Jesus’ in the Peninsula and 
adjacent islands, closing within the period of three days all its colleges and institutions, 
and taking possession of its temporalities ; for which purpose those whom it concerns will 
issue proper directions to the authorities of the provinces where those establishments are. 
This occupation of the temporalities comprises all the property and effects of the Order, 
personal and real, buildings and revenues, which are ta become part of the capital of the 
nation, in accordance with the provision in the Royal Decree of July 4, 1835. The 
members of the suppressed Society cannot unite again asa body or community, nor wear 
the dress of the Order, nor have any dependence on the superiors of the Society in Spain 
or out of it; those who have not been ordained in sacris are subject in ere to the 
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ordinary civil jurisdiction. I enjoin the most. Reverend the Archbishops, the Right 
Reverend the Bishops, and all who exercise civil or ecclesiastical jurisdiction to co-operate 
on their part, each in what concerns him, for the due fulfilment of this order, in conformity 
with the pragmatic sanction dated April 2, 1767, and the Brief of His Holiness of 


July 21, 1773. Salt .

Decrees enacted as Laws by the Constituent Cortes. 


One of October 15, 1868, revoking the Decree of 25 July last, by which Religious Commu- 
nities were authorized to acquire and possess Property. 


In exercise of the powers vested in me, as member of the Provisional Government, 
and Minister of Grace and Justice, I now declare that the Decree of 25 July last, which 
authorizes the religious communities’ to’ acquire and possess property contrary to the 
provisions in the laws is entirely revoked, and Article 38 of the Law of July 29, 1837, 
which concedes that right individually to the professed nuns, is re-established in its force 


and vigour.

Another of October 18, 1868, suppressing the Monasteries, Convents, and Religious 
Communities founded since the Decree of July 29, 1837. pe: 


In exercise of the powers vested in me as member of the Provisional Government ana 
Minister of Grace and Justice, I now decree, in concurrence with the Council of Ministers, 
as follows :— 

Art. 1. From this date all monasteries, convents, colleges, congregations, and other 
houses of monks and nuns, founded in the Peninsula and the adjacent islands ‘since - 
July 29, 1837, to the present time, are suppressed. 

Art. 2. All the edifices, landed property, revenues, claims, and shares of the houses of 
community of both sexes, suppressed by the preceding Article, shall become the property 
of the State. 

_ Art. 3. The monks and nuns discloistered in consequence of the preceding provisions, 
' are subject to the respective Ordinaries, and have no right to receive the pension granted 
to those who entered the convents before the said date of July 29, 1837. 

Art. 4.. The nuns whose convents are suppressed in consequence of the provision in 
Article 1 of this Decree, may enter others of the same Order still existing, or solicit their 
exclaustration, and claim the dotation which they brought when they entered the Order, 
from the person or establishment in whose possession it is. 

Art. 5. All the convents, monasteries, colleges, congregations, and other religious. 
houses which still exist by virtue of the Law of July 29, 1837, shall be reduced in each 
province by one-half, and the Civil Governors, in concurrence with the Diocesans, will 
specify within the space of a month, reckoning from the publication of this Decree, those 
which are to be preserved, with preference for such as possess any artistic merit, and 
transfer the nuns from those which are suppressed to others of the same Order. 

__ Art. 6. In all monasteries and convents the admission of novices is forbidden, as well 
as the profession of those who are already there, although they. may have entered in the 
capacity of organists, chanters, or any other designation. 

Art. 7. The professed nuns who, in virtue of the present Decree, may remain in their 
_ convents, monasteries, &c., will be entitled to solicit their exclaustration at any time, on 
- application to the Civil Governor, who will grant it immediately, and report thereon to the 
Diocesan. 

Art. 8. The nuns whose profession took place before.the said Law of July 29, 1837, 
will be entitled to the pension of five reals, mentioned in Article 29 thereof; but those who 
entered afterwards, can only claim their dotations in the form prescribed by Article 4 of 
the present Decree. ~ 

Art. 9. The Sisters of Charity, of St. Vincent de Paul, of St. Isabella, those of Christian 
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Doctrine, and the rest, own by any other denomination, who now devote themselves to 
instruction and charity, will do so still, and are, from the publication of this Decree, 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Ordinary i in whose Diocese they reside.

Another of October 19, 1868, dissolving the Associations of St. Vincent de Paul. 


In exercise of the powers vested in me, as Member of the Provisional Government 
and Minister of Grace and Justice, in concurrence with the Council of Ministers, I now 
decree: that from this date the Associations of St. Vincent de Paul are dissolved. The 
civil Governors are to proceed to take charge of the books, papers, and funds belonging to 
them which are in the possession of their Presidents, Secretaries, or any other person.

Circular to the Civil Governors, December 17, 1868, explaining the Decree of October 18, 
‘and charging them with its prompt fulfilment. 


Senor Governor of »—The term having expired which was granted for 
the execution of the Decree of October 18, relative to the suppression of convents; and 
several Governors having addressed themselves to this Ministry for advice upon certain 
difficulties which they met with in the fulfilment of the said Decree, I have resolved to 
represent to you as follows :— 

1. The execution of the Decree belongs to yourself exclusively. 

2. Those convents which are in private patronage are to remain in existence. 

3. All the convents of nuns ‘which are devoted to instruction and charity, are also 
excepted from the suppression prescribed in Article'9 of the said Decree. 

4. The union of Communities is to take place among those of the same Order, 


whenever it is possible; but if the diocesans or the communities themselves should solicit | 


_ the union with different Orders, you are to accede in every case to their request, and prove 
that ‘ was so desired by the former or the latter. 

. You may attend to the applications of towns for the preservation of certain con- 
j er if the applicants guarantee the indemnification of the amount which they might 
produce to the State if once suppressed, and of the expenses occasioned by retaining in 
distinct buildings communities which might be united. 

6. You may also decide upon any petition which the towns address to you relative to 
the preservation of particular convents, provided that, on consultation, the Provincial 
Deputation should express a favourable opinion upon it. 

7. You are to forward to this Ministry a statement setting forth the number of 


suppressed convents, the number of nuns in them, and all the circumstances which have | 


contributed to the suppression of those instead of others. The said statement is to 
declare the number of convents which still exist, the number and Order of the communities 
in each of them, the number of nuns‘ who were there before the execution of the last 
Decree, and the number of those still in them; whether the communities of those convents 
do, or do not, devote themselves to instruction or charity, and all the circumstances on 
account of which they have not been suppressed. 
8. You are to report to this Ministry respecting the nuns who have applied to be 
discloistered, in exercise of the right granted to them by Article 7 of the said Decree. 

I consider it unnecessary to remind you that the Decree of October 18 must be 
definitively executed, without loss of time and to its full extent.

Article 13 and Additional Articles 1 and 2 of the Project of Law on Ecclesiastical Liabilities, 
approved by the Cortes and sanctioned by His Majesty King Amadeus I, on December 
26, 1872. 


Article 13 of the Law on Ecclesiastical Liabilities, approved by the Cortes and sanctioned by 
His Majesty King Amadeus I, on December 26, 1872, but which was never promulgated. 


Art. 13. The episcopal sees, churches, and cathedral chapters and parishes, as well 
as the congregations and religious orders now in existence, or which may be founded here- 
after, in conformity with Article 17 of the Constitution, may freely acquire every kind of 
property, but with the obligation to dispose of the real property within the peremptory 
term of three years, and to convert the proceeds thereof into non-transferable stock of the 
3 percents. The edifices and objects devoted to worship; cemeteries, houses of seminaries 

_ while they exist, and the episcopal and parochial houses, at the rate of 1 for each of 
these services, need not be disposed of; edifices necessary for worship and the habitation 
of religious congregations and Orders may also be retained. 


Additional Articles of the Law on Ecclesiastical Liabilities, approved by the Cortes and 
sanctioned by His Majesty King Amadeus I, December 26, 1872, but which were never 
promulgated. 


Article 1. All the laws and provisions contrary to those enacted herein are revoked, 
and particularly such as prohibit or put obstacles in the way of the establishment of 
religious congregations and Orders, in exercise of the right of association. 

Art. 2. The State does not recognize in the aforesaid associations any further rights, 
nor does it grant to the acts of their members any effects beyond those appertaining to. 
the civil acts which they are entitled to perform. .

Memorandum. 


THE Laws relating to Convents and to Roman Catholic monks in the Empire of 
+> Russia are contained in the collection of the Laws of the Empire, Tome 1x, Articles 342 to 
358, and Tome x1, Section 1, Articles 25, 37, 44, 45, 60, §§ 1, 67, §§ 4, 78 to 88, and 

~ 126 to 128. — . 
Apart from these fundamental provisions of the general law, certain complemental 
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regulations have subsequently been adopted as they became necessary in the course ot 
time and circumstances. j 

As far back as 1842 the Government had, in reference to the Western Provinces, 
where the Catholic convents are exclusively, to direct its attention to the complaints and 
disputes which, even before that time, had sprung up, not only between the Orthodox 
and the Roman Catholic clergy, as well as between the latter and the civil authorities, 
but also amongst the secular and regular clergy belonging to the Roman Catholic Church 
itself. 

These dissensions arose principally from the want of unity in the management of the 
affairs of the Western Church in Russia. 

Having the advantage of a distinct organization in Orders, the regular clergy evaded 
by its pious institutions, and to too great an extent, the Diocesan authority. 

The hierarchical constitution of the Roman Catholic clergy in the Western Govern- 
ments of the Empire created at the same time three distinct powers, entirely independent _ 
of each other, and each invested with an equal authority. 

1. The Diocesan Chief, invested with full ordaining authority. 

2. The Provincial, the principal chief of the monachal clergy; and 

3. The Consistory, exercising judicial authority independently of the two preceding 

owers. ; 
: This coexistence of sevéral regulating powers could not, by its very nature; but 
become the source of numerous and serious embarrassments. 

' Conflicts of authority were not the only consequence. _ 

The internal peace of the pious retreats devoted to meditation and prayer, soon began 


- to suffer deeply from that cause, as the Imperial Government was speedily aware. 


In order to remove as far as possible the cause of these troubles for ever reviving, it 
was found urgent to concentrate all the attributions of the ecclesiastical power, till then 
divided, administrative as well as judicial, in the person of the Diocésan Chief, which was 
strictly in conformity with Canon Law, as well as with the spirit of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

These considerations decided the Imperial Governament— 

1. To unite the judicial and administrative power in the hands of the Consistories, 
under the supreme control of the Diocesan Chief; and 

2. To authorize the Bishops to elect from among the most worthy members of the 
clergy of each Diocese, an Inspector of Convents, to be confirmed by the Ministry of the 
Interior. 

Directly charged with the administration of the monasteries, under the supreme 
control of the Diocesan authorities, these Inspectors, with a fixed emolument, had also 
imposed upon them the duty of sitting by right in the local Consistories, in addition to the 
established number of members. 

As to the functions of the Provincials, the Imperial Government could not:but take 
into consideration that a Bull of Pope Pius VI, addressed to the Metropolitan Archbishop 
of Mahilew in 1778, subjected all the convents of the different Orders throughout the 
whole of his Diocese to the. Diocesan Bishop, and that this provision was necessarily found 
to be in opposition to the institution of the Provincials, whose authority extended to all 
the convents of the same Order in different Dioceses, which consequently were in subjec- 
tion to their own chief (the Provincial) and to several Diocesan Bishops. It was therefore 
determined to suppress the Provincials gradually, by not authorizing fresh appointments. 

These measures comprise the reforms introduced by the Imperial Government 
with regard to spiritual affairs in the organization of the Roman Catholic convents in 
Russia. 

In temporal affairs, the Imperial Government found itself equally under the necessity 
of modifying the legislation formerly in force. 

Up to 1841 the Roman Catholic convents possessed lands occupied by peasants 
attached to the soil. 


Considering that such ownership of serfs was incompatible with the holy vocation of | ~ 


men who devoted themselves to God, the Imperial Government had deprived the Orthodox 
Greek convents in the Empire of it as far back as the last century, and gave them com- 
pensation. 

This state of things created a privileged position in favour of the Roman Catholic 
convents, and, besides that, such an anomaly could not be perpetuated without numerous 
inconveniences. 

It was consequently resolved to deprive them of the possession of the serf-lands, 
the same as was done a Pind before, with regard to the orthodox convents of the 
Empire. \ 
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Apart from these State reasons opposed to the existence of sucha state of things, 
the reform in question was also rendered urgent by the circumstance, very serious in itself, 
that among the serfs attached to the lands of these possessions, there was a number of 
subjects of the orthodox religion. 

Abandoned to the arbitrary power of the monks, their owners, the latter took 
advantage thereof to effect, by violence and allurements of all kinds, numerous religious 


- conversions, which in sound justice the State could not tolerate. 


x 


On the other hand, considerations of an-economical order, no less than the legitimate 
interests of national instruction, suffering under the defective administration of the conven- 
tual possessions, contributed in a legitimate measure in determining the Imperial 


. Government to interfere by equitable regulations in the internal life of the Catholic 


convents, such as it had become by circumstances. 

The measures which the Government was thus induced to take were, moreover, 
prompted likewise by the interests of the Catholic population itself. 

In virtue of the principle adopted by the Catholic Church, persons devoting themselves 
to a cloistered life, before entering the, orders, received a theological instruction, as novices, 


from the monks'of the convent in which they served their novitiate. Under cover of this 


principle, abuses soon began to creep in. ..Before long the Government became fully 
aware that, on pretext of instruction, the monks drew young people.into the convents, 
without first asking the consent of the authorities as required by the rules. 

They even inveigled children, kept both them and the others in complete isolation,. 
and drew them on, by means:of fanatical teaching and all kinds of allurements, to pronounce: 
irrevocable vows. 

Such were, collectively, the principle reasons that decided the Imperial Government 
in 184] and 1848, to substitute for the serf-lands up to that. time in possession of the 
Catholic convents, ground fit for cultivation and fixed annuities paid by the Imperial 


Treasury, in proportion to the revenues that each monastery derived from the property 


formerly in its possession ;' thus assimilating the religious establishments to the position 
created a century before for the retreats of the National Church. 

In order to assure more effectually the perfect freedom of the Roman Cathotés of the 
Empire as to the choice of a holy vocation, and to protect them from any oppression on 
the part of the monks, of which numerous examples had been proved, it was decided in. 
ah — 

That the entry into the Orders, and the admission of novices into monasteries, 
should not take place*for the future without the previous consent of the local civil 
authority ; and 

2. That the monks should not be authorised to absent themselves in future from their 
sanctuaries, except by previous consent of their diocesan chief, in concurrence with the 
Governor of the province, the latter alone having, authority to issue the necessary 
permission. 

_Up to 1850 there were more than 200 Catholic convents in the Western Provinces of 
the Empire. 

Some of them having a very small number of monks, often no more than two or three. 

A relaxed discipline, the perfectly idle life of the monks, the continual dilapidation of 
the sumptuous and vast conventual edifices falling in ruins, decided the Government to: 
reduce the existing number of the Roman Catholic convents, which was in flagrant 
disproportion with the actual requirements, and which was maintained up to that time 
partly by the efforts of the monks to draw neophytes into the Orders, thus creating a 
factitious need of numerous convents. 

_ It was therefore decided that the convents should befor the future divided into two 
categories :— 

1. Those with a personal staff inscribed in the Rolls of the State ; 

They were also divided into three classes according to the number of monks forming 
the brotherhoods and the amount of the annuities paid by the Treasury ; 

2. The convents without, officers, intended to. complete the fraternity of the convents 
of the first category, and to be gradually suppressed. 

Every vacancy occurring in the convents.of the first, category could. only be filled up 
by the members of the convents without. officers. 

As to the novices, the convents of the first. category were forbidden to admit fresh . 
ones, so long as any candidates remained from those of the second. category. 

A precept of the year 1845 regulated the successive closing of monasteries of this 


category, whose number of monks had been reduced to eight, taking as its basis the 


provision of the Canon,Law contained in the Bulljof 1744 of Pope Benedict XIV, which 
directed the closing of. -every convent having less than eight-monks, as being too poor to 
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provide for its existence; at the same time distributing the monks who formed the 
brotherhood of the monasteries thus suppressed, among the convents of the same Order 
which were in better circumstances. 


For the purpose of ensuring more effectually the successive suppression of the 


convents without officers, the principle was adopted: not to allow any increase of the 
brotherhoods for those Convents existing at the time when that enactment came into force. 


Final regulations on the subject fixed the maximum as to the number in each convent ~ 


of the first category, both for men and women. 


The successive reduction of the number of existing convents gradually undertaken, 


even with regard to those monasteries which had taken a part more or less active in the 
troubles of 1863, and whose maintenance was allowed to be impossible, was accomplished 
with the greatest consideration both for the brotherhoods and for places of public 
veneration. 

. Thus, the churches of the suppressed convents, in so far as sichely were frequented by 
the local population, were still reserved for the service of public worship. | 

As to the monks, such of them as wished to leave the country were not only 
authorized to go abroad freely, but were also furnished by the Government with pecuniary 
means and life pensions amounting to 100 roubles for each monk and 40 roubles for each 
nun, and their travelling expenses were paid as far as the frontier. 

As to the novices, who had not yet taken solemn vows, it was left to their own 
decision either to embrace a new vocation or to get admitted into the Catholic Seminaries, 
as pupils at the expense of the Government.

In regard to the Roman Catholic convents of the Kingdom of Poland, they are subject 
to a regulation inserted in the Bulletin of the Laws of the Kingdom, the principal provisions 
_.of which are entirely in conformity, as to their spirit, with the rules prescribed for the 
Monasteries of the other parts of the Empire. 

The total number of Roman Catholic convents at present in existence in the Kingdom 
of Poland amounts to 41. 


Besides this collection of provisions summed up as completely as possible, the Imperial _ 


Government has not, at least for the present, any proposed law under consideration relative 
to this matter. 


Annex to Inclosure 2 in No. 7. 


Volume X of Code of Laws (Edition 1857) relative to Monastic Clergy. 


Adoption of Monastic Life, and proof of the same. 


Art. 342. Persons of the free class, and professing the Roman Catholic faith, man 
alone enter Roman Catholic monasteries. 

Art. 343. Persons desirous of entering a monastery are bound to address a petition 
to the provincial authorities for ar oficial attestation of the fact of their free condition, as 
well as of their not being under trial, or subject at the time to any criminal investigation. 

Art. 844. The provincial authorities, after obtaining local authentication of these 
facts, shall communicate the information procured to the diocesan authorities, for trans- 
mission to the Roman Catholic Spiritual College, together with the petition relative to 
admission into the monastery, as also the certificate of baptism of the applicant. The 
college shall present such petition, together with its own conclusions, to the Minister of 
the Interior for his final sanction. 

Art. 345. Each cloister shall be provided with an official feito: bearing the seal of 
the Consistory, and signed by one of its members and by the Secretary ; into this shall be 
entered the names of all those who shall be received into the monastery and admitted to 
novitiates (with the designation of the date and number of the sanction granted by the 
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Minister of the Interior for entrance into the monastery) ; the register shall also chronolo- 
gically record the absences, liberations, changes from one office to another, and departure 
on missions of the members of the institution, as also the admission of monks and other 
persons from other monasteries. These books shall be kept as accurately and clearly as 
the expenditure and receipt cash books. 

Art. 346. The monastic authorities are strictly bound to furnish the police with the 
original psssports of every person newly received into the monastery for examination and 
attestation. - 

Art. 347. Any person desirous of adopting a monastic life shall not be under 19 years 
of age, and such persons shall remain for a period of three years on trial or probation. 
_ At the end of this term they may take the solemn vows (solemnia vota) if they shall have 
attained the age of 22 years, and have been ordained as sub-deacons. Nothing more than 
the simple vows (vota simplicia) are required from those on probation. ; 

Art. 348. The diocesan authorities, heads of Orders, as well as visitors, are charged 
with a control over the order of admission into monasteries. 

Art. 349. So soon as these authorities shall, on official visitation of a monastery, 
discover either in the novitiate, or in any other institution of such monastery, the presence 
of persons received without due inquiry, and in violation of the prescribed order, the 
official visitor shall immediately report the case to the diocesan authorities, and enter the 
same in the visitation book. The Bishop shall cause immediate investigation to be made, 
and shall report the result of the same to the Minister of the Interior. If it shall appear 
that the local ecclesiastical. authorities did not disclose the disorders existing, in the 
monastery, such neglect shall be submitted to the consideration and. adjudication of the 
higher authorities. 

Art. 350. The.admission to monastic life shall be proved :— 

1. By the sanction granted by the Minister of the Interior for the reception of the 
applicants into a monastery. 

2. By the monastic books, into which shall be entered the date and number of such 
sanction, and the names of all those received into monasteries, and novitiates. 

3. By legal certificates issued by monastic authorities. 


II.—Rights of Persons who have embraced a Monastic life. 


Art. 351. The Roman Catholic monastic clergy enjoy the same rights as the secular 
ecclesiastics of the same faith, as regards immunity from taxation and military recruitment, 
and in respect to jurisdiction, as well as exemption from corporal punishment. 

Art. 352. Monks and nuns having abjured the world, and taken a vow of poverty, 
cannot, after finally receiving the tonsure, possess any immovable property. 

Art. 353. All persons who shall enter a Roman Catholic monastery must, before 
taking the solemn vows, and immediately on the expiration of the period of probation, 
make arrangements according to the requirements of the law respecting all property that 
may belong to them, and at the same time make renunciation of all property generally 
that may eventually descend to them by inheritance. In the act of renunciation they 
must declare that they will neither collect the rent of properties, nor dispose of such 
properties, nor be subject themselves to guardianship. 

Art. 354. By this act of renunciation, however, the persons making it shall not forfeit 
the right of demanding, either with the view of contributing towards the funds of the © 
monastery, or for other purposes, according to the option of such persons, one-tenth part, 
in ready money, of the property which they shall by law be entitled to inherit from 
their parents, on condition, however, that this inheritance shall be due to them before the 
declaration of the solemn vows of the claimants. 

Art. 355. If any person, previous to entering a conventual establishment, and before 
taking the solemn vows, shall not have made arrangements for the disposal of his 
immovable property on a legal basis, the said property shall revert to the legal heirs of such 

erson. 
. Art. 356. On the death of a monk, his heirs cannot demand either his conventual 
contribution or any other movable property ; ; all this shall revert to the monastery. 

Art. 357. On the entrance of a female into a monastery, her money contribution, or 
‘so-called dower, shall be lodged with the Public Relief Commission, under the inspection 
and responsibility of the diocesan authorities, aud the interest on this sum shall be received 
by the monastery during the whole period of the nun’s life, and at her death,—which must 
be duly attested,—both the capital and the interest which may have accrued thereon 
subsequent to her decease, shall revert to her legal heirs ; should such, however, not 
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present themelas within the term fixed by the laws regulating inheritances, the money 
shall become the property of the monastery. — 

Art. 358. The right of monasteries, churches, and other Roman Catholic ecclesiastical 
institutions in regard to the possession of property are laid down in the Code for the 
management of the spiritual affairs appertaining to foreign creeds. 


Code of Laws, Vol. XI, Part I (Edition 1857). 


Spiritual Hierarchy. 


Art. 23. Each monastery for males has its superior, and each nunnery a lady 
superior, according to the rules hereafter laid down (vide Article 78, &c.) All the superiors 
and lady superiors are, like other Roman .Catholic ecclesiastics, subject to the cognizance _ 
and supervision of the diocesan authorities. 


Respecting the Order of Admission and Retirement of Ecclesiastical Personages, and at 
Officials attached to the Ecclesiastical Adiminastration, 


Art. 37. Parish -priests, superiors, and lady superiors of monasteries within a 
bishopric are appointed by its local head. In all places where churchwardenship (“jus 
patronatus”) does not exist, or is temporarily suspended, parish priests are appointed by 
episcopal authority with the consent of the Government, after preliminary probation and 
competition between the candidates, in conformity with Canonical rules. Superiors and 
lady superiors of monasteries are appointed according to official rules hereafter specified 
(vide Article 78, &c.) 

Observation.—The duties of servitors in churches are discharged by hired persons. 


Concerning Diocesan Bishops. 


Art. 44. The ecclesiastical court and administration of church affairs in each 
bishopric are under the exclusive jurisdiction of the bishop. He exercises, therefore, 
within the limits of his bishopric the highest supervision over the secular and monastic 
clergy of his faith, as well as over the churches, monasteries, ecclesiastical schools, and 
generally over all the ecclesiastical institutions of the same faith, and over their property. 

Art. 45. Each diocesan bishop administers the affairs of his diocese, with the 
assistance of his suffragan bishops, cathedral chapter, consistory, deans, superiors of 
churches, heads of monasteries and educational establishments ; but, as principal head of all 
ecclesiastical institutions of the Roman Catholic faith within his diocese, he is responsible 
to the Superior Government for the fulfilment of the rules relative to the control of all 
the proceedings of the above authorities. 


= Consistories. 


Art. 60. In the government of each diocese the following matters, judicial and 
administrative, are subject to preliminary investigation on the part of local consistories :— 

§ 1. Matters relating to diocesan clergy : 

(a.) Matters of discipline generally, but of these those of lesser importance which do 
not involve discharge from office, or incarceration for a more or less prolonged period, are 
decided by the head of the diocese without obtaining any preliminary opinion from the 
consistory, unless he shall himself consider it necessary to submit such matter to its 


preliminary investigation. 


(b.) Matters of dispute between ecclesiastics relating to movable and immovable 
property of churches. 

(c.) Complaints and claims against ecclesiastics, initiated both by ecclesiastics and. 
laymen, on the ground of offences and injuries, or for non-fulfilment of clear obligations in 
all such cases in which the complainant for the preservation of his rights, Bae to the 
ecclesiastical and not to the lay authorities. 

(d.) Matters relating to the non-fulfilment of monastic vows, which are examined and 
decided according to the special rules of the church. 
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Roman Catholic Ecclesiastical Colleges. 


Art. 67. The following matters are relative to the government of the clergy concen- 
trated in the Roman Catholic ecclesiastical colleges :— 

§ 4. Matters relating to the admission to monastic life, and to the conversion of Jews, 
Mahomedans, and Pagans to the Roman Catholic Pei 


\ 


Monastic Clergy. 


Art. 78. Monasteries are either for males or females. Their number and division into 
classes, are determined by fixed establishments, and the order of entrance into the same by 
the Laws of personal status. 

Art. 79. All monasteries within a diocese, both male and female of any Order soever, 
are subject to the chief cognizance and supervision of their Archbishop or Bishop, both as 
regards the inmates personally and the administration of all property belonging to such 
monasteries. On this basis all the local conventual authorities, hereafter enumerated, are 
entirely subject to their diocesan chief. The employment of monks or nuns of this or that 
cloister for the benefit of the church or for the general good, and other principal arrange- 
ments relative to monastic institutions depend equally from the local diocesan head, 
conformably to the Canonical Law of the Roman Catholic Church, and therefore all monks 
and nuns are bound, without exception, to yield obedience and due respect to such head. 

Art. 80. Monasteries, both male and female, are governed by their rules and statutes, 
in so far as these rules and statutes are in conformity with the general Roman Catholic 
ecclesiastical regulations and with the enactments of the Civil Law. 

Art. 81. The immediate rule of a monastery for monks is confided to a superior who 
is appointed for three years. An assistant or vicar and a procurator are appointed from 
_ among the monks of the monastery for the purpose of assisting him in the administration ° 
of his office. 

Art. 82. Superiors, assistants, or vicars and procurators are elected by the diocesan 
head. In these appointments age, conduct, and service are taken into consideration. 

Art. 83. The superior, while ruling the monastery, according to the regulations laid 
‘down in Article 80, maintains among his subordinates due order and obedience. Corporal 
punishment is forbidden. 

Art. 84. In the event of a scarcity of secular clergy, ordained monks may also be 
employed as parish priests. They are in such cases bound to wear the appropriate 
insignia of monastic raiment, and to observe the rules of their order, so far as these may 
be in conformity with the duties of parish priests. 

Art. 85. The head of the diocese has the right of visiting and inspecting monasteries 
as also churches, within his diocese, at all times, either personally or by empowered 
deputy. 

. Art. 86. The Inspector, by order of the diocesan head of a monastery or church, 
is bound to draw up a clear and detailed report of his visitation, devoting a separate 
head to each officiating member of the monastery, to the condition of each church, 
monastery, building, and other property, to the receipt and expenditure of moneys, and, in 
one word, he must not omit a single subject of importance. One copy of this report, duly 
signed, must be left in the archives of the monastery or church, while another shall be 
despatched to the head of the diocese, who, after verification, presents the same, with his 
conclusions as to the condition of the monastery or church, to the college. 

Art. 87. The general visitation report, according to Article 86, must be drawn up 
and presented at the termination of every five years, and, as regards monasteries, on the 
appointment of a new superior (Article 128); annual visitation reports must only 
embrace the changes which have ensued since the last general report. 

Art. 88. Ifa person belonging to a monastic Order, while residing either within the 
confines of Russia or abroad, shall have obtained, in opposition to existing regulations, 
secularization from the See of Rome, not only shall such act be null and void, but the 
recipient shall be exposed to trial and punishment. 


Respecting the Administration of Monastic Property. 


Art. 126. Superiors of monasteries are aided in the internal domestic administration 
of such institutions by their assistants or vicars and procurators, who shall see that the 
monastic revenues are employed for the most necessary and legal requirements. The 
nk Gaternity shall elect triennially from among their number proper persons for the 
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receipt of monastic revenues, for making payments out of the same, and for the purpose of 


making due entries of both into the receipt and expenditure registers, and generally with 
a view of preserving due order in the treasury of the monastery. 

Art. 127. If it should accidentally happen that the superior shall not have entered 
into the official records all the items of revenue of a church or monastery that he may 
have received, or have employed any sums on illegal requirements, the procurator shall be 
bound to report the same immediately to the head of the diocese. 

Art. 128. Every superior of a monastery, on being relieved of office, is bound to give 
his successor a true account of all receipts and payments, and to surrender to him, in 
presence of the nearest ecclesiastical authorities, property of every description belonging 
either to a church or monastery, as also the archives and library, in due order and 
condition. :

Law of May 7, 1874, whereby provisions are enacted for the Regulation of the External 
Legal Relations of the Catholic Church. 


WITH the sanction of both Houses of the ye teal Council, I have been pleased to 
decree as follows :— 

Art. 1. The Patent of November 5, 1855 (Imperial Law Tourtalt No. 195) is 
entirely abrogated. 

Art. 2. The external legal relations of the Catholic Church are regulated by the fol- 
lowing provisions. 

Art. 3. The present Law comes into operation on the day of its promulgation. 

Art. 4. The Minister for Public Worship and’ Education and the Ministers of the 
Interior and Justice are charged with the execution of this Law.

Provisions for the Regulation of the External Legal Relations of the Catholic Church. 
I.—Concerning Ecclesiastical Offices and Benefices. 


§ 1. The laws of the State and the ecclesiastical regulations in accordance with them, 
as well as, in special cases, the deeds of foundation, regulate the qualifications for obtaining 
ecclesiastical offices and benefices. 

§ 2. For appointment to ecclesiastical offices and benefices, the State requires :— 

Au‘trian citizenship ; 

An irreproachable character, both as regards morality and civil duties ; 

Those special qualifications which are prescribed in the laws of the’ State for 
certain ecclesiastical offices and benefices. 

The same qualifications are required in the case of those clergymen who are 
called upon to act as deputies, or to fill these offices temporarily, or to render assistance 
therein. 

§ 3. The appointment of Archbishops and Bishops, of Canons to all the chapters, as 
well as the nomination of the Episcopal Vicars-General, takes place in the same manner 
as hitherto. 

In cases where the appointment does not rest with the Sovereign, or upon canonical 
election confirmed by the Sovereign, the person designed to fill any of the said ecclesias- 
tical offices is to be notified to the State Department for Public Worship. 
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In the event of any objection by the latter (§ 2), the appointment or nomination 
must not take place. : \ Haar Pian ae 

§ 4. With respect to the ecclesiastical offices and benefices which are in the gift of 
the diocesan bishops, the right vested in the Executive Power, or any person by special 
privilege, to designate the person on whom such ecclesiastical office or benefice is to be 
bestowed, is reserved. hn 

All such ecclesiastical offices and benefices not in private patronage as. are wholly 
or for the greater part endowed out of the State Treasury, the fund for religion, or other 
public means, can only be conferred in virtue of a presentation by the Executive Power. 

_ A decree will prescribe by whom this right of presentation is to be exercised in the 

various cases. 

§ 5. A competition is to be appointed for filling up vacant canonries and secular 


pastoral benefices. 


The detailed regulations for this will be issued by decree after an understanding with» 
the Bishops. 

§ 6. In cases of free bestowal or of presentations not emanating from the Emperor or 
the sovereign authorities, as also in the case of the appointment of a parochial vicar for an 
incorporated benefice, the Bishop is to notify the person selected to the provincial 


_ authority. 


The latter has to inform the Bishop of his objections, and state the reasons for them 


(§ 2). . 

If the provincial authority does not raise any objection within thirty days after such 
notification has been given, then there will be nothing to hinder the institution of the 
clergyman in question, or the filling up of the incorporated benefice. 

_ An appeal may be made to the Minister for Public Worship against any objection 
raised by the provincial authority. 

If this appeal should not succeed, the institution or appointment must not take place. 

§ 7. The investiture of the persons nominated for ecclesiastical offices and benefices, 
with the spiritual rights appertaining to these offices and benefices, belongs to the 
competent ecclesiastical superiors. ; 

The induction into the revenues connected with these offices and benefices is by the 
State Department for Public Worship, in co-operation with the Bishops. and parochial 
communities, and, where these offices or benefices are in private patronage, in co-operation 
also with the church patrons.” 

The mode and way of this co-operation is regulated by a decree, after an understanding 


‘with the Bishops. 


_ § 8. If the incumbent of an ecclesiastical office, or of an ecclesiastical benefice, loses 
his Austrian State citizenship, or if he be found guilty of any criminal offence, or any 
punishable actions for sake of gain, or which are contrary to morality, or give occasion for 
public scandal, the State Department for Public Worship is to require his removal from the 
office or benefice. © 

If a clergyman is guilty of such conduct as to render his further continuance -in the 
ecclesiastical office perilous to, public order, the State Department for Public Worship may 
require his removal from the exercise of the ecclesiastical office. 

The foregoing provisions also apply to those clergymen who are called upon to act as 
deputies or temporarily to fill these offices or to render assistance therein. 

If the requisition of the Government is not complied with on the part of the ecclesias- 
tical authorities within the period prescribed, the office or benefice shall be deemed vacant. 
for civil purposes, and the Government is to take care that those functions, which the State 
Laws assign to the ordinary clergyman, shall be discharged by some other personage 
appointed by the Governnient, until the said ecclesiastical office shall be duly filled again 


jin accordance with the civil law. 


The same mode of procedure may likewise be adopted if, for any other reason, the. 
above-mentioned functions are not discharged by the ordinary minister. ; 
§ 9. In the event of incapacity for service in an independent incumbent of the secular 


ecclesiastical condition, the competent civil and ecclesiastical authorities are to decide in 
concurrence whether a provisor (administrator) or assistant priest is to be appointed, or 


whether the incapacitated minister shall, after renouncing the benefice, be placed on the 
retired list. ; 

. § 10. The proper ecclesiastical superiors are to adopt timely measures in cases not 
referred to in § 9, where an ecclesiastical functionary is prevented from exercising: his 


. office. 


ue consent of the civil authority must be obtained for the respective arrangements 
[167] ‘ 2B 
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if, in consequence thereof, a claim is to be made upon’a public fund or a fund under public 
administration, or if a permanent charge on the benefice be involved. 

The provisions of §§ 6 and 8 are applicable to permanently appointed provisors 
(administrators) of an ecclesiastical office (a benefice in commendam and the like.) 

§ 11. Every vacaney of an ecclesiastical office or an ecclesiastical benefice must be . 
immediately notified to the provincial authority. 

§ 12. Vacant offices and benefices must, as a rule, be refilled within a year from the 
time when the vacancy occurs. 

In exceptional cases this period may be extended ba the consent of the Bromate 
sear: 

§ 13. Private agreements as to the succession to an ecelesiastical office or an 
ecclesiastical benefice | are invalid. 


II -— Concerning the Exercise of Eeclesiastical Authority and the Cure of Souls. 


§ 14. The archbishops, bishops, and episcopal vicars administer the internal ecclesi- 
astical affairs of their dioceses according to the ecclesiastical regulations, in so far as they 
are not at variance with the constitutional laws. 

§ 15. Without prejudice to the rights of the bishops to administer consecration, the 
board allowance out of the fund for religion will only be granted to those clergymen who 
are qualified to undertake ecclesiastical offices. (§ 2.) 

§ 16. The bishops shall be bound to communicate their public acts (ordinances, 
instructions, pastoral letters, &c.) to the political authorities of the province simultaneously 
with their publication. 

§ 17. If the Government finds that public considerations are opposed to an ecclesias- 
tical ordinance relative to public divine service, it is to be forbidden.’ 

§ 18. The ecclesiastical authority must only be exercised over members of the 
Church, and must never be employed to impede the observance of the laws and the orders 
of the authorities, or the free exercise of constitutional rights. 

§ 19. in the exercise of the ecclésiastical authority no external compulsion must be 
employed. 

§ 20. Civil sanction is required for the ctfeation of new dioceses and parochial 
districts, for any alteration in the boundaries of those existing, and for the creation, 
partition, or union of benefices. 

§ 21. In the case of an exchange of livings, the retiring minister forfeits all claims on 
the parishioners to which they are liable as such, unless any civil rights stand in the way, 
or some other arrangement is made at the time of the exchange. 

Under the same* limitations, in every case where, notwithstanding an exchange of 
living, such claims have been reserved to the former minister, they are to be transferred 
without prejudice to the personal claim of the actual priest in respect thereof. 

§ 22. Alterations in the endowment of existing offices with cure of souls, whereby 
any public fund may be relieved without detriment to the legal allowances, and without 
altering. any provision of the foundation, may be directed by the State Department for * 
Public. Worship, after conferring with the Ordinary. concerned. 

As arule, however, any measures of this nature are only to be undertaken on the 
occasion of a change in the person of the beneficiary. 

§ 23. For the collection of rates and other dues for church purposes, which have been 
imposed upon the members of the church with the consent of the Government, civil 
execution is afforded. 

This also applies for the fixed church fees for publication of banns, for marriages and 
burials (surplice fees), as well as for official certificates issued by the clergy. 

_ Persons who have a claim to the pauper’s privilege, are exempt from payment of the 
above-mentioned fees. 

§ 24. Alterations in the existing ecclesiastical regulations as to surplice fees are made 
by the Government after an understanding with the Bishops. 

§ 25. As a rule no official clerical act must be made conditional on the previous pay- 
ment of the surplice fee. Only if it 1s demanded in a form which is subject to a higher 
than the lowest surplice fee (for instance, the presence of several priests at funerals), is 
the higher fee for the service to be paid in advance on demand. 

Payment i in advance may be claimed for any stamps required for official certificates. 

§ 26. Contraventions of the provisions for the regulation of ‘surplice fees are, unless 
the case be one for criminal proceedings, to be punished by fines, up to the amount of — 
100 florins, by the administrative authorities, after hearing the ordinariate. 

With the fine, the reparation to be afforded the delinquent i is also to be awarded. 
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These reparation awards can be enforced. 

On repeated relapse the State Department for Public Worship may require that the 
clergyman concerned be remoyed from the exercise of his ecclesiastical functions (§ 8.) 

§ 27. Besides the case mentioned in § 23 civil, assistance for the enforcement of 
ecclesiastical ordinances and decisions is afforded in cases set forth below, and only in the 
following manner :— 

(a.) If external preventive measures should become necessary to effect the i Nebr 
or removal of individuals from ecclesiastical offices or benefices, directed by a Church autho- 
rity within his official sphere, these measures may be taken by the provincial authorities, if 
they appear necessary, at the request of the Church authority, provided that the sentence 
is the result of regular proceedings, and is not in itself at variance with the constitutional 
laws or the regulations of the Church which are in force in the State. 

(0.) In like manner any necessary civil assistance may be afforded to the Church 
authorities, for the purpose of carrying out an intended official ecclesiastical investigation — 
against ecclesiastical persons, if with the request for such assistance proof be afforded that 
these proceedings are justified and in accordance with the law. 

The evidence of persons who do not belong to the Catholic clergy can only be taken 
by the civil authority. 

§ 28. If a constitutional law is violated by an order of an ecclesiastical authority, the 
person whose rights are thereby prejudiced may apply to the administrative authorities, 
who are to aiford redress, unless the matter is to be decided by civil or criminal proceed- 
ings; in the latter case they may issue provisional orders. 

% 29. If a Catholic clergyman should be summoned before a Court for a crime, offence, 
or misdemeanor, the Court is bound to send information thereof to the ecclesiastical 
superior, whose duty it is to apply ecclesiastical discipline to the clergyman. The said 
superior is also to be made acquainted with the judgment pronounced, and the grounds 
for the decision. 

In cases of arrest and imprisonment of Catholic clergymen those considerations are to 
be observed which the respect due to their position demands. 


I11.—Concerning the Catholic Theological Faculties and the Education of Candidates for the 
Spiritual Clerical Profession. 


$30. The institution of the Catholic theological Faculties is regulated by a special 
law. 

In like manner is determined to what extent the State prescribes a special kind of 
education for candidates for the clerical profession. 


IV.—Concerning Conventual Associations. 


§ 31. For the external legal relations of the conventual associations existing within 
the Catholic Church the special provisions applying generally to: such associations are 
authoritative, 


V.—Concerning Church Patronage. 


§ 32. A special regulation by law is reserved for matters connected with patronage. 
Until this is issued, the agulations hitherto applicable to these matters shall remain in 
force. | ) 

In deciding on individual cases, however, this principle is always to be applied, that 
the rights of patronage only refer to the specific church or benefice standing under such 
patronage, and that they cannot be augmented in consequence of the increased spiritual 
requirements of the parish assigned to ae church or benefice. 

§ 33. Disputes on the question as to whether a church or benefice js subject to 
patronage, or whether, in regard to the latter, the Bishop has the free right of appoint- 
ment, are to be decided in regular course by the tate Department for Public Worship, 
after consulting the authorities of the Church. 

If, however, the question should only be as to ae the patronage of any. church or 
benefice belongs, the judicial authorities decide. 

§ 34. Disputes respecting services claimed by virtue of any existing patronage are 
eeicled, on proceeding in due course, by the authorities of the Department for Public 

orshi 

Only i in the case where the patron wishes to rest his alleged entire or partial exemp- 
tion from the service on special civil grounds shall legal proceedings be resorted to, and 
the administrative authorities have merely to direct any necessary provisional ie Tapepment. 
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VI. —Concerning Parochial Communities. 


§ 35. All the Catholics of the same rite residing in a parochial district form a parochial 
community. . 

All rights and obligations concerning an ecclesiastical object, and which are adjudged 
to or imposed upon the communities by law, belong to and are incumbent on the parochial 
communities. But- patronage rights can devolve upon a local community only as 
such. | 

§ 36. In so far as the requirements of a parochial community do not appear to be 
provided for by its own property, or by other ecclesiastical means at its disposal, a_contri- 
bution is to be imposed on the members of the parochial community to meet them. 

§ 37. The detailed regulations for the constitution and representation of the parochial 
communities, as well as for the management of their affairs, will be issued in a special 
law. 


VII.—Concerning Ecclesiastical Property-Right. 


§ 38. With respect to the treatment of ecclesiastical property, it is a rule that it 
enjoys the State protection afforded to foundations for ‘the public good. The State 
Department of Public Worship is specially empowered to watch over the maintenance of 
the main property of-the churches and ecclesiastical institutions, to make sure at all times 
that it is available, and to take the necessary measures _ the recovery of any that is - 
found to have been disposed of. : 

In regard to the question of ownership and other cet relations respecting church 
and prebendal property, it is to be decided by the provisions of ben General Penal Code ; 
in case of dispute the decision belongs to the Courts. = 

§ 39. In all churches and ecclesiastical institutions their own ipopesty is to be kept 
separate from the prebendal property, and to be separately managed with distinet : 
accounts. 

§ 40. For legal’ liabilities attached to church and prebendal property, first the 
proceeds, and only if these are not sufficient, is the property itself to be applied. 

If, however, besides the church or prebendal property there be other property which 


is liable, then only such part of the substance of the property, the proceeds of which are. 


not required for the current necessities of the church or prebend, is to be applied to the 
respective discharge ; the residue is to be afforded from the rest of the chargeable property 
in proportion to its liability. 

§ 41. The administration of the property of the churches and their ecclesiastical 
institutions (pious foundations and the like), is in general to be regulated on the principle 
that the church overseer is to take part, as well as a representative ‘of those who, in case of 
the insufficiency of such property, have to provide for the expenses of the church necessities 
and the subsidiary engagements for the liabilities of the church or institution., 

§ 42. In accordance with the principle set forth in § 41, the property of parochial 
churches is to be jointly administered by the church overseer, the parochial community, 
and the church patron. 

§ 43. The detailed observance of th principles set forth in §§ 41 and 42 is prescribed 
by a special law. 

§ 44. The administration of episcopal, capitular, and monastical property is regulated, 
saving the State right of supervision (§ 38), according to the existing statutory ordinances 
on the subject. 

§ 45. Within the limits of the foregoing provisions, the Bishops and their deputies 
retain such influence in the administration of the church property in their dioceses as they 
are entitled to by the ecclesiastical regulations, in so far as those ecclesiastical regulations 
are not at variance with the constitutional laws. 

§ 46. The prebendal property is administered by the ecclesiastical incumbents, under 
supervision of the patrons, and superior supervision of the Bishops. 

The existing regulations respecting the guardianship of the parochial communities 
over the prebendal buildings are maintained. 

§ 47. Purely ecclesiastical foundations remain under the administration of the 
ecclesiastical offiies. 

The Minister of Public Worship decides, in last resort, upon any doubt respecting 
the ecclesiastical nature of a foundation. 

§ 48. Legal business for a church or ecclesiastical institution requires the signature 
of the church overseer, and at least two of the representatives mentioned in §41. 

§ 49. Important alterations in the substance of church, as well as prebendal and 
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foundation property, must immediately be reported to the State Department of Public 
Worship. | 

§ 50. In the fructification of church and prebendal property, as: well as the property | 
of ecclesiastical institutions (pious foundations and the like), those regulations must be 
observed, in regard to the investment and conditions of security, which exist in favour of 
persons placed under the special protection of the laws. 

In arrangements for reciprocal accommodation between churches of the same diocese, 
exceptions from the foregoing rule may be allowed on grounds worthy of special considera- 
tion, with the consent of the State Department of Public Worship and the Ordinary’s 

office. ; 

§ 51. The provisions of the Ministerial Ordinance of June 20, 1860, Imperial Law 
Journal, No. 162, and of July 13, 1860, and Imperial Law Journal, No. 175, upon 
alienating and encumbering the property of Catholic churches, prebends, and ecclesiastical 
institutions, are to remain in force, with the exception of those regulations which make 
such matters dependent on the sanction of the Papal Court. 

§ 52. Until the issue of the special laws for the administration of church and 
prebendal property ($$ 37 and 43), the necessary regulations for the execution of the pro- 
visions of this law will be issued by ordinance. 

§ 53. If any ecclesiastical community or institution which has possessed independent © 
property ceases to exist, its property, in so far as it is not disposed of by the statutory 
regulations, is to be assigned to the Fund for Religion. 

§ 54. If, from the surplus accruing froin the savings of a number of years, it may be 
safely concluded that any ecclesiastical property is not wholly required for the ecclesiastical 

purposes to which it is devoted, the State Department of Public Worship, in concurrence 

with the respective Ordinary’s office, may order that the portion of the property correspond- 
ing with the average yearly surplus, shall be devoted to other ecclesiastical purposes, for 
which there is not a sufficient endowment. ‘ 

But in such case there must be no encroachment on the. vested rights of any ecclesi- 
astical body. 

In no case must dispositions avouched by foundation documents be infringed by such 
an order. 

§ 55. Disputes respecting the liability to render service for the purposes of worship, 
if such service depend upon the general ground of ‘appurtenancy to an ecclesiastical 
community, are decided by the administrative authorities in due course, but if the services 
are claimed by special right, they are to be settled by the tribunals. 

When the service in question is claimed by right of patrqnage, the competency for 
decision is defined by the special regulations in this behalf (§§ 33 and 34). 

§ 56. The administrative authorities are empowered, in all cases of such disputes 
respecting services for purposes of worship, to order a provisional arrangement wherever 
the urgent interest of the cure of souls requires it, for the maintenance of the previous 
tranquillity, or, so far as that cannot be effected, on account of the cessation of actual and 
legal relations. j 

§ 57. Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions, the regulations existing in the . 
several kingdoms and countries in regard to the restoration and maintenance of the Catholic 
churches and prebendal buildings, as well as the provision of church decorations, arrange- 
ments, and requirements, remain in force. ‘ 

In the affairs just now specified the administrative authorities have, moreover, to 
take the necessary measures to provide for the expenses required in case a public fund 
is deficient in means, and this officially, as well as on requisition of the parties interested. 

They have especially, if a majority of those liable to render service comes into con- 
sideration, to order a verbal negotiation—a meeting of those interested—in which the 
necessity of the expense is to be decided, and then an agreement as to the manner of 
meeting it is to be sought from all who are concerned. 

If this cannot be obtained, then the liability to service in dispute is to be decided in 
due course, either definitively or provisionally, according to circumstances (§$ 55 and 56), 
on consideration of the actual and legal relations at or since the negotiations. 

58. The special provisions respecting the richt of intestate inheritance to the 
_ property of the secular clergy are not affected by this law. 

§ 59. The incomes of vacated secular ecclesiastical prebends pass to the fund for 
religion. 

' "The ‘regulations by which the prebends of certain secular ecclesiastical corporations 
were excepted from this rule are repealed. 
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VIII Nee hceritny State Superoiston over Ecclesiastical Administration. 


§ 60. The State Department of Public Worship i is to take care that the ecclesiastical 
officers do not go beyond their ‘sphere of action and that they observe the provisions of. 
the present law, as well as the ordinances issued on the basis thereof by the State 
authorities, and fulfill all that is required of them in virtue of this law. For this purpose 
the authorities may impose fines in proportion to the amount of the property, and adopt 


~ _ other legal coercive measures. | 


Law of May 7%, 1874, regulating the Contributions to the Fund for Religion, to provide for 
the requirements of Catholic Worship. 


With the consent of the Houses of the Imperial Council I ordain as follows :— 

§ 1, For the purpose of providing for the requirements of Catholic worship, 
especially for the improvement of the original standard incomes of the clergy with cure of 
souls, the incumbents of ecclesiastical prebends and the regular communities are to pay 
the following fixed contributions to the Fund for Religion. 

§ 2. As a standard for the assessment of the contribution to the Fund for Religion, 
the value of the whole property of the prebend or community, which serves as the basis 
for assessing the tax-equivalent, is to be taken, including any foundations attached to 
them, but exclusive of the property consisting of libraries, scientific collections, and works 
of art. 

By this rule such portions of the property or receipts as are not chargeable with the 
tax-equivalent, are also exempt from assessment for the contribution to the Fund for 
Religion. 

Sach portions of property as were left. out of the ‘assessment for ne tax-equivalent, 
merely because they. had not been ten years in possession, are excepted ; these are to be 
assessed at once for the contribution to the Fund for Religion. 

§ 3. Foreign ecclesiastical prebends and communities are to be assessed for the 
contribution to the Fund for Religion, according to the value of their real property in this 
country (§ 2). 

§ 4. The Department of Public Worship, after an understanding with the Bishops, 
and with regard to local circumstances, will fix that amount which is to be exempt from 
contribution to the Fund for Religion, on account of its application to the maintenance of 
ecclesiastical persons in accordance with their: position. 

For regular communities, whose statutory purpose is tending poor sick people, such 
part of their income is also to be exempt, as is proved to be applied to that purpose. 

A similar exemption is allowed in regard to income which a regular community 
applies to ecclesiastical purposes or services of worship, which, for want of such a com- 
munity must have been provided for by the Fund for Religion, or if it applies such income 
to public educational purposes, which are recognized by the Government as necessary. 

§.5. In regular communities, the income to be exempted as ecclesiastical allowance 
(§ 4) is to include the sum of all those amounts which the members of the corporation 
receive in their ecclesiastical position. This applies also to secular ecclesiastical corpora- 
tions with undivided endowment (mensa communis). 

In both cases any prebendal income which the individual members of the corpora 
receive otherwise than from the community, is to be reckoned in. 

§ 6. The principles upon which the income and expenses of ecclesiastical persons are 
to be reckoned, for the purpose of determining the allowance ($§ 4 and 5), will be 
established by ordinance after an understanding with the bishops. 

§ 7. Where a subvention is afforded from. the public funds for the purpose of making 
up the allowance (§§ 4 and 5), there is no assessment for contribution to the Fund for 
Religion. 

§ 8. The contribution to the Fund for Religion will, like the tax-equivalent, be assessed 
every ten years in advance. 

§ 9. For this period (§ 8) the contribution to the Fund for Religion amounts in 
all :— 
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§ 10. No aggregation of the contributions to the Fund for Religion as fixed above is 
_ admissible. 

§ 11. If it should appear that the income of an ecclesiastical person or corporation 
endowed beyond the ecclesiastical allowance (§§ 4 and 5) would, by the assessment of the — 
contribution to the Fund for Religion at the legal rate, be reduced below the allowance, 

the contribution is to be remitted altogether or to a corresponding extent. . 
| § 12 Ifany permanent inctease or diminution of the income of the person liable to 
contribution, or of the property which forms the basis of the assessment; should occur 
within the period for which the contribution to the Fund for Religion is assessed, it only has 
an influence in so far as the income-of those liable to contribution rises above the amount 
forming the ecclesiastical allowance, or, with or without reckoning the legal oe 
sinks below that amount, in consequence of such an alteration. 

In the first case, the contribution is to be supplementarily assessed for the remaining 
portion of the assessment period ; in the second case it is to be remitted altogether, or toa 
‘corresponding extent. 

In cases where a transitory remission af the Imperial taxes is allowed; there may be a 
corresponding remission of the contribution to the Fund for Religion. 

§ 13. The contribution to the Fund for Religion is assessed without regard to 
intercalary periods. 

§ 14. The assessment for the contribution to the Fund for Religion is made by the 
Civil Provincial Authorities of the Crown territory in which the person liable to contribu- 
tion has his usual residencé, or in which, in the case of § 3, the real property liable to 
contribution is situated. 

The schedules of property prepared for the purpose of determining the tax-equivalent 
and the data established by the financial authorities, are to form the basis of the assess- 
ment. With regard to such portions of property as have not yet become liable to the 
payment of the tax-equivalent (§ 2 par. 3), special schedules are to be prepared for the 
purpose of assessing the contribution to the Fund for Religion, and to be laid before the 
provincial authority within a period to be fixed by ordinance. 

These schedules must contain all those particulars which are to be stated for the 
purpose of assessing the tax-equivalent. 

§ 15. What separate proofs are to be produced for the purpose of total or partial 
exemption from the contribution to the Fund for Religion, for the reasons given in § 4, 
will be settled by ordinance (§ 6). 

§ 16. Those provisions relative to the responsibility of the person who sends in the 
schedule, in regard to the accuracy of its statements, which are contained in the regulations 
for the tax- -equivalent, are also applicable to those statements which are to be produced for 
the purpose of assessing the contribution to the Fund for Religion, or for the feet es 
from it (§§ 14 and 15). 

The penalty for concealment of property or income, the possession of which may 
influence the assessment for the contribution to the Fund for Religion, is double the 
amount of the curtailment or attempted curtailment. 

§ 17. Appeals in matters of assessment for the contribution to the Fund for Religion 
are made to the Minister for Public Worship. 

They are to be laid before the provincial authority within four weeks from the date of 
the delivery of the contested order or decision, and have no procrastinating effect. 

§ 18.. The payment of the contribution to the Fund for Religion is to be by quarterly 

instalments in advance, for the use of the Chief Provincial Treasury of the country in 

which the assessment for the contribution has been made (§ 14). 

§ 19. Five per cent. retard interest is to be paid on contributions to the Fund for 
Religion in arrear. from thé date when they became due (§ 18). 

§ 20. If, at the beginniug of a fresh ten years period, the assessment of the contri- 
ven to the Fund for Religion for that period has not been made, the contribution is still 
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to be paid provisionally at the rate fixed for the ten years period that has roi with — : 


reservation of a subsequent arrangement. 

§ 21. The contributions to the Fund for Religion, as well as any retard interest or 
penalties, are to be recovered in the same way as the Imperial taxes and rates. 

- § 22. In so far as the contributions to the Fund for Religion are not in arrear for 
more than three years, there is a legal lien upon them and their accessory dues ad fructus 
of the real property of the prebends or regular communities liable to contribution, posterior 
to the public taxes and their accessory dues, but preceding all private claims. 

§ 23. In case of insolvency, the contribution to the Fund for Religion and their 
accessory dues, not in arrear for more than three years, are to be settled immediately after 
the public taxes and their accessory dues. 

§ 24, The contribution to the Fund for Religion goes direct into the Treasury of the 
Fund for Religion of the country in which the assessment has been made (§ 14). 

§ 25. This Law comes into operation on the Ist of January, 1875. 

From-that time, the contributions hitherto made to the Fund for Religion by the 
incumbents of prebends and by the regular communities are to cease. 

In like manner the liability hitherto incumbent on the aforesaid to provide the 
pupillary (seminarial) allowances ceases from that time. The claim of the Fund for Religion 
upon the intercalary revenues of vacated: prebends is not affected by this law. 

§ 26. The first assessment for the contribution to the Fund for Religion provided by 
this law is to be for the remainder of the ten years period, ending on the 31st of December, 
1880. 

§ 27. The Ministers for Public Worship and Instruction and for Finance are charged 
with the execution of this law.

The 
Council adds the inclosures which accompanied the answers,—that is, four from Lucerne, 
one from Uri, three from Schwyz, one from Upper Unterwalden, one from Lower Unter- 
walden, one han Zug, one from from Solothurn, four from St. Gall, two from Aargau, one 
from Ticino, and two from Geneva; and requests that Her Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires 
will be so good as to return the covering letters, after they have been made use of. The 


Council takes this opportunity of renewing its assurance of high consideration.

2. That the regulations concerning the members of these establishments, especially 
those of the regular Orders, are contained in Articles 593, 594, 595, 658, 805, 806, 807, 
and 982 of the Civil Code, of which there must be a copy in your office. 

We take this opportunity, highly honoured Gentlemen, trusty and dear Confederates, 
of repeating the assurance of our high consideration, recommending you with ourselves to 
the Divine protection.

Articles referred to in Inclosure 2 in No, 9. 


Art. 593. The members of the monastic Orders cannot dispose by testament after 
profession of the first, even temporary vows. 

They cannot receive by testament except a small life-allowance for their trifling 
expenses. 

Art. 594. The members of the monastic Orders who have taken perpetual or temporary 
vows, and after a lawful release from them go back into the world, are, but only for 
the future, again qualified to receive by testament, and to dispose of the property which 
they have acquired after their return to the world. 

If, however, they go back to the world within ten years from taking the first vows, 
they are again considered as restored, not merely to the right of disposing and acquiring, 
but they can, moreover, demand the fulfilment of the testamentary dispositions which have 
been previously made for their advantage, and the produce of one year only. 

Art. 595. The religious corporations cannot acquire by testament. 

The other civil bodies, such as the hospitals, the parochial benefices, the religious 
brotherhoods, the establishments of public utility, can acquire by testament, but if the 
testamentary dispositions relate to real property, they can only benefit by them after the 
approval of the Grand Council. 

Art. 658. The benefactions which the testator has made in general for the good of his 
soul, or in favour of the poor, and all other similar dispositions, the application whereof he 
has not specified, or in which he has not determined the pious work or the public institu- 
tion which he intended to benefit, are to be placed at the disposal of the Municipal Council 
of the Commune in which the testator resided at the time of his decease, and the Council 
is then to pay them into the poor-fund, or to appropriate them to public education. ‘The 
same holds good if the person who was appointed to determine the application, the pious 


_- work, or the public institution which the testator had in view, either will not or cannot 


undertake this determination. 

Art. 805. An inheritance is, moreover, forfeited by the profession of even temporary 
vows in the monastic Orders. : 

Art. 806. Notwithstanding this, the regular clergy, who have taken perpetual or only 

temporary vows, and who having been legally released from them have gone back again 
into the world within ten years after the profession of them, have a right to demand the 
restitution of their property and the proceeds for one year only. 

The heirs who have come into possession of such inheritances are to have an inven- 
tory of the property taken, and during the period of ten years, fixed for the purpose, are 
to observe the regulations prescribed for the occupation and management of the property 
of an absentee. 

The same holds good whenever an inheritance would devolve upon such regular 
priests during the ten years from the profession of vows. 

Art. 807. If the regular priests, after the ten years mentioned in the preceding Article, 
go back into the world, then those who have entered into possession of their property are 
bound to surrender even the maintenance-money, but only to the extent of the proceeds of 


_the said property. 
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_ Asa guarantee for the performance of this, the monks have aright im regard to those 
real estates which they possessed at the time of profession, as well as to those which would 
come to them afterwards, to secure themselves by a contingent registration, and to require 
sufficient warranties for the maintenance of their claims. | 

Ifthe heirs cannot or will not give such warranties, then the vouchers of the claim 
are to be impounded, and the revenues of the property will belong to the heirs under the 
liabilities attached thereto. . is 

Art. 981. The provisions relating’ to personal donations are not applicable to the 
renunciations which take place on the entry into a religious Order. ‘These renunciations . 
hold good, however, even if they have been made by minors, who are to be considered as of 
age, providing that they have reached the age at which they acquire the right of making a 
will. | 

These renunciations may even include the future property which has fallen to the 
renouncer during the time which has elapsed between his renunciation and his profession. 

Art. 982. They have no further effect, and are to be considered as non-existent, if the 
renouncer has not assumed the habit of the Order within six months after his renunciation. 

Their effect also ceases if the renouncer, after a legal discharge from his vows, goes 
back into the world within ten years after taking them.

Law on the Religious Corporations. February 3, 1872. 


The State Council of the Republic and Canton of Geneva notifies that, the Grand 
Council, with reference to Article 14 of the Constitution, on the proposal of the State 
Council, decrees as follows :— 

_ Article 1. Every assemblage of persons belonging to any religious Order or to a 
religious corporation constituted at Geneva or abroad, and living in common, as well as 
every assemblage of persons living in common with a religious object and under a uniform 
rule, forms a religious corporation or congregation. 

_ Art. 2. Every corporation which shall be established in the Canton without 
authorization, or which, after having obtained that authorization, shall have infringed the 
conditions imposed upon it, shall be dissolved by the State Council, and the establish- 
ment closed. 

Art. 3. The superiors, directors, or recognized heads of a corporation dissolved in 
virtue of the preceding Article, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 500 fr. In case of 
relapse, this fine may be raised to 5,000 fr. The penalty shall be reduced by half for 
the other members. | 

Art. 4, Any person who shall have knowingly allowed, on any terms whatever, the 
use of their real property to an unauthorized corporation, shall be liable to a fine of from 
509 to 10,000 fr. | 

Art. 5. All the religious corporations or congregations existing within the territory of 
the Canton, are bound to solicit the necessary authorization within the term of three 
months from the promulgation of the Law. | 
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The State Council is charged with the promulgation of these presents 1 in the fon and 
within the term prescribed.

Legislatwe Decree in execution of the Law of February 3, 1872, upon the Religious 
Corporations. June 29, 1872. 


The State Council of the Republic and Canton of Geneva notifies that, the Grand 
Council, in reference to Article 14 of the Constitution of 1847, in reference to the Law of 
3rd February, 1872, on the religious corporations, on the proposal of the State Council, 
decrees :— 

Art. 1. The following are. authorized to establish themselves in the Castor of 
Geneva :— 

(a.) The Corporation of the Sisters of Charity of the Rue des Chanoines, to the 
number of twelve members at most. 

(b.) The Corporation of the Sisters of Charity of the “ Petits Philosophies,” to the 
number of ten at most. 

(c.) The Corporation of the Sisters of Charity of Carouge, to the number of four 
at most. 

(d.) The Corporation of the Sisters of Charity. of Chéne-Bourg, to the number of eight 
at most. — 

(e.) The Corporation of the Sisters of Charity of Versoix, to the number of five 
at most. 

(f.) The Corporation of the Sisters of Charity of the Rue de Lausanne, to the number 
of nine at. most. 

(g:) The Corporation of the Little Sisters of the Poor of Carouge, to the number of 
twelve at most. 

These corporations can only occupy themselves in works of charity and beneficence. 
They are forbidden to teach. 

Art. 2. The corporations which now conduct infant schools may continue to receive 
_ children of both sexes therein, under the age of 6 years, but only in the Communes where . 
establishments of that kind have not been created, or shall not be created hereafter by 
Municipal or Cantonal authority. 

Art. 3. The authorizations granted by Articles 1 and 2 are granted for ten years, and 
are always revocable, 

They only apply to the actual existence of the corporations mentioned therein; they 
imply no recognition of the rules of those corporations, nor any privileges for their 
members, who are still subject to the ordinary laws and regulations. These corporations — 
are not recognized as civil societies. They are subject to the supervision and inspection of 
the State. 

Art. 4, The authorizations applied for by the Brothers of the Christian Doctrine are 
refused, and the establishment of their corporation is forbidden.

Highly honoured Gentlemen, trusty and dear Confederates, 

IN answer to your Circular of 27th ‘May ultimo, we have the honour of informing you 
that the Canton of Neuchatel has no monastic establishments. ‘There are, it is true, a 
station of Capuchins and a:station of Ursulines at Landeron, but these professed persons 
are only detached from their convents which are at Fribourg; so that our present laws 
do not include any provision relating to the regular Orders, except the last paragraph of 
Article 4 of the Law on Primary Public Instruction, which is to this effect: ‘‘ No person 
belonging to a religious Order can teach in a public school.”

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Standard Provisions for the Religious Corporations. 
Law of June 30, 1848 (XXIV, 57—Off. Journal, 441). 


The Grand Council of the Republic and Canton of Ticino: On the proposition of 
the State Council, with reference to the Law, January 19, 1846, on Religious Communi- 
7 and to the Legislative Decree, March 18, 1848, relative to the funds thereof, 

ecrees :— 

Article 1. The property of the convents and other religious communities of both 
sexes is Cantonal property, except under the limitations here below. 

Art. 2. Every convent or religious community which is not the object of a Decree of 
suppression or of reduction will continue, in so far as the Cantonal authority does not 
direct otherwise, to administer the property of the respective fraternity, and to enjoy the 
produce and the revenues, on observing the laws in force. 

Art. 3. The produce derived from the alienation of the real or personal property of 
the convents shall be applied to the conversion and redemption of the public debt. 

Art. 4. The revenues of the path, formed as in the preceding Article, shall be con- 
verted as follows :— 

(a.) To provide the pensions to the monks and nuns who shall be recognized as 
entitled to them ; 

(b.) To satisfy the charges of religious worship or others ‘to which the said property 
is liable, and that until the necessary dispensations shall have been obtained from the 
competent civil and ecclesiastical authorities ; 

(c.) To supply means of support for public education or institutions of public 
charit 

os Subsidies may be levied in advance on the produce of the conventual property for 
the foundation of the bishopric and of the seminary. 

Art. 5. It is laid down as a rule that in no locality shall there be any diminution of 
the means of public instruction, enjoyed by the population from the existence of any 
religious community. 

Art. 6. The houses and other places shall be generally made useful for objects per- 
taining to the public service, according to fitness. ‘Those which are not considered suitable 
for any public use or service shall be disposed of. 

Art. 7. The produce of the alienation of places and other properties shall be paid 
into the Treasury of the State. 

Art. 8. The State Treasury pays 4 per cent. interest on the capital and 3 on the 
price which the real and personal property produces, for the objects contemplated by 
Article 4. 

Art. 9. The movable articles belonging to religious worship shall be partly disposed 
of and partly distributed to the poorest parish churches. 

Art. 10. The books and works of art shall be preserved for the use of the public 
libraries and public instruction. 

Art. 11. Appropriate legislative provisions will regulate the accomplishment of the 
above. 

Art. 12. The State Council is charged with the execution of the present Law. 


Suppression of some Convents. 
| A.—Law of June 30, 1848 (XXIV, 61.—Off. Journal, 443). 


The Grand Council of the Republic and Canton of Ticino : 
On the proposition of the State Council, in pursuance of the Standard Law of this day 
relating to religious corporations, decrees :— 

Article 1. The following religious corporations are suppressed :— 

(a.) Convents of men: 
That of the Conventual Cordeliers, denominated Of the Angels, at Lugano. 
That of the Franciscans, denominated Of the Graces, at Bellinzona. 
That of Saint Francis, at Locarno. 
That of the Blessed Virgin of the Rock, beyond Locarno. 

_(0.) Convents of women : 

That of the Ursuline Nuns, at Mendrisio. 
That of the Benedictines of Saint Catharine, at Lugano. 
That of the Augustinians of Saint Margaret, also at Lugano. | 
That of the Ursulines, at Bellinzona. 
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§. The convent of the Capuchin Fathers at Mendrisio shall also be closed at a suitable 
time, in order that its places may be assigned either to the Cantonal hospital of the Blessed 
Virgin of the Turconi foundation, or to another service of public utility. 

When this has been done the Capuchins of that monastery are to be distributed 


_ amongst the others of the Order. 


Art, 2. The Ticinian Province of the Capuchin Fathers shall have a station composed 
of four or five monks and a lay brother :— 

(a.) In the suppressed monastery of the Blessed Virgin of the Rock. 

(b.) In that of the Graces at Bellinzona. 

The monastery of the Rock and part of that of the Graces shall be assigned for this 
purpose. 

§. The said province, however, shall be bound, when it may be deemed expedient by 
the competent authorities, to provide for the sacred services in the Church of the Angels 
at Lugano, and in that of Saint Francis at Locarno, and in others as may be required. 

Art. 3. The native monks of the convents for vei suppressed as above, shall be 
entitled to a pension for life. 

The foreigners regularly affiliated must return to thet countries, and will be supplied 
for that purpose with suitable assistance or travelling allowance. 

; The native or foreign nuns affiliated in the converts as above shall all enjoy a pension 
or life. 

Art. 4. The pension or life annuity shall be:—

_§. The pension is to be paid quarterly. 

Art. 5. The aid or travelling allowance to foreign monks shall be equal to four 
months’ pension, according to the age and rank of the individual, as in the preceding 
Article. 

. Any monk who may have brought into a monstery a capital sum greater than that 
to which he would be entitled as a travelling allowance, shall receive instead of that the sum 
that he brought in. 

Art. 6. The monks and nuns receiving pensions who shall prefer to live out of thi 
Canton shall have a right to two-thirds only of the pension, if secularized, or to half if in 
any other convent.* 

Art. 7. The pensioned monks are to serve, according to the pleasure of the competent 
authorities, either in the cure of souls or in officiating in some church. 

Art. 8. If the monks or nuns shall obtain salaried situations, either for public instruc- 
tion or in the ecclesiastical ministry, or otherwise, with an income exceeding half the 
pension, the excess over the said half shall be deducted from the said pension. 

Art. 9. An asylum is guaranteed in the reserved convents, so far as the locality 
will afford it, to the monks and nuns of the reserved convents. They may lodge in 
one of them and enjoy their peusion there on complying with the rules of the religious 


community. 


Art, 10. The convents of nuns not suppressed shall pay annually into the Cantonal 
Treasury, as a contribution for public instruction and for charity : 

(a.) The convents of Claro and Monte-Carasso, the sixth part of their net income; 

(b.) The convents of the Capuchine nuns of Lugano and of the Augustinian nuns at 
Locarno, the seventh as above. | 

Art. 11. The number of monks and nuns in the reserved convents shall not exceed 
the following :—

§ 2. Until the number is reduced below that fixed in the present Article, any admis- 
sion of novices and any profession of vows will be suspended. EAs 

§ 8. In future, no one who is not a Swiss subject will be admissible into the religious 
houses of the Canton. . 

Art. 12. It is in the power of the Cantonal Government to have the conventual real 
property disposed of by public auction and then apply the produce to the conversion and 
redemption of the public debt, according to the standard Law of this day. 

Art. 13. Due care shall be taken for the preservation of the paintings and other valu- 
able works of art which may be found in any church or other part of the convents referred 
- to in Article 1. 

Art, 14. The State Council is charged with the execution of the present Law.

Reduction of the Fraternity of the Capuchins.

- The State Council of the Republic and Canton of Ticino: taking into consideration 
the internal state of the Corporation of the Capuchins ; considering it to be proved by 
various symptoms that discipline has been relaxed by party spirit and dissension; consi- 
dering that this corporation lives by begging of the people; considering that there is a 
sufficient secular clergy for the parishes; considering that the foreign Capuchins are in 
the proportion of 18 to 39 priests and 7 to 24 lay-brothers; resolves, subject to the 
ulterior directions of the Grand Council : 

1; The foreign Capuchins must quit the Canton in three days. Exception is made 
for those who are more than 65 years of age. 

2. They shall be provided with a travelling allowance according to the terms of 
Article 5 of the Law, June 30, 1848. 

3. The Convent of Locarno shall be vacated, and, as well as the station of Bellin- 
zona, placed at the disposal of the State. 

4, The Department of the State Patrimony is charged with the execution of these 
presents. is) Be . 

§. The Commissioners of the Government will give it effectual aid. 
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Suppression of the Convent of the Augustinian Nuns at Monte- Carasso. 
E.—Legislative Decree of December 5, 1857 (Acts of the Grand Council, page 367). 


Art. 1. The Convent of the Augustinian Nuns at Monte-Carasso is suppressed. 

Art. 2. The State Council is charged with the regulation of the pensions of the nuns, 
and the liquidation of the property of the suppressed convent, according to the rules laid 
down in the two Laws of June 30, 1848. 


Secularization of the Gymnasial and Higher Education. 
Law of May 28, 1852 (XXVIII, 58—Off, Journal, 597). 


Art. 1. The State assumes to itself the gymnasial and higher education of the 
Canton. 

Art 2. The religious corporations and institutes of ie Servites of Mendrisio, of the 
Somaschi of Lugano, of the Benedictines of Bellinzona, the so-called Seminary of Pollegio, 
and the College of Ascona, are declared to be secularized, and the property hitherto 
enjoyed by them is to be administered and disposed of by the State, exclusively and for 
ever in favour of the gymnasial and higher education. 

Art. 3. The State Council is authorized to dispose of such property of the said corpo-_ 
rations and institutions as has not been directly applied to the use of the educational 
establishments which are to be substituted. The disposal will be effected according to 
the prescriptions of the Laws of June 30, 1848. 

Art. 4. The produce of the prope to be disposed of as above, shall-be invested in the 
perpetual public Cantonal debt at 44 per cent. interest, and the respective bonds shall be - 
settled in favour of the higher and gynmnasial public education, with special indications of 
the source of the respective sums. 

Art. 5. In each of the said localities a new institute of education shall be maintained 
or founded by the care of the State. 

§. In case the property and revenues of the above-mentioned institutes, as well as 
those of the already suppressed Monastery of St. Francis of Locarno, should cease to be 
applied by the State to the higher and gymnasial public instruction, their administration 
shall devolve upon the respective localities, to be again applied to the same instruction. 


Retention of the Pupils. 
Law of December 12, 1852 (XXVIII, 237—Off. Journal 1853, 48). 


Art. 1. The law for the secularization of the institutes of instruction and the 
analogous provisions do not take away either the rights or the duties appertaining to 
public or private foundations for pupils. 

Art. 2. The State Council is particularly enjoined to watch over the support and 
preservation of the foundations for school pupils, to prevent the waste, disposal, or 
diversion of the property, and to provide for its safe and profitable employment and the 
proper application of the proceeds. 

Art. 3. The said State Council is enjoined to introduce into these foundations, iu 
concurrence with the parties interested, such modifications and amplifications as are 
required in regard to the laws of secularization and to the exigences of public order.

position to send you with this any laws or regulations at present in force on the subject.

Highly respected Gentlemen, Aargau, June 19, 1874. 

In compliance with the wish of the Royal British Government, you addressed an 
invitation to the estates on the 27th ultimo, begging them to send you such laws, 
ordinances, and regulations as are at present in legal force relating to conventual estab- 
lishments in connexion with the Church of Rome, “together with the provisions concerning 
the members of these institutions, especially those of the regular Orders. 

Our collection of laws certainly contains various resolutions and decrees of the Grand 
Council concerning the monasteries. Most of these, however, only relate to the suppression 
of the monasteries, the liquidation and application of their property, and pensions to the 
inmates. ‘These provisions, however, will not possess any interest for the British Govern- 
ment, it will rather wish to receive such regulations as are in force for the monasteries 
cee existence. Under this head the following may be included :— 

_ The Decree of July 2, 1845, respecting the readmission of novices into the 
nunneries. 

2. § 124 of the Ordinance of September 25, 1846, relating to the organization of the 
finances: “The collegiate foundations of Rheinfelden and Zurzach, and “the nunneries of 
Fahr, Hermetschwyl, Guadenthal, and Marie-Kronung at Baden, are placed under the 
supervision of the State, with .respect to the administration of their property, and in 
addition hereto the nunneries, in pursuance of the Decree of November 7, 1835, are 
placed under the administration of the State conducted by special managers. 

3. § 944 of the General Civil Code of Aargau: ‘‘ Testamentary dispositions in favour 
of the Church and spiritual objects must not exceed the.tenth part of the property. If 
they exceed the twentieth part of the property, or the sum of 300 fr., or if they are in 
favour of foreign establishments, the sanction of the Government Council is requisite, and 
the provision must not be acted upon until this has been obtained.” ; 

4. The Government resolution of June 5, 187: 2, “to discontinue the admission 
of novices into the nunneries of Aargau for the present.” 

5. The resolution of the Grand Council of the 20th of May last,'‘to invite the Garena: 
ment Council, in accordance with the motion of the Financial Commission of the State, 
to take into consideration ‘the question whether the time has not arrived for the abolition 
of the nunneries still existing in the Canton of Aargau.” 

With regard to the provisions relating to the members of our still existing nunneries, 
they have to occupy themselves, in accordance with the rules of their Orders, with choral 
worship. Two of them, Hermetschwyl and Gnadenthal, instituted inconsiderable refuges 
for poor neglected girls, of their own accord, some years since. 

There are no special regulations besides these.

We, the President and Grand Council of the Canton of Aargau, hereby make 
known: 
That, in regard to the admission of novices into the nunneries of Marie- -Krénung at 
Baden, Gnadenthal, and Hermetschwyl, we have resolved in accordance with the

1. The admission of novices to the nunneries at Fahr, Maria-Krénung at Baden, 


Guadenthal, and Hermetschwyl, is permitted from this time forth, under observance of the 
following conditions, in so far and for so long as they shall be in a position to maintain 
themselves out of the interest of their property and by their own exertions, and to defray 
the necessary charges and expenses. 

2. No postulant shall be admitted to take the vow of the Order before completing her 
twenty-fourth year ; nor shall this take eke until a free declaration of the postulant’s will 
has been proved. 

3. The dotation to be brought by a postulant seeking admission into a nunnery shall 
amount to :— 

(a.) For a Canoness, 800 fr. at least for female citizens of the Canton ; and 1,000 fr. 
at least for female citizens of Switzerland; and 

(b.) For a lay sister, 400 fr. at least for female citizens of the Canton; and 500 fr. 
at least for female citizens of Switzerland. 

The dotation shall be in ready money, or satisfactory interest bearing paper on 
securities or landed property within the Canton; in no case, however, in, real estate. 


If a postulant, who has distinguished herself by her capabilities and knowledge, but 


who is quite unable to provide the whole of the dotation above stipulated under letter (a), 
should desire admission as Canoness, the Lesser Council may excuse her, up to half the 
amount, 

No foreigners may be admitted either as Canonesses or lay sisters. 

4, In every case of admission of novices the female citizens of the Canton are to be 
preferred to those not belonging to the Canton. 

5. With regard to the admission of novices, every nunnery shall first afford proof to 
the Lesser Council of the economical circumstances of the convent, to serve as Buide in 
deciding (§ 1) on the possibility and the number of any new admissions. 

In so far as these shall be declared permissible, the postulants at the several afin 
sions shall be reported to the Catholic Church Council, which shall obtain the necessary 
proof as to their free declaration of will as required by § 2, and as to the capabilities of 
any postulant for whom the remission of any part of the dotation shall be desired. On 
receiving the opinion of the Catholic Church Council on these points, and the report of 
the Financial Commission as to the dotation brought by the postulant (§ 3) the Lesser 
Council will decide as to the admission. 

6. The Lesser Council is charged with the publication and execution of this Decree, 
whereby § 3 of that of November 7, 1835, is abrogated.

Organization of the Catholic portion of the Canton of St. Gall, March 17, 1862. 
| Sanctioned March 19, 1862. 


Art. 52. The Council of Administration superintends and directs the affairs of the 
nunneries existing in the Canton, in so far as they are not of a purely ecclesiastical nature. 

In this matter the Council is to be guided by the following detailed regulations :— 

(a). The number of women in each convent shall be regulated by its property and 
acquisitions, as also by the special relation of its staff to the fulfilment of the duties 
devolving upon the convent in question. On the Report and at the instance of the 
Council of Administration, the College will fix the normal number by a special resolution. 
Any exceptions thereto are to be sanctioned by the Council of Administration, in accor- 
dance with the above provision. 

(6). For the purpose of taking the vow of the order it is necessary that the postulant 
shall have completed her twenty-second year ; that a dotation, the amount of which is to 
be fixed by the Council of Administration, be paid down, unless it may, on sufficient 
grounds, be wholly or partially remitted; and that an undoubted declaration of her own 
free decision shall be rendered to the Council of Administration and the Inspector. 

(c). Nunneries, being ecclesiastico-spiritual corporations, stand under the ecclesiastical 
protection and spiritual guidance of the Bishop, who is also to take care that only such 
priests as are provided with papers conferring upon them the right of suffrage in St. Gall, 

. are nominated as father-confessors-by the respective convents. 

(d). The Council of Administration shall take care that the property of all the 
nunneries is maintained in an undiminished state, and that the convents have proper 
assistance in legal matters. 

(e). Those nunneries which do not co-operate for the public weal by the education 
and instruction of girls, or in any other way that may be agreeable to the Catholic Council 
of Administration, shall furnish a proportionate amount every year to the fund for 
Catholic female education. 


Resolution of the-CatholicCollege with respect to the Admission of Novices into Nunneries, 
July 1, 1863. 


The Catholic College of the Canton of St. Gall having received a Report and:request 
from the Council of Administration, with regard to fixing a normal number for the 
admission of novices into the nunneries, and in pursuance of Article 52, letter (a) of the 
Organization of the Catholic Confession, of March 19, 1862, resolves :— . 

Article 1. With respect to the admission of novices into the community of the Order, 
a normal number of nuns shail be fixed for every nunnery existing in the Canton, based 
upon the amount of its property and acquisitions, as well as upon the obligations devolving 
upon it.

We are not able to accede to this request, as there is no exceptional law in force in 
our Canton for the regulation of these matters. 

The religious institutions are regarded by us simply as civil associations, and, as such, 
are subject to the only prescriptions of the Civil Code regulating the position of such 
bodies, as well as their deeds of foundation, statutes, or regulations. 

Nevertheless, in accordance with Article 13 of our Civil Code, for the purpose of 
taking part in the affairs of civil life they require the authorization of the State Council, 
and they have to submit their accounts to us every year. 

These are the only restrictions that are placed upon their freedom of action. ’ 

Hoping that this information will be sufficient, we embrace this opportunity, Gentle- 
men, trusty and dear Confederates, of renewing the assurance of our Federal attachment, 
commending you, together with ourselves, to the Divine protection.

Foreigners have to pay a fixed fee 
in order to be admitted to the civic rights of the Canton, which fee goes to the school fund 
of the province.

Spiritual id gh a Foundations, and Monasteries. _ 


Reinstatement of the monasteries in the management of their estates by themselves. 
(Resolution of March 10, 1803.) 


The Government Commission of the Canton of Solothurn, with reference to section 1 
of the Deed of Adjustment relating to the Helvetian Debt, which expressly states “‘ that 
the estates which formerly belonged to the monasteries shall be restored to them again, 
whether they be situated in the same or in any other Canton,” resolves :— 

1, All monasteries which possess estates in the Canton of Solothurn shall be permitted 
to manage them again themselves, as they did before. 

2. The monasteries of the Canton shall render an account of the management of 
their estates to the Government every year, as formerly. 


3. The stewards placed over the monasteries by the Helvetian Government are _. 


hereby discharged, with the stipulation that they shall render a final account down to the 
day of their discharge. 

4. This resolution will be communicated by the Government direct to the prelates at 
St. Urban and Maria Stein ; the other monasteries, however, will be informed thereof by 
the Chamber of Agriculture. 


Reopening of the Capuchin Novitiate. (Resolution of October 29, 1803.) 


THE Grand Council of the Canton of Solothurn, on the representation of the Lesser 
Council to the effect that the reverend Capuchin Fathers have petitioned to be allowed to 
receive novices again, resolves— 

1. All the Capuchin monasteries in the Canton stand under the immediate protection 
of the Government. 

2. Their existence is solemnly assured to them. 

3. The law of the Helvetian Government, whereby the monasteries are prohibited 
from admitting novices, is hereby abrogated in so far as it affects the order of Capuchins. 

4. In accordance with § 3 of the Catholic Convention, concluded at Freiburg, his 
Excellency the Chief Magistrate of Switzerland is to be informed of this resolution. 


Admission of Novices into Nunneries. (Resolution of October 29, 1803.) 


The Grand Council of the Canton of Solothurn, on the representation of the Lesser 
Council to the effect that three nunneries in the Canton have petitioned to be allowed to 
receive novices, resolves :— 


im All the nunneries in the Canton stand under the immediate protection of the 
Government. 

2. Their existence is solemnly assured to them. 

3, The prohibition against the admission of novices issued by the Helvetian Govern- — 
' ment is hereby abrogated in so far as it affects these three nunneries, 

4. These nunneries, however, shall not be allowed. to admit any but citizenesses of 
the Canton to the novitiate without the consent of the Government, 

5, In conclusion, they are to submit themselves to all that the Government may 
arrange with the spiritual authorities in regard to any dispositions for the public benefit, 
and other useful institutions in connection with these nunneries, as also in regard to the 
number of the nuns. 


feecaidil for the Admission of Novices into the House of God at Bemnwil. (Resolution of 
May 16, 1809.) 


We, the oo and the Lesser and Grand Councils of the Canton of Solothurn, 
hereby declare :— 

Considering that, in the,matter of educating good clergymen, the State places a high 
value on the existence of the Beinwyl Monastery, which has always distinguished itself by 
its genuine religious character, as well as by its efficient education of youth : 

Considering also that this house of God has the patronage of some parishes in our 
Canton, for which several clergymen are needed, we, on the becoming application of the 
Very Reverend the Abbot of Beinwyl! to be allowed to admit novices for his house of God, 
and on the constitutional motion of the Lesser Council, have resolved :— 

1. The monastery of Beinwyl shall be permitted to receive novices in unlimited 
number, provided they belong to the Canton. 

2. This house of God, however, shall not be allowed to admit foreigners as novices 
without the special consent ‘of the Government. 

3. The Lesser Couneil 3 is charged with the execution of this Resolution. . 


The Management of the Property of the Franciscan Fathers. (Issued December 31, 1857 ; 
promulgated January 2, 1858.) — . 


The Cantonal Council of Solothurn, taking ito consideration that the proposed 
alterations in the monastery of the Franciscan Fathers richly deserve the attention of the 
State, resolves :-— 

1. Sanction is refused for the proposed alterations in the monastery of the Franciscan 
Fathers with respect to the provincial associations, the internal organization and its conse- 
quences, and the continuance of the monastery is restricted to the three surviving 
monks. 

2. The rooms not required for the residence of the monks are assigned, in aucdatte 
with the law of January 7, 1805, to the accommodation of the seminary for priests, to be 
-founded in pursuance of Concordat. 

3. The property of the monastery is placed under the management of the State. 

4. The maintenance of the surviving monks and the ecclesiastical liabilities of the 
monastery shall first be provided for out of the property. 

5, The remainder shall only be applied to church and school purposes. 

6. Under. reservation of the veto, this resolution shall come into force on the expira- 
tion of the period required for the veto. 


Ordinance relating to the Management of the Property of the Monastery of the Franciscan 
Fathers. (Issued February 10, promulgated February 20, 1858.) 


The Government Council of the Canton of Solothurn, in execution of the Resolution 
of the Cantonal Council of December 31, 1457, and on the motion of the Finance 
Department, resolves : 

Bol The management of the property of the monastery of the epee, Franciscan . 
Fathers at Solothurn is transferred, under the superintendence of the Government Council, 
to the Comptroller of the Exchequer. In consideration thereof he shall receive an addi. - 
fonal annuai salary of 500 fr. from the State Treasury, and he is to furnish an additional 


security of 20,000 fr. for the performance of his duties. He is under the immediate super- 
vision of the Finance Department, by whose instructions he is to be guided. 

§ 2. The books and accounts to be kept by the Comptroller are to be kept in 
accordance with special instructions to be issued by the Finance Department, which, how- 
ever, are to be submitted to the Government Council for approval. 

§ 8. In consideration of the State taking charge of the management of the proper ty 
of the Franciscan-monastery, it shall receive a commission of 5 per cent. out of the whole 
of the interests received, and the Comptroller is to pay over that commission to the 
State Treasury every year. 

§ 5. The Comptroller is to take care that the monks furnish him with an estimate 
every year, by the Ist of December at latest, of their probable requirements for house- 
keeping, as also the requirements of the church, in so far as these latter relate to the 
performance and necessaries of divine worship ; the requirements of the building, on the 
. other hand, will be taken into consideration by the Board of Works, by which an estimate 
on. this subject will be drawn up at the same time in each case. These two estimates are 
to be submitted to the Finance Department, and then, accompanied by their approval, 
to he handed over to the Government Council for its sanction. 

§ 5. To defray the cost of housekeeping and the ordinary church expenses, the 
Comptroller will make the necessary advances to one of the monks, who is to be designated 
by the Government Council in each case, on account and within the limits of the sums 
allowed in the estimate, and the said monk is to render an annual account to the Comp- 
troller of the proper application of these sums. 

§ 6. The stock of wine on hand, the infirmary wine received during the year, and all 
wines and other beverages which are to-be procured for use in the housekeeping are, in so far 
as the requirements of ‘the convent may demand, to be left at.the disposal of the monks; 
the Comptroller, however, is to keep a list of these beverages, taking them at the purchase 
or estimate prices, and check the annual consumption when making up his accounts.. The 
result is to be stated in the annual account. 

§ 7. The Comptroller is to make up the annual account to the 31st of Décember, 
and must deliver it to the Finance Department by the 1st of March in the year following. 
The latter will examine it in the usual manner, and submit it to the Government Council 
to be passed. 

§ 8. The Finance Department is charged with the execution of this ordinance, which 
is to be incorporated in the collection of laws and ordinances. 


Ordinance respecting the Accounts of Ecclesiastical Corporations. (February 24, 1836.) 

The Lesser Council, considering that it is the duty of every State to take care that 
the estates of ecclesiastical corporations shall yield the utmost possible amount of benefit, 
and that for this purpose it is necessary that the system of accounts of such corporations 
shall be well regulated, has, on the proposition of the Home Commission, resolved :-— 

1. All accounts of ecclesiastical corporations which are to be sent in to the Govern- 
ment for revision must be made out in a certain regular form, which is to be determined 
by the Home Commission. | 

2. These accounts are in future to be vouched for by means of books and documents 
wherever it is practicable. 

3. In the case of those ecclesiastical corporations where it may be in any way deemed 
necessary, an investigation is to be made as to whether their funds are invested in safe 
securities. 

4, The venerable euncalices of St. Urs and Viktor, at Solothurn, ad St. Leodegar, at 
Schonenwerd, shall, moreover, be bound in future to render account not only of their 
sacristan and ‘building expenses, but also of the entire management of their property. 

5. The Home Commission is charged with the execution of the present resolution. 


Contributions of the Monasteries and Ecclesiastical Foundations. (issued October 23, 1854.)

We, the Mayor, ana Lesser and Grand Council of the Canton of Solothurn, con- 
sidering that the credit of religion and the improvement and decorum of divine service 
call for a good selection of worthy clergymen in filling up vacancies among the canons ; 
considering also that the definition of certain qualifications i is necessary for this capability 
of selection, resolve :— 

1. When any vacancy among the canons has to be filled up in the collegiate foundation 
of St. Urs here, or in the Schénenwerd foundation, the candidates must possess the following 
qualifications :-— 

2. They must already be regularly consecrated priests. 

3. They must also have passed one year in a seminary, or have ies declared fit to 
exercise priestly offices by the Very Reverend the Bishop, and have received authority 
to exercise the same. 

4, For the appointment of canon preacher they must, in addition to the above- 
mentioned qualifications, possess an eminent talent for the office of preacher. 

5. All secular orecclesiastical patrons are to observe this Law. 

6. With regard to the election of a provost for the collegiate foundation of St. Urs 
here, the patron will be pleased to accept his nomination from amongst the canons, at the 
desire of the Right Reverend Chapter.

Law for the amendment of the Law of April 23, 1831, concerning the Election of Provosis” 
and Prebendaries. thine 25, 1847.) : 

We, the President and Cantonal Council of Solothurn, in partial amendment of the 
Law of April 23, 1831, on the motion of the Government Council, have resolved :— 

§ 1. The elections of provosts for the foundation of St. Urs and Victor, at Solothurn, , 
and that of St. Leodegar, at Schénenwerd, as also those of the prebendaries and canons, 
shall take place without previous convocation and notice. 

§ 2. The Government Council is charged with the execution of this Law. 


Right of Collation to the Collegiate and Church Foundation here. (Resolution of 
May 19, 1809.) 


We, the Mayor and Council of the Canton of Solothurn, hereby make known that 
we, acting under the authority received from the Grand Council, January 14, 1809, have 
entered into the following agreement with the magistrate of this town, with regard to the 
right of collation to the “collegiate and church foundation here, on these standard 
‘points :-— 

i 1. The selection of a very reverend provost for ‘the collegiate and church foundation 
here, as is appropriate for the credit of the Government and the dignity attached to: the 
office, shall always be vested in the Lesser Council of the Canton. 

2. The nomination of the canons, however, shall rest alternately, in the odd or 
‘so-called papal months, with the Lesser Council of the Canton and the ‘Town Council, the 
Government beginning with the nomination to the vacancy. 

3. If the office of the canon preacher should be vacated without preferment to any 
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other canonry, the appointment thereto, as it cannot in any case rest with the chapter, 
shall be made by that Government or Town Authority whose turn it is to fill the next 
vacant canonry. 

4. That authority which, in its turn, would prefer the canon preacher to some other 
canonry shall also be entitled to nominate the ‘canon preacher. 

5. The usual costs to be defrayed in connection with this canonry shall be borne 
equally, by the Government and the Town Magistrate. ; 

6. On the other hand, the Town Magistrate is not to advance any claim to the rights 
of collation to the town and Kriegstetten benefices. 

7. The collator has, in each case, the presentation of the canon nominated by him. 

8. The Government is to receive the money which it is entitled to on the nomination 
of a canon in the even or canonical months, as has always been customary; in the odd 
months, however, the said money is to be received by the authority with whom the 
nomination of the canon rests; the Town Council, however, cannot apply the privation- 
money, if any be received in its turn for nomination, to any other purpose but the main- ~ 
tenance of the parish church. . 

9. The Government reserves to itself the corporate and supreme rights over the 
Chapter without the least interference on the part of the Town Magistrate. 


We, the Mayor and Lesser and Grand Councils of the Canton of Solothurn, hereby 
declare that we have found the foregoing Agreement, relative to the right of collation to 
_ the collegiate and parochial foundation of St. Urs, concluded in pursuance of authorization 

between the Lesser Council and the Town Magistrate of this place, to be drawn up 
throughout in accordance with our resolution of January 14, 1809, and have given it our 
full sanction.

Whereas, persistent objections have been raised by the worshipful foundation of 
St. Urs and Victor, as also by the Commune of Solothurn, to the nomination of the 
provost of the cathedral of this place, which was made in free election on May 17, 1834, 
by the electing authority, in accordance with the resolution of the Grand Council of the 
12th of the same month, the validity of which, according to the documents before us, 
cannot be legally called into question, and on this account the requested confirmation of the 
newly-elected provost by the superior ecclesiastical authorities.has not been granted,—have 
therefore resolved :— | 

]. The Lesser Council is empowered to take upon itself the administration of the 
property of the worshipful foundation of St. Urs and Victor, which is at present without 
~ achief, but to pay over to the several canons the annual income as heretofore. 

2. Every canonry falling vacant from the present time, the nomination to which 
would, according to the regulation hitherto in force, have fallen to the worshipful founda- 
tion or to the commune of Solothurn, shall be conferred by the electing authority of the 
Grand Council. \ 

3. In like manner, the nomination to those ecclesiastical and chaplaincy benefices, 
which have hitherto been filled by the foundation or its provosts, shall be vested in the 
electing authority. 

4. The revenues of the provost, from the time when they will no longer go to 
the heirs of the late Provost Gerber, deceased, and those of the vacant XI canonry from 
the same date, are to be devoted to the educational establishments of the Canton. Laer 

5. The Lesser Council is directed to report to the Grand Council at its next sitting, 
upon the execution of this provisional resolution, which is to be communicated to the Right 
‘Rev. the Bishop, as well as to the Diocesan Estates. 


Resolution concerning the application of two Prebends belonging to the Foundation of 
St. Urs here. (December 10, 1844.) ; 


We, the President and Cantonal Council of Solothurn, with reference to the elections 
of two canons and prebendaries by the electing authority, on the 6th of November, 1843, 
and the 18th of June, 1844, against which objections have been raised by the worshipful 
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foundation of St. Urs and Victor, and for which reason the canonical institution and 
reception has been refused by the Right Rev. Bishop; _ . ei 
» Considering that the nominations took place in accordance with the provisions of the 
resolution of the Grand Council of December 16, 1834, and that the circumstances 
| which led to that resolution have not been altered in the meanwhile, and that the same 
reasons hold good in the present case, on the motion of the Government Council, have 
resolved :— 

§ 1. The whole of the prebendal and residential revenues of these two canonries, 


after deducting the privation money due to the building fund of the foundation and to the - 


Government, shall be devoted to the educational establishments of the Canton from 
St. John’s Day, 1844, until the difficulties which have arisen with respect to the elections 
to these canonries shall have been settled in a satisfactory manner. 

§ 2. The Government Council is charged with the execution of this resolution.

Law on the application of Prebends belonging to the Foundation of St. Urs and Victor.

We, the President and Cantonal Council of Solothurn, after examination of the 
declaration delivered to the Government on the 11th of July last year by Professor and 
Prefect Hartmann, on the motion of the Government Council, have resolved :— 

_ § 1. Our resolution of December 10, 1844, relative to the application of two 
prebends belonging to the foundation of St. Urs and Victor, is also applicable to the 
canonry and prebend vacated by the decease of the Prebendary Bieler.

Non-appointment to two vacant Canonries in the Foundation here. (February 15, 1855.) 


The report of the Government Council on its Ordinances of June 30 and

fill up the canonries in nthe foundation rendered vacant by the decease of the prebendaries | 


Rudolf and Lang,” is acknowledged. 


Treasurership of Schinenwerd. (Resolution of April 16, 1823.) 


The Lesser Council, in order to avoid any possible conflict of jurisdiction between the 
mayors of Olten and Gisgen with respect to the foundation of Schénenwerd and the 
treasurership there, on the report of the State Council, resolves :— 

1. All those relations which have hitherto existed between the foundation of 
Schénenwerd and the superior bailiwick of Gésgen shall cease on the Ist of July next, 
and be transferred from the same date to the superior bailiwick of Olten, in the official 
district of which the foundation is situated. 

2. The two bailiwicks above-mentioned and the foundation are to be informed of 
this resolution.

Schénenwerd. Formation of a Parish. (Resolved February 5, 1859.) 


The Government Council of the Canton of Solothurn, after consideration of the 
representations made on the subject by the communes of Schénenwerd, Eppenberg- 
Woschnau, Daniken, Grod, and Gretzenbach, and the Foundatjon of Schonenwerd, and 
after hearing the motion of the Education Department, resolves :— 

Phe communes of Schonenwerd and Eppenberg- Wéschnau shall in future form 
one acne! parish. The canon who shall be on each occasion elected to fill an actually 
vacant canonry in the foundation of St. Leodegar at Schénenwerd, shall undertake the 
‘parochial duties. 

2. The Minister of Gietieanubh: Chaplain of St. Antony, shall, in future, have his 
official residence at Gretzenbach, on condition that the commune undertakes the erection 
and future maintenance of the necessary parsonage buildings. On the other hand, the 
foundation shall transfer the proprietorship of the old parsonage at-Schénenwerd to the 
parish of Gretzenbach. The ministry shall receive the same salary as hitherto, 5 fathoms 
of pine wood out of the forests of the foundation and the usufruct of the articles hitherto 
enjoyed. 

3. With respect to the church fabrics at Schénenwerd and Gretzenbach, neither the 
foundation nor the communes shall be liable for any charges beyond those hitherto 
customary. On the other hand, the commune of Schénenwerd shall be bound to form a 
burial ground at its own expense. 

4. One of the five canons on the foundation of St. Leodegar at Schénenwerd shall 
continue in future, as heretefore, to take charge of the parish of Niedergésgen, and the 
Chaplain of St. John the Baptist of the parish of Walterswil. 


Additional Stipends to Priests out of the Foundation Funds. ° (Issued the 13th, promulgated © 


the 23rd of April, 1859.) 


The Government Council of the Canton of Solothurn, in execution of the resolution 
of the Cantonal Council of December 28, 1858, decrees :— 
§ 1. The increase of the priests’ stipends will be distributed every year by the 
Government Council. 
§ 2. In this distribution it is to pay attention :— 
‘To the state of health, the stipend and property of the minister, ‘his length of 
service, the extent of the parish, and the difficulties in its management.

Constitution of the Confederate Estates of Schwyz. (February 18, 1848.) 


§ 33. The continuance of the convents guaranteed by the Federal Treaty of 1815 is 
assured, and they stand under the protection of the State. 

§ 34. Novices who are not Swiss citizens, if found to be found to be efficient in intel- 
lectual and moral respects, may be received into the convents with the consent of the 
Cantonal Council, on payment of acontribution to the State to be fixed by the said Council. 
Citizens of the Confederation have the right of reciprocity. 

§ 35. The monasteries are under the supervision of the State. The details of their 
relations with the Canton, district, and commune in which they are situated, as well as the 
manner in which the State exercises supervision over them, will be settled by law. 

- § 36. Monasteries are prohibited from purchasing, leasing, or acquiring real property 


on any pretence whatever. Real property that may come into their possession in conse- 


_ quence of voluntary foreclosure or insolvency must be sold by them within a year. 


§ 37. Inthe matter of trade and business the monasteries are restricted to the produce 
of their estates and the cattle on the same. 
_§ 38, The monasteries are bound, in common with every other citizen of the district, 


‘possess property, and are therefore under the obligation of contributing their proportion 
towards the discharge of the district and communal ‘burdens and the maintenance of public 
institutions. They are also subject to the regulations of the local police in the same 
manner as the ordinary citizen in every respect. 


Law on Taxation for the Canton of Schwyz. (September 10, 1854.) 


§ 11. Monasteries and absent owners of landed property pay taxes on every part of 
their property situated in the Canton, at the place where the part in question is situated. 
Property liable to taxation, owned by.the monasteries out of the Canton, is to be a essed 
at the place where they are domiciled (§ 38 of the Constitution).

_ Extract from the Collection of Laws of the Canton of Uri relating to Monasteries. 


Art. 419. The nunneries of the Upper Holy Cross at Altdorf, and St. Lazarus at 
Seedorf, must not possess any more cattle or landed property in the province of Uri, than 
such as were allowed to them by the certificate of the Provincial Assembly, in the 

ear 1660. 

, Art. 420. The monasteries must not sell any of the real property owned by them, 0 or 
purchase or exchange any estates, without the consent of the Government; and the 
treasurers, who are indeed appointed by the monasteries, but who must be confirmed in 
their appointment by the honourable Provincial Council, are to examine into and certify the 
condition of their estates, funds, and cattle, and render a report thereon to the honourable 
Provincial Council, every two years, on Innocents day, 28 December, and at the same time 
state how many persons are maintained in the convent, as also whether any novices have 
been admitted, and if so, how many. 

Art. 421. Novices may only be received into the nunneries with the previous know- 
ledge of the treasurers, and if they should have any objection to their reception, they shall 
notify it to our worthy lords and superiors. 

In like manner it is also ordered and decreed that out of every pres novices admitted, 


to pay all the taxes of the district in which they are situated, and of cheat where ibe a 
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there shall be always two girls of the Canton and only one foreigner. The admission of a 
foreigner shall also not be permitted for less than 200f1., unless there be specially favourable 
circumstances in the case. The girls of the Canton, however, may be favoured by a 
reasonable abatement. 

- Art. 422. In other respects the worshipful nunnery at Seedorf is acknowledged and 
confirmed in its rights and privileges as conferred by the seals and letters in its 
possession. 

Art. 423. If the reverend Capuchin Fathers should not obtain sufficient to maintain 
themselves by their own exertions, and. by free gifts and alms, and if for this reason they 
should require further contributions, whether of wood or other items, the needful shall be 
afforded to them out of the provincial funds.

[IN reply to your esteemed Circular letter of the 27th ultimo, requesting information 
as to the laws, ordinances, and regulations in force here relating to conventual establish- 
ments, we forward you inclosed copies of four resolutions on this subject, three of which 
apply to the conditions of admission into a nunnery, while the fourth refers to the examina- 
tions which those of the Capuchin Fathers have to undergo who wish to assist in the cure 
of souls. 

With respect to the taxation of monasteries, in accordance with § 12 of the Constitu- 
tion of the State they have, as a rule, to pay property tax on their corporate property, by 
means of annual contributions to the public fund for education and for ecclesiastical 
purposes. ‘The said contributions are determined by the Grand Council every year, on the 
basis of the property. The landed property of the convents is assessed for the police and 
poor-rates of the communes, in the same way as any other landed property. 

We have no other laws, general ordinances, or regulations on this subject at present 
in our Canton. ’

For the rest, the officer, when ascertaining the free will of the postulant, is to avoid 
everything that might be regarded as likely to influence her either for or against her joining 
the Order, and he must, therefore, limit his mission solely to seeking, in a manner calcu-. 
lated to inspire confidence, to obtain a free and unconstrained expression of her will. 

_ Hes then to cause the declaration thus elicited to be faithfully reduced to writing by 
the secretary present at the interview, in the form of ‘a regular report, which, after 
signature by him, the postulant, and the actuary, is to be forwarded by him to the 
Common Council without delay. 

2, This Resolution, which is to be communicated to the officer concerned, for his 
special guidance in every case of a contemplated entry in an Order that may arise, is likewise

1, No female may enter an Order, and withal take the vow of the Order, before 
completing her eighteenth year.

2. The dotation to be demanded for any person on admission into a nunnery, 
including, however, all other costs and charges, is to be— 

(a). If the person belongs to the Canton, not less than 1,200 fr., and not more than 
1,600 fr. ; 

(0). Tf the person, however, comes from any other Canton of the-Swiss Confederation 
not less than 1,600 fr. 

The Common Council is at liberty, however, in extraordinary cases, to take the 
circumstances into consideration, and allow a reduction in the minimum dotation. 

3. The Common Council is also to take care that no convent is overstocked with 
members of the Order, beyond the amount of its property and revenues. 

4. The convents themselves, as well as their secular officers or administrators, are 
bound, with reference to the foregoing §§ 1 and 2, to inform the Common Council before- 
hand Gf the name of the person, whenever a new tadinistion to the Order is about to take 
pe and they must await the consent of the Common Council to such admission. 

. The Common Council is to render a complete Report to the Council and Hundred 
wpiek year, at the ordinary spring sitting, concerning the state of the, housekeeping and 
staff of each convent, with a special statement as to how many new members of the Order 
have been admitted in the course of the last preceding year. 

6. A copy of this Decree is to be sent to the nunneries established in the Canton: as 
well as to their secular officers and administrators, for their information and observance. 

7. The original hereof, furnished with the seal of the State, shall it 
be entrusted to the Common Council for execution and observance.

The Ecclesiastical Department reports : 

The Directors of the Convent of Bruch here, referring to two Decrees of the Govern- 
ment on the subject, of 16th and 23rd April last, has begged, by letter of 6th May last, to 
be definitely informed—in due time, and in order to avoid all difficulties in future—of the 
actual conditions applying to the admission to the novitiate and the reception of novices 
into the sacred profession, especially: ]. What age the girls must have attained before 
entering the novitiate, as regards investiture, and what age is requisite when making sacred 
profession. 2. What amount will in future be required for the dotation of novices, whether 
runs or lay sisters, whether in easy circumstances, or of the poorer class. 

Hereupon the Government Council, on the motion of the Ecclesiastical Department, 
considering that the Civil Code has d declared those persons only who have attained their 


tuajority to be capable of making a legally binding declaration of will; referring to the 
resolution of the Grand Council of November 26, 1872, concerning the re-opening of 
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the novitiate at the Convent of Eschenbach ; in partial amendment of the Government 
Ordinance of September 23, 1814, decrees :— 

1. No female can be admitted to the novitiate or to take the vow before completing 
the 20th year of her age. 

2. The dotation for admission of a nun into the convent shall amount to 3,500 fr. at 
least for a person belonging 1o the Canton, and 4,500 fr. at least for one not belonging to 
the Canton ; the dotation for admission as lay sister shall amount to 700 fr. at least for a 
person belonging to the Canton, and 900 fr. at least for one not belonging to the Canton. 

3. In special cases, where the postulant is very poor but appears to be specially suited 
for, or desired by, the convent on account of her abilities or services, the Government 
Council may sanction her reception on more favourable terms. 

4. This Decree is to be communicated to the Convent of Bruch, in Lucerne, and to 
that at Eschenbach, as also to the Ecclesiastical Department.

Ordinance concerning the Examination of the Capuchin Fathers. (July 14, 1848.) : 


We, the Mayor and Government Council of the Canton of Lucerne, for the purpose 
of providing that the cure of souls, whenever it may be undertaken by the Capuchin 
Fathers in our canton, be only attended to by worthy and educated priests; taking into 
consideration the ordinances of a similar nature adopted in several neighbouring Cantons, 
which, if disregarded, might easily have a prejudicial effect upon this Canton; decree: 

§ 1. The Capuchin fathers who, as members of the communities at Sursee, 
Schupfheim, and the Wesemlin at Lucerne, desire to exercise the functions of the cure of 
souls, and to be employed in the capacity of assistant priests in parishes, must afford proof 
of their intellectual qualifications in the same manner as the secular clergy by passing an 
examination, and they must strictly observe the constitution and laws of the Canton during 
their stay therein. 

§ 2. After each “ mutation” every Pater-Guardian is to forward a list of all the 
members of his monastery, together with their certificates of baptism, morals, and studies 
to the Ecclesiastical Department. 

§ 3. Hereupon the Ecclesiastical Department is without delay to agree with the 
Ecclesiastical Examination Commission, and fix the days on which those Capuchin fathers, 
who have not already been examined and pronounced qualified, shall undergo an examina- 
tion in the science of theology. A certificate of competency entitles them to exercise the 
functions of the cure of souls. 

§ 4. Those Capuchins, who cannot produce satisfactory certificates as to their morals 
and studies, or who have been unsuccessful in the examination to which they. have 
been subjected, are prohibited from assisting in spiritual functions within this Canton. 

§ 5. The Pater-Guardians are to render a comprehensive report every year concerning 
the services and the state of the staff of th: monasteries. under their charge to the 
Ecclesiastical Department, for the use of the Government. 

§ 6. This ordinance is to be communicated to the Provincial Father of the Capuchins 
and to the guardians of the monasteries at Sursee and Schupfheim, and that on the 
Wesemlin at Lucerne for observance, as also to the Ecclesiastical Department for informa- 
tion and execution, and is to be published in the gazette of the Canton.

The former was dissolved by us on the 30th of December, 1873, and the latter on the 
27th May, 1874, so-that the Canton of Berne does not contain any conventual establish- 
ments at all now.

Owing to this circum- 
stance there are no legal provisions whatever in force in the Canton of Schaffhausen, 
relating to conventual institutions. Article 18 of our Civil Code contains but one general 
provision that could be made applicable to the circumstances in question. It runs 
thus :-— ; 

“ Article 18. For the establishment of civil or ecclesiastical corporations, the sanction 
of the State is requisite ; and this must be applied for in accordance with the Organic 
Laws.”

IN your esteemed letter of the 27th ultimo, you ask for information, on behalf of the 
Royal British Government, as to those Laws, ‘Ordinances, and Regulations | which are at 
present in legal force in the Cantons relating to Conventual establishments in connection 
with the Church of Rome, as also concerning the members of those institutions, especially 
of the regular Orders. 

In compliance with this request, we have the honour to inform you that there are no 
such special Laws and Ordinances in force here. On the other hand, however, by 
Article 10 of the Constitution of our Canton, the property, even of ecclesiastical corpora- 
tions, is declared inviolable. 

We inclose a copy of this Constitution. For"the rest we avail ourselves of the oppor- 
tunity to assure you, Mr. President and Gentlemen, of our most. profound esteem.

Constitution of the Canton of Unterwalden above the Forest, 1867. 


Art. 10. The property of private individuals, the Communes, public associations, and 
ecclesiastical and secular corporations is inviolable. They shall also be secured in the law- 
ful administration of the same, and in the disposal of the revenues thereof, in accordance 
with Law or the foundation. 

- The property of corporations must not be divided among the members like private 
property, neither must it be used in any manner contrary to the foundation, or be seriously 
diminished. Due care must, therefore, be taken that the opening of special portions of 
the Communal property, as, for instance, the forests and high grazing grounds shall bear a 
proper proportion to the profits yielded by them. 

- The institution of new corporations for permanent objects requires the consent of the 
Cantonal Council, which latter is, however, to be granted unless any danger to morality or 
to the public weal be manifestly involved therein.

We have the honour of transmitting to you, for the use of the Royal British Govern- 
ment, the first volume of our Laws, in which the Laws, Ordinances, and Regulations i in 
question are contained. 

We have to call your attention, and that of the Royal British Government, to See. 10, 
concerning the reverend clergy and the ecclesiastical corporations, folio 568, and Articles 1 
to 10 thereof, folio 578.

Code of Laws of the Canton of Unterwalden below the Forest. Stanz, 1867, Chap. 10.— 
Concerning the Very Reverend the Clergy and the Ecclesiastical Corporations. 


Art. 1. Concerning the Collation to Prebends. (Older Law. Code of 1857, J, 171.) 


If any prebendary should die on the eve of a festival, or on a Saturday, another person 
shall be nominated for the prebend in his stead on the next following festival, or Sunday, 
without further delay, even though the deceased be not yet buried. 


Art. 2. Concerning the Patrimony. (Older Law. Code of 1857, I, 502.) 


The Church Council at Stanz, on behalf of the hospital, and the other parishes, may 
not demand the deposit of more than 4,090 lb. (about 1,000/. sterling); on distributing the 
patrimony, however, they may, at their discretion, impose a certain payment for it upon 
the clergy. 


Art 3. Maintenance of the Reverend Capuchin Fathers. (Provincial Council, June 9, 1858.) 


The surplus interest of the Diocesan Fund accruing each year is to be applied to the 
maintenance of the reverend Capuchin fathers, and the Government is exempted from any 
contribution for that purpose. . 


Art. 4. Concerning the Recognition of the Very Reverend Nuns of St. Clara. (Provincial 
Assembly, April 29, 1618.) 


The reverend and spiritual sisters of the third Rule of St. Francis are recognized in 
accordance with the under-mentioned Articles, which have been confirmed by the eccle- 
siastical authorities, as set forth below, and they shall be permitted to build, at their cost, 
for their necessary residence here, and to admit girls, as many as their income will 
admit of. 


Here follow now the stipulated articles, which have likewise been transmitted to his 
Gracious Highness the Prince-Bishop of Constance. 


In the first place, they shall have a steward, who is to assist and advise them when 
necessary in reasonable and needful matters. 

In the second place, the parents or friends of the girls who wish to join them shall 
not be bound to let them inherit their entire property, but they shall come to an under- 
standing with them as to the dotation, in proportion to their property, before placing 
their daughters with them, so that the other brothers and sisters or frieads may also enjoy 
their share ; otherwise, if they were allowed all to inherit exactly alike, they would in a 
few years time inherit more interest than if they had been obliged to give them capital. 

In the third place, they shall not be permitted to invest or purchase interest or capital 
in the province without the consent of our gracious lords and superiors. 


Here follows the confirmation by the spiritual authority (May 24, 1618). 


We, the Vicar of his Gracious Highness the Prince-Bishop of Constance, do hereby 
in the first place offer our friendly salutation. 

Whereas the Lords, namely, the Chief Magistrate and Council of Unterwalden at 
Stanz, have amicably requested us to sanction certain of their statutes or articles relating 
to the reception of the sisters of the 3rd Rule of St. Francis, to which reasonable request 
and petition we reasonably must and will readily accede. 

We do, therefore, approve and consent to all and every article that has been sent to 
us, especially that the sisters shall have a bailiff or steward for their temporal posses- 
sions. We do, furthermore, confirm their renunciations, that they shall have no claim to 
heritages after having once received the dotation from their relations, and ratify their 
obligations, namely, the vow, and the engagements which they may have entered into 
already or may yet enter into. ; 
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They shall also be bound to receive rich and poor girls in their sisters’ house who 
tnay be qualified and virtuous, but no more than they may be able to maintain out of their 
revenues ; and we confirm and ratify other statutes or articles and ordinances with our 
regular powers, under the sole reservation that nothing be done to the prejudice of the 
freedom of the Holy Christian Church, contrary to the Holy Council of Trent and the 
assessments and decrees of our diocese. 

In testimony whereof, &ce. 


Art. 5, The Ordinances concerning them since that time. (Assemblies of 1648, 1652. 
Georgen Provincial Council, 1695. Assembly of 1721.) 


At the Assembly of 1648, the sisters were permitted and allowed, in addition to those 
estates which they held and possessed at that date, to purchase summer and winter pastur- 
age for thirty cows for the use of the convent, on conditions :— 

1. That they should render a report and account of their property every year to their 
steward, who, in order to ensure his efficiency, shall be confirmed by our gracious lords, 
and to six other gentlemen thereunto appointed; and, on rendering this annual account, 
they shall also send in an authentic catalogue in writing of all the sisters, specifying the 
names of each, their birth, the place, the year of their birth, and profession. 

2. That the lands purchased, together with the taxes and usages, ways and byeways, 
appurtenances and privileges, as also any damages or disputes that may arise thereon, 
shall be subject to the decisions of our tribunal and provincial courts. 

3. That from henceforth they shall not buy any lands or rents, whether hay or 
pasture land, in our province; neither shall any one sell to them or give them any 
such, on pain of loss of the lands, rents, hay, or pasture land, of the money or value 
promised. 

4. They shall not receive any girls, or enter into any negotiations for the same, except 
in the presence of the six gentlemen thereunto appointed, and they shall only do this on 
payment of dotation once for all, and the agreements entered into must be signed by the 
provincial clerk present ; and if any one should enter into negotiations with them without 
the knowledge and consent of the said gentlemen, he shall be liable to a fine of 100 fl. 

The children and girls of our province may be admitted with the consent of the six 
gentlemen ; foreigners, however, with the knowledge and approval of a provincial council ; 
but they shall also have regard for and admit the poor girls of the province who may 
desire it. 

The nuns may lend money on interest within the province, but they shall only 
trust the person, and not take any pledge or security for the convent, either on lands 
or rents. 

Their steward, however, or any one to whom they may entrust the matter, shall have 
the power, if they wish to lend such money further out, to obtain due and proper security 
from the third person for his own satisfaction. 

If the nuns buy any wood in the province for their own household use and require- 
ments, the citizen shall not have a preferential claim. — 

If the nuns buy any straw for their own requirements, whether from the communes or 
from private persons, in those places where their estates Jie, the citizen shall have no 
preferential claim thereto. 


Art 6. Ordinance on the Poor Law as affecting the Nuns of St. Clara. (Provincial Council, 
April 23, 1852.) 


In consequence of the request made by the Very Reverend Pater Provincial, that the 
decision of the Provincial Council of September 24 last year, concerning the reception 
of novices into the nunnery in this place, may be modified in such wise that the nuns 
shall only fall back upon the overseers of the poor or upon the Canton of their origin in 
the event of the conventual property not proving sufficient for their maintenance, it is :—- 

Considering, on the one hand, that it is agreed that, in the event of the abolition of 
convents, the nuns shall have the right of demanding that their maintenance out of the | 
conventual estates, which consist partly of their private property, shall first be provided 
for; on the other hand, however, that the principle must be maintained that, in the event 
of the abolition of the convent at the instance of the Confederation and its estates not 
sufficing for the maintenance of the nuns, they shall be chargeable to their respective 
Cantons, and in no case to the State or to the overseers of the poor of this Canton; 
resolved :—- 3 

That, in the event of the abolition of tlhe convent at the instance of the Confederation, 
and its estates proving insufficieat for the maintenance of the nuns, those who do not 
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belong to the Canton shall be chargeable to ‘the overseers of the poor, or to the Cantons 
or States of their origin, and in no case to this province or to our overseers of the 
poor. 


Art. 7. Resolution concerning the Nunnery at Niederrickenbach. (Provincial Council, 
April 13, 1859.)

In compliance with the letters of the Very Reverend Priest and Episcopal Com- 
missary Remigius Niederberger,. of March 27 and, April 11, this year, in» which) he 
supports the petition of eight. women not belonging, to the Canton, who have settled 
themselves at Maria Rickenbach, for the approval. and «consent of; their spiritual associa- 
tion, on the distinct understanding, as set forth in the letter of February 27, addressed to 
us by the Very Reverend Priest and Commissary..Remigius Niederberger, andin § 1 of the 
letter inclosed in that of his Reverence, the sole objects of this spiritual association 
are :— an mie Fetey cet 

(a.) To worship the God-man day and ‘night inthe sacred mysteries of the altar, 
and lay before Him the troubles and sorrows of individuals, as also of the whole of 
Christendom ; gid 

(b.) To exercise active love for their neighbours by taking care of, and educating 
poor, and especially fatherless, children ; : doe 

(c.) Continually to worship Mary, the virgin mother of God on the spot, where:she 
has so miraculously taken up her abode, and to pray for her protection and guardianship 
for all believers in Christ; and ahs 

(d.) As far as their powers extend, and as may be desired by the Commune, to open 
schools for girls or to minister to the poor houses. 

In acknowledgment of the undertakings contained in the aforesaid letter of 
February 27, and providing that this spiritual association shall submit itself to the provisions 
of the Constitution of the Canton, and to all ecclesiastical and civil laws in force here, 
and pay all lawful taxes, and in addition thereto, from the time when the consent of the 
High Provincial Council shall be granted, shall at all times during its existence gratuitously 
take care of, clothe, feed, and educate eight poor children of Nidwalden, and more if its 
circumstances improve, and instruct them in religion, school learning, and work ; 

Considering that the petitioners have promised, on behalf of themselves and of all 
persons who may enter their association, always to deposit. certificates ,of good conduct 
and domicile with the worshipful Communal Council of Oberdorf, and that. they shall 
thus never become chargeable to the Province, which latter promise is distinctly. renewed 
by the assurance of the very Reverend Priest and Commissary Remigius Niederberger in 
his letter of April 11 to this effect: “That he is authorized and commissioned to -give 
a distinct undertaking in the name of the petitioners that this institution shall never 
become a burden to Nidwalden, and that the High Provincial Council. may therefore in 
the Act of Ratification reserve to itself the right of sending the members of this associa- 
tion back to the respective communes of their origin in the event of impoverishment ;” 
with reference to § 43 of the Federal Constitution and the form of the. certificates of 
domicile, as regulated by the Concordat.of January 28, 1854, and, finally, on the 
assumption that the promises and undertakings entered into will at all times be 
conscientiously and faithfully fulfilled, and that the following stipulations will be 
observed :— 

Acknowledge, confirm, and allow the spiritual association of the petitioners as a 
corporation ander the following special conditions :— | 

1. On this resolution coming into force the petitioners shall be at liberty to éffect 
the purchase of the estate of Stafeli and the adjoining so-called Alpeli at Niederricken- 
bach. . 

-The acquisition of any other estates, houses, grazing grounds, common lands, or 
forests, &c., in future is strictly forbidden them. 

They are likewise prohibited from purchasing any Nidwald funds. 

2. Any person joining this corporation in future, who does not belong to this Canton, 
or who may not be settled here, shall be bound to deposit to the worshipful Communal 
Council in Oberdorf the certificates necessary for her settlement, and to apply to the High 
Council of the Province for this settlement, at the same time paying the lawful tax for the 
same, before entering the Corporation. 

In consideration of the above-mentioned undertakings, however, the members of the 
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Corporation shall only be bound to make application for settlement in future, and pay the 
tax for the same every four years. 

3. As the High Provincial Council does not and cannot confer any claim whatever to 
the rights of citizenship in this Canton upon those members of this spiritual corporation 
on their entering the same, it cannot undertake any obligation on behalf of the State or 
the Communes to support them in the event of their impoverishment. 

In the event of impoverishment, or in any of those other cases which are provided 
for by § 41, No. 6 of the Federal Constitution, the said Council solemnly reserves to itself 
the right of sending back those members of the corporation who do not belong to this 
Canton to their respective original Communes. 

4. Should this spiritual association, however, at any time be dissolved from any cause 
whatever, then their landed estates must be sold to the citizens of the Canton. 

5. The aforesaid spiritual corporation shall be bound to render an annual account 
both of the 7,700 fr. deposited as per vouchers, as also of any other corporate property 
which may be acquired in future, to a Commission consisting of three gentlemen, and to 
pay the lawful taxes. 
~ 6. An agreement is to be drawn up to settle as to the admission of the eight or more 
poor children of Nidwalden, as regards their age, their qualification for entry and leaving, 
inspection, &c. The election of the children, however, is always to rest with the High 
Provincial Council. 

7. The parish authorities of Stanz are requested to adopt such measures as-will ensure 
the pilgrimages to the chapel of Maria Rickenbach being as little as possible interfered 
with by the members of the corporation visiting the same. 

8. This Resolution is to come into force on the day on which the sanction of this 
spiritual corporation by the very Reverend the Bishop of Chur is received here, and it is 
to be communicated to the parish authorities of Stanz and to the petitioners. 


Art, 8. Reception of Orphan Children at.the Convent of Niederrickenbach. (Provincial 
Council, October 8, 1862.) 


The High Provincial Council of the Canton of Unterwalden below the Forest, 
referring to the Resolution adopted April 13, 1859, relative to the sisters then about to 
settle at Niederrickenbach, and in execution of § 6 thereof, concerning the reception of 
poor fatherless children, decrees :— ag 

1. The High Provincial Court nominates the orphan children who are to be admitted 
to the institution of Niederrickenbach. In this matter all the Communes of Nidwalden 
are to enjoy equal rights. A uniform distribution in proportion to the number of the 
inhabitants is, however, to be adopted in preference. 

2. In order to be admitted the children must :— 

(a.) Have completed their eighth year. ; rate 

(b.) Produce a certificate of capacity to receive instruction from the clergyman of 
their parish. x pe 

(c.) Produce a doctor’s certificate of vaccination. 

3. The children about to be admitted must be dressed decently as far as possible. 

4, Frequent visits to the children by their parents are forbidden, neither shall the 
children be allowed to go home merely for a visit. 3 

5. After being once admitted, no child shall be dismissed from the institution without 
the special consent of the Worshipful Council. 

Grounds for this ave :-- 

(a.) The incorrigibility of the child. 

(b.) Long continued or infectious disease. . 

6. Whenever a child is dismissed, a nomination to fill the vacancy shall at once be 
made provisionally by the Worshipful Council, and afterwards definitively by the High 
Provincial Council. ; 
~~ %, As a rule these children are not to be discharged from the institution before they 
have completed their fifteenth year. For their definitive discharge, however, evidence shall 
be required of their spiritual and bodily instruction, and of their having received a good 
education. The overseers of the poor of their parish will be expected to adopt measures 
for the well-being of the discharged children. ; 

~ °8, The education and care of these children are under the special supervision of the. 
Worshipful Council, which has the right of issuing admonitions, and any other ordeis that 
may appear to be called for. ee ars . 
Temporary Provision.—The eight children already admitted are to remain in the 
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institution, and as each of them leaves the vacancy is to be filled up in accordance with 
the above provisions. 


Art. 9. Heirs in Convents. (See § 221 of the Civil Code; also Chapter XI, Letter K, 
Art. Monasteries.) 


Art 10, Stipends, (See Chapter VIII, Arts. 5—8, page 498 and following.)

Revised Official Collection of Laws of the Canton of the Grisons. 


Ordinance of the Grand Council concerning the convent at Miinster (July 5, 1858, 
former collection, B IV, page 126), and concerning the convent at Poschiavo (Minute of 
the Grand Council, July 6, 1853, page 123). : 


As the foregoing two Ordinances contained essentially the same provisions, they were 
incorporated together, on the revision of the collection of laws, as follows: 

§ 1. A special treasurer shall be appointed by the Lesser Council for the convent at 
Miinster, and one for the convent at Poschiavo, who shall strictly watch over the adminis- 
tration of the convents, and render an annual report concerning the same to the Govern- 
ment of the Canton, as also to the Corpus Catholicum. 

Every appointment of a new treasurer shall be published by the Lesser Council. 

§ 2. The Lesser Council is to take care that the present amount of the conventual 
property be in no case diminished, as also that no property be invested out of the 
Canton. 

No agreements for the purchase or exchange of landed property, furniture, or 
valuables of the convent can be legally concluded without the consent of the respective 
treasurer, inasmuch as all such agreements, and in general all kinds of important business 
transactions affecting the convent, which may be entered into without the previous know- 
ledge and consent of the treasurer, would be regarded and declared null and void, and in 
no way binding upon the administration of the convent. 

Only agreements of minor importance for the current household management may be 
entered to by the convent or by the manager appointed by it, concerning which, however, 
strict account is to be kept, and submitted to the treasurer every year. 

§ 38. Whenever any person shall apply for admission into the convent, the prioress 
shall give notice thereof to the treasurer, who is to report it to the Lesser Council, which 
will thereupon inquire into and decide as to whether the applicant can be admitted in 
accordance with the tenor of §§ 5 and 6 below, and refer the case to the Catholic head of the 
Government, and to the members of the Catholic division of the Commission of the estates, 
and after receiving the opinion and report to be delivered and made by them, will either 
confirm or reject the application. 

§ 4. No female can take the vow of the order before completing her 20th year. 

§ 4. The minimum dotation to be paid on admission into the convent is fixed at:— 

(a.) For a person belonging to the Canton, 2,550 fr. It is, however, reserved to the 
Catholic Head of the Government and the Catholic members of the Commission of the 
Estates to propose, in the opinion to be delivered by them to the Lesser Council in 
accordance with § 3 as to the eligibility of the applicant, that the person, if belonging to 
the Grisons, shall be received for a smaller amount than the dotation above stipulated, 
or even quite gratuitously. 

(b.) For a person belonging to any other Canton of the Confederation, 3,400 fr. 

(c.) For a person not a native of Switzerland, 6,800 fr. 

§ 6. In every case of profession of vows previous notice thereof must be given by the 
convent or its manager to the treasurer and by him to the Lesser Council, which will 
thereupon proceed, also in this matter, in accordance with the provisions of the 
above 4 3. 

§ 7. Special provision for the convent at Miinster. So long as the convent at 
Munster is in existence the nuns shall be bound to undertake the proper instruction of 
young females, for which reason, in sanctioning the exceptions reserved in § 5, letter (a), 
special attention must be given to the applicant’s capacity for education. 


; 
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Resolution 4) the Grand Council concerning the Convent at Poschiavo. (July 6, 1853; 
Min., page 124.) 


The Lesser Council is empowered in general to adopt all such measures as may appear 
suitable to prevent the clandestine disposal of property of the convent at Poschiavo, as well 
as, so- far as practicable, to bring back into the Canton the property of the convent 
at present abroad. 


§ 1. A special treasurer shall be appointed by the eitieh Council for the convent at 
Disentis, who shall ‘strictly watch over the administration of the convent, and render 
an annual report, concerning the same, to the Government, and also to the Corpus 
Catholicum. 

Every appointment of a new treasurer Shall be published by the Lesser Council. 

§ 2. The Lesser Council is to take strict care that the present amount of the 
property of the convent be in no case diminished, as well as that no property be invested 
out of the Canton. 

“No agreements for the purchase or exchange of landed property, furniture, ‘or 
valuables may be concluded, neither may any tithes or ground-rents be redeemed without 
the consent of the treasurer, inasmuch as all such agreements and, in general, all sorts 
of important business transactions affecting the convent, which may be entered into 
without the previous knowledge and consent of the treasurer, would be regarded and 
declared null and void, and in no way binding upon the administration of the convent. 

Only agreements of minor importance for the current household management may be 
entered into by the convent or by the manager appointed by it, concerning sce however. . 
strict account is to be kept and submitted to the treasurer every year. 

The Lesser Council is, however, empowered to invest the treasurer with a more direct 
influence in the administration of the convent if necessary. 

The non-resident monks are prohibited from incurring any debts on account of the 
convent under any circumstances whatsoever. 

§ 3. Every application for admission into the convent shall be notified by the 
superiors thereof to the treasurer, and by him to the Lesser Council, which will thereupon 
inquire into and decide as to whether the applicant can be admitted in accordance with 
the tenor of §§ 4 and 5 below, and refer the case. to the Catholic member of the 
Government and the Catholic division of the Commission of the Estates, and, after 
receiving the opinion and report to be delivered and made by them, will either confirm 
or reject the application. 

§ 4. The vow of the order must not be taken unless the person is full 20 years of age. 

As a rule, the admission of persons not belonging to the Grisons is prohibited. 

The Lesser Council is, however, empowered to grant exceptions hereto, on-the advice 
of the Council of Education, when the question of securing an efficient educational staff 
for the convent school is involved. 

Every novice must pass the maturity examination, prescribed for the clergy of both 
confessions, before he can be admitted. 

§ 5. The minimum dotation to be paid on admission into the convent is fixed at the 
sum of 2,250 fr. 

Only i in the case specified in § 4 shall the Lesser Council be competent to grant 
exceptions to this provision. 

§ 6. In every case of profession of vows previous notice thereof must be given by the 
superiors of the convent to the treasurer, and by him to the Lesser-Council, which will 
take care that the above provisions are strictly observed. 

§ 7. So long as the convent at Disentis shall exist, the Lesser Council will insist 
upon its fulfilling its obligations with respect to school affairs in a manner compatible 
with the requirements of the age and the exigencies of the circle of Disentis. ) 

In so far as. this may be effected by maintaining a convent school, that schooi shall 
be subject to the lawful superintendence and direction of the Council of Education.

Foreign Countries. 


Mr. Strachey to the Earl of Derby.—(Received April 14.) 


My Lord, Dresden, April 11, 1875. 

WITH reference to the inquiry on Monastic Institutions, I have the honour to 
report as follows :—- 

At the Reformation the Papa] Church of the Electorate of Saxony was entirely - 
extirpated. Religious liberty, in the modern sense, was not admitted, and was, in fact, 
prevented by the terms of the Peace of Religion (1555). The Treaty of Westphalia 
guaranteed to the Roman Catholic subjects of Protestant Princes a mere civil toleration, 
which did not include the right to build churches or create foundations. The theoretical 
and practical prevention of open worship and religious endowments by dissidents remained 
in force till 1806, when, in acceding to the Confederation of the Rhine, Friedrich 
Augustus [ guaranteed to the Church of Rome all the advantages enjoyed by the Lutherans 
(Treaty of Posnania, 1806). The Saxon Constitution of 1830 specifically prohibited the 
establishment of new monasteries and convents. No such institutions exist within the 
limits of the original Electorate. 

The above applies only to the Hereditary States. At the date of the cession of the 
Lausitz to the Elector John George 1 (Treaty of Prague, 1635), there existed in that 
Bohemian country two Cistercian nunneries. The Treaty reserved to the Honse of 
Austria a right of protection over these foundations, which was practically renounced in 
1845, in exchange for a Saxon promise that there should be no interference with the said 
convents. The Saxon Government appears to have acknowledged the exceptional 
situation of the convents, which are generally admitted to be exempt from ordinary Saxon 
and German legislation. In case of urgent necessity, a reference ad hoc would have 
to be made to the locallegal status of 1635, or to any precedents which might .seem 
applicable. . 

The sum of this is, that as respects the points contemplated by your Lordship’s 
inquiry, the two Saxon nunneries are not subject to legislative and administrative control. 
As regards the Hereditary States, | would point out—at the risk, perhaps, of explaining 
what is obvious—that the Cunstitutional Rule of 1830 ‘against conventual establishments 
implied the continuity of the old Lutheran prohibitive spirit; and that it had nothing to do 
with the modern reaction against the complete religious enfranchisement of the Roman 
Catholic Church exhibited, for instance, in Geneva, by the Carteret party, and, in Prussia, 
in the whole course of recent ecclesiastical controversy and legislation.

Part IV concerns Religious Orders and Congregations bound by religious vows. 

The Church Laws having been laid before the Lower House of the Hessian Legis- 
lative Chamber (which was convened a fortnight ago for the dispatch of business) 
finally passed their first reading yesterday. 

The Upper Hessian Legislative Chamber will shortly meet, when it is confidently 
hoped the Laws in question will meet with its approval.

My Lord, Darmstadt, April 28, 1875. 

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatch of the 3rd instant, requesting me to 
obtain information respecting monastic and conventual establishments in the Grand 
Duchy of Hesse, and to your Lordship’s despatch of the 12th instant, requesting me to 
obtain similar information with respect to the Grand Duchy of Baden, I have the. 
honour to make the following statement with regard to the former country. 

The orders or congregations of the Roman Catholic Church in the Grand Duchy of 
Hesse are not numerous and they are almost exclusively found in Mayence and the Rhine 
Provinces of Hesse. 

They consist of :— 

1. Capuchin monks whose numbers increased from seven in the year 1855 to twenty- 
four in 1874. 

The exact time that this order made its first appearence in Mayence i is not defined, 
but it was certainly subsequent to 1850. 

These Capuchins own a house at Mayence which was presented to them in 1859. 
They likewise possess a monastery with a church at Dieburg erected in 1861 and 
inscribed in the name of Baron Vanbold as destined to church purposes. 

2. School Brothers of Mary. 

This order consisted in 1855 of six members and in 1874 had increased to fifteen. 
They possess a school in a hired building, and also a boarding school as a private 
establishment. They are not to be confounded with the widespread teaching 
brotherhood which was instituted in France by De la Salle. They wear civil dress, and their 
school is also frequented by persons not of the Roman Catholic religion. 

3. Jesuits. There! were six members of this order at Mayence in 1855, four in 


_ 1866, and in 1872 the number was still four. 


The date of the first appearance of Jesuits in Hesse is not clearly known, but it was 
certainly not before 1850. They established themselves at Mayence in spite of violent 
opposition, and were introduced into a vacated vicarage. 

This vicarage was abolished by a law of the German Empire in 1872; other orders 
that were abolished by the same Imperial Law did not exist in the Grand Duchy. 

Of female orders there are :— 

1. The “ Englische Fraulein” or Angelic Sisters, or, as their name denotes, English 
young ladies, they having originally come from England. This order is a very ancient 
one, and dates as far back as 1752. 

In 1838, their number at Mayence was eight; in 1855, twenty-eight; in 1866 


_ seventy-four ; and in 1874, eighty-eight ; they devote themselves to educational purposes, 
. oe nee a yearly income of about 120/. Their establishment was created by endow- 
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2. School Sisters and Deaconesses of the Divine Providence. . 

Their numbers in 1855, consisted of twenty-five; in 1866, of ninety-nine; and in 
1874, of eighty-four. They attend to the education of girls and ‘likewise tend the sick at 
Dieburg ; the sisters take the household management of the boys’ seminary ; when sales 
are employed i in public schools their board and ‘lodging i is provided for. 

3. Sisters of Charity of the order of St Vincent of Paul. 

They consisted of twenty-two in 1855 and in 1874. of forty-three members. 

They nurse the sick in a hospital at Mayence, erected by private contribution, and 
two other hospitals at Mayence have been handed over to them, likewise the town 

hospital at Benshim. 

4. Congregation of the Daughters of the Saviour, whose number last year amounted 
to thirty-four. 

They have been established since 1859 in Darmstadt, where they possess a private 
reer with freehold property, worth at present upwards of 3,000. 

Sisters of Charity of the Holy Order of Borromeo. ‘Their number in 1855 was 
ee. and in 1874, nine. They were at first established in a town hospital at Bingen, 
but since 1870 live in a house erected by endowment, where they receive out-door nurses. 
The endowment of these sisters amounts to about 5001. 

6. Poor sisters for nursing the sick according to the 3rd order of St. Francis of 
Assisi. 

In 1855 they numbered eight, and in 1874 fifteen. They nurse the poor, sick, and 
abandoned in their dwellings. | 

The order in its present form was first founded at Aix-la-Chapelle, in 1851. They 
live in a house lent by benefactors. 

. 7. Sisters of the order of the Good Shepherd. sat 

In 1855 their number was five, and nine in 1874. They devote themselves to the 
improvement of fallen women and abandoned children. They dwell in a side building of 
the St. Stephen’s Church at Mayence. . 

8. Nuns of the Perpetual Adoration of the order of St. Francis of Assisi. 

In 1866 they numbered twenty-six, and twenty-two in 1874. 

They occupy themselves with sanctification through prayer. 

They practice female handiwork, and possess a house at Mayotte. which is stated 
to have cost 3,500. 

Thus it will be seen that the number of men in monastic orders was forty-three in 
1874, as compared with nineteen in 1855, and that women in conyentual establishments 
inereased from 117 in 1855 to 304 in 1874, 

The foliowing are the provisions of a law respecting the religious orders and similar 
associations in the Grand Duchy of Hesse, which has passed the Legislative Chambers of 
the country, and having received the signature of His Royal Highness the Grand Duke

With regard to the Grand Duchy of Baden, it is laid down in the 11th paragraph of 
the Law of October 9, 1860, concerning the churches and church associations of the 
Grand Duchy, that no religious order can be introduced and no new institution connected 
with an order already admitted can be established in the Grand Duchy without the 
permission of the Government, whose sanction may, moreover, be revoked at any time. — 
(“‘ Official Gazette,” No. 51, 1860). 

The only permission of this kind hitherto granted concerns the introduction of the 
_order of the Sisters of Charity, and was published on the 13th of March, 1845, in No. 7 
of the “ Official Gazette” of the same year. 

There exists then in the Grand Duchy of Baden at present but one recognized 
order, that of St. Vincent of Paul. 

The number of sisters belonging to this society in Baden amounted in 1873 to 162, 
who were stationed in twenty-eight different localities. Apart from these sisters there 
were in the same year 187 members of other orders, among them 102 Franciscan nuns, 
and 81 black sisters living in Baden, distributed over forty different localities. 

The Imperial Law of July 4, 1872, respecting the expulsion of the Jesuits and 
orders affiliated to that society, though valid for Baden, has not made any change in the 
Grand Duchy, as the society in question and the kindred congregations of the Redemp- 
torists, the Lazarists, and the Priests of the Sacred Heart of Jesus had never been 
introduced. 

_ A Law promulgated by the Grand Ducal Government on the 2nd April, 1872, 
forbids members of religious orders not expressly admitted to act as public teachers, 
pastors, or as so-called missionaries. 

The bye-laws of the order of the Sisters of Charity were issued by Herrman von 
Vicary, Archbishop of Freiburg. They define the order as a religious society without a 
conventual organization, subject in ecclesiastical matters to the See of Freiburg, and in 
regard to all its civil relations to the supervision of the State. 

The main object of the order is the tending of the sick in hospitals, but.its functions 
may be extended to orphan asylums, houses of refuge for children, houses of correction 
for females, and other public institutions of a similar kind. 

The mother house is situated at Freiburg, and branch establishments may be 
organized in communities which solicit them. The superior of the order is appointed by 
the Archbishop; a female general superior and two assistant sisters aid him in main- 
taining discipline and managing the concerns of the association. 

The rest of the members are divided into institute sisters, or such as have taken the 
vows ; probation sisters, who remain two years in that category, wearing the dress of. the 
order ; and aspirants, who receive instruction for the term of a year. 

The internal management of the hospitals, in which the sisters are called to officiate, 
is handed over and confided to them and their female superior, who has authority over 
_ all the inmates, except the staff of physicians and administrators, who are under the 
supervision of their respective boards of directors. In tending the sick, the sisters are 
bound to obey exclusively the injunctions of the physicians. Neither communal officials 
nor hospital curators have a decisive voice in the removal or installation of sisters, but 
their reasonable wishes in these respects {are recommended to the consideration ‘of the 
superiors, 

The superiors alone can decide on the reception of aspirants, whose age, as a rule, 
should be between 18 and 26, and whose respectability, health, mental and religious 
qualifications must be carefully inquired into. A list of the sisters must be submitted 
both to the secular and spiritual authorities. 

The aspirants are under the instruction of a mistress of novices. They previously 
spend about a month as candidates in the mother house, to ascertain whether they can 
accustom themselves to the new mode of life and duties proposed. 

Although the vows—chastity, poverty, and obedience—are simple, and renewable 
every year, an institute sister can only be dismissed for misconduct, but never on the 
ground of infirmity, and must be maintained for life from the funds of the order, unless 
she can be employed in a service commensurate with her strength. 

‘The sick sisters are recommended to the special care of the order, so that in case 
of need, privations shall be endured by the robust rather than by the weak. 

No sister can irrevocably relinquish her property in favour of the order. The 
_ dowry which a sister may bring must not exceed 130/., and is to be returned to her in 
« case she leaves the order, the interest only which shall have accrued during the period of 

her membership being deducted. In case of death, the money a sister may have 
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contributed, in the shape of a dowry, becomes the property of the order, independently 
of her last will or testament. : 

Every sister retains, in common with every citizen, the right to inherit and to 
bequeath property. Whatever estate she may own besides her dowry will be administered 
for her ; the interest accruing from the same while she is a member belongs to the order. 
In her last will she may freely dispose of all her property, her dowry alone excepted. 

The property owned by the order, as such, is admistered solely by its superior, 
whose financial operations are rigidly controlled by the State Government. . 

The ready money which an aspirant or a probation sister may have brought with 
her will, on her death, be remitted to her lawful heirs after deducting necessary expenses 5 
her outfit, however, remains the property of the order. 

Should a member refuse to renew her vows, she may ask to be dismissed from 
the order, and recover what is due to her of the money she has deposited. Whether 
the dismissal of a sister be voluntary on her part or involuntary, she can make no 
demands for services rendered, nor ever be received back again into the association. - 

The above bye-laws were approved by the Grand Duke with the following proviso :— 
That only a native of Baden ordinarily residing within the State should be appointed to 
the office of superior, and that no foreign superior should exercise official authority over 
the congregation of the Sisters of Charity, that the choice of superiors should be — 
contingent on the approval of the sovereign; that the Government should be informed 
of the reception of every new member; that minors should not be admitted without the - 
consent of their parents; that the legal rights of the heirs of the sisters to their 
property should be reserved,.and that sisters who should refuse to renew their annual 
vows should be permitted to leave the order without hindrance; and, finally, that Catholic 
commissaries might be appointed by the sovereign over both the mother house and its 
affiliated establishments. . ee 

A further clause provides that, in the event of a dissolution of the order, its 
property shall be applied to charitable purposes in furtherance of the intentions of 
the original donors. 

The document concludes with the usual protest against any inferences that might 
be attempted to be drawn from the sanction of the order in question to the detriment of 
_the sovereign rights of the Grand Duke. 

In conclusion, I beg to annex herewith the laws bearing on the subject which I have 
epitomised in the above remarks.

Direct Supreme Resolutions of His Royal Highness the Grand Duke. 


RoOneE THES the introduction of the Order of the Sisters of Charity into the 
Grand Duchy.) 


LEOPOLD, by the grace of God, Grand Duke'of Baden, Duke of Zahringen. ~On 
most humble proposal of our Ministry of the Interior, and after audience of our Ministry 
of State, we hereby grant our sovereign sanction to the Statutes of the Order of the 
Sisters of Charity in the Grand Duchy ‘of Baden, which are as follows: 

' We, Herrmann von Vicari, by compassion of God and grace of the Holy Apostolical 
See, Archbishop of Freiburg and Metropolitan of the Upper Rhine ecclesiastical 
province, &c., &c. 

Have determined to give Statutes to the Order of the Sisters of Charity, which is to 

be introduced into our archdiocese, to practise the works of Christian compassion, in 


accordance with the nature and intention of the Order and with the special circumstances 


of the country ; and after previous concert with the Grand Ducal Government and the 
sanction of the Sovereign, we promulgate these Statutes, as follows : 


§ 1. The Order of the Sisters of Charity of the Holy Vincent of Paul is admitted © 


and introduced into the Grand Duchy of Baden. 
This Order is a religious association, but without conventual constitution. 


In ecclesiastical matters it, is under the chief superintendence of the Archbishop of | és 


Freiburg, or of the Archiepiscopal Ordinariat there. 
In its relations to the State and in all its civil circumstances the Order is under the. 
chief superintendence of the State Government. 


§ 2. The most essential vocation of the Order of the Sisters of Charity in Bade is 


the pile of the sick of both sexes in the hospitals. 

To the Order may also be assigned the tendance of the orphan asylums, of the 
establishments for the Yescue of deserted children, of the houses of correction for 
female convicts, and other public institutions of a similar kind. 


§ 3. The Order shall have a mother establishment at the seat of the Archbishopric, ‘ 


which ‘shall also be its training institute. 


The mother establishment is allowed to found sister houses in those parishes which — ) 
apply for them ; and to institute branch sister houses in those parishes which have not 


the necessary means to provide for complete sister houses. 


But the sanction of the State must always be applied for, if sister houses, or branch — 
sister houses, are to be newly founded by the Order, or if an institution is to be received © 


from it in any parish. 


§ 4. The chief direction and sierintontence of these subordinate sister houses, or 


branch sister houses, are conducted by the principals of the Order, who preside over the 
mother establishment, namely :

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The Superior of the Order, who is appointed by the Archbishop ; 
The General Lady Principal and two assistant Sisters. 


The other members of the Order are called: 


Institute sisters, after they have taken the vows ; 
Probationary sisters, after they have received the religious dress; and 
Aspirants, during their novitiate in the Order. 


§ 5. In spiritual matters all.the houses of the Order are under the Archbishop, or 
the Archiepiscopal Ordinariat at Freiburg. 

§ 6. In regard to the care of the sick, all the houses of the Order are under the 
superintendence of the Hospital Boards, and in regard to economical affairs under that of 
the authority which governs the hospital. 

§ 7. The Superior of the Order has to attend to the observance and promotion of 
the discipline established by the statutes, and to assist the General Lady Principal with — 
advice in all important matters. 

He decides with her and with the two assistant sisters upon the reception of the 
aspirants and the investiture of the probationary sisters. 

As a rule he gives the latter the religious dress,.and receives their vows after the 
completion of the novitiate. He presides at all elections and conducts them. He- 
examines and decides all cases of complaint by the Lady Principal against the sisters, or 

by the latter against her. 
No sister can be dismissed without his consent, nor be transferred to another house 
without his previous knowledge. 

§ 8. In important cases which affect the Order as such, the directresses of the 
sister houses are to apply to the principals of the Order, and to follow their directions 
willingly ; and they are at all times to inform them of everything that may serve for the 
welfare and promotion of the Order. 

§ 9. The principals of the Order introduce the institute sisters whom they have 
appointed for it into a newly-founded sister house. The Superior of the Order assigns 
them to the spiritual direction of the father confessor appointed by the Archbishop; the 
General Lady Principal takes care that the internal management of the house shall be 
given up to the sisters immediately after their introduction, ‘and for that purpose all keys, 
furniture, &c., with the inventories are to be delivered to them. 

§ 10. The costs of this first journey are paid by the parish or by the directors of the 
house into which the sisters are to be introduced; but the costs of the prescribed visita- 
tion journeys are borne by the sisterhood. 

___ $11. The principals of the Order visit the sisterhood by turns, as a rule, once every 
ear. 

§ 12. At the visitation the principals of the Order shall carefully ascertain the 
behaviour of the sisters, first inquiring of the directors of each house then of each 
sister separately, and listening to them with Christian love; the patients are also to be 
discreetly asked whether they have any just complaints to make, as well as the hospital 
directors and physicians, to whom the affairs of the sisters are to be most especially 
recommended to promote the comfort of the sick. The principals of the Order will 
take the proper measures and give the necessary directions to remedy the faults and 
defects discovered. 

$13. In cases of great importance, which require the personal presence of one 2 of 
the principals of the Order, they are bound to visit the house where such cases occur at 
other times than the visitation journey. 

The house bears the expenses of such a journey, if the directors thereof have made 
it necessary; but the Order bears them if the sisters have been the cause of the 
journey. 

§ 14. In cases where the action or intervention of the Grand Ducal Government 
or of the chief pastoral office is necessary, the Superior of the Order applies thereto 

with a report; and in matters within his sphere of action which ought to be made 
known to the hospital committee, he brings the subject before it at its sittings. 
§ 15. The internal arrangement of “the hospitals as well as the service and care of 
the patients is given over and confided to the Lady Principal and the sisters. 
§ 16. The Lady Principal directs the management of the house, and, therefore, 

has the control over every person in it, except the medical staff, which is under the 
control of the Hospital Board, and excepting the administrative staff which is under the 
administrative authority. 

-§ 17. If difficulties occur which affect both the Order in its spiritual relations and 
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the hospital as such, or the administration, the authorities and offices therein concerned 
will take the proper measures for their removal as speedily as possible. ~ 

§ 18. In like manner the directors of the hospital will exercise control over the 
whole medical staff, and the administrative authority over the purely administrative staff, 
and will do their best to remedy at once all well-founded complaints of the directress ; 
and in general to remove whatever might cause grievance to the Order of the Sisters of 
Charity, or act injuriously on the. economy and service of the house. 

In the agreements of the Order’ with the parishes, it shall be provided that any 
disputes arising between the directress and the temporal authority shall be. decided 
by the competent Provincial.Government, in concert with the ecclesiastical authority. 

§ 19. In the service of the sick, the sisters have to take the directions of the chief 
physicians of the house, or, in their absence, of their assistants, as to the administration 
of the medicines, and how the diet and course of living are to be regulated and observed, 
and to follow those directions only. 

§ 20. The principal receives from the governors of the house the necessary sums 
of money for the payment of the daily expenses, and she is to give a proper account of 
the expenditure thereof to the same authority every month. 

§ 21, The principal of each house is allowed to appear personally, if she thinks it 
necessary, at the meetings of the managing committee; to confer with it upon the 
affairs of her house. In like manner the committee, if it thinks necessary to confer 
with the principal upon the said affairs, will invite her to its sittings. 

§ 22. To provide the necessary clothing, linen, and other requirements for the 
Sisters of the Order, the directress thereof will receive yearly from the governors of the 
house in which the sisters are, a fixed sum formally agreed to with the mother establish- 
ment, and the directress has only to give account of the a ah nt of that sum to the 
Principal of the Order. 

§ 23. It belongs to the Principals of the Order alone to admit as aspirants those who 
wish to be received into the Order if, after strict examination, they believe them to 
possess the necessary bodily and mental qualifications for the station of a sister of 
charity. 

. The list of the aspirants admitted, as well as that of the sisters who are to have the 
dress and those who are to take the oath, is to be submitted by the Superior of the Order 
on each occasion to the respective temporal and ecclesiastical authorities, so that they 
may be at all times aware of the personal condition of the Order. 

§ 24. Those who wish to be admitted into the Order of the Sisters of Charity can 
only be admitted at the mother establishment. As a rule, the age of admission is fixed 
at between 18 and 26 years. Exceptions will be allowed by the Principal of the Order 
only after mature consideration, and with just appreciation of the existing circum. 
stances. 

§ 25. The Principals of the Order will carefully ascertain from the person who applies 
for admission whether she is born of upright and Catholic parents ; whether any heredi- 
tary disease prevails in her family, or any disgrace rests upon it; whether the applicant 
herself is of blameless conduct, and is firmly resolved to renounce the spirit and manners 
of the world, in order to remain in pious seclusion and in strict observance of the precepts 
of the Order; moreover, whether she has a thorough knowledge of religious matters, is 
well instructed in reading and writing, and has health and strength for attendance upon 
the sick. 

Without these preliminary conditions, which must be proved by the production of 
official certificates of baptism, good conduct, education, and health, no maiden will, as a 
rule, be admitted into the mother establishment. 

§ 26. The training of the aspirants is the business of the mother establishment, and 
is left to the General Lady Principal. 

A Mistress of Novices is to be appointed for the training of aspirants. 

§ 27. After the candidates have passed about a month in the Order, to see whether 
they can accustom themselves to the mode of life and the vocational duties of the Order, 
their novitiate as aspirants begins, and the investiture with the religious dress follows 
after the lapse of a year, if the principals of the Order are satisfied: with the disposition 
and habits of the novice. 

§ 28. They receive the religious dress at the nroiiee establishment, and they take 
the oaths there after the years of probation are completed. 

§ 29. The probationary time of those newly clothed lasts, as a rule, for two years; 
during this time the probationary sisters will be trained up in the internal spiritual life, in 
the virtues and duties which their present calling imposes upon them ; and when they 
have shown themselves zealous in the former om sufficiently Sal Hit in the practice of the 


latter, they. will, after deliberation with the assistant sisters, be incorporated in the Order 
as institute sisters. 

§ 30. The vows of the sisters of charity are not binding for life, but simple, and 
renewed yearly. They consist of a solemn promise of poverty, chastity, and obedience. 

§ 31. Although the vows are only simple, and renewed yearly, the Principal of the 
Order can never dismiss any institute sister for any infirmity whatever, provided she 
does her duty otherwise, and avoids such irregularities as must necessarily lead to her 
exclusion from the Order. 

§ 32. The Principals of the Order send to the sister houses at their own choice those 
institute sisters. whom they consider fit, and remove them to other sister houses. if 
circumstances or disciplinary considerations make it advisable or necessary, or they may 
be recalled to the mother establishment. 

§ 33. No parish or Hospital Board may send. a sister away without the previous 
knowledge and sanction of the principals of the Order, nor may they demand any 
particular sister. The principals of the Order are bound, however, to attend to any 
reasonable wishes in this respect. 

§ 34. Grievances and complaints against a member of the Order, or wishes or pro- 
posals respecting separate sister houses, are at all times to be brought immediately before 
the principals of the Order, who are bound to afford the needful “redress and assistance, 
and to do everything that may be considered expedient for ‘the prosperity of ei Order 
and for the welfare of the sick. 

§ 35. Those sisters who become infirm in the service of the sick, if they caine be 
_ properly provided for in a sister house, are admitted into the mother establishment, and 
attended to there during their life, from the means of the Order, and from the contri- 
butions which the parishes of the sister houses are to furnish by agreement, unless such 
sisters can be employed in other services which they are able to render. 

§ 36. The houses of the Order are to take especial care of the sick sisters, or to 
apply all they can from their limited means in tending them, so that the healthy may 
suffer privation rather than the sick. 

§ 37. The expenses incurred for the medicines ordered for an institute sister during 
her illness are borne by the hospital in which she did service; those for the burial of her 
body and for a simple service for her soul are borne by the Order. 

§ 38. No sister of the Order can irrevocably renounce her property for the benefit of 
the Order. 

§ 39. The endowment that she brought, which must not exceed the sum of 1,500 
florins, must be returned to a sister who leaves the Order, and the Order has only a right 
to. receive the interest thereof during the time she belongs to it. 

§ 40. The endowment brought by sisters of the Order falls to the Order, whether 
the sister dies: with or without a will. 

§ 41. Every sister of the Order is and remains capable of inheriting and of making a 
will, like any other female citizen of the State. 

Any property belonging to her besides the endowment is put under administration ; 
the Order receives the proceeds so long as she remains in it. She can dispose of all her 
property quite freely by will, but not of her endowment. . 

§ 42. The property belonging to the Order as.a corporation is left exclusively to the 
management of the principals of the Order, but with the restriction, that without State 
sanction, they shall receive no foundation, acquire or dispose of no real property, or real. 
property rights, withdraw or invest no capital, without previous notice to the proper civil - 
authority, and without special permission received. 

An account of the administration of the actual corporate property of the Order is to 
be delivered yearly to the Catholic Chief Ecclesiastical Council. 

_ § 43.. When candidates enter the mother establishment, a list. of all they bring with 

them is to be made out, so that if they do not receive investiture or voluntarily leave the 
house, all that they brought may be returned to them. 
? § 44. If an aspirant dies during her novitiate, or a probationary sister during the 
time of her probation, only the furniture which she brought into the Order becomes and 
remains the property of the latter; the ready money that she brought goes to her lawful 
heirs, if she has made no legal disposition of it. 

§ 45. Before, however, the money deposited in the mother establishment is delivered 
to the heirs of a deceased aspirant or probationary sister, the Order has a right to deduct 
and retain the expenses incurred by it for clothing and maintenance during her stay in it ; 
also for medicines supplied, as well as for the burial of her body, and for the perfor mance 
of a suitable service for her soul. ° 

§ 46. If a member of the Order is not willing to renew her vows, which are to be 
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renewed every year, she may apply for her dismissal to the principals of the Order, who 
will grant it, and what is owing to her of the money deposited must then be delivered to 
the sister thus dismissed. 

§ 47. When a sister has been dismissed from the Order, she is not to leave the 
house before she has laid aside the religious dress and put on the secular one. 

§ 48. A sister may also be dismissed from the Order against her will, if she is grossly 
remiss in regard to any of the vows of the Order, and on repeated admonition does not 
improve ; if she has given offence to her fellow-sisters; if she has disgraced the Order, 
or has committed any of those faults which, according to the unanimous judgment of the 
institute sisters and the principals of the Order, must necessarily lead to dismissal from 
the Order. 

§ 49. A sister who either voluntarily leaves the Order or is dismissed by the prin- 


cipals of the Order, cannot demand from the Order any reward or compensation for 


services rendered on any ground whatever. 

But. the money which she brought with her, after deduction of what has been 
expended for her whilst she was an aspirant or a probationary sister, will be returned to 
her, as well as the secular clothing and other articles which she brought into the mother 
establishment. 

§ 50. Sisters who have left the Order voluntarily or have been dismissed, are declared 
incapable of admission into it again. 

The Order and every member thereof are bound to observe the foregoing Statutes 
in holy obedience. 

Given at Freiburg, in our archiepiscopal residence, under our seal, on the 9th of 
February, 1845.

To these statutes We grant Our Sovereign sanction, on conan: however, that the 


Superior of the Order shall always be a Baden priest, who has his settled residence in: 


the Grand Duchy; also that no foreign principal shall exercise any authority whatever 
of the Order over the congregation “of the Sisters of Charity ; that the appointment of 
the Superior of the Order and of the principals be subject to our sanction, which we 
shall not refuse without urgent grounds; that the admission of new members he always 
notified to our Catholic Chief Ecclesiastical Council; that for the admission of. the sisters 
under age into the Order, the consent of their parents be required; that their legal 
claims to the property of the sisters of the Order be reserved to their heirs, and that 
the sisters, if they are not willing to take the vows, which are to be renewed yearly, may 
leave the Order without hindrance; finally, that We reserve to Ourselves to appoint 
Grand Ducal. Commissioners of the Catholic religion both for the mother establishment 
and for the sister houses. In the unexpected case of the dissolution of the Order, We 
decide that its property shall fall to the Catholic ecclesiastical property of Our Grand 
Duchy, for application to purposes similar to those of the Order, with preferential 
consideration of those places for which in the foundations of the Order special care was 
taken by thé donors. From this Our Sovereign sanction, which We gladly grant in 
recognition of the benevolent purposes of: the Order and the foundations devoted to its 
introduction, nothing shall, however, be in any way inferred in derogation of the rights 
of Our Sovereign house, or of the fullest application of the ecclesiastical authority and 
the secular ecclesiastical sovereignty, or the Constitution and Laws of the country.

Members of a religious Order or of a religious Congregation similar to an Order, _ 
are forbidden to undertake any educational employment at educational and training 
establishments in the Grand Duchy. 

The State Government is authorized to grant a revocable indulgence from this 
prohibition in individual cases.

Art. 2. Contravention of this prohibition is punished by imprisonment for not less 
than 14 days.

Second Book of the Ordinances, Title 24.—That the Silver and Ornaments of the Churches 
or of the Monasteries can neither be bought nor recewed in pledge, without the King’s 
permission, « ; 


On account of, the evils which are consequent on the selling or pledging the silver, 
gold, jewels, and ornaments of the churches and monasteries, We order that no person 
shall buy, or receive in pledge, for any debt whatever, nor in any other manner, gold, 
silver, ornaments, or jewels, belonging to the service of the churches or monasteries. 

And whenever the prelates, the abbots, superiors of monasteries, priors, rectors, and 
clergy of the said monasteries and churches shall be under such necessity that they have 
to provide for the interests of the said establishments, and it is necessary for them to 
sell or pledge any of the said things, having no better means of furnishing what is 
required, they shall make it known to us, giving us at the same time an account of 
their necessities; and these being such that they ought by right to sell or pawn the said 
things, we shall give them leave to do so. And any person who shall buy them or 
receive them in pledge without such leave, shail lose nine times the value of them; half 
of which shall go to the informer, and the other half to the slaves. And the said things 
shall be taken back to the churches and monasteries without any payment for this, for 
they have a right to them.

All alienations and reciprocal contracts made by the regular religious 
orders respecting moveable property, lands, or houses, and slaves, cattle, &c., of their 
patrimony, are null at law and otherwise where the express permission of the Govern- 
ment shall not have been previously obtained for concluding such contracts. |

abatement of half the transfer-tax is at once granted on such exchanges. 


Law No. 939 of the 26th Seen 1857. —Fixing the Expenditure and estimating the 
Receipts for the Financial Year 1858-59. 


Art. 21. (Complemental to the Article above cited.) The mortmain corporations, 
which already enjoy the right of converting the proceeds of their property into bonds of 
the public debt, may also convert it into shares of the railway companies guaranteed by 
the Government. 


Law No. 1764 of the 28th June, 1870.—Fiwes the Expenditure and estimates the general 
Receipts of the Empire for the Financial Year 1870-71, and makes other provisions. 


Art. 18. The country and town houses, lands, and slaves which the religious orders 
possess shall be converted, within the space of ten years, into intransferable bonds 
of the internal public debt. 

This provision does not include the monastic establishments and their dependencies 
in which the communities reside, nor thé slaves which the said orders set free uncon- 
ditionally, or with the reservation of their. rendering services for a term not exceeding 
five years, and the female slaves whose children they declare to be born free. 

The alienations which have to be made for the fulfilment of the: provisions of this 
Article shall be relieved of half the tax on transmission of property. 

The Government will establish the practical method of effecting the conversion in 
the regulations which it will issue for the execution of these provisions.

Decree No. 655 of the 28th November, 1849.—Regulates the putting in force of the Law of 
the 9th December, 1830, and of Article 44 of the Law No. 369 of the 18th September, 
1845. 


Availing myself of the attributes which § 12 of Article 102 of the Constitution confers 
-on me, and having taken the opinion of the section of my Council of State, to which 
pertain the affairs of justice, I think it right to decree that the following regulations be 
observed :— 

Article 1. The applications which the regular. Corporations are to address to the 
Government for leave to alienate property and to enter into any reciprocal contracts, in 
conformity with the Law of the 9th December, 1830, as likewise to exchange their real | 
property for bonds of the internal funded public debt, in conformity with Article 44 of 
the Law No. 369 of the 18th September, 1845, shall be accompanied. as follows :— 

1. By a certificate or certified copy of the title-deeds, by virtue of which the 
regular orders hold the property respecting which they want to make the contracts to 
which the said laws refer. 

§ 2. By a statement of the places in which the property is situated, together with all 
its boundaries, if the property be in land or houses, and these should not be stated in the 
title-deeds; and by a circumstantial description, for the purpose of identification, should 

_ the property be of another kind. 
§ 3. By a valuation of the property which is to be made at the request of the 
regular orders before the Municipal Judge of the district in which the property lies, in 
the presence of the Fiscal Procurator or his substitate. 

4. Where there is no Fiscal Procurator nor any substitute for him, the Judge 
shall appoint a fit person to be present at the valuation. 

Art. 2. The Government, on consideration of the petitions and documents, as well 
as of the information which shall accompany them, will grant or refuse leave, or may 
order other inquiries to be made, as it may deem fit.

There shall be in the Secretary’s office of the Ministry of Justice a book 
specially destined for niaking the entries both of the licences which, may be granted to 
the regular orders in conformity with these Regulations, and of the copies of the con- 
tracts which they are obliged to forward in conformity with the preceding Article.

Official No. 81 of the 15th March, 1853.—Embargo on Slaves sold by Religious 
Establishments without licence from the Government. 


Joaquim José Rodriguez Torres, President of the Tribunal of the National Treasury, 
fe in answer to the Inspector of the Treasury of Espirito Santo, on the 17th of last 
ae February, states to him that the proceeding of the Fiscal Procurator of the -said 
ae Treasury was according to law, in laying an embargo on a female slave of the nuns 

of the convent of Our Lady of the Carmo of that city, who was sold without previous 
leave having been obtained from the Government, inasmuch as he is competent to prevent

In the meantime, those contracts are null, as are also those to which 
the papers refer which I now send to your Excellency, inasmuch as the said Corporations 
were always prohibited by many laws from alienating or even only encumbering their 
patrimony without special licence obtained from the Government.

directing at once proceedings at law for the nullification of the contracts concluded by 
the regular orders without licenee obtained from the Government in conformity with 
the law of the 9th November, 1830, the more so as the prior of the monastery so wishes 
it; with a declaration, however, that the State is not obliged to indemnity, which your 
Excellency, appears to tefer to, for the improvements made on the Jand in consequence

* acquire nor hold landed. property without licence ; and therefore neither beach lands 
nor Jands, reclaimed, from the sea can be granted to them, even though such be facing 
the buildings of their patrimony, save by authorization of the competent power; but that 

although the ‘Treasury Order of the 7th October, 1847, permits the concession of those 
“* lands to third parties when lying waste, or even held by corporations, the Administration 
ought, seeing that the concession is in the gift of the Government and Presidents of 
provinces, either to abstain from or at least be scrupulous in doing it, in order not to 
depreciate the said buildings, always leaving them the free use of the sea; and besides 
that, reserving the portions of ground appointed by the Chamber for municipal 
commons, or by other authorities for any useful public purpose.

Decree No. 373 of 30th July, 1844. 


The Decree No. 285 of the 21st June, 1843, having, by its first Article, authorized 
the Government to send for Capuchin missionaries from Italy, and distribute them 
in the Provinces where the missions may be of greater advantage, their centre being in 
this capital, and as it is advisable to fix such rules as may insure an equitable and 
useful distribution of the said missionaries, in order that, from their Apostolic labours, 
such fruits may be gathered as the above-mentioned Decree had in view, without 
at the same time altering the relations of communication and obedience of the said 
missionaries with respect to their ecclesiastical superiors ; it is my pleasure to decree the 
following :— 


Article 1. The mission of the Capuchin Friars, established in this Capital by virtue - 


of Article 1 of the above Decree, shall be dependent on the Government as respects the 
distribution and employment of the missionaries in the places where the said Govern- 
ment may deem them to be of greater utility to the State and Church. 

Art. 2. The Government, on the representation of the Bishops or Ordinaries of the 
Dioceses, may send the missionaries and employ them where they may be called for. 

Art. 3. The Capuchin missionaries in the Capital, and in the Provinces in which 
they are in mission in conformity with the preceding Article, shall be subject to, and 
dependent solely on, the Bishops in all that respects sacerdotal ministry; and in those 
places in which there are hospices, and, during the term of their residence therein, the 
missionaries shall be dependent on the local Superior in that which concerns the merely 
regular service and functions. 

Art. 4. No Capuchin missionary shall solicit from his general Superior in Rome an 
assigned duty or other similar order, which may detach him from the mission, or transfer 
him to another place that shall not have been designated by the Government, or pointed 
out by the Bishops or Ordinaries, without the previous consent of the said Government. 

Art. 5. The assigned duties or similar orders, of which the preceding Article 
treats, as well as those that have not been preceded by the formality of the said Article, 
shall be dependent on the Imperial approval for their execution.

‘It is officially known to the Imperial Government that Friar Joao de Santa 
Gertrude, of the monastery of the Capital, presented himself in Rome, accompanied by 
three young Brazilians, viz, Francisco José Ferreira Villaca, José Thomas de Faria, 
and Hermenegildo de Araujo Sampaio, who entered as novices in the Benedictine order, 
‘the expenses incurred by them there being borne by the said monastery. 

The Imperial Government cannot, nor does it wish to, prevent Brazilian subjects 
‘who go to foreign countries from professing in the regular orders which may exist 
therein, if the respective laws permit it; but it is my duty to observe to you, most 
Reverend Father, that the licences eranted for the admission of novices. in the religions 
orders of the Empire, having been cancelled by the Circular of the 19th May, 1855, this 
resolution would be frustrated without being competently revoked, if it were permitted to 
Brazilians who profess in regular foreign orders to form part of the communities existing 
in Brazil. 

_ His Majesty the Emperor therefore orders that it be stated to you, most Reverend 
Father, that even though the said Brazilians shall profess in Rome, in the Benedictine 
_ order, they cannot, upon their return to the Empire, form part of that order of which 
you, most Reverend Father, are Abbot-General.

(Extract. Munich, April 29, 1875. 
UPON the receipt of your Lota aaah of the 3rd instant, I addressed 

‘a note to the Bavarian Foreign Office, with the request that I might be furnished 
with copies of any laws, ordinances, or regulations relating to monastic and conventual 
institutions connected with the Church of Rome at present operative in Bavaria; and 
T have now received from his Excellency M. de Pfretzschner the reply which, with its 
ten inclosures and the corresponding translations, I have the honour to transmit ‘herewith 
to your Lordship in original. 

~ Your Lordship will perceive that only a portion of the laws and ordinances actually 
in force has been furnished to me by the Bavarian Government; but the selection is so 
judicious that it amply suffices for the purpose which | presume Parliament has i view, 
that of being made acquainted with the relations existing at the present day between the 
State and monastic institutions in Bavaria. 


To furnish your Lordship with an exhaustive collection of the innutierable reseripts 


and regulations which rule these complicated relations, many of which are extremely 
detailed, and some of which go back far into the last century, would be a work requiring 
considerable time, and an amount of labour altogether out of proportion to the end to be 
attained. 

Your Lordship will learn from M. de Pfretzschner’s note that there are no projects 
of law relating to these subjects proposed by the Government; but I ought to add that the 
advanced Liberal party are very busy with proposals of this kind, and that a work lately 
published by M. H. Diirrschmidt, a lawyer of repute, entitied ‘“ Phe Conventual Associa- 
tions of Bavaria, and the task imposed upon Imperial Legislation ” & Die klosterlichen 
Genossenschaften in Bayern und die Aufgabe der Reichsgesetzgebung’”), which has created 


much sensation in Liberal circles, proposes a very drastic system of legislation on the » 


subject, applicable to the whole Empire.

M. de Pfretzschner to Mr. Morier. 


(Translation.) Munich, Apral 24, 1875. 

~ IN his note of the 7th instant Her Britannic Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires expresses, 
on behalf of Her Majesty's Government, the desire to be furnished with copies of any Laws, 
Ordinances, or Regulations relating to monastic and conventual regulations connected 
with the Church of Rome, and to the inmates or members thereof, at present operative 
in Bavaria, and of any projects of laws relating to those objects which may be in the 
course of preparation. 

The Undersigned, haying lost no time in putting himself into communication with 
the Ministry for Ticclesiastical Affairs and Education, and having received the reply of 
that Department, has now the honour to communiedte to Mr. Morier the following 
information. 

Of the general laws upon the subject, the Concordat with the Holy See and the 
“Second Supplement ” to the Constitution are of primary importance; Article 7 of the 
former, and sections 76, 77, 78 of the latter, copies of which are inclosed herewith, being 
these to which particular attention should be directed, 

The Concordat was concluded in the year 1817, and, in 1818, was published, as a 
law, simultaneously with the publication of the Constitution then accorded to. the 
Monarchy. According to Article 7 of this agreement the Bavarian Government declared 
their readiness to establish, in conjunction with the Holy See, and suitably to endow 
some (“einige ”) convents of the religious orders of both sexes for the purposes of the 
education of the young in religion and general knowledge, or of rendering assistance in 
the cure of souls, or of the care of the ‘Bick. 

The “Second Supplement” to the Constitution contains the edict respecting the 
external rights (jura externa) of the inhabitants of the Bavarian Kingdom relative to 
religion and ecclesiastical societies, and constitutes an integral portion of the Constitu- 
tion accorded to the Monar chy in 1818. 

Section 76 of this law regards the founding of religious societies and similar institu- . 
tions, and the rules touching the vows of their inmates, as falling within the category of 
subjects of a mixed nature, i.e., of subjects which belong indeed to the spiritual domain, 
but are, nevertheless, not essentially religious, and which stand at the same time in a 
relation of some kind to the State, and to the temporal well-being of its inhabitants. 
According to section 77 the ecclesiastical authority cannot, in regard to these matters, 
make any one-sided Ordinances, and requires for such the co-operation of the temporal 
authority ; and Section 78 invests the State not only with the power of taking cognizance 
of ecclesiastical Ordinances on all these subjects, but of hindering by its own Ordinances 
everything which in the former may be prejudicial to the public welfare. 

On the basis of these legal provisions the principle has till now been consistently 
adhered to that both for the founding of convents by the orders already “received” in 
Bavaria, and for the “reception” and establishment of foreign orders not yet “received,” 
the special sanction of the King is required, which sanction has, in many cases, been 
granted, whilst in others, as ¢.g., in that of the introduction of the Jesuits, it has been 
refused. 

In addition to the two organic laws above referred to a large and various number of 
legal provisions exist, in the shape of laws properly so called, of Royal Decrees, and of 
Ministerial reseripts, which are to be found spread over the “official catalogues of Laws 
and Ordinances, and are, for the major part at least, printed in the “Collection of Ordi- 
nances for the. Kingdom, ” by Doellinger and Strauss, vol. viii, p. 795, and seq. xi, p. 1268, 
and seg. vol. xxiii, /p. 246 et seq. 

Of this very ‘large collection of Laws and Ordinances only the more important ones 
can be quoted. 

Of Jaws propertly so called, notice must first be taken of the laws of casa 
according to which convents are subjected in regard to the acquisition of property to - 

_ certain limitations. In the old Provinces of Bavaria, and in those parts of the Kingdom 

_ where there are no special laws on the subject, convents cannot acquire any real property 
or personal property, titulo lucrativo, in excess of 2,000 florins in one donation (“auf 
einmal *), otherwise than with the consent of the Crown. 

“Owing-to their archaic style the communication of the older laws, more particularly 
of the Decrees of the ist August, 1701, and the 13th August, 1764, (Dollinger Collee- 
tion, vol. xi, ay 1264 and 1270) i is omitted, but in their stead is inclosed herewith a copy 
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of a Royal Decree dated the 27th April, 1807, ie., at a period when the Crown was 
invested with full legislative powers, and which extends the oid Bavarian laws of mort- 
main over the newly-acquired territories of the Monarchy. It must, however, be 
observed that these laws can be circumvented by the property being acquired under 
another name; but, nevertheless, a practical object is undoubtedly attained thereby 
in so far that relatives and other parties interested have the possibility afforded 
them of successfully disputing illegal disposals of property before the competent 3 
tribunals. 

Another legal provision connected with conventual institutions is to be found in 
the Law of the 10th November, 1861, relative to the providing the funds necessary for 
German schools. According to Article 2, section 5, of this Law, of which copy is here-' 
with inclosed, neither conventual schools, nor so-called school brothers or school sisters, 4 
can be introduced into a parish without its consent. . a 

Lastly, there is the Law respecting the order of the Jesuits of the 4th July, 1872 ; 
but as this Law is an Imperial and not a Bavarian Law, it is only here referred to to 
complete the enumeration of laws, strictly speaking. 

A legal provision (section 11 of the Military Constitution of the 30th January, 1868) 
according to which such persons as had taken vows for life, in convents situated in 
Bavaria, were formerly exempted from military service has been abrogated, as the result 
of Imperial legislation. 

- In the Royal Decrees and Ministerial Rescripts especial attention is paid to the 
relations of female conventual establishments. __ 

According to the inclosed copies of decisions of the 9th July, 1831; 7th April, 
1838 ; 4th April, 1841; 14th February, 1844 ; and 23rd March, 1847; novices cannot, 
as a rule, have the religious habit (‘‘ Hinkleidung”) conferred upon.them before the 
completion of their twentieth year, and an exception is only made in favour of novices 
who are to be employed as teachers in conventual schools, and who are allowed to be so 
habited at eighteen. The taking of the first limited vows is not allowed before the 
completion of the twenty-first year. That of vows for life in no case before the comple- ~ 
tion of the thirty-third year. 

In the same way the supervising power of .the State is reserved in regard to the 
election. of the ladies superior, as will be seen from the inclosed copy of a Ministerial 
instruction of the 5th October, 1837. 

The authorities of the Circle (Arrondissement) are, however, instructed only to 
exercise their power of deputing commissioners to be present at the taking of vows and 
at the election of ladies superior, when it appears to them that there is some special 
ground for doing so. 

Respecting the occlusion (Clausur) of female convents, there are a great number of 
rescripts, according to which the tribunals and police authorities cannot be refused entry 
into such convents, though in so entering the officials are instructed to use the utmost 
consideration compatible with the laws. Of the more important rescripts on this head 
copies are inclosed herewith, viz., of those of the 6th May, 1835; 1st August, 1843; 
and 22nd February, 1852. : ; | 

For the vows to be taken in male convents, and the choice of superiors, there are 
likewise particular instructions. ’ * 

For the taking of vows binding for life the age of 21 is the earliest age allowed 
by the law. ‘The instruction of the 9th December, 1868, inclosed herewith, makes an 
exception, however, in regard to the brothers of the infirmary (“Barmherzige Brider”) 
who are required to have completed their 25th year before they can take vows. 

As regards the election of a superior, notice has to be sent to the Government of 
the Circle (Arrondissement) as soon as the election has taken place. For the election 
of the Prior of the Benedictine Order, the confirmation of the Crown, and the deputing 
of a’ Royal Commissioner to assist at the election, were reserved as Crown rights when : 
the Order was reintroduced into Bavaria. : 

Copies of the rescripts of 20th November, 1836, XXIII, and of the 30th December, 
1846, on this subject are inclosed. ; k 

Herewith the enumeration of the more important Ordinances and Regulations is 
exhausted. The self-evident proposition should, however, perhaps be added that the 
conventual institutions which occupy themselves with the care of souls, with tending 
the sick, and with education, are unconditionally subject to the general laws and regula- 
tions which rule these several branches of public activity. ey, Mie 

Inclosed herewith is a copy of a Royal Rescript of the 18th April, 1873, relating to 
the creation and direction of institutions of education and instruction, sections 5 and 12 
of which have special reference to this subject. . 
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In conclusion, the Undersigned has to remark that there are no projects of new 
laws or other regulations relating to these subjects under consideration.

(e.) Delimitation of dioceses, deaneries, and parishes. 

(f.) All matters of sanitary police, in so far as they touch ecclesiastical establish- 
ments. 

Section 77. In respect to none of these matters can the ecclesiastical authority 
make one-sided Ordinances without the co-operation of the temporal authority. 

Section 78. The authority of the State has the right not only to take cognizance of all 
Ordinances on these subjects, but also by its own Ordinances to hinder everything which 
the former may contain in detriment of the public welfare.

3. Before any vows, whether temporary or perpetual, be taken, due notice must be 
given to the Government of the Circle (Arrondissement), 

4. The provisions contained in sections from 1 to 3 apply to all nunnéries whose 
continuance we have specially authorized.

1843, and the 14th February, 1844, remain in force. 


We insist, however, upon the rules laid down in the above Decrees being punctually 
followed, and especially that under no cireumstances whatever, shall the taking of vows 
for life be allowed before the thirty-third year; and if, notwithstanding, such a case 
should in contravention of our commands take place, the same shall at once be notified 
to us, and the obligations arising from such act of profession shall not be considered 
binding by the civil authorities. 

2. The taking of vows, whether temporary or for life, shall henceforth, whether by 
novices or by nuns, only be allowed under the co-operation of Civil Commissioners, and 


in consequence thereof— 
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3. The Arcuaecosl and Episcopal Ordinaries have to give due notice to our — 
Governments ofthe Circles of every proposed case of profession, and upon such notice ~ 
given— 

4. Our Governments of the Circles shall name a Civil Commissioner who, if the 
nunnery should be situated in the capital of the Circle, shall be selected from the Board 
of which the Government is composed, and in other cases from amongst the officials of 
the nearest police district. 

5. The Civil Commissioner shall, before the taking of the vows, proceed to a minute 
examination of the nun or novice, without any cleric beg present; and shall draw up a 
protocol of her statement as to whether she has come to the determination of taking 
these vows, whether they be temporary or for life, of her own free will, without compul- 
sion, and withont being talked over to take the step ; and we authorize such Commissioner, 
in case he has ground for believing that compulsion or talking over has been had 
recourse to, to suspend the ceremony of the taking of the vows, and to notify such 
suspension to the Government of the Circle, which shall then take further steps according 
to the rules we shall lay down for such cases.

Right 
Reverend Bishop of Augsburg in the matter of the election of Conventual Prioresses. 

1. It stands to reason, in the face of the provisions contained in Section 7 of the 
— Second Supplement of the Constitution regarding convents, provisions which have always 
been in force in Bavaria, and which are founded on the right of general supervision 
inherent in the State, that the presence of a Royal Commissioner at the election of a 
Prioress cannot in any case be dispensed with, nor has the omission of this formality been 
claimed by the ecclesiastical authorities. 

2. As in the past therefore, so for the future, a Royal Commissioner shall, on the 
day agreed upon between the Government of the Circle and the Episcopal Ordinary, 
betake himself to the place of election and open the proceedings by the production of his 
Commission, and shall thereupon, in conjunction with the Episcopal Commissioner, proceed 
to the preparatory steps for the business of election. 

3. The conduct of the election itself, however, conformably to the Canon Law, and 
to § 38, lit. c. and e. of the Second Supplement of the Constitution, clearly belongs to 
the deputy of the ecclesiastical authority. 

4. The Royal Commissioner, if no ground for demurring has occurred, shall at once 
bring the act of election to a provisional close by delivering to the Prioress elect the keys 
and the seal of office, and then furnish a detailed protocol of the entire proceedings to 
the Government of the Circle for the purpose of testing their legality, and obtaining the 
Royal sanction to the election. 

The Government of the Circle will in every case conform itself to the instructions 
herein laid down.

THE Report of the Government of the Circle of the 6th February is herewith 
answered to the effect that, as a general rule, the regulations in force in regard to the 
occlusion of female convents are to be observed (even in those cases in which the police 
authorities, in virtue of their office, are competent to insist upon the right of entry) to 
the utmost limit compatible with the attainment of the object proposed by the action of 
the police authorities. 

Consequently in every case where there is a necessity for demanding such entry, 
unless there is actual danger in delay, the permanent Commissary of the convent, 
appointed by the Ordinary, shall be informed of the intended appearance of the civil 
authority or its deputy in sufficient time to enable him to betake himself to the convent, 
and provide that the occlusion shall be opened, a proceeding which can, under no 
circumstances, be refused, in a manner conformable to the forms of conventual institutions, 
as in the present case was indeed done, only too late. The Government of the Circle 
will reply to the letter of the Archiepiscopal Ordinary of Munich Freising, of the 11th 
January, in the above sense, and in view of future cases instruct in the same sense the 
parish priest N—— and the convent confessor N——.

§ 5. THE founding of convents, of ecclesiastical associations, or of societies 
affiliated to such associations in connection with the establishment of institutions for 
education. and instruction, requires to be specially authorized by the Crown. 

12. All institutions for education and instruction stand under the supervision of 
the State. Such supervision is exercised by the authority within whose competence (in 
accordance with §§ 2, 3, and 4 of this Law) it lies to authorize the establishment of such — 
institutions. 

For the exercise of the ordinary duties of inspection, these authorities will employ 
‘ persons at the head of the royal institutions for education and instruction, or, as the 
case may be, the local school authorities. 

The supervising authorities will, however, at least once in the year, themselves 
inspect, or cause to be inspected, all educational establishments committed to their 
care. 

They will on such occasions see to the sanitary condition, &c.

I have now the honour to inclose the copy and translation of a memorandum on the | 


subject, which I received from his Excellency some days ago. 

The whole legislation of Wurtemberg, in regard to the admission into the country 
of religious orders and congregations, and the control over these institutions and their 
inmates by the State, is contained in two short clauses (Articles 15 and 16) in the Law 
of January 30, 1862, entitled, «« An Act to regulate the relations between the Executive 
Authority and tie Boman Catholic Church.” 

In my despateh of August 27, 1873, to Earl Granville, I inclosed \a ‘full translation 


of the law in question, but the: only clauses in it immediately connected with the present. 


inquiry are those above mentioned.* 
The Memorandum. contains also, a statement of the principles which underlie this 


portion of the law, and by which the Government is to be guided in carrying it out. 


It will be seen that, both as regards the admission of religious orders into this 
country, or the extension of such as may have been already admitted, as well as the 
powers of control and supervision placed by law in the hands of the Executive, the 
authority of the State-and the interests of the laity are carefully guarded against any 
influences which might be deemed antagonistic to either. As a matter of fact, however, 
such a danget has never arisen, nor is it likely to arise. No monasteries or convents 
have existed in Wurtemberg since the Reformation, and the only members of religious 


orders or congregations now living in this country are the Sisters of Charity, who are. 


devoted to their usual work of nursing the sick, and the “School Sisters,” who are more 
numerous than the former, and are employed extensively in the Catholic primary and 
industrial schools. 

In regard to the latter, some difference of opinion has arisen in Germany as to 
whether they are to be’ considered as belonging to an order allied to the Order of the 
Society of Jesus, and to be included therefore in the prohibitory clause of the Imperial 
Law of June 4, 1872. This question has not yet been decided by the Federal Council.

Memorandum respecting the Laws and Regulations in force in Wurtemberg in regard to 
Religious Orders and Congregations. 


I. The Law of January 30, 1862, regulating the relations Beiveci the Executive 
Power and the Catholic Church, contains the following stipulations :— 

« Art. 15. Religious Or ders and congregations may be introduced into the country 
‘by the bishop, only with the express permission of the Government, and this permission 
is equally required whenever an Order, which has already been admitted, is desirous of 
founding a new establishment. 

«The Government is not, however authorized under any circumstances to admit the 
Order of Jesuits, or Orders and congregations allied to it, without special. authority 
conferred by a law. 

“The permission of the Government may be withdrawn at any time. 

“ Art. 16. The vows -of members of religious Orders shall not be treated by the 
Executive Power otherwise than as revocable.” 


If. In the “ Motives ” which accompanied the Law, and which set forth the grounds 
for its introduction, the following rules are laid down :— 

: 1. Whenever the bishop applies to the Government for permission to introduce a 
_ religious Order or congregation, he must furnish them with information, more especially 
in regard to the following points :— 

(a.) As to the objects of the Order, for the Gov ernment, as a matter of course, will 
be mainly influenced in its decision by the consideration whether the Order is established 
for objects calculated to promote the general interests of the public, or exists merely for — 
the purpose of contemplation or of religious controversy. 

(b.) As to the internal and external organization of the Order, in regard to which 
the Government will insist upon its being and remaining subject to the ordinary j juris- 
diction of the bishop of the diocese, and to his influence in spiritual matters of all kinds. 

(c.) As to the material means of subsistence at the disposal of the Order. 

2. In the absence of any objection on these points, the Government shall afford the 
Commune, in which, as intimated by the bishop, the Order purposes to establish itself, an 
opportunity of stating whether it desires the presence of the Order, as in case it does not, 
_ the Order shall not. be forced upon it against its will. 

3. As a matter of course, any Order desirous of being admitted must bate to the 
General laws of the country, as to which the following come mainly into consideration :— 

‘(a.) The stipulations of the Law relating to family rights, in virtue of which no 

persons who are still under parental control, can, without the consent of their parents, nor 
_ persons under guardianship, without the consent of their guardians, nor married persons, 
— both are consenting parties, enter a religious Order.

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(d.) The Penal Code, athanally the clauses relating to egal detention. (“ Gefangen-

(e.) Phe Criminal Procedure Law—the so-called conventual occlusion—(“ Klausur 4 
der ixloster”) is no bar to the exercise of their functions by the judicial and police ’ 
functionaries of the State. | 
(f.) The Law intituled the Amortization Act (prohibiting alienation in mortmain). , 

4, The Order, moreover, must submit to whatever additional special conditions are 
imposed upon it by the Government, in the interests of the State and of the civil com- 
munity, and which are to be determined according to the nature of each individual 
case. . 

The Government will be guided in this respect by the following principles :— 

(a.) That no Wurtemberg subject, who is a member of an Order, whether residing 
in a religious house in Wurtemberg or abroad, shall give up the whole of his property ; 
irrevoeably for the benefit of the Order, but shall only be entitled to take with him into’ a 
the Order an endowment not exceeding a certain specific amount. 

(b.) That the property remaining to a member of a religious Order, after deduction 4 
of the said endowment or any further property of which he may become possessed during . 
his membership, shall be administered, in his name and on his account, independently of | “oF 
the Order. 

(c.) That the Order, besides being subject in respect of real property to the pro- 4 
visions of the law respecting acquisition by mortmain (see above), shall also require a | 
special authorization from the Government to accept donations of personal property 
_ conveyed to it by deeds executed by living persons, or by will. 

(d.) That the Order shall keep the Government continually informed of the number 
and names of its members, with full personal particulars ‘in regard to them. a 

(e.) That the Government shall be allowed at any time to cause the inspection by a 
special Commissioner of the Roman Catholic faith, appointed after previous consultation i 
with the Bishop, of the establishments of the said Order in Wurtemberg, including an W 
hg aie into the state of its property and the way in which it is administered, 

. It is mentioned in the “ Motives” attached to the Law that an Order, even when — 
the ee of the Government has been obtained to its admission into the country, 
does not thereby acquire the rights of a corporate body, and is not, therefore, legally 
qualified to acquire property; it requires a special grant by the Government of. the 
status of a corporate body or legal person (“juristischer’ Person ”’). 
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III. The Imperial Law of J uly 4, 1872, relating to the Order of the Jesuits. 

§ 1, The Order of the Society of J esus and the Order and order-like congregations 
allied to it are excluded from the territory of the German Empire. , 

They are prohibited from founding new establishments. LHxisting establishments 4 
are to be dissolved within a term to be fixed by the Federal Council, which is not to 4 
exceed six months. 
§ 2. Members of the Order of the Sodety, of Jesus, or of the Orders and order- 
like congregations allied to it may, if they are foreigners, be expelled from the Federal 
‘territory; if they are natives of Germany, their residence in particular districts or 
localities may be either forbidden or assigned to them. _ 

§ 3. The necessary Ordinances for carrying out and insuring the die execution of 
this law will be issued by the Federal Council.

Law relating to the Legal Position of the Churches and Religious Communities in the State. 


LEWIS III, by grace of God, Grand Duke of Hesse and on Rhine, &c., &c. 
We have been induced, with the consent of Our faithful Estates, to ordain, and 
hereby do ordain as follows :— 


Article 1. The right of public corporations with the right of public divine worsitip 


is guaranteed to the Evangelical and the Catholic Church. 

Art. 2. The other religious communities already existing, as well as those in course 
of formation, have likewise the right of public divine worship. 

Corporate rights are to be granted to them if they do not already possess them, on 
proof of the corresponding requisites. 

Art. 3. The formation of new religious communities is allowed. Their constitution 


and their creed must not be contrary to the State laws, or to morality, and must. not. 


serve as a pretext for prejudicing others in their political, civic, or religious rights. 


Art. 4. The Evangelical and Catholic Church, as well as every other religious — 


community, regulate and manage their affairs independently, but are subject to the 
State laws and to State supervision. 


In particular, no church or religious community can derive from its constitution - 


or its statutes any privileges that are contrary to the sovereignty of the State or to the 
State laws. 

In their civic and political elniions the ministers and establishasaas of the 
churches and religious communities are subject to the State Laws. 

In reference to the administration of the property of the churches and religious 
communities, the existing regulations remain in reise until others are meee 


‘The judictal prosecution of ecclesiastical officers is not dependent on the consent of 
an “gpa destin’ or administrative authority. 

Public roads and places can only be used for ecclesiastical or aliginnd leone . 
with the consent of the magistrates. 

Art. 5. All ecclesiastical ordinances must be communicated. to the State Govern- 
ment simultaneously with their promulgation. | 

‘No ordinance of the churches or religious communities can claim legal validity in 
reference to civic or political relations, or can be carried into execution before it has 
received the sanction of the State. 

Article 40 of the Constitution, and the provisions of the Ordinances of Ji anuary 30, 
1830, and March 1, 1853, relating to the State sanction (the placet), concerning the 
exercise of the sovereion right of protection and supervision over the Catholic Church, 
are revoked. . 

Art. 6. The present law comes into force immediately after its promulgation by 
the Government journal.

Law concerning the Abuse of Spiritual Authority. 


Lewis. III, by Grace of God, Grand Duke of Hesse, and on Rhine, &c., &e. 

We have been. induced, with the consent of Our faithful Estates, to ordain, and 
hereby do ordain as follows :— 

Article 1. Complaints of abuse of spiritual authority may at all times be brought | 
before Us, or before Our administrative authorities. If, after examination of the 
matter, a complaint appears to be well founded, as to which Our collective Ministry 
is to decide, at the instance of the Home Ministry, what is necessary for its redress, 
will be directed by administrative means, but for any punishment for the official abuse 
committed, the case will be referred to the proper Court. 

Our authorities may also proceed officially against any abuse of spiritual authority, 
if any public interest requires it. 

Art. 2. It is especially an abuse of spiritual authority, if the following provisions 
respecting the limits of the right of punishment possessed by the Churches and 
religious communities be infringed. 

Art. 3. Saving the disciplinary punishment allowed according to Arts. 5-8, no. 
Church or religious community is entitled to threaten, to announce, or to inflict any 
measure’ of punishment or correction but such as belong to the purely religious 
jurisdiction, or relate to the deprivation of a right operating within the Church oz 
religious community, or to exclusion from the Church or religious community. 

Art. 4. The infliction of the measure of punishment or correction allowable 
according to Art. 3, must not be made publicly known. 

A communication restricted to the members of the community is not excluded. 

Neither must the execution or the announcement of such measures of punishment 
or correction take place in a derogatory manner. 

Art, 5. The ecclesiastical disciplinary authority over ministers of the Church 
must only be exercised by German ecclesiastical authorities. Ecclesiastical disciplinary 
punishments which are directed against liberty or property must only be inflicted after 
hearing the accused. 

Removal from office (dismissal, transfer, suspension, involuntary superannuation, 
&e.) must be preceded by regular formal proceedings. 

In all these cases, the decision is to be given in writing, with a statement of the 
reasons. 

Art. 6. Corporal chastisement is not allowable as a means of ectldsidaticalh 
disciplinary punishment or correction. Fines as disciplinary punishment must not 
_ exceed the amount of 90 marks, or, if the monthly official income is higher, the amount 
of that income. ; 

A. disciplinary punishment intended to take away liberty can only consist of 
ohpes in an ecclesiastical correctional establishment.

Art. 7. Ecclesiastical establishments, which have been or shall be erected in the 
Grand Duchy, are subject to State supervision. Their internal arrangements are to 
be submitted to Our Ministry of the Interior for sanction. The Ministry of the 
Interior is authorized to order visitations of the ecclesiastical establishments, and to 

- take cognizance of their arrangements. 

The Principal of the establishment has to give notice of the reception of a Church 
minister, within twenty-four hours, to the proper police authority. 

Art. 8. Every ecclesiastical disciplinary sentence, involving a fine of more than 
60 marks, or seclusion in an ecclesiastical correctional establishment for longer than 
fourteen days, or removal from office, is to be notified to Our Ministry of the Interior 
at the same time as it is communicated to the person Oe ee The- notification 
must contain the grounds of the sentence. 

In case of continued disobedience in regard to the provisions of Articles 7 and 8, 
the Ministry of the Interior may order that the establishment be closed. 

Art. 9. The measures of punishment and correction allowable, according to 
Articles 3 to 8, must not be threatened, imposed, announced, or executed— 


(1.) For undertaking a transaction required as a duty by the State laws, or by the 
orders of the magistrates issued within their competency ; 

(2.) For neglecting a transaction which the State laws, or orders issued. by the 
magistrates within their competency, forbid ; 
_ (8.) For exercising or not exercising the right of public voting ; hi 

(4.) For complaining of abuse of spiritual authority ; . 

(5.) To induce an official to undertake or to decline a ministration. 


Art. 10. A removal from ecclesiastical office (dismissal, transfer, suspension, 
involuntary superannuation, &c.), ordered by the superior ecclesiastical authority, by 
way of discipline or otherwise, against the will of the person -concerned, occasions’ the 


loss of the official income attached to the place only on condition that Our Ministry of | 


the Interior, after examination of the documents to be submitted by the superior 
ecclesiastical authority, finds that— 


(1. ) The regular proceedings required by Article 5 have taken place; and 
_(2.) The measure adopted neither infringes any laws of the State nor any general 
principles of right. 


Art. 11. No minister may make public representations in a church or other place 
intended for religious assemblies, to influence voters, on occasion of public elections 
not purely ecclesiastical, to act in a certain party direction. 

Art. 12. Clergymen, ministers, officers, or agents of a church or religious com- 
- waunity, who do not give effect to the, orders issued by Our authorities, within their 
- competency, for the redress of a complaint respecting abuse of ecclesiastical authority, 
or otherwise, in relation to their office or their official spiritual affairs, or who contra- 
vene the provisions in Articles 3, 9, and 11 of this Law, will be punished by fines of 
not more than 600 marks, or by arrest, or by imprisonment for not longer than a year; 
and in cases of repetition by fines of not more than 1,500 marks, or by imprisonment 
for not longer than two years. 

Contraventions of the provisions of Article 5 of the Law upon the legal position 
of the churches and religious communities in the State will be punished in like 

manner. 

Art. 18. Ministers who so grievously violate the provisions of the State laws 
relating to their office or their official spiritual affairs, or the orders in this respect’ 
issued by the magistrates within their competency, that their continuance in office 
appears incompatible with public order, may, at the instance of the State authority be 
dismissed from their office by judgment of the Court for Ecclesiastical Affairs 


(Article 23). 


Such a violation is especially apparent if in sorneotion with a repeated wilful . 


_ Violation of the provisions of the State laws, or of the orders issued for their execution 


by the magistrates within their competency, it is clear from the conduct of the accused | 


that he, in case of his continuance in office, means to persist in his proceedings against 
the State Laws and the magisterial ordinances.

At the request of the Court, the Superior Court, in whose district. the 
accused has his official residence, is to commit the direction of the preliminary 
examination to a Magistrate appointed by Decree. The provisions of the law of penal 
procedure are to be applied in the preliminary examination. The proceedings of the 
Sint legal advisers will be attended to by an officer appointed by the Ministry of the. 

terior. 

Art. 17. If it should appear from the preliminary examination that the facts of 
the case upon which the motion of the State authority is founded cannot be proved, 
and that there is no evidence of the facts which justify the dismissal from office in 
accordance with Article 13, the Court for Hcclesiastical Affairs may stop the proceedings. 
In this case the accused receives a copy of the decision, with the reasons thereof. 

Art. 18. If the proceedings are not stopped, the accused is to be summoned to a 
verbal examination, and is to have a copy of the indictment prepared by the Attorney- 
General’s officer, which must contain a complete and accurate statement of the acts | 
imputed to the accused. The latter may avail himself of the assistance of an advocate 
or attorney for his defence. 

The Court issues the necessary directions for the investigation of the case. 

The evidence is to be taken in presence of a sworn reporter. 

The decision is given in open Court on the verbal examination. The Court mays 
by resolution, decide ‘against publicity, or may restrict it to certain persons. 

Art. 19. At the time of the verbal examination a reporter, appointed by the 
President of the Court from among its members, gives a statement of the case as it 
appears from the preceding transactions. Then the accused or his counsel, as well as 
the Attorney-General’s Deputy, submit their representations and motions. 

Art. 20. If, notwithstanding the summons, neither the accused nor his advocate 


appear at the time of hearing, the proceedings are to go on in their absence, and the — | 


case is to be decided according to the state of the transactions. 
_ Art. 21. The Court, in deciding the case, is to pass sentence in accordance with 


its free conviction, drawn from the whole purport of the evidence, and irrespective of 


positive rules of evidence. 
Dismissal from office entails legal incompetence for the exercise of the office, loss 
of the official income, and the vacancy of the post. 

Art. 22. The judgment, with the reasons thereof, is to be announced at the 
sitting at which the verbal examination has been concluded, or at one of the next 
sittings, and a copy of it is to be delivered to the Attorney-General’s Deputy and to 
the accused. 


A report of the verbal examination is to be drawn up, and it must contain the ‘ 


names of those present, and the substance of the examination. The report is to be 
signed by the President and the sworn Reporter. 

__— Art. 28. The Supreme Provincial Court is appointed to act as the Court for 

- Ecclesiastical Affairs in deciding upon motions of the State authority for dismissal from 

office. 

It passes niceee at a full sitting, in presence of at least three-fourths of its 
members. 

Art. 24. The Court decides finally, without any appeal. 

Tf, however, the accused was prevented from appearing by reasons recognized as 
valid by the Court, he may, within ten days from the delivery of the judgment passed. 
against him, enter a, protest against it in writing, or by minute, at the Court which 
issued it. 

This protest must prove the reasons of the hindrance, or give he means of proving 
them, as well as the complaints upon the main point. 

We AE the Court considers the absence justified, it annuls the seidlines oat passed, and 
also, if necessary, the past ‘proceedings, and appoints a day for fresh proceedings on the 


If the Court declare ite protest unfounded, no es legal measures ‘are | 
allowable.

Law concerning the Training and Appointment of Clergymen. 


Lewis ITI, by Grace of God, Grand Duke of Hesse,and on Rhine, &c., &c. 

We have been induced, with the consent of our faithful Estates, to ordain and do 
hereby ordain as follows :— 

Article 1. An ecclesiastical office, which is to be filled by a clergyman i in any of 
the Christian churches, must only be conferred on a German, who has given evidence 
of his scientific training, according to the prescriptions of this law, and has not been 
declared by the State Government, with the reasons assigned, as obnoxious to it in civil 
or political respects. 

These prescriptions are to be applied without distinction, whether the office is to 
be conferred as permanent or revocable, or whether it be only as a substitute or 
assistant. If there be danger in delay, or if only a temporary necessity is to be met, 
a substitute or assistant may be provisionally appointed subject to the protest of the 
State Government. 

The clergyman upon whom an ecclesiastical office is conferred is bound to take the 
constitutional oath before he undertakes it, unless he has taken that oath before. 

-Art. 2. As a proof of the scientific training it is required, as a rule, that the 
candidate shall produce vouchers of the maturity examination passed by him at a 
German gymnasium, and of three years’ attendance at a German State University, as 
well as that he shall show by an examination in philosophy (logic, psychology, history 
of philosophy), to be passed before a State authority, after completion of the 
University attendance, that he has acquired the general scientific knowledge necessary 
for his profession. 

The details are to be settled by Sovereign Ordinance. 

This examination is not required if the candidate, after the prescribed University 
attendance, has passed a facultative examination before an examining authority 
appointed by a State within the German Empire. 

During the prescribed University attendance, the student must sat belong to an 
ecclesiastical seminary. Our Ministry of the Interior may dispense with a opel 

portion of the University attendance, in consideration of a special course of trainine 

Those who have studied at an establishment where Jesuits or members of alee 
_kindred Orders (Imperial Law of 4th July, 1872) teach, must not be dispensed from the 
three years’ attendance at a German State University. 

Art. 3. The churches are authorized to maintain establishments for the practical 
theological training of future clergymen. 

Only those who have complied with the regulations for University attendance can 
be received as students at those establishments. 

_ No more new pupils must be received at the existing seminaries for boys (boys’ 
boarding schools) and these seminaries are to be closed within a suitable period to be 
fixed by resolution of the collective Ministry, after the publication of this Law. No 
new institutions of this kind must ever be established. 

All ecclesiastical institutions which serve for the training of clergymen are under 
the supervision of the State, and pect in case of contravention of legal prescriptions or 
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of regulations made by the State authorities in exercise of the State supervision, be 
closed. by resolution. of the collective Ministry. 

Art. 4. The superior ecclesiastical authority is bound to notify to the Ministry of the 
Interior, with an indication of the office, the person upon whom an ecclesiastical office 
(Article 1) is conferred, or who is to be employed as a not merely temporary substitute 
or assistant in'an ecclesiastical office. This is also to be done upon the transfer of a 
clergyman to another ecclesiastical office, or on the alteration of a revocable appoint- 
tment into. a permanent one. , 

The intended:appointment or employment must not, saving the last paragraph but 
one of Article 1, take place until the State Government has declared that it does not 
intend to raise any protest. In the case of the last paragraph but one of Article 1, the 
substitution or assistantship must be immediately withdrawn when a protest is made 
against it by the State Government. 

. Art. 5. The provisional or definitive establishment of new parochial benefices or 
the alteration of existing parochial districts, can only-take place with the sanction of 
the State Government. 

Art. 6, So far as the co-operation of the State in filling ecclesiastical offices is 

otherwise regulated by reason of the patronage or special right, this remains as it is. 
' In like manner the existing rights of the State in reference to the appointment of 
clergymen to the army and to public establishments are not affected by the present 
Law. 

The assignment. of the functions of an ecclesiastical office, which has taken place 

in violation of the legal regulations, or which, contrary to the final paragraph of Article 4, 
has not been withdrawn, is regarded as void, and therefore the intercalary administra- 
tion of such benefices is to. be directed, or, if already directed, to be continued. 

The clergyman who publicly exercises the functions of an ecclesiastical office con- 
ferred. upon him in violation of the legal regulations, or has undertaken them without 
fulfilment of the legal requirements, is punished with imprisonment for not longer than 
a year, or with a fine of not more than 300 marks. 

The ecclesiastical: superior who assigns an ecclesiastical office or the functions of 
an ecclesiastical office to a clergyman, in. violation. of the ecclesiastical regulations, is 
punished with a fine of from 300 to 1,500 marks or with imprisonment for a month to 
a year. 

% Art. 8. The sentence of a clergyman to punishment in the House of Correction, 
the deprivation of civic rights of honour and of capacity to fill public offices, entail 
the vacation of the post, incapacity to exercise the ecclesiastical office, and loss of the 
official income. 

A clergyman against whom any of the judgments mentioned in this Article have 
been passed, is forbidden any public exercise of the functions of an ecclesiastical office. 
Contraventions of this prescription are punished with imprisonment for not longer than 
a year, or with a fine of not more than 300 marks. 

Art..9. The prescriptions of this Law concerning the proof of scientific training 
are not applicable to persons who, before the promulgation of this Law, have. been 
appointed to an ecclesiastical office, or have acquired the capacity for an appointment 
to an ecclesiastical office. 

In addition.to this the Ministry of the Interior is empowered, wholly or partially 
to exempt those persons, who had made progress in their education for the ecclesiastical 
office before the publication of this law, from adducing the proof of their educational 

progress and attainments prescribed by this law. 

Art. 10. A Catholic clergyman who is appointed to a parish or any other 
ecclesiastical office to which the enjoyment of a benefice is attached under the 
operation of the above provisions, will receive a deed of confirmation from the 
Sovereign, whereby he is recognized by the State as the lawful holder of the office, 
and endowed with the right of enjoyment of the benefice thereunto attached during 
the continuance of his office. 

As arule, every living shall be permanently filled up at the latest within one 

year after the benefice becomes vacant. 

Tn case of necessity, however, the Ministry of the Interior may grant a suitable 
prolongation of this period. | 

- ‘Art. 11. If any vacant Catholic living should not be filled up by the proper 
ecclesiastical authorities in accordance with this law within the period named in the 
foregoing Article or the prolonged period granted by our Ministry of the Interior, the 
person in whom the right is vested, by reason of patronage or any other legal right of 
presentation (nomination, proposal), shall be entitled to entrust the living, together

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with all the rights and privileges appertaining thereto, to a Catholic clergyman as 
vicar of the parish until a permanent appointment shall be made in a manner m 
accordance with the provisions of this law by the proper ecclesiastical authorities. 

The patron shall in this event be invited to exercise this right by the Ministry of 

the Interior. 
Art. 12. If there be no patron, or if he should not avail himself of the right vested 
in him in a manner in accordance with the provisions of this law within two months 
from. the day on which the invitation (Article 11) is received, then the right of 
appointing a vicar shall devolve upon the Catholic parish in which the vacancy is 
situated. 

‘For this purpose the independent male parishoners resident at the place and ~ 
possessing the rights of citizenship, who shall have completed their 25th year, shall be 
convened to adopt a resolution as to the selection of a vicar. 

Hor the validity of a selection, it is necessary that more than half of those taking 

part in the selection shall vote in favour of the resolution. 
The more specific provisions concerning the mode of proceeding will be defined by 
our Ministry of the Interior. 

If a valid selection ‘be effected, a deputy shall be chosen in the same manner, who 
shall represent the parish in communicating with the Government, and who shall 
undertake the steps necessary to ensure the transfer of the office to the clergyman 
elected. 

Art. 18. The provisions of Articles 1, 2, 4, 6,'7, and 9 of this law shall be 
applicable in the cases dealt with in Articles 11 and 12. The notification prescribed in 
Article 4 must be made by the patron (Article 11) or by the deputy of the’ parish 
(Article 12), in default of which the penalty attaching to neglect thereof (Article’7) 
will, be incurred. 

Art. 14, The present law shall come into force on the Ist July this year, from 
which day the hitherto existing regulations which are at variance therewith will be 
abrogated.

Law relating to Religious Orders, and Congregations of the nature of an Order. 


Lewis III, by God’s Grace Grand Duke of Hesse and on the Rhine, &c. 

We have been pleased, with the consent of our faithful Estates, to decree and do 
hereby decree as follows :— 

Article 1. No new establishment or settlement'of religious Orders or Congregations 
having the nature of an Order will be permitted in the Grand Duchy. 

The existing establishments or settlements of this description shall not be — 
permitted to enrol any new members. 

Art 2. As a deviation from the provision contained in the second paragraph ‘of 
Article 1 the now existing female religious Orders or Congregations of the nature of an 
Order which devote themselves exclusively to education or keep private educational 
establishments may be permitted by our Ministry of the Interior to admit new 
members in so far as such may be requisite for the purpose of maintaining the 
educational staff of these private educational establishments at their present strength. 

Art. 3. Those religious Orders and Congregations of the nature of an Order existing 
in the Grand Duchy which devote themselves exclusively to the tending of the sick, may 
not only be allowed by our Ministry of the Interior to admit new members, but like- 
wise, if the existing civil institutions and provisions should not be adequate for the 
requirements of the sick, to found new establishments. 

Art. 4. The existing establishments or settlements of religious Orders or Congre- 
gations of the nature of an Order shall stand under the supervision of ‘the State. ‘The 
specific regulations concerning the exercise of this state supervision will be drawn up 
by the Ministry of the Interior. 

In the interest of the public weal, or in consequence of non-observance of the 
provisions of this law, or of the orders Beueel by the authorities in execution thereof, 


_ the establishments or settlements of religious Orders or Congregations having the © 
nature of an Order at present in existence may, on the motion of the Ministry of the. 
- Interior, be dissolved and abolished by a resolution of the whole Ministry. 

Art. 5. In so far as the present law is based upon the maintenance of the then 
existing state of things, the state of the establishments on the Ist of October, 1874, 
shall serve as a guide in deciding the questions bearing thereupon. 

Art. 6. The present law shall come into force immediately on its publication in the 
Government Gazette, whereupon all hitherto existing regulations at variance therewith 
will lose their validity.

Law relating to the Levying of Rates for Ecclesiastical and Religious Communities. 


Lewis III, by God’s Grace Grand Duke of Hesse, and on the Rhine, &c., &e. 

We have been pleased, with the consent of Our faithful estates, to decree, and do 
hereby decree as follows :— 

Art. 1. The Evangelical and Catholic Churches, as well as the religious 'commu- 
_ nities endowed with corporate rights, are entitled by the stipulations set forth in the 
following Articles, to obtain the means necessary for defraying the church and religious 
expenses by the levy of rates upon their members. 

Art. 2. Rates for defraying church or religious expenses can only be levied when 
the revenues of the property of the church or religious community in question, or of 
the ecclesiastical or religious commune and other resources at their disposal do not 
- suffice to meet the requirements. sah 

Art. 3. The levying of a rate for defraying the expenses of an individual eccle- 
siastical or religious commune, can only be effected in the following manner :— 

(1.) A proper statement must be drawn up concerning the revenues and disburse- 
ments of the ecclesiastical or religious commune, and especially the means provided 
for meeting the expenses. , ‘ 

(2.) A representative body of the ecclesiastical or religious commune chosen by 
direct vote of the members, must give its consent to the levying of the rate provided 
for in the foregoing statement. ‘This representative body shall consist of at least 
twelve members, or if the number of members of the ecclesiastical or religious com- 
mune in question entitled to vote be less than twelve, then it must consist of all the 
members entitled to vote. The special regulations concerning the composition, the 
number of members of these representative parochial bodies, the right of voting, and 
eligibility at the elections, the mode of conducting the voting, and, finally, the con- 
vening and proceedings of these representative bodies, will be issued by Our Ministry 
of the Interior, in so far as no proper provision is made by the ecclesiastical authorities 


by means of a Constitutional Statute issued under our sanction, for the ecclesiastical - 


or religious community in question. 

(3.) Notice is to be given of the mtended levy of a rate by means of an extract 
from the statement, by the authorities of the ecclesiastical or religious commune in 
- question, to the authorities of the political commune ; or, if the ecclesiastical or religious 
commaune extends over several political communes, to the authorities of the different 
political communes. The authorities of any political commune affected can, within 
twenty-one days dating from the issue of the extract of the statement, offer their 
objections to the proposed levy of a rate by persons belonging to their commune, by 
means of a written statement, with the reasons addressed to the authorities of the 
ecclesiastical or religious commune. If this should take place, and the levy of the 
rate still be persisted in, the matter must be submitted to the decision of the district 
tribunal in whose jurisdiction the authorities of the political commune in question are 
situated, by the authorities of the ecclesiastical or religious commune; or, according 
to the organization of the church or religious community in question, by the superior 
- OF supreme authorities of the church; and, should the Court consider the objection 
‘raised to be well founded, the matter must be submitted to Our Ministry of the 
Interior, whose decision shall be final. : 
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In like manner the authorities of the political « commune in fucsticd can ‘appeal to 
Our Ministry of the Interior within fourteen — days, dating from the issue of the. 
decision of the district Tribunal, if that Tribunal should consider their objection to be 
unfounded. 

(4.) Even if no objection be raised by the authorities of any political commune 
affected, the statement of the-ecclesiastical or religious commune in question must all 
the same be submitted to the district Tribunal for its information, and for the 
purpose of obtaining the sanction of the State for the levy of the rate thereby 
provided for. If the ecclesiastical or religious commune should embrace several 
_ political communes belonging to various districts, then the statement is to be commu- 
nicated to the district Tribunal in whose jurisdiction the chief place of the ecclesiastical 
or religious commune is situated. If the district tribunal objects to give its consent, 
and if the levy of the rate be still persisted in, the final decision of Our Minister of the 
Interior is to be obtained in the same manner as stated in No. 3. 7 

Art. 4. If it be a question of raising the means for defraying the requirements of 
a more extensive union (diaconal union and such like) as such, constitutionally formed 
out of several parishes situated within an ecclesiastical or. religious commune, then 
the amount which still remains to be covered after expending the nieans at the disposal 
of the larger union, as such for the objects in question, shall be distributed over the 
separate ecclesiastical or religious communes, the communal tax assessments of the 
parishioners affected being taken as the basis therefor.. 

Tf, in consequence hereof, the levy of a rate should manifest itself to be necessary 
in any one or other of the separate parishes, the provisions contained in Articles shall 
apply to the levy of such rate. ‘But if the larger union shall possess an elected 
representative body of the parishioners in pursuance of a constitutional Statute 
sanctioned by us, or of an organic regulation sanctioned by us, and if this body 
consents to the repartition in question, the consent of the local ecclesiastical or 
religious parochial representative bodies affected shall not be requisite for the appear- 
ance of this item of expense-in question in the statement, or for the levy of the rate 
thereby rendered necessary. 

Art. 5. If there should be a representative body of ianislhtor in existence in 
pursuance of a constitutional Statute sanctioned by us for the entire body of a church 
or of a religious community consisting of several single parishes, in the event of the 
means standing at the disposal of the whole body of the church or religious community 
as such, for the objects in question not sufficng to meet the requirements, a special 
rate may, with the consent of the entire elected representative body, be levied upon all 
persons belonging to the church or religious community for the general objects in 
question. | 

This resolution, however, requires the sanction of our Minister of the Interior. 
When this has been given, the amount thus to be raised by rate in all the communes 
shall be distributed over the individuals belonging to the church or religious community 
on the basis of the communal tax assessment, without any further consent or 
ratification being necessary for the appearance of the item of expense in question in © 
the statements or for raising the same by rates. 

Art. 6. The rates permitted by Articles 3, 4, and 5 will be levied in accordance 
- with the principles adopted for the communal taxes of the political communes upon 
the members of the ecclesiastical or religious communes in question; they will be 
collected by the communal collector together with the communal taxes for the political 
communes, and handed over by him in gross to the treasury of the church in question. 
In like manner the regulations adopted for obtaining payment of the communal, 
taxes, or for the proceedings prescribed for such collection, shall be applicable to the 
rates provided for in Articles 3, 4, and 5. 
wes Art. 7. Our Minister of the Interior is charged with the execution of this law and 
he shall fix the period when this law shall come into force for the various churches or 
religious communities.
